Resumes appear 
in a “Document Section” and are numbered sequentially by an accession number beginning with 
the prefix ED (ERIC Document). The indexes appear in an “Index Section” and provide access to 
the Resumes by Subject, Personal Author, Institution, and Publication Type. 


Availability of Documents: The documents cited in Resources in Education, except as noted, 
are available from the ERIC Document Reproduction Service (EDRS), in either microfiche (MF) or 
paper copy (PC). The price per document is based on the number of pages and is subject to 
change over time. An ERIC Price Code Schedule permits the user to convert all price codes to ac- 
tual dollar amounts. Current price information for documents, microfiche, and subscriptions to 
microfiche collections, is to be found in the section entitled ‘‘How to Order ERIC Documents,” in 
the most recent issue of RIE.

Women’s opportunities for employment will be di- 
rectly related to their level of skill and experience but 
also to the labor market demands through the remain- 
der of the decade. The number of workers needed for 
all major occupational categories is expected to in- 
crease by about one-fifth between 1970 and 1980, but 
the growth rate will vary by occupational group. Pro- 
fessional and technical workers are expected to have 
the highest predicted rate (39 percent), followed by 
service workers (35 percent), clerical workers (26 
percent), sales workers (24 percent), craftsmen and 
foremen (20 percent), managers and administrators 
(15 percent), and operatives (11 percent). This publi- 
cation contains a brief discussion and employment 
information concerning occupations for professional 
and technical workers, managers and administrators, 
skilled trades, sales workers, clerical workers, and 
service workers. In order for women to take advantage 
of increased labor market demands, employer at- 
titudes toward working women need to change and 
women must: (1) receive better career planning and 
counseling, (2) change their career aspirations, and (3) 
fully utilize the sources of legal protection and assist- 
ance which are available to them.

This special Computer Output Microfiche (COM) 
edition is prepared directly from the ERIC magnetic 
tape data base prior to publication of the printed 
journal and therefore is lacking the cover and other 
regular introductory and advertising matter con- 
tained in the printed journal. The first accession in 
each issue of RIE is the issue itself. In this way, the 

monthly microfiche collection for each issue is im- 

mediately preceded by a microfiche index to that 

collection. This practice began with the RIE issue 
for MAY 1979.

The Michigan Department of Education deve- 

loped an operational model for career education 
which combined the elements of individual career 
development with career preparation accomplished 
through academic, vocational, and technical educa- 
tion programs. A third-party evaluation was con- 
ducted to determine to what extent the operational 
model has been designed, developed, and dis- 
seminated throughout the state and to what extent 
this model is viable. Survey instruments were ad- 
ministered to the following populations: (1) a ran- 
domly drawn sample of 60 of the 525 local school 
districts in the state; (2) a selected sample of 98 
school districts now active in career education; (3) 
all 49 career education planning districts; and (4) a 
majority of the 8 colleges and universities in the 
career education consortium. The third-party 
evaluator found that the general conceptual model 
was comprehensive in scope and extremely ambi- 
tious in the degree of change it envisioned in educa- 
tional programs throughout the state. A substantial 
set of products was developed to put the conceptual 
model in operational forrn. An administrative net- 
work was also developed to disseminate the model, 
but the data indicate that the dissemination process 
is still in its early stages. Finally, the viability of the 
model rests on the degree to which personnel in the 
educational system change their roles and work 
together to make the model operational. (BM)

a recent development in colleges. While certain 
physical handicaps may occur older persons can 
learn, nonetheless. Older adults are interested in 
learning new things and are excited by interacting 
with younger people in intergenerational college 
courses. Many programs are being built on the 1965 
Higher Education Act and other adult education 
legislation. The most recent of these, and perhaps 
most innovative, is ELDERHOSTEL. ELDER- 
HOSTEL offers residential academic programs to 
persons over sixty within a network of over 100 
college and university campuses in eighteen states 
for one-week periods. ELDERHOSTEL began in 
1974, and in its first days offered fifteen weeks at 
five colleges to 220 persons. By 1977, 1,541 persons 
were being served. The national office, located in 
Newton, Massachusetts, directs program coordina- 
tion, standardization, and evaluation. Generally, 
liberal arts programs have been stressed. Each 
school is required to provide three college-quality 
courses with seven to ten contact hours a week. 
Courses are noncredit and require no tests, grades, 
or homework. Most programs are initially funded 
under Title I of the 1965 Higher Education Act. 
ELDERHOSTEL attempts to integrate older adults 
into the larger society through intergenerational 
classes.

Documenting the processes and procedures, this 
report reviews phases of development, testing, and 
revision of 100 modules in a set of performance- 
based teacher education (PBTE) curricular materi- 
als.

An evaluation of the DeSoto County, Florida Ca- 

reer Education Project was conducted to determine 

the effectiveness of career education activities in 
grades K-12. Project goals emphasized at the ele- 
mentary level were self-awareness, attitudes/ap- 
preciations, and career awareness. Career awareness 
and attitudes/appreciations were emphasized at the 
middle school level; and career awareness, eco- 
nomic awareness, dicision-making, and employabil- 
ity skills were emphasized at the secondary level. At 
each grade level a post-test only, experimental/con- 
trol group analysis was made based on results from 
the following instruments: Minnesota Cognitive 

Questionnaire for Career Education (K-5); Piers- 

Harris Children’s Self Concept Scale (K-5); and The 

Assessment of Career Development (6-12). The 

second grade experimental group scored signifi- 

cantly higher than their control group on the self- 
concept scale. The eighth grade experimental group 
scored significantly higher than their control group 
on career planning involvement, but significantly 
lower on career planning knowledge and occupa- 
tional characteristics. No significant differences 
were found between group means (K-12) on a meas- 
ure of cognitive achievement and on all other com- 
parisons. Instructional and guidance _ staff 
participated in workshops on career education con- 
cepts, implementation methods, group-guidance 
techniques, career education skills, and occupa- 
tional resources. Workshop evaluations ranged from 
average to excellent; however, at the end of the year 
implementation had barely begun. Elementary 
teachers appeared to have made the most progress.

This publication is a compilation of inventories of

A continuing project titled “Measuring Career 

Readiness in Elementary Education” had as its 

fourth-year goal constructing learning activities to 

coordinate with six subtest areas of the Career Edu- 
cation Readiness Test (CERT). The secondary goal 
was to continue the refinement of the CERT 
through the analysis of data gathered during the 
current year and in previous years. Using data gath- 
ered from the Joliet (Illinois) Pilot Study, the fol- 

lowing statistical procedures were conducted: a 

correlational analysis, an item analysis, and a relia- 

bility analysis. The results were encouraging and 

indicate that CERT has the potential to become a 

valuable tool for elementary teachers who are in- 

volved, or interested, in career education. (Specific 
results of the statistical procedures are included in 
this final report, along with descriptions of studies 
conducted in Breese, Illinois, and East Saint Louis, 

Illinois, and a workshop conducted in Belleville, Il- 

linois. Also included is a section summarizing initial 

contacts with commercial publishers. The report 
concludes with a discussion of limitations and 
recommendations.) (BM) 
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A comparative study was conducted of women 

college graduates of cooperative and noncoopera- 

tive programs to explore and evaluate the impact of 
cooperative education on the career development of 
college women. A total of 629 women from twenty- 
three institutions (twelve with cooperative educa- 
tion programs and eleven without) responded to the 
mailed questionnaire. The study examined the rela- 


tionship of change of major to career choice, the 
relationship of choice of undergraduate major to 
career choice, the influence of volunteer work ex- 
perience, the impact of undergraduate work experi- 
ence on career development, and the relationship 
between primary source of career information and 
subsequent career patterns. It was found that the 
majority of respondents who changed majors went 
from one traditional major to another; choice of 
undergraduate major was the most important factor 
in subsequent choice of traditional or nontraditional 
career paths; women who did volunteer work as 
undergraduates generally followed traditional ca- 
reer patterns; alumnae who had undergraduate job 
experiences related to their major perceived their 
career preparation more favorably than alumnae 
with unrelated work experiences; and women who 
said their co-op coordinator was their primary 
source of career information were most likely to 
report they received promotions and/or merit pay 
raises on their first job. It was concluded that coop- 
erative education has a positive impact on the career 
development of women. (Statistical tables are in- 
cluded in the report, and a description of the sam- 
pling plan is appended.) (LMS)

The Comprehensive Career Education Project 
was conducted to develop a comprehensive career 
education model for northern Maine. The objectives 
focused on infusion in grades K-12 of the Bangor 
Public School System and continued training of 
postsecondary instructional staff at the University 
of Maine at Orono and Husson College. This docu- 
ment reports the university-level activities. An 
eight-session seminar series for twenty university 
faculty was planned and conducted. Eight faculty 
members were selected to write twenty-six career 
education instructional units that could be utilized 
in a variety of college-level courses. (These units are 
included in the ERIC system as ED 143 814 and 
ED 166 365-366.) The project staff prepared a set 
of inservice training materials for use in postsecond- 
ary institutions. Finally, a business and industry ad- 
visory group was selected to participate as a panel 
in the seminar series and to assist the writing team. 
Plans were made to evaluate the seminar series, ca- 
reer education instructional units, and the training 
materials. (The majority of this document contains 
[1] selection and orientation materials; [2] a descrip- 
tion of the seminar series, including topics, proce- 
dures, and incremental improvements; and [3] 
sample guidelines, format, contract, and review 
procedures used in writing the career education in- 
structional units.)

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Illinois, Illinois Public Law 19 597 
This manual was prepared ior school administra- 
tors and staff in Illinois school districts. Following 
a statement of the rationale for preparing the 
manual, a section on discriminatory legislation dis- 
cusses Title 1X of the Education Amendments of 
1972 and Public Law 19-597 of Illinois. The next 
section discusses sex role stereotyping in classroom 
activities and in textbook prose and illustrations. 
The next section gives examples of sexist and non- 
sexist use of language. “Balance vs. Imbalance” sug- 
gests how to examine instructional materials in 
math and science and in history and social science 
for portrayals of equality and inequality of the sexes. 
The following section presents five questions to ask 
in analyzing the content of an entire text. A sum- 
mary gives guidelines for valid portrayal of the 
sexes. The conclusion suggests steps school ad- 
ministrators can take to help correct problems of 
sexist treatment and lists ways teachers can “neu- 
tralize” sexist materials in the classroom. A bibliog- 
raphy and list of resource organizations are 
included. (LMS) 
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Movement, *Occupational Role Transmission 
Various studies have been conducted to induc- 

tively locate the aspects of occupation in one gener- 
ation which are transmitted to the next generation 
as found in corresponding aspects of their labor 
force aspirations and entry levels. This study re- 
stricted attention to intergenerational covariation in 
components of roles rather than to the structural or 
interpersonal mechanisms which might explain 
transmission. Occupations were conceptualized and 
measured on the basis of indicators for role require- 
ments, content, and rewards. (The author states that 
role transmission presumes covariation between the 
requisites, routines, and rewards of parental occupa- 
tions and the corresponding components of off- 
spring aspirations and eventual labor force 
occupations.) Data were collected from a national 
sample of male members of the civilian labor force 
and from a sample of Michigan high school males. 
Canonical correlation analysis was used as a mul- 
tivariate strategy for partitioning the covariance be- 
tween two sets of scores into orthogonal pairs of 
linear combinations (dimensions). Canonical corre- 
lation analyses for two role relationships, involving 
parent occupation, early career occupation and late 
adolescent occupational aspirations, show that (1) 
role transmission occurs for a multiplicity of occu- 
pational characteristics which span requirements, 
content, and rewards of roles; (2) that the two role 
relationships are not isomorphic in their structure; 
(3) that there is support for recent arguments that 
complexity of roles is a key organizing feature of 
role transmission processes; and (4) that there is 
mixed support for recent research on patterns of 
intergenerational occupational movement. (Au-

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Identifiers—New York 
During the 1975-76 and 1976-77 academic years, 

a project was undertaken to design, implement, and 

evaluate an inservice course for home economics 

teachers in the state of New York. Eighty-two jun- 
ior high and senior high teachers participated, repre- 
senting both rural and urban areas. The objectives of 
the course dealt with improvement of specified 
planning and classroom teaching competencies, 
which were identified in a literature survey to deter- 
mine inservice needs of teachers. Individualized 
learning packages, including instruction in the use 
of recently published New York State Home Eco- 
nomics curriculum guidelines, were sent to the par- 
ticipants. The teachers used audio and/or video 
tapes to record their classroom teaching and re- 
turned the tapes to the course instructors for feed- 
back and evaluation. The effectiveness of the course 
was evaluated in terms of its (1) meeting identified 
needs of teachers, (2) being evaluated in a positive 
manner by them, and (3) resulting in actual changes 
in their classroom teaching. Participants evaluated 
the course by keeping logs and writing summative 
assessments. Overall, their comments indicated that 
the course satisfied the inservice needs which it was 

designed to meet. Recommendations for future im- 

provements included an increase from two credits 


to three (in view of the amount of work and time 

required), better quality tapes, and more efficient 

and speedy feedback from course instructors.

Four questionnaires were prepared and 
mailed to all of the state’s 242 industrial arts teach- 
ers. The objectives of the evaluation were to deter- 
mine the following: (1) number of teachers using the 
materials in their programs; (2) amount of usage of 
the materials in terms of hours of instruction taught; 
(3) amount of usage of the materials in terms of 
number of students taught; (4) overall quality of the 
materials as rated on thirteen specific items; and (5) 
the extent that dissemination programs influence 
the use of Mississippi State University Research and 
Curriculum Unit materials. Based upon the findings, 
the following conclusions were drawn: (a) three out 
of four industrial arts teachers were using the 
materials in their programs; (b) the average number 
of hours taught per class with the materials was 
close to the suggested time for each publication; (c) 
a total of 9,708 students received instruction in in- 
dustrial arts programs as a result of the materials; (d) 
in the opinion of the teachers, the overall quality of 
the material is high; and (e) the chances are greater 
that teachers who are presented the materials 
through dissemination programs will use the publi- 
cation in their classes as compared to those who just 
receive the publications in the mail. (JH)

Two ninth-grade curriculum development pro- 

jects were carried out over a three-year period 

(1975-78) in West Virginia at Point Pleasant Junior

(2) budget allocations to cover equipment costs, (3) 

the installation and acquisition of needed equip- 

ment and facilities, (4) evaluation of the cur- 

riculum’s effectiveness in meeting its goals, and (5) 

transition from university personnel to regular 

teaching staff.

The 

DOD could save millions of dollars by requiring (1) 

the services to provide a minimum of forty class 

hours a week for skill training and to eliminate non- 

skill training activities from course curriculums; (2) 

the army to adopt a more reasonable criteria, con- 

sistent with the other services, for determining staff- 
ing levels for skill training instructors; and (3) the 
services to substitute civilians for military personnel 
or contract for training support whenever feasible. 
The GAO also found that The Military Manpower 
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Training Report, which is issued annually to Con- 
gress to support the services’ proposed training pro- 
grams, is incomplete and inaccurate. It is 
recommended that the Secretary of Defense issue 
clarifying instructions requiring that complete and 
accurate staffing reports be used in support of train- 
ing.

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A pilot study was conducted to determine 

whether organization of personality variables can be 

used to predict the attitudes of student teachers to- 
ward teaching. This followed a literature search that 
showed little research has been done on the person- 
ality characteristics of teachers which influence atti- 
tudes toward students. Three self-administered tests 

(the Population Opinionnaire [a form of the Ro- 

keach Dogmatism Scale], the Minnesota Teacher 

Attitude Inventory, and the California Psychologi- 

cal Test) were given to 135 female freshmen and 

transfer students in home economics education who 
would be participating in student teaching. Findings 
supported the study’s hypothesis that prospective 
student teachers with an open conceptual system 
have a more favorable attitude toward students than 
those who have a closed or dogmatic system. The 
nonauthoritarian individual was found to possess 
the characteristics of tolerance, achievement via in- 
dependence, intellectual efficiency, self acceptance, 
flexibility, responsibility, and a sense of well-being.

however time limitations imposed on the career

District-wide 
dissemination activities involved promoting demon- 
stration packets and assessment/evaluation (AE) 
instruments; sharing methods, materials, and exper- 
tise with consortium districts and others; and pub- 
lishing a newsletter delivered to Wisconsin districts 
and others. Additional activities included working 
toward self-imposed incremental improvement crit- 
eria and a common set of desired learner outcomes. 
Evaluation activities entailed fostering acceptance 
of evaluation as a tool, disseminating the AE kit, 
further testing of kit instruments, and surveying 
packet and kit users. Leadership activities included 
state education agencies’ facilitation of consortium 
products dissemination and consortium help in 
developing administrative leadership in their own 
and partner districts. Two of the many individual 
district activities involved funding in the Eau Claire 
district of sixteen mini-proposals to improve self- 
awareness, career awareness, and decision making 
skills, and the Watertown district’s provision of a 
one-week workshop for thirty-four K-adult staff 
members. Third-party evaluation indicated that 
most consortium-wide and district objectives were 
achieved. (Appendixes contain a project profile, AE 
kit questionnaire results, and other project related 
materials.) (Author/CSS) 
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This report contains accounts from seven Wiscon- 
sin school districts which participated in an incre- 
mental improvement project to demonstrate career 
education methods and procedures. The consortium 
district reports are from Eau Claire, Kimberly, 
Madison, Oregon, Shawano, Sheboygan, and Wa- 
tertown. All presentations follow the same format: 
(1) major activities (including objectives, improve- 
ment activities, and learner outcome activities), (2) 
project participant summary, (3) evaluation of ob- 
jectives, (4) anticipated project changes and/or 
problems, (5) dissemination activities, and (6) spe- 
cial activities. The project accounts deal with in- 
dividual district activities rather than the 
district-wide activities. (CSS) 
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Third-party evaluation of the Wisconsin Career 
Education Consortium (WCEC) was conducted 
over two years, utilizing a time series evaluation 
design established in 1975. On-site interviews, sur- 
veys, and tests were used to collect data from stu- 
dents, teachers, counselors, parents, and 
administrators. The WCEC was effective in dis- 
seminating career education information, assist- 
ance, and products. Recipients of the newsletter, 
demonstration kits, and the assessment/evaluation 
(AE) kit gave them a positive evaluation. The seven 
consortium members had specific objectives which 
were primarily achieved. For instance, Eau Claire 
funded mini-projects that significantly impacted on 
the staff/students, and Kimberly extensively used 
resource centers and worked to improve community 
involvement in their program. Madison, Oregon, 
Shawano, Sheboygan, and Watertown also had ef- 
fective program elements. Learner outcomes assess- 
ment revealed significantly higher attitudes toward 
work scores formed in the ninth grade and some 
significant increases in occupational knowledge. 
The third-party evaluators recommend that WCEC 
formalize a planned in-service program transporta- 
ble to various school systems. (CSS) 
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The major objective of a project conducted by the 

Bedford County Public Schools in Virginia was to 

refine and further implement the model Career Edu- 

cation K-12 curriculum. Curriculum committees in 
five areas (art, language arts, mathematics, physical 
education, and social studies) were selected and 
given released time to receive in-service help and to 
write career education infused curriculum guides. 

Additional mini-courses were prepared for pupil 

and counselor/teacher use. Several of these courses 

were adapted, along with other materials, into a Ca- 
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reer Education Handbook which was distributed to 
all instructional personnel. Teachers and guidance 
personnel received in-service to help them imple- 
ment their part of the career education model. Key 
teachers from each elementary school and from sec- 
ondary departments were selected to receive in-ser- 
vice on various topics. These teachers in turn shared 
the material with their colleagues. Guidance person- 
nel received help on placement and career counsel- 
ing and how to operate a career resource center. All 
activities were designed to assist students with self 
awareness and career awareness. Activities for se- 
condary students were designed to aid in career 
preparation and decisionmaking skills. The project 
staff and guidance personnel developed and imple- 
mented a Plan for Job Placement, consisting of two 
components, career counseling and job placement. 
All activities were shared with special education 
students and gifted and talented students. Many ac- 
tivities were devoted to making school personnel 
aware of sex role stereotyping. (Author/BM) 
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An evaluation was conducted of the Bedford 

County (Virginia) career education project, K-12, 

for the 1975-76 school year. The results of the 

evaluation were organized around three major infor- 
mation domains: (1) student self-concept; (2) stu- 
dent awareness of the world of work; and (3) teacher 
in-service activities and use of career education re- 
sources and related practices. The Self Observation 

Scales (SOS) were administered to over 300 stu- 

dents to measure self concepts. Differences between 

the pretest scores and posttest scores showed a posi- 
tive increase in pupils’ scores at the primary and 
intermediate levels. The Career Maturity Inventory 

(CMI) was used to assess students’ perceptions of 

the world of work and their relations with it. The 

results showed a marked gain from pre- to post- 
testing. There were six major in-service activities 
and numerous faculty meetings held over the course 
of the year. Teachers were requested to fill out the 

Teacher’s Practices Survey (TPS) and the Bedford 

Career Education Survey. The TPS was designed to 

obtain feedback directly from teachers regarding 

their use of 15 specific techniques and activities 
related to career education. The Bedford Career 

Education Survey was administered on a pre/post 

test design for teachers and staff who participated in 

in-service activities. The results showed a positive 
increase in teacher attitudes on all three scales (ac- 
ceptance, changes orientation, and commitment). 

Overall evaluation results indicated a successful im- 

plementation of the goals and objectives of the pro- 

gram. (Author/BM)

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Designed to inform individual women and occu- 
pational counselors of blue collar jobs and training 
opportunities for women in construction and indus- 
try, this guide attempts to answer the questions: 
What is blue collar work? What is apprenticeship 
and are there entrance requirements? How do I go 
about finding a blue collar job or getting into an 
apprenticeship program? And finally, is blue collar 
work for me? The guide also includes sections on 
what to expect on the job, problems women crafts 
workers have encountered, history of women in the 
skilled trades, and profiles of blue collar women. A 
section on resource groups and organizations lists 
national and local sources of assistance. A bibliogra- 
phy indicates where to learn more about trades op- 
portunities and about real life stories of women 
working in the skilled trades. Written in a conversa- 
tional tone, many of the sections contain practical 
tips, for example, “Go to the job site looking like 
you are ready to go to work (work clothes, boots, 
etc.).” The guide includes tables, graphs, photo- 
graphs, and a skills assessment check list. (LMS) 
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A national survey of women in nontraditional, 
mixed, and traditional occupational training at area 
vocational technical schools was conducted to de- 
termine the factors which influence women to enter 
nontraditional training and how they differ from 
those of traditional women. It was found that 
women have difficulty selecting a nontraditional vo- 
cational program and that this problem is com- 
pounded by the pressure on women to choose 
academic preparation. Interest was the single most 
powerful force influencing women in their selection 
of vocational training. Ability in the occupational 
area was second, and earnings came third. Career 
education, career orientation, and job site visitation 
were considered more useful counseling techniques 
than individual counseling, vocational testing, or 
group counseling. Educational personnel did not 
have a great impact on the career decision making 
of students. Counselors and teachers had more in- 
fluence on traditional women than on nontradi- 
tional women. Parents were the most influential 
group for nontraditional students. Employment of 
women in related occupations simultaneous to their 
vocational training was an extremely important fac- 
tor in improving their education and training. The 
largest single problem identified by women was the 
problem of men adjusting to women in their class- 
room, particularly if there were very few women in 
the classroom. (LMS) 
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To obtain quantifiable employment information 
and identify training weaknesses of former voca- 
tional technical students, a comprehensive follow- 
up questionnaire was developed and validated. The 
new questionnaire, after review and revision, was 
field tested, using twenty-five randomly selected 
former students (placed in occupations related to 
their training) and twenty-two of their supervisors. 
Respondents were asked to identify ambiguous 
words, questions, etc; respond to each applicable 
question in terms of questions and scale values; offer 
program improvement comments; and rate ten 
question categories from most to least important. 
Several of the findings were (1) to avoid late returns 
it is advisable to collect responses at on-site visita- 
tion; (2) response rate, validity, reliability (.778), 
and comments indicate questionnaire is appropriate 
for the intended purpose; (3) the nine-point rating 
scale and “not applicable” option produced suffi- 
cient variance to provide useful data; (4) a question- 
naire user’s guide is needed; and (5) former 
students’ supervisors should be the questionnaire 
respondents. It is recommended that, following 
revision, the questionnaire be put into immediate 
use for on-site follow-up; a user’s guide be deve- 
loped and disseminated; and twice yearly instruc- 
tors should answer the questionnaire for 
self-evaluation. (Four other recommendations are 
offered. Appendixes contain the Appalachian Re- 
gional Commission evaluation form, on-site follow- 
up forms, and field validation form.)

A program was developed for parent involvement 

in career education of students at the elementary, 

junior high, and senior high levels. The goal of the 
program is to make parents aware of the important 
role they play in the career development processes 
of their children. Topics dealt with include the fol- 
lowing: (1) improvement of communication skills 
between parent and child; (2) influence of parents 
on career choice and work values; (3) career re- 
sources in the school and community; (4) sex-role 
stereotyping and its effect; (5) improvement of self- 
concept of children; (6) the importance of career 
planning; and (7) the stages of career development. 
At each of the three academic levels, the parents 
attend five learning sessions, and in Project Apollo, 
the senior high component, the students are also 
present. Except for the individual meetings in Pro- 
ject Apollo to review the students’ records, the ses- 
sions involve the use of handouts, discussion groups, 
audiovisual materials, reading materials, or role 





playing. (Outlines are included for each session giv- 
ing objectives, materials, procedure, preparation, 
guidelines, and alternate programs.

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Identifiers—*Experience Based Career Education, 
J L Mann High School SC, South Carolina 
The Experience-Based Career Education (EBCE) 

program at J. L. Mann High School (Greenville, 

South Carolina) was designed to provide enrolled 

students with community-based career experiences 

and to make the career resource room a focal point 
for career education for all students and teachers in 
the school. An individualized course of instruction 
was also offered to EBCE students along with their 
community experiences. The 1977-78 school year 
was the first full operational year of the program. 
Formal pre- and post-testing was conducted in 
achievement, career concepts, and attitudes for 
three of EBCE groups (N = 87). Comparison data 
was gathered from non-EBCE students in the same 
high school and from another high school. Survey 
and interview data were gathered at various times 
throughout the year from students, parents, and 
community resource persons. Also, periodic obser- 
vations were made of EBCE activities. Some of the 
evaluation findings were as follow: (1) improve- 
ments were made for the second year by expanding 
staff and facilities and developing additional job 
sites; (2) program dissemination was ahead of ex- 
pectation; (3) English and mathematics perform- 
ance on standardized tests indicated that EBCE 
students were performing as well as comparison stu- 
dents; (4) EBCE students showed significant growth 
in writing skills as a result of a focussed effort on 
writing ability; (5) the Career Maturity Index 
showed total battery superiority of EBCE students 
to comparison students; (6) there was some evi- 

dence of appropriate attitude development; and (7) 

a review of the guidance component by an outside 

guidance specialist yielded high ratings for the en- 

tire guidance program. (BM) 
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Identifiers—* Ownership 
The world economic situation is beset by growing 

worker dissatisfaction, slowing economic growth, 

and rising energy and resource costs. A partial solu- 


tion to these problems may be worker participation 
in management and ownership. As production has 
become more dehumanized and workers have 
become increasingly dissatisfied and alienated, the 
quality of their work has suffered. To offset this 
malaise, various experiments have been conducted 
to improve the quality of work life and to give work- 
ers a voice in management decisionmaking. While 
workers in the U.S. often use unions to express their 
views, in other nations they hold seats on boards of 
directors and have formed work councils for this 
purpose. Ownership by workers may be either in- 
direct in the form of investment funds and employee 
stock ownership programs or direct in the form of 
co-ops. It is difficult to generalize about the econo- 
my-wide impact of worker participation because of 
the lack of controlled experiments and long-term 
data. However, it appears that participation cer- 
tainly does not harm productivity and probably im- 
proves it. Presently, worker participation is at 
different stages in countries around the world due to 
variations in cultural backgrounds and histories.

The number of women occupying managerial po- 
sitions in the U.S. is relatively small, but it rose 47% 
from 1,321,000 in 1970 to 1,942,000 in 1976. Cir- 
cumstances contributing to this rise are enforce- 
ment of legal sanctions against discrimination and 
women’s increased educational attainment. This re- 
port describes a continuing education workshop se- 
ries that was developed through a literature review 
and interview survey to ascertain opinions, trends, 
and experiences related to the managerial woman’s 
educational needs. Three themes emerged: (1) 
women at three management levels (executive se- 
cretaries/administrative assistants, supervisors, and 
middle management) have defined educational 
needs; (2) formal management education courses 
for women should be the same as those for men; and 
(3) special educational programs are needed to re- 
spond to personal concerns of women in manage- 
ment. Two workshop series dealing with innovative 
topics were developed. The first series, workshops 
for men and women managers, deals with the fol- 
lowing topics: male stereotypes about and biases 
toward women managers, comparison of men and 
women managers’ abilities and characteristics, a 
decision-making method, conflict management, and 
change strategies. The second series for women only 
addresses problems of women managers. Workshop 
topics include assertiveness training, men and wo- 
men’s career concept differences, power, collusion, 
intimacy-sexuality, support, career planning, 
professionalism, and communication skills. (Au-

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Although lifelong learning was a term created to 
mean cradle-to-grave learning, it has come to mean 
specifically adult learning and education. The adult 
learning force in the U.S. is huge and growing in size 
as well as interest. Since eighty-five percent of the 
active adult learners are high school graduates, they 
are eligible for postsecondary education. Many en- 
roll in the formal programs offered by colleges and 
universities, but an even larger number spend time 
on self-directed, informal learning projects. Four so- 
cial forces are contributing to this increase in adult 
education: (1) national pressure for expanded edu- 
cational opportunities, which has resulted in learn- 
ing no longer being tied to a physical location; (2) 
a combination of decreased emphasis on the creden- 
tials of the educational provider and increased em- 
phasis on the credentials of the learner, permitting 
academic credit for experiential learning; (3) recog- 
nition of the necessity for, and pleasure derived 
from, lifelong learning; and (4) the societal shift 
from a linear life plan to a blended life plan, which 
has been produced, in part, by the job shortage. 
Educational providers for lifelong learning are a di- 
verse group including libraries, museums, and 
television as well as schools. As they develop their 
unique educational strengths, they will continue to 
provide education with a diversity of options.

A study explored the results of programs designed 

to move women into traditionally male jobs (both 

managerial and blue collar) in ten public utility com- 
panies. The focus of the study was on the experi- 
ences of 164 women in such jobs and on the 
attitudes of their supervisors, male peers, and subor- 
dinates toward the companies’ attempts to over- 
come job discrimination based on sex. The study 
also explored the impact of the women’s new job 
patterns on their relationships with peers, parents, 
husbands, male friends, and children. The findings 
indicated that the experiences of the ten companies 
were considerably more positive than negative. 
Most of the women were seen to be performing well 
in their new jobs, although those in blue collar posi- 
tions encountered more difficulties in the form of 
inadequate prior training and harassment from male 
peers. There was also considerable evidence that 
negative attitudes and expectations on the part of 
male supervisors and peers were likely to change 
rapidly when the supervisors and peers had an op- 
portunity to observe a woman performing effec- 
tively in a nontraditional job. Companies making 
the most progress in providing equal opportunities 
for women were those which planned the transition 
carefully, involved first-line supervisors in the plan- 
ning, and provided central staff monitoring and 
guidance to managers attempting to meet Equal 

Employment Opportunity goals. (Interview outlines 

and data analysis procedures are appended and 

graphs, tables, and references are included.) (Au-

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Intended for use by counselors and mathematics 

teachers, this guide brings together mathematical

The major portion of 
the section includes the results of the data collection 
for fourteen student objectives and one educator 
objective. The objectives are as follow: recognizing 
similarities and differences; establishing goals; un- 
derstanding individual and group behavior; interp- 
ersonal relationships; sources of education and 
training; occupational information; decision making 
factors; self assessment; career options; life roles; 
participating in career planning; gaining education 
or training (basic skills); resources to implement ca- 
reer goals; goal attainment influencing factors; goal 
change factors; and educator knowledge of career 
education. Completing the report are student com- 
ments related to the career education program, and 
general project conclusions. (JH) 
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This curriculum bulletin is designed to present 

seventh and eighth graders with an overview of the 

metalworking industry from the acquisition of raw 
materials to the fabrication of the completed prod- 
uct. The manual is organized into five major instruc- 
tional units: sheet metal, wrought metal, jewelry and 
art metal, bench and machine metal, and cast metal. 

Each unit is taught from the standpoint of its dis- 

tinct tools, machines, operations, and processes 


with a consideration of the relationships that exist 
between each of the areas. The course provides a 
dual approach by considering unit and mass produc- 
tion methods of making a product.

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A follow-up study of agricultural education gradu- 
ates from Texas A & M University was conducted 
to determine the effectiveness of the curriculum in 
agricultural education at the University in the 
preparation of graduates for careers in agriculture 
and to determine the factors which might influence 
the choice of and success in either teaching or alter- 
nate careers. Data were obtained from 186 of the 
280 questionnaires mailed to graduates for the years 
1965 through 1971. Results of the study include the 
following: the factor that influenced graduates most 
to major in agricultural education was the desire to 
secure a broad knowledge of scientific agriculture; 
more course hours in horticulture were recom- 
mended; and the factor that had the greatest degree 
of influence on graduates to enter the teaching 
profession was the opportunity to work with youth 





(the greatest dislikes were the salary level and lack 
of advancement opportunities). It was concluded 
that former students were satisfied with their cur- 
ricular experiences at Texas A & M University. Fi- 
nally, based on the findings, the following 
recommendations were made: more courses in hor- 
ticulture should be added to the curriculum in 
agricultural education; efforts should be increased 
to encourage students to take advantage of career 
counseling on the campus; and students who do not 
plan to teach should be directed into courses in 
journalism and business. (JH) 
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This compilation includes abstracts of 140 re- 

search and development studies in agricultural edu- 

cation completed during the period July 1, 1977 to 

June 30, 1978. Thirty-three of the completed stu- 

dies represent staff research, fifty-six represent mas- 

ter’s theses, and fifty-one represent doctoral 
dissertations. Studies are arranged alphabetically by 
state and alphabetically by author within states. En- 
tries contain the purpose, method, and findings of 
the research and development activities. A compre- 
hensive subject index, utilizing ERIC descriptors, is 
included; among the topics included are Adult Edu- 
cation, Agribusiness, Curriculum, Economics, Em- 
ployment, Forestry, Leadership, Program 
Development, Work Attitudes, etc. Studies re- 
ported as being in progress during 1978-79 are also 
compiled. They are arranged alphabetically by state 
and by author within states. In progress were fifty- 
two staff studies, forty-seven master’s theses, and 
twenty-seven doctoral dissertations. A listing (by 

ED numbers) of where to find previous summaries 

of studies in agricultural education is also included. 

(CSS) 
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This report identifies the degree to which high 
school students consider choosing nontraditional 
occupations, if youths are aware of sex stereotypic 
influences, and what strategies they would offer to 
promote educational equity. Chapter 1 reviews the 
literature and defines the problem and objectives. 
Chapter 2, on procedures, describes the sample, in- 
terview techniques, and qualitative analysis. Chap- 
ter 3 reports the students’ occupational choice, 
influences on occupational choice, rejection of non- 
traditional occupations, sex stereotyping influences, 
and strategies for counteracting sex stereotyping. 
Some findings are that 80% planned to enter occu- 
pations traditional to their sex, that five factors were 
primary career plan influences, and that students 
had suggestions for counteracting these influences 
and achieving occupational sex equity. Chapter 4 
reports the study’s conclusions that awareness is not 
reflected in most occupational choices; among stu- 
dents choosing nontraditional occupations there are 
more females than males; most choices require at 
least a four-year college degree; and class experi- 
ence is the most influential factor in nontraditional 
occupational choice. The annotated bibliography 
for educators/counselors provides resources on sex 
bias in education/work; strategies to achieve sex 
equity; sex fair materials; inservice training to pro- 
mote sex equity; assistance for returning women 
students; and resources for sex fair education. (Au- 
thor/CSS) 
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To clarify delivery system concepts, several topics 

will be addressed: educational needs of lower- 
income older people, formulation of a design con- 
cept, specification of the system’s concrete aspects, 
and research/development implications. As the 
proportion of persons over age sixty-four grows and 
sensitivity to unmet lifelong learning needs rises, the 
need for conscious design of lifelong learning insti- 
tutions increases. A service system should have 
linking mechanisms that attend to the individual’s 
total life situation. The delivery system can be iden- 
tified as an interactive, self-regulating, three-com- 
ponent system: (1) a sensor receiving environmental 
information, (2) a transducer utilizing information 
to generate and prioritize alternatives, and (3) an 
effector converting alternatives into operational 
programs. Linkages at the interface between sensor 
and effector contribute to the system’s cybernetic 
potential. Persons participating in the delivery sys- 
tem along the interface are potentially significant 
reference persons for unreached persons in the envi- 
roning society. System relationships can be concep- 
tualized in seven phases: program anticipation and 
verification, data collection, academic program- 
ming, budget, administrative organization, im- 
plementation, and formal evaluation. It is proposed 
that theory-based method can serve dialectically to 
link conceptual design and the action of implemen- 
tation. Disciplined inquiry into the development of 
design theory and delivery systems grounded in the- 
ory-based method is needed. (CSS) 
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Identifiers—Connecticut 
The hypothesis that actual physical involvement 
(hands-on experience) with the work of a craft will 
influence the occupational goals of students was 
tested. The subjects were 2,921 ninth-grade stu- 
dents in Connecticut who were enrolled during 
1974-1975 in sixteen area vocational-technical 
schools which offer Trade and Industrial occupa- 
tional programs. For admission purposes, these stu- 
dents completed a form on which they indicated 
their first and second choices of careers. With few 
exceptions, all these students participated in a shop 
exploration program in which time is spent in each 
of the trades offered at the school. In the shop they 
perform some of the simpler tasks as well as partici- 
pate in the theory lessons associated with the trade. 
After a cycle of rotating in each of the six to fifteen 
trades offered, a tentative shop assignment is made. 
The assignment is based on each student’s choice, 
the shop teacher’s evaluation, and the availability of 
shop stations. The findings indicated that 55.9% of 
2,847 students changed their career choice after the 
cyclical portion of the program. Also, 85.4% of the 
students were assigned to the shop of their choice. 
The findings show some evidence that students will 
change their occupational goals and narrow their 
career choices as a result of these hands-on experi- 
ences. (EM) 
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Serious problems were posed by North American 
pioneer efforts to force their traditions on Eskimos, 
Indians, and Aleuts. Fortunately, other pioneers, 
such as home economists and district agents with 
the University of Alaska Cooperative Extension 
Service, responded to villagers’ home and com- 
munity needs. The University of Alaska also pion- 
eered in offering mining/prospecting non-credit 
courses. Other higher education institutions ini- 
tiated programs; for example, Kuskokwin Com- 
munity College (1974) offered one of the first adult 
education degree programs. The U.S. Army at Fort 
Richardson introduced in the 1950s adult basic edu- 
cation (ABE), which by 1957 included eighth grade 
and high school equivalency (GED) certificate pro- 
grams. Finally, a GED program for non-commis- 
sioned native officers was begun. Two other basic 
education pioneering efforts included training of na- 
tive Volunteers in Service to America (VISTA) 
teachers of ABE and the Anchorage Community 
College Adult Literacy Laboratory’s development 
of culturally relevant educational materials. In de- 
termining the University of Alaska’s adult educa- 
tion/training role, a study committee developed a 
continuing education plan. This was implemented in 
1972. All provisions were realized, including con- 
tinuing teacher education and satellite transmis- 
sions of GED tapes to many villages. In summary, 
there is a need to help adults obtain skills required 
by their vastly changed society; those finding new 
ways of helping adults learn will be called pioneers. 
(CSS)

This document is the General Research Corpora- 

tion (GRC) report on Task II, which called for the 

development of career fields for headquarters and 
regional positions of the U.S. Nuclear Regulatory 

Commission Office of Inspection and Enforcement 

(NRC/IE). GRC examined the data of Task I (de- 

velopment of qualifications requirements) for com- 

monality of knowledge and performance, postulated 
career fields as a result of that examination, and 
tested and revised those career fields by more exten- 
sive examination. Proposed as a result of this are 
four career fields: construction-vendor, health phy- 
sics, reactor operations, and safeguards; and two 

“career ladders”: fuel facilities and investigation. 

(The term “career ladder’ was chosen to describe 

the relatively narrow patterns of positions open to 

its members.) All career fields include subfields, 
which are described in full in the report. In addition 
to recommending acceptance of these career fields, 
this document proposes the combination of certain 
subfields, the retitling of some positions, and the 
adoption of a standard nomenclature for all 
NRC/IE positions. (Author) 
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Outreach programs were conducted in four com- 

munities over a period of nine months. Focus was on 

disseminating information to the public on how to 
use energy more efficiently in the home. The basic 
format for disseminating information involved the 
following activities: public meetings to provide gen- 
eral information on home energy consumption and 
available energy-conserving techniques, how-to 
clinics to demonstrate energy-efficient techniques, 
and clearinghouse services to offer follow-up to the 
meetings and clinics. An assessment of the pro- 
grams indicated that the pilot projects were success- 
ful in developing and increasing citizen awareness of 
the importance of home energy conservation. Based 
on personal contact with community residents and 
participant surveys, several generalizations were 
made regarding public attitudes, including the fol- 


lowing: (1) a majority of participants felt that an 
energy shortage exists in this country, (2) most peo- 
ple were convinced that there is a need for energy 
conservation, and (3) people felt that they could 
make an impact on reducing energy consumption as 
individuals but seemed willing only to undertake 
easy-to-do conservation methods. (This report in- 
cludes summaries of the four pilot projects. Partici- 
pant survey results and survey questionnaire forms 
are appended.)

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This report, prepared by the Education Commit- 

tee of the Organisation for Economic Co-operation 

and Development (OECD), analyzes current trends 
and issues in apprenticeship and in policies for ap- 
prenticeship in member countries. Apprenticeship 
is analyzed in countries where it is the most impor- 
tant activity of young people after leaving compul- 
sory schooling (Austria, Germany, Switzerland) 
and in countries where apprenticeship is a second- 
ary method of providing occupational skills to 
young people. Part 1, an introduction, describes 
OECD and its work. In part 2, examples illustrate 
the various approaches of OECD countries to ap- 
prenticeship in regard to (1) the legal framework 
and administrative structure; (2) the number and 
type of apprenticeable occupations; (3) admission to 
apprenticeship; (4) examination and certification; 
and (5) financing of training. In part 3, the most 
important recent developments and current issues 
and problems in apprenticeship are set forth. Part 4, 
issues and policy implications, deals especially with 
criticisms of apprenticeship programs and also with 
how such programs compare with regular vocational 
programs. Statistical information on trends and fea- 
tures of apprenticeship are contained in the Appen- 

dix. A list of English and foreign language 

references is also provided. (CT) 
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These guidelines, developed by a nine-member 

task force, were designed to help district administra- 

tors, curriculum planners, building principals/head 

teachers, vocational education directors, and teach- 

ers in small rural secondary schools in Alaska to 

plan, implement, and administer vocational educa- 

tion programs that are free of sex bias. The content 

is presented in five sections. The first, an introduc- 

tion, covers women workers in the national work 

force and in Alaska, vocational education for 
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women in Alaska, sex discrimination legislation, 
and definitions of terms. Then follows a brief section 
on philosophy, which presents a philosophical state- 
ment of the task force and planning guidelines. The

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Identifiers—* Verner (Coolie) 

To examine Coolie Verner’s contributions to the 
study of adult education as a systematic discipline, 
the author of this paper reviews and analyzes Ver- 
ner’s publications from 1950-1975. The first of five 
sections describes this as a period of rapid growth 
for the adult education field. Verner is depicted as 
a leader in developing a substantive body of knowl- 
edge for adult education and in diffusing that knowl- 
edge through graduate programs and publications. 
Section 2 identifies Verner publications by year, 
field of interest, format, and content. Content is 
categorized as transitory (personal beliefs /experi- 
ences, practice techniques, program descriptions, 
and book reviews) or substantive (empirical re- 
search, interpretative literature, reviews/bibliogra- 
phies, theoretical formulations, and historical). 
Section 3 addresses qualitative aspects of Verner’s 
work by examining the author’s attempts to encour- 
age consistency and precision in defining terms and 
classifying processes. Section 4 analyzes the im- 
petus and implications of four major themes appar- 
ent in Verner’s work: diffusion and adoption, history 
of the field, participation, and the undereducated 
adult. The final section reviews Verner’s efforts to 
define and describe a discipline of adult education 
and to examine the process whereby it should deve- 
lop. A concluding bibliography is grouped into four 
parts: Verner’s publications 1944-75, theses/disser- 
tations directed by Verner, review of Verner’s publi- 
cations, and general references. (CSS) 
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This syllabus provides occupational education 

teachers in secondary schools with a guide for deve- 

loping a course in trade graphics which meets the 
minimal requirements that an acceptable two-year 
program in New York State must provide. The con- 
tent is presented in six sections, and each one in- 
cludes terminal objectives and suggestions for 





correlated content, behavioral objectives, and 
teaching. The first, an introduction to graphics oc- 
cupations, covers class organization, industrial or- 
ganization, history of printing, printing materials, 
and printing methods. The next three sections cover 
the following graphics occupations respectively: (1) 
pre-press (includes letterpress, offset, darkroom op- 
erations, and camera operation), (2) presswork (in- 
cludes letterpress and offset), and (3) bindery 
(includes paper cutter, folder, collator, paper drill, 
stitcher, plastic punch, plastic binder, perfect 
binder, padding press, and materials handling). The 
fifth section, on ancillary procedures, covers 
maintenance and business procedures. The last sec- 
tion focuses on preparation for employment, includ- 
ing applying for a job, evaluating job offers, and 
inservice education. Lists of resources, as well as 
suggested equipment, tools, and supplies, conclude 
this syllabus. (EM) 
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The health manpower planning experiences of 

four countries reported here were presented in a 

traveling seminar held for member countries of the 

Pan American Health Organization. Focus was on 

what should be carried out in any country to coordi- 

nate the training of health workers with the opera- 
tion of health services. Following the introduction, 
the content is presented in six chapters. The first 
one, on the process and background of manpower 
planning, covers the role of governments, govern- 
ment-university relationships, government struc- 
ture, and health planning. Chapter 2 discusses the 
phases in manpower planning, such as analyzing the 
manpower training and use situation, analyzing the 
health care system, determining the health and edu- 
cation needs of the population, identifying issues, 
formulating a health manpower policy and plan, ex- 
ecuting the plan, and evaluating the results. The 
remaining four chapters describe the planning 
modalities in Columbia, Ecuador, Honduras, and 
the United States, with each chapter covering the 
following: the country and its population, health 
conditions, health services, human and physical 
health care resources, national health policy, health 
manpower policy, health manpower units and their 
programs, and the future. Conclusions and recom- 
mendations are presented at the end of this report.

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Identifiers—New York 
This report is designed to acquaint secondary 

school teachers and other interested individuals 


with a redesigned business education program for 
New York state. The program, reviewed in ten sec- 
tions, focuses on competency identification, new 
modules, curriculum patterns, regent’s examination 
modifications, etc. Initially, challenges facing busi- 
ness education, such as enrollment and employment 
trends, skills needed for entry level employment, 
and financial restraints are discussed. In sections 2 
and 3 priorities of the business education curriculum 
and program are briefly outlined. Entry level 
competencies in bookkeeping, accounting, and of- 
fice assistant positions are cited as program priori- 
ties. Section 4 revicws essential competencies in 
basic understandings, attitudes, and skills. The fifth 
section identifies ten core competencies, ten spe- 
cialized office assistant modules, eleven specialized 
bookkeeping/accounting modules, and eight spe- 
cialized personal business management modules. 
The following section depicts the role of an instruc- 
tional support system for occupational education in 
the curriculum development process. Section 7 
briefly previews a future guide for utilizing instruc- 
tional strategies. State testing program modifica- 
tions are described in section 8. A time line, from 
May 1977 to June 1985, for meetings, workshops, 
and reports, is scheduled in the tenth section. The 
final section categorizes core and specialized 
module examples for funding considerations. (CSS) 
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A business education curriculum guide is pre- 

sented for teachers of secondary school students 

who wish a general economic education or an intro- 

duction to vocational business training. Following a 

brief introduction, the second of fifteen sections 

focuses on the theme of career awareness and per- 
sonal development. Section 3 explains terms such as 
goal, learning outcome, and area. The fourth section 
reviews eight business education goals; for example, 
the first goal is to help students develop a positive 
feeling of self-worth. Section 5 charts twenty-one 
courses by title, designation, grade, prerequisite, 
and intent. An example of a teacher created inte- 

grated course is provided in section 7. Section 8 

contains a suggested course grid by enrollment size

in the next two sections. Learning outcomes, listed 
in section 14, are included for accounting, business 
communications, career skills, data processing, and 
other study areas. In the final section, intent, con- 
tent, learning outcomes, prescribed/supplementary 
materials, and suggested equipment and facilities 
are given for seven courses by grade level.

CSS) 
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Identifiers—New York 
This program guide was designed to assist occupa- 
tional education administrators and health occupa- 
tions education personnel in planning, developing, 
and implementing programs to prepare youth and 
adults for work as dental laboratory technicians. 
The content is presented in five sections. The first, 
an introduction, discusses what dental laboratory 
technology is, its past history and present state, and 
a career in dental technology. The next section, on 
planning the dental laboratory program, covers es- 
tablishing program need, the advisory committee, 
staffing the program, student qualifications and se- 
lection, and survey procedures. The third section 
focuses on the curriculum and includes general and 
specific behavioral course objectives, a topical two- 
year course outline, clinical experience, and instruc- 
tional resources. Section 4 presents some general 
facilities guidelines with illustrations, a list of sug- 
gested instruments and portable equipment, and a 
list of suggested initial supplies. The last section 
discusses follow-up activities, such as student place- 
ment (includes a sample employability profile form) 
postsecondary opportunities, and certification of 
the dental technician. (EM) 
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A pilot study was initiated to achieve reliability 
and especially validity indexes for measuring re- 
search and development impact. Two opposing 
questionnaires were administered to each of three 
target groups: 164 high school vocational education 
students, 120 secondary school vocational educa- 
tion teachers, and 56 vocational education adminis- 
trators. Half of each group received the original 
questionnaire measuring product impact; half re- 
ceived the alternative questionnaire measuring 
product nonimpact. Three impact questionnaires, 
developed primarily by vocational education ad- 
ministrators, were constructed through item anal- 
ysis. Nonimpact questionnaires stated the impact 
questions negatively. The student questionnaire 
contained 16 items, the teacher questionnaire 36 
items, and the administrator questionnaire 20 items. 
The following are original and alternative question- 
naire discriminant validity correlations and reliabil- 
ity correlations for the three groups: students: -.049 
validity, .83 reliability; teachers: -.18 validity, .78 
reliability; and administrators: -.45 validity, .86 reli- 
ability. Better impact assessment was found in the 
administrator domain than in the student and 
teacher domains. Each adjusted questionnaire con- 
tains ten acceptably valid items. An example of sen- 
sitive/valid items from each domain is (1) 
students—gaining new knowledge from the product, 
(2) teachers-the completeness of details covered in 
the product, and (3) administrators-the absence of 
many better alternative products in the subject area.

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Approach 
This catalog contains information about planning, 
career guidance programs, and five selected plan- 
ning models. General information about planning 
and educational change is discussed in the section 
on planning, along with specific guidelines for plan- 
ners of career guidance programs.

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This book focuses on career guidance functions at 

the secondary school level. In chapter 1, some basic 
assumptions about career guidance as one aspect of 
guidance counseling are presented. Chapter 2 dis- 
cusses the components of a student guidance sys- 
tem: assessment of the student’s personal 
characteristics and the status of the student’s career

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Job creation properly researched and developed 

can help vitalize vocational education for educators, 

their students, and the community. The migration of 
employers from the inner cities to outlying areas 
over the past few years has created a wasteland 
within our cities. To help rectify this situation, voca- 
tional education needs to start preparing people to 
become employers, not only employees. After re- 
searchers identify community needs and resources, 
development teams can work with vocational edu- 
cation agencies to develop entrepreneurship pro- 
grams for the area. As we move into a technological 
society, the impact of preparing people to work for 
themselves is one of the richest resources of futur- 
ism. Another pressing national problem is that re- 
sources and people are not in appropriate proximity, 
such as the mismatch between the supply of job 
seekers and the existence of jobs. To date, voca- 
tional education has concentrated on creating job 
seekers but not recognized job creation as its legiti- 
mate concern. Vocational educators have the re- 
sponsibility to examine and pursue some 
alternatives for interfacing with the problem of job 
creation. These alternatives include new urban 
renewal, decentralized urban renewal, and part-time 
job creation.

Approxi- 
mately half the questionnaires were sent to universi- 
ties and half were sent to professional and technical 
associations; 50.3% responded from universities and 
37.6% responded from associations. In noncredit ac- 
tivities, there was an average of thirty-eight activi- 
ties per university and twenty-four activities per 
association. Land-grant universities held many 
more activities than non-land-grant universities. In 
summary, it was found that more continuing educa- 
tion takes place through self-study than through all 
other activities combined. In the course develop- 
ment and operations segment of the survey the most 
often cited ideas source was “personal communica- 
tions with or from industry.” Of eighty-three re- 
spondents, 76% stated they did conduct needs 
analyses; 12% did not; 12% did, sometimes. And, 
regarding course evaluations, a subjective question- 


naire was used very often by 57% of respondents; 
only 22% felt subjective questionnaires were ex- 
tremely important.

The purpose of this project was to communicate 
career education philosophy, methods, program ac- 
tivities, and evaluation results to rural Appalachian 
career education practitioners and the general pub- 
lic. The project accomplished six major objectives: 
(1) refined and published 500 copies of the ten best 
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career education units, grades 1-9, developed during 
the first three program years; (2) involved the family 
in career education through a work program de- 
signed by students, families, and teachers; (3) devel- 
oped and published 1500 copies of six “how to” 
documents; (4) developed and published 1500 co- 
pies of five regionalized monographs; (5) provided 
a visitation schedule for those interested in observ- 
ing career education in the Kentucky Valley Educa- 
tional Cooperative Area; and (6) published six 
bi-monthly editions of a newsletter, “The Com- 
municator.” The project directly involved 33,399 
students K-12. There were 1,382 teachers, 35

A project was planned to establish two model 

community career education centers (CCEC) aimed 
at providing career development programs and 
counseling to adults not presently having access to 
such services; developing instruction programming 
tailored to local needs and conditions; increasing 
the effectiveness of such programs which already 
exist; and demonstrating the feasibility of expanding 
the CCEC concept.

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Existing programs and needs for adult basic edu- 
cation (ABE) in British Columbia were assessed. A 
research committee examined adults’ educational 
opportunities up to and beyond literacy levels. ABE 
was found, in general, to be an area of neglect and 
low priority. Adult needs remain high; for instance, 
census data reveals that nearly half a million adults 
have not gone beyond grade 8. Many family and 
psychological problems are associated with illiter- 
acy. Nevertheless, present educational practices, 
such as inequitable tuition policies, inhibit adults’ 
efforts to return to learning. Social and economic 
costs incurred through the educationally disadvan- 
taged individuals’ unemployment and welfare status 
are high. The Ministry of Education plays a minimal 
role in ABE services provision. The federal Depart- 
ment of Manpower has influenced educational prac- 
tices throughout the provinces, but provisions have 
tended to be spasmodic. Each year ABE involves 
approximately 500 courses, 6,000 students, and 500 
instructors throughout the province. The main 
prerequisite for closing the gap between needs and 
ABE provisions is an integrated and systematic ap- 
proach. Although many goals and recommenda- 
tions have been formulated, the principal 
recommendation is to regard ABE as an integrated 
system to aid in the amelioration of provincial prob- 
lems in such areas as unemployment and social wel- 
fare. (CSS)

Women’s educational needs and the viability of 
postsecondary institutions are inextricably bound. 
Women are in transition. Increasingly entering the 
labor force, women see postsecondary institutions 
as a means of accomplishing new occupational 
goals. Now a postsecondary student majority, they 
are, because of their age, part-time status, and large 
numbers, considered nontraditional. While some 
exemplary programs for women exist at British 
Columbia’s postsecondary institutions, most non- 
traditional learning opportunities are ad hoc, peri- 
pheral, fragmented and demonstrate a lack of 
institutional commitment. An institutionally based 
Women’s Access Program should be adopted. Plan- 
ning and implementation guidelines for such a pro- 
gram have been developed and are included in this 
report. Program goals are to assist women in obtain- 
ing access to postsecondary institutions and com- 
munity services and resources, and to assist 
institutions in modifying practices which present 
barriers to women. Recommendations to the Minis- 
try of Education and a plan to assist institutions 
achieve these goals have been formulated. Hope- 
fully, institutions will adopt policies which accom- 
modate the needs of women learners. (Author/CSS) 
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Women’s access programs and services are 
needed to overcome the effects of women’s isolation 
and lack of information about educational oppor- 
tunities. The favored mechanism for the delivery of 
women’s access programs and services is the Wo- 
men’s Resources Centre model. The center extends 
women’s access programs and services. These pro- 
grams and services function as educational brokers 
and assist women in planning their lives. Although 
women are the new client group for education, post- 
secondary institutions are not planned for the ma- 
ture women, and they are fairly inflexible. Women 
require services to assist them in updating their ex- 
pectations and working out ways to combine family 
responsibilities with study and labor force participa- 
tion. Women are having fewer children and are be- 
coming a higher proportion of the labor force. 
Women’s access programs and services operate by 
providing information and counseling in communi- 
ty-based settings staffed by volunteers working with 
professionals. Budgets for an adequately equipped, 
and alternatively a minimally supported, resources 
center have been prepared. (Appendixes contain in- 
formation on a volunteer employment program, ru- 


tal women’s skill development, and life planning 
methods.) (Author/CSS) 
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To assess the feasibility of large-scale, countercy- 
clical public job creation, a study was initiated. Job 
creation program activities were examined in terms 
of how many activities could be undertaken; what 
would be their costs; and what would be their char- 
acteristics (labor-intensity, skill-mix, and political 
acceptability) that might contribute to cost benefit 
analysis. Onsite and offsite job-creation was consid- 
ered. The potential inflationary pressure that could 
be generated was also considered. Finally, adminis- 
trative and organizational issues that might pose 
significant implementation barriers were reviewed. 
Information was gathered through field visits and 
correspondence with national organization repre- 
sentatives in Washington and representatives from 
twenty-four local communities. Some major find- 
ings and conclusions are (1) the study identified 233 
potential job-creation activities in twenty-one pro- 
gram areas. The largest number of activities were in 
public works, environmental quality, education, so- 
cial services, and criminal justice; (2) inferences 
about average costs and targeting effectiveness 
should not be drawn from onsite job-creation and 
cost data alone; (3) worker selection targeting re- 
strictions and eligibility criteria ought to be flexible; 
and (4) selected priorities areas include housing, 
health, and criminal justice. Inadequate planning 
time and training resources were singled out, among 
seven potential barriers, as amenable to policy ac- 
tions to minimize the difficulties they produce. 
(CSS) 
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Because adult basic education (ABE) students 
often have difficulty with problem solving and com- 
prehension, a study was initiated to determine (1) at 
what levels of cognitive development ABE students 
are operating and (2) how teaching materials and 
methods relate to these cognitive levels. Thirty-two 
ABE students were given a written test of cognitive 
development (‘How’s Your Logic?’’), based on Pi- 
agetian tasks. Scores were compared with students’ 
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scores on the California Test of Adult Basic Educa- 
tion. Materials and methods in use in ABE classes 
were reviewed with respect to their suitability to the 
cognitive levels of students. Results indicated a 
wide range of cognitive developmental levels among 
the ABE students studied; a disparity between 
standardized achievement test scores and cognitive 
levels; and lack of suitability of most materials for 
students operating at lower levels of cognitive deve- 
lopment. Implications are that more research is 
needed on adult cognitive levels and on whether 
cognitive development continues into adulthood. 
More concrete teaching materials and methods are 
needed for adults at lower levels of development.

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Identifiers—School to Work Transition 
This handbook presents major content informa- 

tion that can be useful in the planning of compre- 

hensive professional development programs and 
individual skill building. It presents curricular 
modules and professional development units being 
developed which represent the basic tools for the 
contemporary practice of both career education and 
human services. The introduction discusses profes- 
sional development issues and draws some conclu- 
sions about them. Part 1, Career Education and 
Human Services: Bridging the Gap, presents several 
abstracts of literature in the areas of school-to-work 
transition and human services, along with a list of 
references. Part 2 presents a series of major and 
representative content areas which could provide 
the knowledge base for professional development of 
career education and human services professionals. 

Such topic areas as community mental health, pub- 

lic affairs, and crisis intervention are analyzed. All 

content areas are followed by reference lists. A con- 
cluding statement and a bibliography on career edu- 
cation are included. (CT) 
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This booklet serves as an introduction to the Re- 

search Clearinghouse of South Australia. The first 

section explains how to find a particular project in 
the booklet and how to obtain copies of project 
materials from the Clearinghouse. In the introduc- 
tion, the Clearinghouse’s objectives are spelled out, 
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and its relation to the ERIC (Educational Resources 
Information Center) system defined; also provided 
is an explanation of how one can contribute to the 
Clearinghouse. Most of the booklet contains project 
descriptions (121) that are available for retrieval. 
Each project is indexed by college, topic, and au- 
thor/contact person. A topic index and a list of 
descriptive words are supplied towards the back of 
the booklet. An example of a project is shown, 
together with a key which gives an indication of how 
the various sub-headings and codes fit the overall 
plan. Finally, a summary of services provided by the 
Clearinghouse and a feedback sheet are included.

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In the past the task of vocational educators has 
been to prepare people, especially youth, for known 
employment opportunities, but today we must be 
concerned about the adequacy of employment op- 
portunities. The vocational system has paid too little 
attention to self-employed persons who discover 
and create their own jobs. These entrepreneurs are 
essential to economic vitality. There is a parallel 
need to create more entrepreneurial work oppor- 
tunities inside existing organizations. The time has 
come to focus national attention on education for 
self-employment. We should (1) re-examine public 
policy to see how government may be discouraging 
small business formation, (2) enlarge our manpower 
policy conceptions to include self-employment in- 
centives, (3) encourage business to redefine employ- 
ment in entrepreneurial terms, and (4) learn how to 
modify educational programs to prepare people for 
entrepreneurially defined work. (CSS) 
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A study was conducted to determine which of 

nine theories of career development and occupa- 

tional choice were (1) ranked as most important in 
regard to the role each played in the subject’s own 
career development and (2) were ranked as most 
important in regard to the usefulness of the theory 
in teaching and/or counseling students. Each of sev- 
enty-one students enrolled in a course (three sepa- 
rate classes) in career education were asked to rank 
nine prominent theories of career development/oc- 
cupational choice in regard to the role each played 
in her/his own career development and in regard to 
the usefulness in teaching and/or counseling 
his/her students. Holland’s Personality Theory of 

Vocational Choice was judged most important in 

the development of the participants’ careers. Close 

behind was Super’s Developmental Self-Concept 

Theory and Blau’s Conceptual Framework of Occu- 

pational Choice. O’Hara’s Learning Theory, Super’s 

Developmental Self-Concept Theory, and Hop- 

pock’s Composit Theory had a mean rank of first 


through third respectively in regard to the useful- 
ness of the theories for teaching and/or counseling 
students. In addition, a rank-order correlation was 
computed to determine the degree of relationship 
between the rankings of the theories in regard to 
self-development and usefulness in teaching and/or 
counseling. Correlations ranged from .79 to .98. The 
order that emerged is subject to further study. Other 
populations may rank the theories differently, de- 
pending on background and experience. (BM) 
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A study was conducted to (1) identify continuing 
education needs and barriers to adult participation 
in New York State (excluding New York City); (2) 
collect information about adult education services 
and staff development priorities in programs spon- 
sored by public schools, Boards of Cooperative Edu- 
cational Services, and two-year state colleges; and 
(3) utilize obtained information in regional and state 
planning for program and staff development. A mul- 
tiple choice questionnaire was developed to obtain 
information in six major areas: adult background, 
past participation, obstacles, and preferred partici- 
pation conditions in continuing education activities, 
expressed learning interests, and potential for coun- 
seling services utilization. The interview sample in- 
cluded 20,486 adults, sixteen years or older and not 
full-time students. In general, findings indicated 
that those who saw themselves as needing informa- 
tion and likely to use counseling services included: 
persons viewing continuing education as a means of 
obtaining or advancing in the job, the young, the 
economically disadvantaged, and those who wished 
to acquire basic educational skills. Adults with low- 
est incomes and educational attainment were most 
likely to perceive lack of information as interfering 
with participation. The highly ranked barrier, tui- 
tion costs, indicates attention should be given to 
problems of financing continuing education. Also, 
additional efforts might be directed to further iden- 
tify and discriminate among strategies to reach spe- 
cial adult target groups. (CSS) 
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The study focused on individual high school sen- 
iors and their high school programs; school, work, 
and life values; educational and occupational goals; 
and decision-making criteria for postsecondary 
plans. The project, based on the 1972 National Lon- 


gitudinal Study, had three components: field testing, 
the base year survey, and follow-up survey. Follow- 
ing field tests, the base year survey of 60,000 New 
Jersey high school seniors revealed that a slight 
majority were planning college careers; working 


full-time was the next most popular plan; attending 
business, trade, or vocational school was the third 
most popular plan. A student profile focussed on 
personal characteristics and planning techniques 
used in decision making during the year after high 
school. A year after the first survey, follow-up on 
15% of the base year group found that although 
college attendance remained most popular, more re- 
spondents were working than had been projected 
with a commensurate decrease in full-time business, 
trade, or vocational school enrollment. Discrimi- 
nant analysis successfully classified 78% of full-time 
workers and 95% of college attendees. The proce- 
dure was unable to classify those in business, trade, 
or vocational schools. No significant differences 
were found between response patterns of working 
groups and business, trade, or vocational school 
groups. (CSS) 
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The solar energy labor force is analyzed by identi- 

fying the importance of education and training in 
the commercialization and diffusion of solar tech- 
nologies, discussing issues for planning and analysis 
of solar education and training efforts, and illustrat- 
ing the range of programs and courses presently 
available. Four general perspectives are reviewed 
concerning the diffusion of such a new technology 
as solar energy systems, with special attention to the 
education and training issues. Planning and analysis 
issues discussed include the following: whether 
there is a need for more education and training pro- 
grams, and of what kinds; the possible roles of the 
federal and state governments; the availability of 
trained workers for the manufacture of solar sys- 
tems; the tradeoffs between expanding the capabili- 
ties of persons already within the field or training 
unemployed and underemployed persons as solar 
workers; and the allocation of effort between train- 
ing workers and training trainers. Examples of pro- 
grams and courses are given for the four identified 
categories: general education, professional solar en- 
ergy education and training, technician training, 
and solar industries infrastructure training. The gen- 
eral conclusion is that a large number and variety of 
education and training programs and courses are 
presently offered, but that little or no evaluation of 
individual programs or the overall effort has yet 
been done. (Author/CT) 
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This guide informs women about the apprentice- 

ship system and how it operates, provides some 

background on the problems that women sometimes 

encounter in seeking apprenticeships, and outlines 

the apprenticeship application process. Statistics are 

given concerning the growth in the number of 

women participating in the apprenticeship system. 

In the section, Women as Skilled Craft Workers, the 

current status of these workers as well as their abil- 





ity, interest, and availability are discussed. The sys- 
tem itself is analyzed in terms of the role of federal 
and state apprenticeship agencies and committees, 
training, standards, and types of apprenticeable oc- 
cupations. Barriers to women in apprenticeship, 
such as sex discrimination, inadequate preparation, 
and age, are examined in the third section. A section 
on how to become an apprentice includes choosing 
a trade, sources of occupational and program infor- 
mation, and the application process (containing 
data on tests, interviews, and probation). Another 
section summarizes federal laws and regulations af- 
fecting apprenticeship. Addresses for the Women’s 
Bureau Regional Offices and for the Bureau of Ap- 
prenticeship and Training Regional Offices are ap- 
pended. (CT) 
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Identifiers—*Job Corps 
This guide is directed to education program ad- 
ministrators and basic education teachers in Job 
Corps Centers to help them understand how their 
functions relate to those of the center and to federal 
regulations and policies, and also to pass on some of 
the program experience accumulated by Job Corps 
teachers and administrators during the last dozen 
years. The first two chapters outline the program, 
the policies, and policy sources which define the 
education administrator’s authority and responsibil- 
ity, whether such policies are specifically directed to 
the administrator or to the operating agency or cor- 
poration and delegated through the center director. 
They include what the administrator and teachers 
need to know to meet statutory and administrative 
requirements for a basic education program in the 
Job Corps. The last two chapters are directed to 
both administrators and teachers. They deal with 
basic teaching strategies and include recommenda- 
tions, discussions, and suggestions for program im- 
provement and enrichment. The section considers 
matters of general interest and concern, such as 
ways of introducing controlled variety into Job 
Corps education programs and improving the 
morale and motivation of both teachers and stu- 
dents. (Author/CT) 
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This manual was developed to help instructors 
train police and emergency medical technicians, 
who often are the first persons to arrive at the scene 
of a death (first responders), to serve families who 
lose a child to Sudden Infant Death Syndrome 
(SIDS). The manual begins with an introduction 
that discusses the purpose of the training and over- 
views the course. Next, lesson plans for a care 
course and two subunits are presented and each 
plan, in a three-column format, includes the follow- 
ing: the suggested time allotment for each part of the 
course, descriptions of instructional events and 
course content, and questions or problems for stu- 
dent discussion. The one-and-one-half-hour core 





course, focusing on basic content (e.g., possible par- 
ental reactions and responsibilities of the first re- 
sponder), includes a handout, a film, and case 
studies. The two one-hour subunits, on, respec- 
tively, the participation of SIDS parent and SIDS 
versus child abuse and neglect, include some or all 
of the following: guest speakers suggestions, a hand- 
out, lecture, class discussion, and case study. A dis- 
cussion on administering the course concludes this 
instructor’s manual. The appendix, comprising two- 
thirds of this document, includes the following: 
handouts, case studies, film content, a list of 1978 
SIDS information and counseling projects, and a 
bibliography. (EM) 
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The feasibility of training selected abilities so as to 

facilitate transfer among tasks requiring these abili- 
ties and therefore reduce training time and increase 
personnel flexibility was investigated by the Office 
of Naval Research. Sixty undergraduate college stu- 
dents participated in a study of from one to five days 
duration. Experimental subjects received extensive 
practice with feedback provided on a set of tasks 
known to require the abilities of flexibility of closure 
and spatial scanning. Control subjects received no 
practice. All subjects were tested on an electronic 
fault-finding task which was dissimilar to the train- 
ing tasks but which had earlier been demonstrated 
to require for successful task performance the abili- 
ties being trained. Results indicated that training 
significantly enhanced spatial scanning but not flex- 
ibility of closure as measured by standard ability 
tests administered before and after training. On the 
other hand, there was no evidence that performance 
on the troubleshooting task was affected signifi- 
cantly as a result of training (i.e., there was no trans- 
fer of training). The findings were discussed in 
relation to training regimens and the complexity of 
the criterion task. (The study also contains a list of 
references, examples of training tasks, and ad- 
dresses of people on the distribution list.) (Au- 
thor/CT) 
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Disadvantaged Youth, Youth Employment Train- 

ing Program 

A CETA youth project was designed to provide 
training in vocational awareness, self-awareness, 
coping skills, job skills, employability skills, career 
planning, and remedial reading. Over 500 youth be- 
tween 14-21 were involved and many received com- 
puter interactional career training in coordination 
with an individualized career class. Significant gains 
were reported in career exploration, decision mak- 
ing, and career planning. Self-report data of the 
youth confirmed that they were definitely helped in 
deciding what they wanted to do in their futures. A 
75% increase in the level of coping skills for school 
and work settings was found as a result of a sys- 
tematic delivery of twelve one-hour modules. A 
similar gain was found in the ability of youth to 
identify job openings, develop resumes, and take 
interviews. Two hundred of the 500 received 90 
hours of vocational training in one of eight different 
programs. Instructors’ ratings of their learnings in- 
dicated a marked improvement. An increase in 
reading levels resulted from the application of 
remedial training conducted on an individual basis 
and at a work setting as opposed to an academic 
setting. Work experiences provided youth with in- 
come to help keep them in school and job experi- 
ences, which will help prepare them for future 
employment. (The complex management system of 
the project is described, along with recommenda- 
tions for improvements. Data tables are appended.) 
(Author/CT) 
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Research was conducted on pilot stress during 
simulated emergency flight conditions. Catechola- 
mine (adrenaline and non-adrenaline) secretion for 
twenty United States Air Force student pilots and 
thirteen instructor pilots was determined during 
daily activities, during simulated flights performed 
in high realism simulators, and during actual flight. 
High realism simulation resulted in a measurable 
stress response in both students and instructors; the 
response was not related to previous flight experi- 
ence. One group of students experienced power-on 
stalls and spin recoveries in the simulator prior to 
their introduction in the aircraft. A second group of 
students experienced power-on stalls and spin 
recoveries in the aircraft prior to their introduction 
in the simulator. Catecholamine secretion during 
simulation was not different for the two groups, thus 
aircraft exposure to the spin series did not alter the 
stress response of the students attempting a similar 
maneuver in a high realism simulator. Task-specific 
high realism simulation introduced prior to expo- 
sure to related, stressful in-flight tasks results in 
similar total stress response, but somewhat lower 
arousal and greater mental activity. A comparison 
of superior and inferior students within each group 
suggested that the simulator pretraining had the 
greatest effect on the inferior students. There was a 
significant negative relationship between student 
performance and instructor stress during the initial 
aircraft power-on stall and spin-recovery sortie.

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Over a two-year period, research was conducted 

primarily in two areas of cognitive strategies for 
on-the-job training (OJT). The first area was the 
development and testing of a computer-based train- 
ing system to improve selectivity in text processing 
in order to improve performance during OJT. The 
second area was the exploration of text-type effects 
on learning from text. Preliminary results from this 
research suggest that learning from text may be 
measurably improved through the application of 
text processing techniques appropriate to the type 
of text being read. In addition to producing com- 
puter programs for training in selective text process- 
ing, the research staff also produced four technical 
reports, two chapters in books, and three papers for 
professional meetings. (Author/CSS) 
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The history of international exchange and training 
programs conducted by a score of federal agencies 
over the past thirty years compels the conclusion 
that, while there remain meaningful opportunities to 
develop closer coordination, there are also impor- 
tant inherent limitations. This report seeks to clarify 
both. What is needed to perfect meaningful coordi- 
nation in this field appears to be more modest and 
manageable than some of the efforts and proposals 
of recent years: not a new layer of bureaucracy, but 
a series of specific arrangements to identify real in- 
teragency problems as they emerge and a predispo- 
sition on the part of the agencies concerned to deal 
with them case by case. In this report the General 
Accounting Office offers some suggestions as to 
how the new International Communication Agency 
might fulfill its presidential mandate as the coor- 
dinator of government exchange programs and a 
governmental focal point for programs in the private 
sector. (The appendixes include the questionnaire to 
selected agency heads and a proposal for closer 
coordination and information-sharing among U.S.

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The purposes of the second part of a three-phase 
study were to examine the attitudes of Toronto se- 
condary school students to work and unemploy- 
ment and to examine the differences in the attitudes 
held by males, females, and students with varying 
degrees of work or job search experience. A total of 
1,815 were asked to respond to an attitude question- 
naire. The overall response rate was 54% or 975. 
The 100-item questionnaire was statistically refined 
so that the version used in the analyses contained 12 
subscales made up of 59 items. The students’ re- 
sponses were analyzed for each of the following sub- 
scales: (1) Should schools prepare students for the 
work world?; (2) Jobs available for young people are 
undesirable; (3) Doing other things is more interest- 
ing than holding down a good job from age 16 to 24; 
(4) Taking an inconvenient or undesirable job is 
preferable to being on unemployment insurance; (5) 
It is important to hold down a high quality job from 
age 16 to 24; (6) Jobs available for young people are 
high quality; (7) Those in authority are doing things 
to reduce unemployment; (8) Youth unemployment 
exists because of the attitudes of the young; (9) Be- 
ing on unemployment insurance is preferable to tak- 
ing an undesirable job; (10) The rate of youth 
unemployment inspires the young to try harder; 
(11) The rate of youth unemployment results in feel- 


ings of depression among the young; (12) Youth 
unemployment exists because foreign countries 
benefit from Canadian resources. (The data are 
summarized in this report for each subscale and 
conclusions are made; results of the first survey on 
desires and experiences concerning work are found 
in ERIC document ED 162 132.) (Author/BM) 
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This record of the testimony presented to the Sub- 

committee to Investigate Juvenile Delinquency of 
the Committee on the Judiciary concerns the prob- 
lem of the juvenile status offender in Iowa.

Although this technique was originally undertaken 
to facilitate the selective placement of the hand- 
icapped, the technique could be used across the 
board and would be equally useful for all place- 
ments.

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The question of drug abuse prevention is exam-

fectiveness of prevention programs implemented in 
classroom, school and community settings. It draws 
on the experiences of several dozen drug abuse pre- 
vention programs that were either visited or as- 
sessed as part of an intensive research and review 
process.

Results in- 

dicated that teachers’ perceptions of their students 

appear to group themselves in the manner suggested 

by Rosenberg’s system.

The 
literature on sex roles assumes that women really do 
have stereotypical personality traits which result in 
inferiority. Acceptance of the assumptions consti- 
tutes a denial of the real and constant forces which 
make it difficult if not impossible for women and 
most men to achieve, to be independent, to be so- 
cially mobile, and to develop intellectually regard- 
less of their psychological states.

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Poor Performance After Unsolvable Problems: 
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People often perform poorly on tasks following 
experience with unsolvable problems. Two compet- 
ing explanations for this performance deficit 
(learned helplessness and egotism) were tested. Sub- 
jects were given either solvable or unsolvable dis- 
crimination problems and then a series of anagrams 
which were alleged to be either highly or moder- 
ately difficult. Subjects previously given unsolvable 
problems did better on the anagrams when led to 
believe the anagrams were highly difficult. This re- 
sult is contrary to a learned helplessness theory in- 
terpretation which attributes performance deficits 
following unsolvable problems to the belief that out- 
comes are independent of responses. Instead, this 
result supports an egotism explanation which main- 
tains that people are not likely to try hard on a task 
following experience with unsolvable problems. 
That is, following failure, people are not likely to try 
hard on a task, unless a poor performance would not 
pose a further threat to their self-esteem.

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Research examined in this review shows that 
when women and men perform the same acts or 
produce similar products, evaluations often differ, 
frequently in ways which are not consistent. In gen- 
eral, evaluation favors men over women when a 
competent performance is being assessed, while 
women are favored over men when an incompetent 
outcome is being evaluated. These findings are ex- 
plained in terms of sex-role congruency. In addition, 
research on causal attributions of performance is 
reviewed. It is found that successful male perfor- 
mance tends to be seen as repeatable; attributions 
are made to stable and internal causes such as skill 
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and ability. It is further shown that repeated suc- 
cessful female performance cannot be depended 
upon, since attributions are made to luck, an exter- 
nal factor, or to effort, an unstable factor. Also, lack 
of ability is used to explain female lack of success 
more than male lack of success. Finally, the process 
of evaluating women’s performance is summarized 
in three major steps: initial perception of perfor- 
mance, comparison of such perceptions to norms, 
and prediction of future performance. (Author)

Noting the limitations of recent word recognition 

research, this paper suggests ways that these limita- 

tions might be overcome and then extends these 
suggestions into a framework for distinguishing be- 
tween good and poor readers’ ability to comprehend 
words. The paper begins by reviewing the major 
models of word recognition and discussing their 
limitations. It then proposes a new model that con- 
siders the social context of the reading act, its moti- 
vational context, the schema brought to the task by 
the reader, and the reader’s range of strategies for 
operating within the framework of the linguistic 
context of a word, phrase, sentence, paragraph, or 
story. It concludes be defining good and poor read- 
ers in light of the new model. (FL) 
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In discussing the relationship between cognitive 

development (perception, pattern recognition, and 

memory) and reading processes, this paper espe- 
cially emphasizes developmental factors. After an 
overview of some issues that bear on how written 
language is processed, the paper presents a discus- 
sion of pattern recognition, including general pat- 
tern recognition models, perception of letter strings, 
and word recognition. This is followed by a discus- 
sion of memory, including functions of information 
storage, a rationale for discreteness of storage mech- 
anisms, and levels of information storage. A section 
on sensory information storage discusses iconic 
memory, development and iconic memory, infor- 
mation scanning in iconic memory, and data- and 
resource-limited processing.

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Defining metaphor as “seeing a concept from one 

class in terms of a concept from another class,” a 
study was devised that analyzed the degree to which 
two concepts occupy dissimilar positions with re- 
spect to their category or domain (within-domain 
distance), and the degree to which categories them- 
selves are dissimilar (between-domain distance). 
Preliminary to the study, nine groups of subjects 
rated the distances among stimuli from eight do- 
mains as a basis for two experiments. In the first 
experiment, one group of subjects rated the aptness 
of 64 metaphors while another group rated the com- 
prehensibility of the same metaphors. Aptness 
related positively to between-domain distance and 
negatively to within-domain distance, but showed 
no relationship to overall distance. Comprehensibil- 
ity related strongly to aptness. In the second experi- 
ment, subjects ranked a set of alternatives as 
possible completions of metaphors. In one group, all 
of the possible completions were from a single do- 
main; in the other group, all were from different 
domains. In both groups the rank order of the with- 
in-domain distances of a set of alternatives cor- 
related with the relative popularity of the 
alternatives. The overall results of the study consist- 
ently supported a domains-interaction view of meta- 
phor. (Tables are appended.) (Author/MAI) 
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An instrument for measuring teacher attitudes to- 
ward reading and the teaching of reading and for 
relating reading attitudes and achievement within 
teachers was constructed with 15 concepts mea- 
sured on ten scales. In 1974, the instrument and a 
reading achievement test were administered to 317 
final-year elementary school student teachers in five 
teachers’ colleges. In 1976, the same instruments 
were administered again, this time to 289 final-year 
elementary school student teachers in two colleges. 
In general, the 1976 study confirmed the 1974 find- 
ings. Specifically, the results showed the following: 
the relationship between reading attitude and 
achievement within teachers did not appear to be 
strong; positive attitudes toward teaching reading 
appeared to be unrelated to reading achievement; 
attitudes associated with positive valuations of read- 
ing, the teaching of reading, and literature were 
linked together; female teachers showed both higher 
achievement and more favorable reading attitudes 
than did males; self-concept appeared to be un- 
related to reading achievement, but teachers with 
higher self-concepts appeared to have more favora- 
ble attitudes toward their own reading, the teaching 
of reading, and the pupil than did teachers with 
lower self-esteem; and personal adjustment ap- 
peared positively related to positive valuations of 
reading and the teaching of reading in both sexes. 
(FL) 
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Recent studies on schema theory and other con- 
cepts related to reading comprehension are dis- 
cussed in this paper. Noting that the 
psycholinguistic model of reading views reading as 
a process of predicting meaning based on the rea- 
der’s prior knowledge of language, the paper de- 
scribes recent research that has led to a definition of 
reading comprehension that considers linguistic 
competencies, syntactic and semantic knowledge, 
and factors related to the printed page and to the 
reading environment. It then examines the charac- 
teristics of schemata, which represent generic con- 
cepts that are stored in memory, and explains how 
schema theory provides the concepts for explaining 
how readers interact with texts to interpret and 
comprehend. It provides examples to show how 
readers call upon schemata in reading and points out 
that in schema theory bottom up and top down 
processing of input occur simultaneously. Finally, 
the paper shows how schema theory points up the 
importance of such instructional methods as assist- 
ing students to relate new concepts to those already 
known, assisting them in setting up the dominant 
structure for comprehending a text, developing 
vocabulary concepts, and developing effective ques- 
tion/answer relationships. (GT)

By observ- 
ing clinicians diagnosing the cases, it was possible to 
identify how they gathered and interpreted the 
available information. After the protocols were 
analyzed, it was concluded that most clinicians base 
their diagnoses on a relatively small number of cues; 
that they entertain their first hypotheses very early 
in the session; and that despite variability in number 
of cues requested and amount of total elapsed time, 
clinicians ultimately identify correctly subjects’ ma- 
jor difficulties.

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This book concludes a six-volume review of re- 

search and theory on learning and cognition. Its six 
chapters cover the following topics: theories of se- 
mantic memory, comprehension and memory of 
text, coding processes in memory, perceptual learn- 
ing from reading, speech perception, and the organi- 
zation and core concepts of learning theory and 
cognitive psychology. The book also contains au- 
thor and subject indexes. (FL) 
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Responses from 528 reading teachers to two 
scales, one indicating the extent to which they per- 
ceived a problem as occurring frequently in their 
classrooms and the other indicating the extent to 
which they perceived a problem as bothersome, 
were factor analyzed.

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Ethnographic research in reading examines proc- 
ess more than outcomes of instruction, considers 
environmental factors, and studies the behavior of 
individual learners. There are few descriptive stu- 
dies in reading to guide researchers in ethnographic 
research. Some aspects of planning such a study 
include gaining permission from school administra- 
tors and teachers to enter the classroom over a 
period of time, seeking the teacher’s agreement on 
the frequency and duration of visits, assessing 
whether two or more children can be observed, 
adopting a system of recording, developing a con- 
sistent system of transcribing data so that verbal and 
nonverbal aspects of communication are recorded, 
and evolving a theoretical framework to analyze the 
data. Some problem areas in this type of research 
may include difficulties in recording interactions, 
having the principal researcher in the classroom 
during much of the recording, and expense. Some of 
the benefits of this type of research are that it ends 
the separation of the researcher from the classroom, 
it serves as a bridge between the theory and practice 
of reading, and it may add new interest and skill to 
the teacher’s work.

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Thirty-six fourth grade pupils were grouped ac- 

cording to reading ability in a study conducted to 
examine comprehension within the framework of 
event perception. The children were presented a 
sequential activity described in picture or text form 
and then were asked to indicate on scoring sheets 
which of eight test items logically fit with the event 
sequences presented. Four of the test items were 
from the original event sequence, two were “new” 
but a part of the original sequence, and two were 
“new” but inconsistent with the event sequences. 
After testing, informal interviews were conducted 
with the students to determine their rationale for 
decision making. Analysis of the results indicated 
that good readers were more accurate in identifying 
old test items as logically belonging with the event 
sequences than were poor readers, but that no abil- 
ity effect was present for responses to new items. In 
addition, students appeared to be less accurate in 
identifying inconsistent pictures than inconsistent 
sentences. A follow-up investigation with good 
readers indicated that pictures seemed more subject 
to ambiguous interpretation than text, but more so 
when they appeared as recognition test stimuli than 
as presentation stimuli.

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A study of the constraints on word recognition 

errors (miscues) readers make when reading a pas- 

sage printed conventionally and one printed in a 

regularized orthography such as the initial teaching 

alphabet (i.t.a.) was undertaken with 50 second- 
grade students divided equally between children 
taught according to the orthographies being studied. 

The passage was deliberately created to set up 

wrong predictions and to cause readers to con- 

sciously confirm these predictions before they con- 





tinued reading. The students read the selection 
aloud, and miscues were recorded including pauses, 
insertions, omissions, substitutions, repetitions, self- 
corrections, and mispronunciations. The students 
were asked questions related to comprehension 
after they finished reading. It was found that the 
i.t.a. sample had significantly fewer miscues thought 
to be produced by content and syntax than the con- 
ventional alphabet sample. Comprehension was also 
significantly higher among i.t.a. students. (TJ)

The effects of a language-based reading approach 
on the reading strategies of first grade children were 
examined in a study involving a total of 40 children. 
Half of the students were placed in an experimental 
group that was exposed to the language-based read- 
ing approach, and half were placed in a control 
group that was taught to read by a conventional 
method. At the end of the first-grade year, reading 
tests were administered to the children. Scores from 
the tests were used to evaluate their word recogni- 
tion, comprehension, and accuracy. Their oral read- 
ing was audiotaped so that miscues could be 
analyzed, and the effect the beginning reading ap- 
proach had upon attitude to and concept of reading 
was also measured. The results revealed that the 
experimental group achieved at a higher level on 
word recognition than did the control group; 
however, there was no difference between the 
groups in attitude to and concept of reading. Both 
groups produced miscues that indicated that 
sound/graphic relationships were high, while the 
experimental group produced a higher percentage of 
miscues with identical grammatical function and 
strength of grammatical relationship and with “no 
loss” in comprehension and retelling than did the 
control group. Finally, the experimental group 
showed a significantly more effective use of reading 
Strategies than did the control group. (FL) 
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Six primary and six intermediate grade students 
were involved in a study designed to describe the 
learning strengths and weaknesses of hearing- 
impaired children and the reading skills developed 
by them in the course of basal reading instruction. 
Because of the special communication problems in- 
volved in gathering data, an interdisciplinary team 
approach was used. The team included a reading 
consultant, an educational consultant specializing in 
the hearing impaired, a speech and langauge clini- 
cian, an audiologist, two ~lassroom teachers trained 
to work with the hearing impaired, and a graduate 
assistant. Each child was assessed for auditory 
acuity and speech discrimination, vocabulary devel- 
opment, speech articulation, intellectual function- 
ing, and reading skills. The results revealed that 
hearing-impaired children score significantly below 
norms for hearing children on language and reading 
measures, that audiometric measures indicate that 
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phonic instruction is probably of little value, and 
that ratings of the children’s performance by teach- 
ers are inconsistent with test results. (FL) 
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The central feature of language is symbolic mean- 

ing, and the act of reading is a part of the symbolic 

process that characterizes human life. Meaning oc- 
curs as a result of interpretation in a context, not as 

a result of response or reaction. Signs have a literal 

meaning in a specific context, while symbols have a 

figurative meaning in an implicit context of meta- 

phor. A question of principle-how does what we 
read mean?-and a question of practice-how can 
reading be made meaningful?-may be posed. Per- 
haps the teaching of reading comes down to making 
reading more interesting and less tough. Two half- 
truths about meaning should be dispelled: that text 
has a single meaning and, at the opposite extreme, 
that a text means anything any reader wants to 
claim. In fact, meaning is not “in” anything because 
it is not a thing but a happening or process. To make 
reading meaningful, teachers can involve readers in 
decisions about text, after facilitating the connec- 
tions on which meaning is built by asking questions.

Prior findings lead to a research agenda 
emphasizing television’s influence relative to that of 
other socializing agents, the feasibility and tech- 
niques for intervention by parents and schools in the 
communication flowing from television to the child, 
the bases of minority taste and preference, and the 
factors responsible for atypical behavioral effects. 
One hypothesis suggested by prior research is that 
television, by its portrayals, establishes the status 
hierarchy ascribed to characters portrayed on 
television independently of real world experience.

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Conflict almost necessarily results from change on 
the part of one or both participants in a relationship. 
Four levels at which interaction may lead to conflict 
are disagreement, misunderstanding, feeling misun- 
derstood, and failure of realization of understand- 
ing. Conflict may take place when the issue is 
directly salient to one partner but only indirectly 
salient to the other, when both parties are directly 
involved but the situation is external to the relation- 
ship, and when the relationship itself is at issue. Two 
modes of expression properly used can help conflict 
be negotiated: the expressor mode, expressing what 
one is feeling or thinking about an issue, and the 
empathic mode, allowing the other person to do the 
same. In the expressor mode, people should own 
their own perceptions, identify their feelings, state 
positive aspects of the situation, describe the situa- 
tion in behavioral terms, and describe desired 
behavior. Skills needed in the empathic mode in- 
clude not asking questions, not presenting a person’s 
own perceptions, not interpreting, not making 
suggestions, and not making judgments. A person 
may be a facilitator by teaching the skills of the two 
modes to others after being trained. (TJ) 
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The pendular shifts in attitudes toward teaching 
writing reflect varying concerns that educators have 
had about the proper instructional emphasis— 
whether it should be student centered or discipline 
centered.

Most of the frameworks that have been con- 
structed to mark off the changes in the cycle of 
adulthood are characterized by a particular focus 
such as developmental ages, the role of age and 
timing, or ego development. The theory of Erik 
Erikson, based upon his clinical observations, repre- 
sents these crucial turning points in human develop- 
ment: ages 15-22, identity and role confusion; ages 
18-28, intimacy versus isolation; ages 25-45, 
generativity versus stagnation; and ages 45 and 
over, ego integrity versus despair (maturity). 
Among the recent theorists with different develop- 
mental frameworks of adult life cycles, Gail Sheehy 
labels the periods of change as pulling up roots (18- 
22), the trying twenties, catch 30 (28-32), rooting 
(32-39), deadline decade (35-45), renewal or resig- 
nation (midforties). Sheehy and others who parallel 
her structure contend that each of these stages must 
be encountered sequentially. When various frame- 
works are overlapped, the following six stages are 
revealed: leaving the family (16-22), reaching out 
(23-28), questions, questions (29-34), midlife explo- 
sion (35-43), settling down (44-50), and the mellow- 
ing (50 plus). Consideration of the life cycle reveals 
general characteristics of adult life; points to the 
inevitability of change; discounts cultural, sex, so- 
cial class, and historical differences; and facilitates 
coping in times of stress. (MAI) 
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Since 1939, legal recognition of the public forum 
concept has been gradually extended to include the 
public schools. This expansion of the free speech 
right has been accompanied by a movement of simi- 
lar intensity aimed at narrowing the scope of regula- 
tory action that might inhibit First Amendment 
freedoms. Ultimately, recognition of the public 
school as a public forum was coupled with the nar- 
rowed scope of allowable regulatory action. The re- 
sult has been a philosophical revolution in which the 
student press, once conceived as an educational tool 
fully controlled by school authorities, is now seen as 
enjoying the same freedom from regulation afforded 
any other speech activity in a public forum. While 
this philosophy has not been universally accepted as 


yet, it has been recognized by all levels of federal 
courts and several state courts. The implication of 
these developments is that students who edit, pro- 
duce, or distribute literature on school grounds are 
subject to regulatory action that is consistent with 
First Amendment public forum policy as defined by 
time, place, and manner of distribution restrictions. 
Additionally, material shown to have caused sub- 
stantial interference with educational processes is 
not protected. Censorship based on content alone, 
however, is no longer seen as being compatible with 
the functions of the student press.

society. Citing the shortcomings of the present em- 
pirical approaches, the paper presents a holistic and 
macroscopic approach for the study of comparative 
professionalism that draws upon the present situa- 
tion of the press in developing nations. It then sug- 
gests that the journalist’s history and sociocultural, 
political, and economic environment be explored, 
and concludes that such an approach is necessary to 
produce a workable conceptual framework with 
which to study and understand professionalism 
among journalists in developing nations. (FL) 
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Stratification, Television Viewing 
“Language and Poverty,” a volume published in 
1970 that dealt with various topics concerning lang- 
auge and social class differences, argued that in edu- 
cational programs for the children of the poor it is 
important not to confuse differences with deficits. It 
indicated that poor children had adequate language 
structures and skills for their environments and that 
comparing their language to standard American 
English and calling the difference a deficit had no 
basis in linguistic or communication theory. Since 
then, language programs have moved to more plu- 
talistic strategies of instruction. Differences in situa- 
tions demand different language behavior of people, 
which suggests the concept of “communication 
repertoire”’-the combination of the communication 
needs of an individual and the ability to meet those 
needs. Media usage by lower class people for enter- 
tainment and escape and by middle class people for 
hard information is perhaps an example of socially 
stratified communication behavior. Theoretical at- 
tention should be paid to the proposition that an 
individual’s range of spoken behaviors fits with the 
range of media behaviors, together forming a com- 
munication repertoire that correlates with social 
stratification. (TJ) 
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Competency Testing, Secondary Education, Stu- 
dent Evaluation, *Writing Skills 
Competency testing in composition fixes goals 
that convey to students, teachers, parents, and the 
general public inaccurate notions about the nature 
of composition and what competency in writing 
comprises. The trend toward competency testing 
comes from the public’s realization that many high 
school and college graduates are functionally illiter- 
ate. Concomitant with that trend has been the de- 
mand for a return to the basics. Unfortunately, this 
concept of competence fails to promote the role of 
thought in writing and denies the writer the privi- 
lege of making conceptual decisions. Even compe- 
tency tests that include writing short essays do not 
allow the imperfect groping that is part of the com- 
posing process, cannot measure all aspects of a stu- 
dent’s experience in English, and confuse goals with 
norms, thus reducing both testing and teaching to 
the lowest acceptable level. The word “compe- 
tency” implies behavioral objectives without over- 
tones of the acquisition of knowledge for the sake of 
knowledge, growth in appreciation, or the develop- 
ment of taste. (TJ) 
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Identifiers—Advertising, *Audience Response 
To determine whether differing attitudes toward, 
and the utilization of, the daily newspaper are 
related to the variable of age, 481 persons responded 
to a questionnaire designed to measure their atti- 
tudes and opinions about mass media in general and 
their evaluations of newspaper content in particular. 
The findings revealed the following patterns: those 
respondents in the 19- to 24-year-old group found 
television news and entertainment less biased and 
more interesting than that of the newspaper, but 
used the newspaper as an advertising source; those 
in the 25- to 34-year-old group tended to follow the 
evaluations of the younger group with the exception 
that they turned to the newspaper as a source of 
consumer education and daily living information; 
the 35- to 44-year-old group placed greater value on 
the advertising content of the newspaper than did 
the younger groups and was less critical of its news 
coverage; and the three older groups (45 to 54, 55 
to 64, 65 and older) appeared to be increasingly less 
critical than the younger groups of newspaper cov- 
erage, and showed less interest in consumer infor- 
mation than in local and national stories and church 
news. (Fifteen tables are appended.) (MAI) 
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To explore attitudes having a direct relationship 
to written composition and mastery learning, 80 un- 
deigraduate college students were asked to respond 
to questions that centered on the issues of criteria 
for determining when a composition is complete, 
feelings associated with having to repeat a task, and 
the idea that one’s best effort should be satisfactory 
performance. Responses indicated that quantity of 
thought was the major criterion in determining 
when a composition is complete. However, a mas- 
tery approach would require a composition to be 
expressed in such a way that communication is as 
important as number of ideas. Undergraduates in- 
dicated that they were willing to repeat a task prov- 
ided they receive constructive feedback prior to the 
repetitive activity. Students who are expected to 
rewrite until a level of mastery is achieved must 
therefore be provided with a support system. Fi- 
nally, students were divided on whether or not one’s 
best effort should be satisfactory performance, some 
arguing that no one ever does his or her best. The 
attitude statements indicate that the initial encoun- 
ter with mastery learning should be preceded by 
compensatory arrangements that would reduce 
stressful conditions. (TJ) 
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Identifiers—*Lesbian Literature 
This paper describes an elective course in twen- 
tieth century lesbian novels, designed for women, 
that explored the cultural dimensions of lesbianism. 
It traces the development of the course from the 
time of its proposal to the departmental curriculum 
committee to its conclusion at the end of the spring 
sememster, discusses the publicity and controversy 
connected with the course, and evaluates its short- 
comings and success. The paper also includes copies 
of the original course proposal, the reading list for 
the course, a six-page bibliography of lesbian litera- 
ture and books on related issues, and the evaluation 
of the course that was submitted to the departmen- 
tal curriculum committee. (MAI)

A reverse causality model treating mass media use 
for public affairs information as a result rather than 
as a cause of political behavior was tested utilizing 
surveys of 190 Mexican-American, 176 black, and 
225 white adults. The criterion variable used in each 
sample was frequency of television and newspaper 
use for public affairs information. The major predic- 
tor variables measured were diffuse support (general 
allegiance to the United States), political participa- 
tion, and sense of political efficacy (the feeling that 
individuals can play a part in bringing about political 
and social change). Analysis of the findings revealed 
that political participation significantly predicted 
mass media use for public affairs information among 
all three groups. Respondents who were politically 
active were more likely to use newspapers and 
television for public affairs information than those 
who were not. The evidence for the other two politi- 
cal socialization variables was less conclusive. It was 
concluded that reverse causality models in political 


socialization and mass media research have some 
validity, especially for white populations. (FL) 
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Maintaining that sentence-combining language 
experience is the single most beneficial tool cur- 
rently available to improve student writing, this pa- 
per speculates about the value and effects of the 
adoption of the language experience approach 
across the English curriculum. It presents six tasks 
that need to be undertaken by teachers, researchers, 
and publishers: developing many different kinds of 
language experiences to meet the needs of many 
different kinds of students; working toward wide- 
spread adoption of language experience materials 
and exercises; placing special emphasis on develop- 
ing language experiences that immerse writers in 
prewriting, writing, and rewriting stages of the com- 
posing process; engaging in full-scale overexposure 
of students to language experience materials; deve- 
loping syntactic maturity materials through materi- 
als and methods used in English as a second 
language programs; and understanding student 
thought processes as they are affected by language 
experiences. (TJ) 
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*Writing Skills 
The writing course described in this paper is de- 

signed to utilize the existing listening, reading, and 

speaking skills of educationally disadvantaged stu- 
dents to teach writing skills on the college level. The 
paper discusses the rationale of the course, describes 
the content briefly, outlines the language skills em- 
ployed in a typical week’s agenda, and provides four 
examples of formal and informal means of measur- 
ing skill development. A diagram illustrating the 
progressive difficulty of language skills, a student- 
rate graph and diagnostic chart, an oral competency 
evaluation form, and a class book list are included. 
Al) 
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There are students who have “invisible hand- 

icaps” specific learning disabilities who need to be 

identified and given assistance. One such student 
was discovered in a freshman composition class be- 
cause of the disparity between his in-class writing 
and his take-home writing. It was ascertained that 
he had a learning disability that made it difficult for 
him to manipulate symbols spatially. After complet- 
ing an alternative course through a writing labora- 
tory using “Process One, a College Writing 
Program,” he was able to improve his skills to the 


point of earning a “C” grade. In working with stu- 
dents who have learning disabilities, some sugges- 
tions are: establish and publicize some system of 
referral and diagnosis, urge those who teach writing 
to support such a system, establish uniform stand- 
ards throughout all departments offering waivers for 
specific learning disabilities, use the system often, 
provide a required program of special help, include 
audiovisual components in the supplementary writ- 
ing program and use written exercises and objective 
tests to check mastery of principles, and give such 
students career guidance and personal counseling 
throughout their college years. (TJ) 
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Identifiers—* Advertising 
To enable advertising majors to better understand 
themselves in relation to their career aspirations, a 
two-part testing and evaluation program was deve- 
loped. Data for the 39 college students who par- 
ticipated in the program were gathered using a 
computer analyzed interest inventory and a self- 
projective instrument. The self-projective instru- 
ment revealed that both men and women subjects 
perceived themselves as enterprising, artistic, and 
social; however, the interest inventory showed an 
opposite result, revealing a possible difference be- 
tween self-perception and actuality. The work val- 
ues that seemed important for the subjects were 
creativity, economic return, way of life, and 
achievement, with little variation between men and 
women. The least important values were esthetics 
and altruism. A series of pretests and posttests 
showed that the program had positive effects on 
self-perception and vocational choice. (Author/FL) 
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Many students, especially nontraditional ones, 
are not ready for conventional instruction in com- 
position because their problems with the medium 
overwhelm the content of their writing. There are 
two different needs for composition students: com- 
posing (content) and editing (correctness), which 
need to be taught in a two-step process. Composing 
can be taught in a traditional classroom setting, 
while editing can be developed in a self-teaching 
laboratory. Three assumptions underlie one pro- 
gram that uses this process: error is not trivial, error 
can be explained, and what can be explained can be 
taught. Some reasons error occurs include interfer- 
ence between nonstandard speech and the grammar 
of standard written English, ignorance of scribal 
conventions, and difficulties in mastering complex 
written syntax uncommon to spoken English and 
inflectional endings not reflected in some students’ 
speech patterns. Error correction can best occur 
through practice in using standard grammatical 
forms. This can increase students’ fluency and rhet- 
orical development and improve their attitudes to- 
ward writing. (TJ) 
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Identifiers—* Oral Language 
The papers in this collection were initially pre- 

sented in two successive conferences that dealt with 

the collection, use, and reporting of spoken lan- 
guage for educational research. The ten papers deal 
with the method and procedures used in studying 
talk in a school situation; an analysis of the interac- 
tion between the researcher and a group of school 
boys during an interview; the linguistic aspects of 
talk as a necessary prerequisite of educational re- 
search; the mutual comprehension of social rules 
involved in talk; an examination of the level of com- 
munication in small group discussion; the social 
context necessary for honest responses in inter- 
views; the psychological aspects of interpreting talk 
in educational situations; the prerequisites of com- 
municative competence during the first days at 
school; an analysis of spontaneous talk between 
mothers and children in the home; and a discussion 
of the methodology of tape recording conversations, 
including some of the problems involved in record- 
ing. Seven pages of references are included. (MAI) 
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Identifiers—Writing for Publication 
Assuming that effective writing instruction re- 

quires teachers with well-developed writing skills, 
sufficient classroom time set aside for quantity writ- 
ing on a daily basis, careful and consistent evalua- 
tion, and emphasis on writing as communication, 
this guide offers teaching techniques that develop 
the theoretical, practical, and creative aspects of 
classroom writing instruction. Accompanied by il- 
lustrations and cartoons, the writing topics are or- 
ganized under the following chapter headings: 
opportunities and directions for writing instruction; 
the history of writing; creating atmosphere for writ- 
ing; handwriting; practical writing: simple forms and 
word groups; practical writing: expanded and com- 
plex forms; creating the classroom newspaper; crea- 
tive writing: short stories and novels; poetry writing; 
publishing children’s writing; and the teacher writes 
for profit. The appendix provides materials that can 
be duplicated for classroom use. (MAI) 
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cation, Role Playing, Secondary Education, *Se- 

cond Language Learning, *Teaching Techniques 

The drama activities in this teaching guide are 
designed to develop second language learning skills 
by constructing situations that require the student 
to concentrate on the meaning and emotional con- 
tent of language rather than on its structure. In an 
attempt to involve the whole personality of the 
learner in the acquisition of language, the handbook 
stresses the importance of setting or physical envi- 
ronment, the role that the learner is to assume, and 
consideration of the mood, attitude, feelings, and 
unspoken assumptions that are part of real conver- 
sation. Each of the outlined activities concentrates 
on developing natural language in one of a variety 
of situations that include the following: interpreting 
listening and breathing exercises; sensory experi- 
ences; identifying real objects; descriptions of ob- 
jects, clothing, or unusual objects; playing with 
letters, verbs, or split sentences; picture sets; con- 
versations in sound; mime sketches; persuasion; de- 
scribing other conversations; and composing alibis.

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In looking at the hierarchical structure of a com- 
position, it is practical to diagram the natural text in 
T-units in a three-dimensional matrix based on the 
three hierarchical relationships between T-units: 
coordinate, subordinate, and superordinate. In this 
matrix, a coordinate relationship, which results 
from conjoining, elaborating, and contradicting, is 
represented by juxtaposing a sphere in front of the 
preceding sphere; a subordinate relationship, which 
results from giving reasons, explaining, and defin- 
ing, is represented by juxtaposing a sphere below the 
preceding sphere; and a superordinate relationship, 
which results from making conclusions or changing 
subjects, is represented by juxtaposing a sphere be- 
side the previous sphere and on the same level and 
plane as the T-unit most parallel to it in function. 
Matrix diagraming is more useful than other mac- 
rostructure representations because it aids in the 
study of processing and production of texts and pro- 
vides a graphic representation of the structure, mak- 
ing it possible to assess where reading difficulty is 
likely to occur. (A sample paragraph is used to illus- 
trate the matrix process.) (TJ) 
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The purpose of this guide is to provide educators 
with a unified, consistent approach to the teaching 
of expository writing skills. The guide emphasizes 
the sequential development of writing skills from 
kindergarten through grade 12 and provides objec- 
tives for each grade level. Each objective is accom- 
panied by an explanation that further defines 
various aspects of word, sentence, and paragraph 
development at specific levels. When appropriate, 
the guide also offers activities related to the objec- 
tives. (FL) 
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Realism 

The books listed in this annotated bibliography 
are intended to help children understand the reality 
of death and deal with the mystery and emotions 
that accompany it. Each entry indicates the genre 
and reading level of the book and provides a brief 
description of the attitude toward death that it con- 
veys. The selections include fables, fantasy, poetry, 
humor, realistic fiction, historical fiction, mystery, 
and picture books; grade levels range from kinder- 
garten through grade 12. A list of factual articles, 
essays, and books on children’s reactions to death 
and dying is appended. (MAI) 
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Identifiers—Information Analysis Product, *Oral 
Language 
The purpose of this publication is to explain how 

a child learns and how language development is 
related to motor, emotional, and cognitive develop- 
ment. Following a brief introductory chapter, it pre- 
sents a chapter on how a child learns, divided into 
the following categories: motor development; emo- 
tional development; language development; the 
rhythmic and motoric basis of learning; and oral 
language development, reading readiness, and black 
or poverty English. The third chapter, which out- 
lines teaching techniques designed to develop oral 
language in preparation for reading, is divided into 
sections on specific assessment techniques and 
suggestions for developmental instruction. (GT) 
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The “new realism” that distinguishes some recent 
childrens’ books such as “The Mimosa Tree,” “The 
Bear’s House,” and “My Daddy Is a Policeman” 
portrays the important issues of human life from a 
one dimensional perspective. These books focus on 
the tragedies and problems of life without answering 
the child’s philosophical questions regarding exist- 
ence or the meaning inherent in the events of life; 
they do not clarify the relationship between hope 
and hopelessness, or victory and defeat. While these 
books use hopelessness and defeat as single-edged 
themes, other recent books such as “Slake’s 
Limbo,” “The Dark Is Rising,” and “The Missing 
Person’s League,” deal with the realistic themes of 
darkness, despair, and hopelessness at the same 
time that they stress the importance of the search 
for goodness and victory in life. It is this search and 
the human need for hope that gives literature its 
substance. (MAI) 
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The New York newspaper strike of 1978 was the 
direct result of a series of events that started in 1923 
when the pressmen’s union established a system 
that provided a minimum fixed number of pressmen 
per press unit and legitimized a loose labor pool. 
From that time, the number of pressmen increased 
through family-dominated union management that 
loaded the presses with relatives and through union 
contracts that prevented publishers from changing 
labor practices and from establishing cost-efficient 
automated printing processes. Under the sponsor- 
ship of the Publishers Association, the three major 
New York papers, after instituting cutbacks in the 
pressroom labor force, went into a strike as a united 
front during the summer of 1978. In October, Rup- 
ert Murdock, owner of the “New York Post,” who 
had used the strike for his own financial advance- 
ment, pulled his paper out of the strike and put 
together a separate settlement with the pressmen. 
With Murdock out of the negotiations, bargaining 
began in earnest. The November settlement assured 
that all pressmen would retain their jobs for the 
six-year life of the contract; however, the pressroom 
rolls will be reduced through the normal process of 
attrition and by substantial retirement initiatives 
provided by the publishers. (MAI) 
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The theory and research resulting from the Writ- 
ing Research Unit of the Schools Council Project in 
England has received widespread attention. In re- 
sponse to that attention, and with the opinion that 
the ideas “Writing across the Curriculum” and 
“Language across the Curriculum” developed in the 
Project are fuzzy slogans not always fully under- 
stood, a critical analysis of the whole Writing across 
the Curriculum Project was undertaken. This anal- 
ysis traces the Project’s evolution, examines its de- 
sign and development, compares its theories of 
language to other language theories, and considers 
the role of theory in curriculum research. In view of 
this analysis, the usefulness of the Project seems to 
lie outside its chosen field of operation-the strictly 
defined bounds of theory and research. The Pro- 
ject’s essential value appears to be that its position 
on language provides a powerful heuristic that 
teachers, especially English teachers, might use in 
the classroom and for purposes of action research. 
(RL) 
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So far as excellence exists, it exists relative to 
something else such as the historical age, the 
chronological age of the creator, the societal condi- 
tions under which creation takes place, and the limi- 
tations of the physical world. While excellence is 
sought and revered, it is often made to serve ulterior 
ends such as higher pay, higher scores on tests, or 
higher grades-an intrusion shifts the focus from ex- 
cellence to something else. In education, excellence 
has come to be judged on an industrial model of 
efficiency and products that has distorted the edu- 
cational process. The subject of English has been 
reduced from the deep, mysterious, and panoramic 
miracles of speech and literature to drill exercises on 
spelling, punctuation, and grammar. These latter 
tasks could be taught as well by computers as by 
human teachers, and using such aids might allow 
teachers to stop the suffocating lock-step at which 
students presently go through the educational sys- 
tem. Through excellent teaching of English, teach- 
ers may help students come to intellectual and 
ethical excellence along with developing knowl- 
edge, skills, and values to help them achieve the best 
of which they are capable. (TJ) 
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Film and writing each resolve quite differently the 
problem of how to communicate. Still, film can 
demonstrate some underlying principles that are 
helpful to writers, especially those writers lacking 
understanding or skill in certain writing principles. 
There are at least five principles that both film and 
composition portray: the importance of context and 
focus, organizational principles, effective emphasis 
both by repetition and by the amount of time/space 
given to a particular idea or quality, juxtaposition 
for contrast and comment, and the effectiveness of 
concreteness versus generalities. These concerns 
suggest only some of the possibilities for using film 
study to visually emphasize and illustrate composi- 
tion principles with film equivalents. (RL) 
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On the assumption that client-centered participa- 

tory education is pedagogically superior to other 

methods designed for adults of low reading ability, 
this manual outlines classroom-tested techniques 
for developing “fotonovelas”—printed media in 
which photos are arranged in the sequence of a dra- 
matic story and the plot is conveyed through dia- 
logue bubbles. After considering various rationales 
for learner-produced materials, the manual dis- 


cusses the participatory process, focuses on the rela- 
tionship between the facilitator and participants, 
and answers technical questions regarding the pro- 
duction of photo-literature. The final section pro- 
vides norms for evaluating materials and suggests 
some options for varying the process. (MAI) 
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Remedial writers tend to be students who have 
never written very much, who come from families or 
neighborhoods in which more than one language 
may be spoken, and who have sensed their problems 
but have been unable or unwilling to do much to 
alleviate the difficulties. Unfortunately, the environ- 
ment and attitudes of many college remedial pro- 
grams often represent only one more cage for many 
of these students. Because little stature is given to 
individuals who work in remedial programs, many 
tend to be staffed by unqualified personnel. This 
situation can lead to serious attitude problems that 
inhibit students’ progress. Structure is another ma- 
jor cause of the failure of remedial writing programs: 
they lack flexibility, clearly defined goals, and 
materials that are matched with the learners. 
Another concern is what happens to remedial writ- 
ers when they leave a basic writing program. The 
supportive atmosphere of such a program may lull 
them into thinking they will receive special treat- 
ment everywhere. They also tend to have poor read- 
ing skills, and the process of catching up is slow and 
painful for them. Some suggestions for improving 
basic writing courses include developing better 
teacher training, educating the public about the 
need for staff and materials, working with publishers 
to get better materials, and continuing to investigate 
better ways to teach remedial writing students. (TJ) 
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Analysis 
A review of research about newspaper readership 

and circulation suggests that the key to understand- 

ing circulation patterns is to test in unison the solid 
predictors of readership (home ownership, popula- 
tion, income, media competition, and shared circu- 
lation) along with some of the more subtle correlates 

(such as social activity). Although these variables 

have not yet been tested in unison, enough evidence 

exists in the literature to support their combination. 

(Author/RL)

Analysis 

The first of two articles in this report offers a 
survey of how community ties lead to various psy- 
chological needs that are the motivation for newspa- 
per reading. It identifies three distinct audience 
segments: the traditional audience, with permanent 
bonds to the community, whose need for informa- 
tion, guidance, and community surveillance leads to 
the reading of hard news, editorials, and background 
features; the more mobile readers, less tied to the 
community, who use the newspaper for entertain- 
ment and as a guide to leisure opportunities; and the 
peripheral readers, with few contacts to the com- 
munity, who use the newspaper to maintain vicari- 
ous links with the community and to fill time that 
is not taken up by demands of family, job, and com- 
munity activities. The second article reviews the 
origins of precision journalism (the use of social 
science research methods by editors and reporters), 
offers examples of past and future applications in 
the newsroom, and outlines ways that any newspa- 
per can begin using these reporting techniques. (Au- 
thor/FL) 
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In a series of national polls conducted in 1975- 

1976 that had people record their activities over a 

24-hour time period, researchers found that on a 

typical day more people read a newspaper than 

watched television news programs. Older adults 

were more likely to use both news media, while 

young adults were more likely to use no news 

medium. Over the last ten years, there has been no 

decline in newspaper use among persons aged 18 to 

24, but there has been a decline, ranging from 2% to 

13%, among older age groups. These results suggest 

that newspapers’ current strategy of catering more 

to their youngest readers fails to address the greatest 

source of attrition-the older reader. (Author/RL) 
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Identifiers—* Audience Response, Small Towns 
To identify some of the factors underlying varying 
readership patterns among small town residents, 
706 residents from four small towns were inter- 
viewed regarding their media preferences. Partici- 
pants were questioned about their preferences for 
and access to newspapers, magazines, radio, and 
television. Additional questions focused on the im- 
portance of newspaper content providing informa- 
tion about different types of local news events. The 
study revealed the following: small town residents 
rely on the local newspaper for both local and non- 
local news; the local newspaper is not in direct com- 
petition with any other news media as a source of 
public information; the newspaper is rated as su- 
perior to television in thoroughness, usefulness, and 
importance of content, but television is preferred for 
enjoyment; newspaper readership is strongly related 
to both locally oriented and politically oriented 
news; while education and income influence reader- 
ship, these factors are less significant than the resi- 
dents’ orientation to the media; and the perceived 
enjoyment and utility of a newspaper are critical 
factors in determining regular readership and in in- 
creasing newspaper circulation. (MAI) 
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Compositions in the narrative and argumentative 
modes of discourse were collected from 240 stu- 
dents (40 boys and 40 girls each from grades 6, 10, 
and 12) and analyzed for mean T-unit length to 
determine any differences in syntactic complexity 
across modes of discourse or grade levels. At each 
grade level, T-unit length was significantly greater 
in the argumentative mode than in narration. The 
differences between argument and narration at each 
grade level were greater than the difference between 
grades 6 and 12 for either mode of discourse. Sig- 
nificant increases in argumentative mode T-unit 
length appeared between grades 6 and 10 and be- 
tween grades 10 and 12; but a significant increase in 
the narrative mode T-unit length appeared only be- 
tween grades 6 and 10. These data provide further 
evidence that syntactic complexity in written com- 
position is affected by task variables and that, while 
syntactic complexity increases with age, it levels off 
earlier in narrative writing than in other kinds of 
writing. (Author/RL) 
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The cognitive/developmental theories of Jean 

Piaget and John Dewey assert that people learn by 

doing and that they grow intellectually by tackling 

demanding problems. It is this active, problem-solv- 
ing orientation that is central to a cognitive/- 
developmental approach to composition teaching. 

Six core principles can serve as guides for composi- 

tion teachers who want to apply the approach to 

their classrooms. The key is to provide holistic writ- 
ing tasks with genuine aims and audiences in mind. 

The second principle is to emphasize writing as a 

process without making the process sound too easy 

or simplistic. Third, composition classes should 
facilitate social interaction, reflecting the real pur- 
pose of writing—correspondence, collaboration, and 
communication. The fourth principle for teachers to 
follow is to recognize the importance of student 
attitudes; and the goals of this principle are to elimi- 
nate apprehension about writing and to get students 
to willingly invest their energies in composing. 

Fifth, teachers should extend student language 

facility, using such teaching techniques as free writ- 

ing and sentence combining. Finally, teachers need 
to deal forthrightly with student writing errors, 
helping students learn from their mistakes. (RL) 
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In response to a need voiced by a number of Eng- 

lish teachers for new materials that discuss the cen- 

sorship problems of the 1970s, this book presents 
articles that analyze the current climate regarding 
censorship, define the issues and pressures that sur- 
round the subject, and suggest ways to handle cen- 
sorship when the problem arises within the school 
context. The articles discuss censorship from a var- 
iety of perspectives that include: reasons why cen- 
sorship is on the rise at this time; the historical, 
social, educational, and human dimensions of cen- 
sorship; the risks and chance element involved in 
taking censorship issues to court; and the character- 
istic rhetoric of censorship and anticensorship 
groups. The articles that present ways to deal with 
censorship suggest such approaches as preparing a 
model policy and rules for selecting instructional 
materials and preventing censorship crises by pre- 
paring detailed written policies and rationales and 
by communicating with parents. The book also in- 
cludes a bibliography of books, journals, and pam- 
phlets on censorship and on procedures for 
establishing policies for material selection. (MAI) 
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Intended for use every day for a semester, this 
secondary seminar handbook provides a schedule, 
lesson plans, materials for classroom distribution, 
and a bibliography for a course designed to teach 
critical reading and basic writing skills through an 
in-depth study of Ernest Hemingway. Because the 
course requires that students write seven position 
papers that combine biographical information about 
Hemingway with analyses of individual examples of 
his writing, the handbook outlines the procedures 
involved in writing each paper and offers models 
that can be used as examples for the students in 
writing their own papers. The handbook also de- 
scribes the process for ‘““Defense Day,” an activity 
that is integral to the seminar, and suggests ways 
that the teaching methods might be adapted to other 
authors and their works. Among the items included 
in the appendixes are an outline of the life and times 
of Ernest Hemingway and seven anecdotes from 
Hemingway biographies. (MAI) 
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An analysis of 255 books written since 1970 for 

children in the primary grades reveals that two of 

every three books do not mention career concepts 
or provide information on work values. Those books 
that do refer to work do so in a way that subordi- 
nates the concept to the plot and character develop- 
ment, often showing the child that work is done by 
someone other than children. If the child character 
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is under eight years old and has assigned tasks to 
perform, he/she is usually responsible for taking 
care of other family members or animals at home. 
These tasks take on added significance if the family 
survival is at stake. Care of larger or wild animals 
present special challenges and brings self-esteem for 
the worker and recognition of the worker’s compe- 
tence by others. Books for seven-and eight-year-old 
children show characters working beyond the 
family in projects that earn money or that benefit 
the community. Stories with adult protagonists usu- 
ally deal with the larger concerns of community and 
country and present positive role models for the 
reader. Generally, books that show respect for hard 
work also criticize laziness, leaving jobs unfinished, 
and exploiting other people. (A six-page bibliogra- 
phy of children’s books with work themes is ap- 
pended.) (MAI) 
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Identifiers—*Poetry Therapy 
A personal account of an English instructor’s ex- 

periences with poetry therapy—the use of poetry to 
help people get in touch with, and begin dealing 
with, their problems and feelings-is provided in this 
paper. Among the topics dealt with are the follow- 
ing: the scope of poetry therapy, the instructor’s 
early dissatisfactions with traditional English teach- 
ing methods, his first introduction to poetry 
therapy, some of his initial problems in teaching a 
poetry therapy course, the course organization that 
he eventually developed, incidents that show the 
value of the course to individual students, teaching 
techniques and assignments that have proved suc- 
cessful, goals of a poetry therapy course, and the 
teacher’s role in poetry therapy. The paper includes 
excerpts from students’ course evaluations as well as 
excerpts from students’ writings that show how the 
course helped them reveal their feelings through 
poetry. (GT)

The 84 entries contained in this bibliography are 
arranged under three headings: poetry therapy, 
bibliotherapy, and relevant related items.

poetry writing in a nursing home, and affective un- 
derstanding and the reading of poetry.

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This centrally focused collection of articles and 

lectures examines literary interpretation and the re- 

lation of literature to language. The first of the 
book’s three parts introduces the distinction be- 
tween natural discourse and fictive discourse (ver- 
bal structures that function as representatives of 
natural utterances). It also deals with the relation of 
utterances to inscriptions and of literary “mimesis” 
to representation in other art forms. The second part 
examines the characteristic functions of literature in 
relation to the social economics of verbal transac- 
tions and describes the conditions under which ver- 
bal structures acquire value by serving esthetic 
functions. The final part presents a critique of the 
claims, methods, and theoretical assumptions of 
contemporary stylistics and literary structuralism.

Identifiers—* Wright (Richard) 

Richard Wright’s literary work emphasizes a con- 
trast between black women and white women. Al- 
though both are “givers” to black boys, the nature 
of what they give is different. The black woman 
gives physical life, feeds it, and protects it at the 
expense of spiritual or creative vitality. Her goal is 
to survive bodily, to breathe, to have enough 
strength to endure the physical deprivations of be- 
ing black. The black woman mothers a people dead 
of spirit but alive with physical capability; she does 
this through counsel, religion, example, and, if these 
fail, physical torture. Young black girls learn this 
pattern from older black girls and the conditioning 
becomes a “mothering” of humans lacking in per- 
sonal initiative and creative drive. In contrast to the 
black women in Wright’s works, the white women 
are unconcerned with the physical survival of black 
boys. Instead, white women coax black boys out of 
the mothering syndrome and into the “mommism” 
syndrome, enticing Wright’s black boy characters 
toward a life of the spirit at the expense of physical 
death. With this contrast between the physical and 
the spiritual, Wright points out the evils of racist, 
classist societies that fragment the self and force 
black men into unfair, unnecessary choices between 
physical life and spiritual meaning. (RL)

The task of the journalistic pluralist is one of pre- 
senting alternatives so that audiences may exercise 
personal freedom in choosing among them. It has 
been held generally that the more publications there 
are-the more sources of information-the more the 
idea of pluralism will be served. However, with the 
consolidation of media ownership and the emer- 
gence of more specialized audiences, this assump- 
tion has become obsolete. In redefining the concept 
of pluralism, a model has been proposed that places 
the individual journalist in the position of conduit. 
As a conduit, the journalist has a responsibility to 
offer a forum to the “special pleader”; however, the 
more difficult responsiblity is that of generating and 
presenting messages that tend to counter those of 
the organized special pleading groups. Such genera- 
tion of alternative messages allows individual audi- 
ence members to consider options in their decision 
making processes. Thus, the pluralistic journalist 
becomes an essential element in the production of 
decisions by society. (FL) 
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*Student Motivation 
Teaching the general student is the focus of this 
journal issue. The nine articles deal with the follow- 
ing topics: teaching the noncollege-bound students, 
strategies for teaching coinplex literature to general 
students, teaching western novels as an introduction 
to literature, linguistics for the junior high school 
general student, teaching how to follow directions, 
popular culture in the English classroom, a selection 
of 100 books with under 200 pages, responsive 
teaching and communication in the English class- 
room, and bibliotherapy in the general curriculum. 
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Ten reflections may be made regarding children’s 
literature and its teaching. The reflections are as 
follows: (1) Teachers can make a profound differ- 
ence in the .ves of students and should attempt to 
do so. (2) Teachers of children’s literature are a 
badly fragmented lot and need a common meeting 
ground where they can share their thinking. (3) The 
quality of children’s literature has improved in re- 
cent years. (4) What was once the cottage industry 
of trade book publication is no more. Now that the 
publishing houses are owned by conglomerates 
whose chief concern is profitmaking, editors are 
prevented from taking risks in publishing books by 
unknown, promising authors. (5) Great publishing 
houses used to be known and respected for the qual- 
ity of their backlists—but today backlists are becom- 
ing relics of the past. (6) The children’s book 
publication, movie, and television industries are be- 
coming more and more interconnected. (7) Increas- 
ing costs of publishing and increasing profit margins 
may affect the publication of children’s books. (8) 
Television and film have dramatically influenced 
the form of children’s books. (9) Basal systems that 
use literature as the basis of reading exercises per- 





vert the essential purpose of literature-to entertain. 
(10) It appears that teachers may have failed to 
show students the importance of literature to the 
well-being of our culture. (GT) 
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A survey of 80 city and regional magazines was 
undertaken to examine articles of media criticism. 
Of those, 78.5% responded. A total of 420 articles 
were received and were divided according to subject 
and geographical distribution. A critical analysis of 
representative articles determined that they repre- 
sented significant criticism as defined in Theodore 
Peterson’s “The Social Responsibility Theory of the 
Press.” It was found that city magazines have 
adopted media criticism as a standard editorial prac- 
tice, that most articles were published by the maga- 
zines in the largest cities, that most were about the 
print media, that most concerned local media per- 
formance and power, and that magazines in the 
Northeast and Far West were the most diligent 
media watchdogs. Common criticisms were that 
newspapers are inaccurate, sensational, and without 
substance; that they boost and protect “sacred 
cows” rather than criticize; that they ignore prob- 
lems and issues out of self-interest; and that they 
allow advertising and class pressures to influence 
the news. (TJ)

Data from four separate studies in three develop- 
ing nations that received magazines published by 
the International Communication Agency (for- 
merly the United States Information Agency) were 
used to discover how important image is as a deter- 
minant of readership and to identify the relative 
importance of each image attribute. Respondents in 
each of the samples were administered the same set 
of 11 bipolar adjective scales. Evaluations of the 
first magazine, “Horizons,” were gathered in 
Venezuela and in the Philippines, which allowed for 
the assessment of cross-cultural patterns in the 
evaluations. Evaluations of the second and third 
magazines, “Topic” and “Interlink,” were obtained 
from two matched samples in Nigeria, allowing 
cross-magazine comparisons within a single coun- 
try. A discriminant analysis using the 11 evaluation 
scales as the discriminating variables was carried 
out for each of the four data sets to identify the 
linear combination of the evaluation scales that 
would maximally discriminate between regular and 
occasional readers. A large number of attributes did 
not discriminate between regular and occasional 
readers in any of the studies. Only three attributes— 
impartiality, accuracy, and visual attractiveness— 
were present in at least three of the four derived 
functions. Although statistically significant, these 
functions were able to improve prediction of reader- 
ship only 14% to 17% above chance in a classifica- 
tion analysis. (Author/FL) 
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Identifiers—* Advertising, Video Telephone 
As communication tools change, the field of ad- 
vertising will be affected. The videotelephone will 
be available to consumers and corporations and may 
be used along with fast-scan facsimile devices or 
with electronic video recording (EVR). While it of- 
fers privacy and security and holds wide implica- 
tions for sales promotional and public relations 
activities, it will probably have only a small poten- 
tial for advertising. Two-way cable television 
(CATV) offers the possibility of shopping at home, 
playing interactive computer games, and receiving 
newspapers and magazines. This medium may have 
a massive impact on advertising, and if symbiotic 
facsimile devices and EVRs are accepted commer- 
cially, then this could be the prime conduit for ad- 
vertising messages. Computers are an integral part 
of both the videotelephone system and the two-way 
CATV, and on-line retrieval may have a large im- 
pact on the advertising industry. In conjunction 
with the systems mentioned, home and office key- 
boards will provide access to a centralized com- 
puter, and information retrieved may arrive along 
with an advertising message. A rating system and 
audience measurement for users of home keyboards 
will need to be developed also. (TJ) 
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A three-week institute at Rutgers University dur- 

ing the summer of 1977 attracted 49 college-level 

teachers representing a wide range of academic sub- 

jects. Organizers of the institute sought to involve 

these people in an intensive study of the numerous 

inherent possibilities for learning that writing activi- 

ties offer to any subject area. The activities at the 

institute included comparing evaluations of student 

writing samples, listening to invited speakers, brain- 

storming about the synergistic reaction between 

writing activities and content area subject matter, 

and discussing techniques that combine writing with 

content learning. Following the institute, most par- 

ticipants moved to implement the ideas they en- 

countered at these sessions; and 35 of them 

provided descriptions of “follow-up” work directly 

attributable to participation in the institute. These 

reports reflect changes in their approach to writing 

instruction, changes in their own writing habits, and 

their efforts to involve others in the writing behav- 

iors and writing attitudes that the institute pro- 

moted. (RL)

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A total of 51 students participated in a study to 
determine the effect of a behaviorally oriented in- 
dividualized instruction program on the objective 
grammar proficiency of academically deficient col- 
lege freshmen. From a group of special students, 15 
were randomly selected for the individualized in- 
struction while 17 were assigned to sections of 
freshman English not using individualized instruc- 
tion. A third group of students from regular English 
classes was used for comparison purposes. Students 
in all three groups were given a grammar test and 
wrote 250-word themes at the beginning of the 15- 
week semester. At the end of the semester, the stu- 
dents in all three groups took the standard 
department final examination, which included a 
grammar test and the writing of a 250-word theme. 
The findings suggested that the grammar skills of 
academically deficient students could be substan- 
tially improved; however, they did not support the 
notion that formal grammar ability transfers to 
theme writing.

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A language arts course of study that outlines basic 
goals for each grade level from kindergarten 
through grade twelve is presented in this paper.

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Identifiers—*Communication Research 
A theory proposed in explanation and prediction 
of a concept of social style—an individual’s distinc- 
tive pattern of communication behavior as per- 
ceived by others—was tested in an exploratory study. 
The two dimensions of social style (assertiveness 
and responsiveness) served as criterion variables for 
the study. The major goal of the research was to 
determine the theoretical impact of the context of a 
relationship upon the perception of social style. 
Thirteen dimensions of person perception were 
hypothesized to be predictive of social style in such 
a manner that the predictive models would be 
unique for each of three contexts of primary rela- 
tionships: acquaintances, friends, and coworkers. 
These variables, along with the criterion variables of 
assertiveness and responsiveness, were operational- 
ized and included in a questionnaire packet which 
164 “target” individuals were asked to distribute to 
three others: an acquaintance, a friend, and a co- 
worker. A total of 109 acquaintances, 105 friends, 


and 106 coworkers comprised the usable subject 
population. Data collected from these subjects were 
supportive of a contextual view of social style in 
primary relationships. Four laws of interaction and 
21 propositions (which are presented in the paper) 
were developed in support of the theory. (Au- 
thor/GT) 
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The purpose of this paper is to introduce a model 
of the psychological processes that take place when 
a persuader decides to use or not to use a given 
persuasive message. The assumption is made that if 
the perceived emotional impact of a message is 
more positive than an ethical threshold (which var- 
ies from person to person), the persuader will use 
that message, and that if the perceived impact is less 
positive than the ethical threshold, the persuader 
will reject the message. This model is mathema- 
tized, and the resulting mathematical model is 
tested against data gathered by G. Marwell and 
D.R. Schmitt (1967) and by G. Miller, F. Boster, M. 
Roloff, and D. Siebold (1977). It is shown that these 
tests strongly support the empathy model. Tables 
are provided that present information about the 
compliance-gaining strategies defined in the prior 
two studies. (Author/GT) 
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This paper describes some of the theories of 
cinematography of Soviet film theorist and film- 
maker Lev Kuleshov. It points out that for him, film 
was communication portraying people’s activities 
emanating from the environment. It explains that he 
was especially interested in audience response, par- 
ticularly that of the proletariat, and that he felt that 
the effect of montage on the audience is extraordi- 
nary. The paper then compares Kuleshov with other 
filmmakers such as Pudovkin, Eisenstein, Metz, 
Munsterberg, Bazin, Bergman, and Fellini. It also 
conjectures what he would think about color, 3-D, 
and wide-screen films. (TJ) 
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Communication may be complicated in the kind 

of complex polyethnic interaction setting that is 

part of the Australian educational scene. In a po- 

lyethnic school, breakdowns in communication can 

occur from interference not recognized by either the 
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teacher or the student. Interference may occur be- 
cause the cultural grammar of the child may not 
mesh with the grammar of the person transmitting 
the message due to subconscious differences in body 
language or an unfamiliar mode of communication 
(e.g., different understandings of nodding the head). 
At a deeper level, the iconic nature of communica- 
tion (transmitting incomplete information that the 
receiver is expected to be able to fill in) and field 
dependency/independency (cognitive styles more 
or less dependent on cues from the surrounding field 
such as peers or parents) also affect transmission of 
information. On a further level of abstraction, 
learned styles of processing information and dealing 
with learning contexts may cause interference in 
communication. Yet another source of interference 
may be related to different forms of communicative 
grammar related to the difference between religion 
and the domain of secular, academic tradition. (TJ) 
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The nature and scope of eighteenth century rheto- 
ric were defined by three dominant taxonomies of 
knowledge. In the oldest taxonomy, which clung to 
the liberal arts tradition, rhetoric was seen as a 
means of achieving social dominance, and its dis- 
tinctive characteristic was the exercise of control 
through persuasion. Treatises representing this 
point of view comprehensively reviewed the ac- 
cumulated lore of rhetorical devices in search of 
persuasive devices. The second ordering of knowl- 
edge followed a Baconian structure and reflected 
the division of mental faculties employed in gene- 
rating, recording, and transmitting knowledge. 
Within this structure, rhetoric was seen as the art of 
adornment within the broader organ of transmis- 
sion. The works of many theorists show how this 
conception led to an emphasis on vivid description 
and imagery and to an expansion of the scope of 
thetoric to include nonpersuasive discourse. In the 
final pattern, eloquence was defined as a fine art and 
rhetoric was associated with a number of plastic 
arts. Theorists from this school agreed that the es- 
sential characteristic of the fine arts, and of rhetoric, 
was the expression of ideas. In practical treatises on 
rhetoric, the emphasis on expression was associated 
with a declining interest in the instrumentality of 
rhetorical discourse and in a growth of interest in 
delivery and the “elocutionary movement.” (GT) 
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To relate scientific evidence with subjective inter- 
pretations relevant to the construction and ap- 
preciation of visual images, this paper reviews the 
literature pertinent to the processes involving the 
perception of visual images, the distinct functions of 
the left and right hemispheres of the human brain in 
recording and interpreting visual data, the physio- 
logical properties of television images, and the com- 
positional factors that determine the effective 
structure of television images. The paper concludes 
that the construction of significant theories on 
television aesthetics, insofar as viewers’ perception, 





interpretation, and response are concerned, should 
be based on empirical research that relates scientific 
findings (studies on visual perception, neurology, 
and physiology) with subjective interpretations (stu- 
dies on visual communication and art composition). 
Such research, it contends, will bridge the gap be- 
tween factual information and intuitive choices and 
will enhance the field of visual communication. 
(Author) 
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The Speech Communication Association’s Na- 
tional Project on Speech Communication Compe- 
tencies yielded a developmental perspective of 
functional communication, from which implications 
for lifelong learning can be derived. The project re- 
sulted in the following contributions: a definition of 
communication competence; a description of the 
child as a unique kind of communicator; an under- 
standing of the central thread of communication 
development and of the complexity of that develop- 
ment; the recognition of variables, other than age, 
that are related to development; and a focus on the 
classroom as a communication context. The goal of 
lifelong learning programs is to enhance and expand 
learning opportunities for all social groups and ages, 
especially workers, urban youth, women, and older 
adults. With regard to lifelong learning, the develop- 
mental perspective for functional communication 
implies a need to examine how communication 
competence changes beyond adolescence, a need to 
examine the communication dimensions of multiple 
educational contexts, a need to examine the com- 
municative demands of different roles that interact 
with the student role, and a need to prepare parent- 
ing programs that will enhance children’s develop- 
ment of communication competence. (GT) 
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Professors of rhetoric are viewing with concern 
the prospect of 15 years of declining enrollment in 
higher education. It has been speculated that the 
decline in enrollment will be less severe in large, 
well-established, urban institutions with low tuition, 
a clear mission or well-defined public image, well- 
planned modest growth, established programs in the 
health professions, moderate graduate enrollment 
and specialization, good financial conditions, and 
management that is willing to face financial facts 
and be responsive to those providing support. Re- 
search suggests that by 1986 fine arts enrollment 
will be little changed, letters enrollment will be con- 
siderably down, and health profession and com- 
munications enrollments will be significantly up. 
Some ways to turn adversity to advantage are tied 
to demands of employers who want employees who 
can write well. Teachers of speech communication 
might emphasize writing speeches and might deve- 
lop closer alliances with journalism, advertising, and 
public relations. In addition, increased emphasis on 
speech pathology, audiology, and training of the 
speech or hearing handicapped and their teachers 


could help forestall the enrollment decline that 
seems in store for the field of letters, including 
speech communication. (TJ) 
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To identify the communication concerns of pres- 

ervice (prospective and student teachers) and inser- 
vice teachers and to determine the differences in 
those concerns with regard to a three-phase concep- 
tualization-concern with self, with task, and with 
impact-a study was conducted involving a total of 
227 prospective, student, and inservice elementary 
school teachers. An adaptation of the “Teacher 
Concerns Statement” developed by Frances Fuller 
and Carol Case was used to obtain the communica- 
tion concerns of the subjects. The results revealed 
that while prospective teachers seemed primarily 
concerned with self, student teachers with the task 
of communicating, and inservice teachers with the 
impact of communication, their concerns were not 
limited exclusively to any one category. (FL) 
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A chronology of the events in a 1977-1978 series 
of teacher/school board/administrator conflicts in 
Warsaw, Indiana, is presented in this paper. News- 
paper stories, editorials, letters, memoranda, inter- 
view statements, legal documents, and minutes of 
various meetings are cited in accounts of numerous 
individual events. The events reported involve con- 
flicts regarding the school board’s removal of an 
individually guided elementary education program; 
the banning and burning of a values clarification 
book used in the high school; the banning of three 
books used by a high school teacher, and the tea- 
cher’s subsequent dismissal; the dismissals of other 
teachers for nonacademic reasons; the school board- 
initiated search for “objectionable material” used in 
classrooms; the discontinuation of a phase-elective 
program at the high school; alleged administrator 
intimidation of a student who wrote an editorial 
supporting two dismissed teachers; and the com- 
plaint brought before the Indiana Education Em- 
ployment Relations Board alleging the commission 
of an unfair labor practice by the school board. The 
paper concludes with a list of questions addressing 
basic issues raised by the conflicts in Warsaw. (GT) 
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There are a number of opportunities for communi- 
cation experts to move into fulltime general man- 
agement. The particular role that they can fill to 
advantage to themselves and to the company is as 
generalists with the abilities to analyze, balance 
points of view, be objective, present issues effec- 
tively, and retain a sense of values. Some skills need 
to be retained and broadened or sharpened includ- 
ing being a good communicator, retaining a broad 
approach to life, knowing when to listen, and re- 
maining healthily skeptical. Some skills will need to 
be developed from scratch by most communicators. 
These include developing financial know-how, espe- 
cially knowing the language and having an acquaint- 
ance with statistical yardsticks; continuing to 
broaden perspective; not losing touch with people in 
communications; and learning to consider not only 
“how” but “what,” “why,” and “whether.” Some 
observations about how to move into management 
include: keep positioning yourself to learn new 
skills, and seize every opportunity that comes along 
to do something out of the ordinary. (TJ) 
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The right of privacy as it relates to advertising and 
the use of a person’s name or likeness is discussed 
in this paper. After an introduction that traces some 
of the history of invasion of privacy in court deci- 
sions, the paper examines cases involving issues 
such as public figures and newsworthy items, right 
of privacy waived, right of privacy precluded by 
consent, limits of consent, termination of employ- 
ment, revocation, malice, sufficiency of identifica- 
tion, incidental use of name, and who may bring 
action against whom. A second section of the paper 
discusses usage of name or likeness as an invasion 
of privacy as it relates to endorsement of products 
or services, usage of name on a product, and recov- 
ery allowed and denied. A section is included on use 
of pictures for display purposes, in newspapers or 
other printed publications, in television or motion 
pictures, and mistaken use of pictures. A final sec- 
tion discusses usage of name or likeness in false light 
including misrepresenting of authorship or state- 
ments and alteration of pictures. Each section in- 
cludes numerous references to court decisions. (TJ) 
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Based on the findings of a nine-month-long inves- 
tigation, this report represents the efforts of the 
Carnegie Commission to design a new structure for 
public telecommunications that can accommodate 
the divergent needs of public broadcasting in the 
United States in the coming decade. Following a 
summary of the findings and recommendations, the 
report is organized into ten chapters that deal with 
the following topics: changing goals in a changing 
world, the rise of public broadcasting, funding, 
television programs and services, public radio, pub- 
lic broadcasting in the new telecommunications en-

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This “Report and Order” from the Federal Com- 
munications Commission (FCC) represents the ex- 
amination of thousands of comments and an expert 
determination of the future needs of the nongovern- 
mental users of the radio spectrum in the United 
States. The proposals it contains will be part of the 
United States’ proposals at the 1979 World Ad- 
ministrative Radio Conference of the International 
Telecommunication Union. It includes a back- 
ground of the report; terminology and rules for the 
use of frequencies; table of frequency allocations; 
technical proposals; regulatory proposals; and ad- 
ministrative, operational, and miscellaneous 
proposals, along with associated appendixes. It is 
preceded by a statement by FCC chairman Charles 
D. Ferris and by a joint statement by Commission- 
ers Abbott Washburn and James H. Quello. (TJ) 
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A study was designed to examine debater charac- 
teristics in terms of perceived social style (assertive- 
ness and responsiveness) and to explore the effects 
of debater social style in terms of perceived substan- 
tive and interpersonal conflict and debate success. 
Measures of perceived assertiveness, responsive- 
ness, social style, and conflict were obtained for 96 
college debaters participating in 158 cross-examina- 
tion type debates. The findings revealed the follow- 
ing: it is possible to classify debaters by social style 
based on data provided by other debaters, not all 
debaters have the same social style, individuals who 
are more assertive receive higher speaker points 
than those who are less assertive, social style has 
limited ability to predict the degree of substantive 
conflict, and highly responsive individuals engage in 
less interpersonal conflict than do less responsive 
persons. (FL) 
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The theory of the coordinated management of 
meaning (CMM) describes the structural relation- 
ship between a conversation as it appears in a ver- 
batim transcript and as it appears in the 
meaning-system of the participants. The five essen- 
tial features of CMM theory are: a set of four propo- 
sitions about the nature of communication and 
human behavior, a hierarchical model of actors’ 
meanings, structural models of constitutive and 
regulative rules that respectively integrate the hier- 
archy and organize meanings into guides for action, 
differentia for comparing actors’ rules, and an ac- 
count of a logic of conversation produced by the 
conjoining of actors’ rules. The utility of this theory 
is dual: as a diagnostic tool it facilitates the analysis 
of conversation, and as a heuristic device it gener- 
ates empirically testable hypotheses regarding the 
relationship between rule structure variables and the 
patterns of conversation that people produce. (FL) 
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John Dewey’s philosophy clarifies the relation- 
ship between communication and the emergence of 
character. His moral theory recommends a concep- 
tion of “moral selfhood” emphasizing three attrib- 
utes: freedom, social sensitivity, and the growth of 
mind. Communication is the principle instrument 
through which these characteristics can be ex- 
tended. The primary obligation, therefore, attending 
every communicative act, whatever its immediate 
purpose, is to discover and employ modes of expres- 
sion that will facilitate the moral evolution of the 
participants. (Author) 
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The resignation speeches of West German Chan- 
cellor Willy Brandt and United States President 
Richard Nixon are compared and the rhetorical ef- 
ficacy of each figure is assessed in this paper. Analog 
criticism is employed to support the argument that 
in the particular subgenre of “scandignation” ad- 
dresses, Brandt came much closer than Nixon in 
achieving his objectives, repairing his tarnished 
ethos, and meeting the expectations of his auditors.

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Prepared by a consultant for the American Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company (ATT), this memo- 
randum contends that recent decisions by the 
Federal Communications Commission (FCC) have 
violated the provisions of the Communications Act 
of 1934 that assured the maintenance and improve- 
ment of the integrated switch telephone network 
managed by ATT and its affiliates in partnership 
with the independent telephone companies.

The purpose of this paper is to demonstrate how 
the 1972 presidential campaign of George McGov- 
etn embodied a rich Neo-Populist rhetorical vision 
that served as a framework for the candidate’s cam- 
paign rhetoric. The thesis of the paper is that the 
Neo-Populist vision of McGovern included three 
particular fantasies, each of which dressed the 
McGovern persona as a Populist hero, included a 
plot line involving Populist motives, and visualized 
villains in the Populist vein. The paper examines the 
“Man of Principle” fantasy as an example of McGo- 
vern’s Neo-Populist identity; the “New Politics” 
fantasy, which reveals the positions used by 
McGovern to project a Neo-Populist plot line; and 
the “Grass Roots” fantasy, which shows how the 
Neo-Populist rhetoric was used on the political 
stage.

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Changes in the field of teaching English as a sec- 
ond language (TESL), especially in the last two 
decades, have included increased recognition of the 
language needs of learners in numerous circum- 
stances and have resulted in greater attention to the 
problems of language minority groups in the United 
States. TESL today is strong and growing, has 
achieved professional status, and has expanded in 
teaching, teacher training, and research. Three cur- 
rent areas of TESL of potential interest to teachers 
of speech are programs for bilingual children, for 
children in immigrant groups, and for minority chil- 
dren who speak a nonstandard dialect such as Black 
English.

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This paper explores some of the implications of

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Based on the idea that tolerance for disagreement 

is not other-directed but rather reflects a personality 

trait maintained by individuals across time and 

situation, a study was undertaken to develop a 

measure of tolerance for disagreement that would 

help further the conflict conceptualization by being 
able to predict negative affective interactions with 
procedural or substantive disagreement. To assess 
individual tolerance levels for disagreement, a Lik- 
ert-type scale was developed and administered to 
384 educators. Initially, 35 statements were used, 
representing both approach and avoidance of ar- 
gumentative situations specific to interpersonal and 
group discussion contexts. Items were worded both 
positively and negatively. The subjects were asked 
to indicate the extent of their agreement with each 
item as it applied to them in their own communica- 
tion contexts. Analysis of the data resulted in a 20- 
item scale that reflected face validity as well as 
sufficiently high reliability consistent with the con- 
ceptualization of the unidimensional nature of the 
tolerance for disagreement construct. The findings 
suggest that, while individual tolerance levels of 
disagreement varied, the impact of such levels on 
conflict situations requires empirical investigation.

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Rather than simply recreating a real or imagined

ics. Centuries old, these stories were passed by word 
of mouth from generation to generation and their 
telling was entrusted to persons who were highly 
respected within the tribe. Each story was con- 
structed so as to stimulate inductive and deductive 
thinking by providing alternate viewpoints and by 
challenging the listener to formulate individual con- 
clusions. Some of the concepts and principles that 
are found consistently in Indian wisdom literature 
include the following: an Indian is a human being 
capable of good and bad behavior, who lives accord- 
ing to the traditions of the fathers; the word “differ- 
ent” does not involve a value judgment; decision 
making is a human function and the only wrong 
decisions are choices never made; everything is 
alive and has a spirit, even rocks and trees; and 
power is the capacity to overcome human weakness 
without physical dominance, rather than the ability 
to rule others.

In examining the field of speech communication 
and its research, it is clear that most research has 
focused on linking (linking the individual with the 
human environment) and regulatory (the regulation 
of human behavior) behavior. However, the primary 
goal of human communication is mentation (the 
development of higher mental processes), and this 
has been mostly ignored by researchers. Research 
has been characterized by commitment not to par- 
ticular substantive ideas but to a particular style. 
Research to show how the parts of communicational 
processes fit together would raise the power of 
speech communication’s research questions and put 
it on the road toward gaining academic distinctive- 
ness. Research directed to the nature of human sym- 
bolic behavior (how information is processed) 
would contribute to distinctiveness and viability.

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An analysis of interpersonal communication re- 
search supports the existence of the notion “com- 
municative style,” the method or manner by which 
an individual interacts with others. Scholars con- 
cerned with interpersonal behavior acknowledge 
that individuals develop habitual styles of interac- 
tive behavior that tend to produce optimal relations 
for them. Although communicative style was linked 
historically to elocution, an art form divorced from 
message content, the recent interest of communica- 
tion scholars in the nonverbal aspects of human 
communication behaviors has refocused their atten- 
tion on communicator style. This style is seen to 
develop as a result of continuous and successive 
communicative acts during which people learn to be 
more effective and interpersonally attractive. (RL) 
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A total of 79 college students participated in an 
investigation designed to clarify the function of con- 
versational closings. Multidimensional scaling was 
used to derive a three-dimensional representation of 
the semantic meaning conveyed by 20 frequently 
used conversational closings. Regression analyses of 
the scaling solution suggested that the dimensions 
could be interpreted as reflecting the degree of inac- 
cessibility, the degree of social distance between 
partners, and the degree of the support for the rela- 
tionship signalled by the terminals. The results in- 
dicated that the semantic meaning of closing 
terminals would allow them to serve two functions: 
signalling inaccessibility and signalling support for 
the relationship. The obliqueness of the dimensions 
suggests that a terminal might simultaneously fulfill 


more than one function and that the functions are 
not independent. (Author/FL) 
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A study utilizing source credibility and homoph- 
ily as a basis for analysis was designed to examine 
the conceptualization of the ideal political candi- 
date. In addition, this conceptualization was exam- 
ined across selected voter characteristics to 
determine if it varied on that basis. Questionnaires 
were administered to 390 college students to meas- 
ure the perceived credibility, homophily, and dog- 
matism of the ideal male political candidate. 
Demographic information was also elicited for each 
student. An analysis of the results revealed that the 
ideal political candidate was perceived to be ex- 
tremely competent, extremely high in character, 
quite composed and sociable, slightly extroverted, 
slightly similar to the voters in attitudes and beliefs, 
and neutral in similarity in terms of background and 
personality. Furthermore, the findings indicated 
that this conceptualization did not vary as a func- 
tion of voter sex, political party affiliation, liberal /- 
conservative tendencies, or dogmatism.

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A model of need gratification inspired by the work 
of K.E. Rosengren suggests a theoretical framework 
making it possible to identify, measure, and assess 
the components of the need gratification process 
with respect to the mass media. Methods having 
cognitive and behavioral components are designed 
by individuals to achieve need gratification. Deep 
gratification occurs when the behavioral act meets 
the intrinsic requirements of the method and when 
the method gratifies the need. Thus, if a mother 
perceives that being a “good mother” includes regu- 
lating a child’s television viewing experience, she 
may gain satisfaction from regulation when the act 
meets the requirements of the method and the 
method reduces the disequilibrium (the need to feel 
like a good mother) that energized the drive. Differ- 
ences between the Rosengren model and this one 
are: this model includes “drive” as the physical 
force; this model sees “society” and “individual 
characteristics” as influences too prohibitive to 
come within the limited scope of the model; and in 
this model, the organism is understood to assess the 
utility of each method, and judgments about the 
success or nonsuccess of method employment pre- 
cede the experience of felt gratification or non- 
gratification. (TJ) 
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The precision and poetic logic of the language 
used by Anton Chekhov in his plays, particularly 
“The Sea Gull,” can be explored through an analysis 
of his use of dialogue, characterization, and im- 
agery. Measuring the nature ofa relationship, rather 
than providing a direct literal interchange, the dia- 
logue is both social, when individual expression is 
subordinated to the various voices of the group, and 
private, when one of two individuals has an oppor- 
tunity for lengthy self-expression. Through the lan- 
guage expressed in the play, the characterization 
develops the interaction between the character’s 
self-presentation and his or her situational context, 
demonstrates the dissonance that occurs between 
what a person says and what is known about him or 
her, demonstrates complementary tendencies 
within a particular character, and establishes char- 
acteristic modes of communication for each in- 
dividual. Existing within the dimension of time, the 
imagery possesses communicative immediacy, re- 
veals the spiritual life of a character, and functions 
as a communicative device when it provides shared 
meaning with other characters. (MAI) 
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The family communication course at Arapahoe 
Community College attempts to acquaint students 
with the central role of communication in the 
maintenance and enhancement of family relation- 
ships and to equip them with knowledge that can 
produce a greater flexibility in their communication 
within their own family units. The course is built 
around two basic human processes: the process of 
discovering meaning or identity and the process of 
establishing relatedness or connectedness with oth- 
ers. Two texts are used, along with instructor-pre- 
pared handouts. The major course assignment 
requires students to write a description of an in- 
teraction within their own families; the papers, with 
identifying information removed, are then given to 
other students, who write analyses of the interac- 
tions described. Finally, students write analyses of 
their own family interactions. The course has helped 
the instructor as well as the students to improve 
family communication skills.

The faculty parliamentarian is becoming more im- 

portant as concern for proper procedure and due 

process is growing on college campuses. The role of 

the parliamentarian is entirely advisory. This person

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correct serious errors in the proceedings. Typical 
problems facing parliamentarians are: maintaining 
objectivity while being full members of the assembly 
they advise, lack of knowledge of the rules of order 
on the part of members and presiding officers, their 
overreliance on the parliamentarian, and the direct- 
ing of nonparliamentary questions to the parliamen- 
tarian. Problems can be overcome by providing the 
parliamentarian with all necessary documents per- 
taining to the assembly’s business, through consulta- 
tion between the presiding officer and the 
parliamentarian before a meeting, by providing con- 
sultation to committees and members in preparing 
reports or motions, and by being prepared to play an 
educative role for members and officers. (TJ) 
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The organizational communication specialist can 
play a significant role in the communication of 
change. The consultant must begin by determining 
who the client is and what the unit of change is to 
be. Then the consultant must choose which inter- 
vention is appropriate and what the focal issue is. 
Before the consultation, the consultant and client 
must agree on certain considerations including what 
changes will occur, clarification of responsibilities, 
and a timetable. The audit process is one interven- 
tion that fits an action research model of organiza- 
tional development and accomplishes the following: 
measures information flow, message content, and 
communicator attitudes; provides attitudinal, per- 
ceptual, and behavioral data; and allows for organi- 
zational comparisons. Follow-up should assure that 
management is held accountable for action taken to 
increase the effectiveness of the organization and 
should include training others to use some of the 
consultant’s skills. Whatever strategy a consultant 
uses, it should be purposeful, task-specific, inte- 
grated, temporal, adaptable, agreed to by the client, 
and cost-effective. (TJ) 
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The literature and research about the courtroom 

use of videotape recordings and similar technology 

(such as the picturephone and closed circuit televi- 

sion) reveal conflicting opinions about the efficacy 

of using such technology in the courts. The major 
criticism seems to be about recording the testimony 
of witnesses, editing objectionable testimony, and 
showing the resulting videotape to the jury; this 
procedure arouses concern for the constitutional is- 
sues of right to confrontation, right to counsel and 
effective assistance of counsel, privilege against self- 
incrimination, and due process. Opponents argue 
that spatial and temporal discontinuities will result 
from editing procedures; and they wonder who 
should decide the ordering of testimony on the tape 

and how lawyers can effectively cross-examine a 

witness (during a videotape recording) without 

knowing how a judge will rule on challenges by 
opposing counsel. The advantages of videotape in 
trials are the speeding up of the judicial process 

(reducing courtroom time by a half to a third) and 
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the deletion of inadmissable evidence before such 
evidence reaches the jury. The court decisions and 
research so far conclude that the “reel” and the 
“real” are roughly equivalent, with no impairment 
of legal rights resulting from videotape use. This 
positive response and the current use of videotape 
as a law school teaching aid indicate that major 
social changes in our view of courtroom justice are 
forthcoming. (RL) 
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Encouraging creativity is an important aspect of 
communication instruction. Qualities to be en- 
couraged include sensitivity, flexibility, originality, 
imagination, perception, and the ability to analyze. 
A teacher can do this by creating the proper atmos- 
phere, generating ideas, focusing on content, and 
applying content. Creativity can be evaluated with 
written or oral comments of praise, by using a dual 
grading system, or by some other method; however, 
evaluation must be seen by students as an integral 
part of all efforts and it must be done consistently 
if it is to be seen as important.

A task force sought to determine the information 
needs of the Tulsa Public Schools (Oklahoma) by 
studying goals of the school district, identifying all 
processes necessary for operation of the school sys- 
tem, and conducting interviews with 48 key mem- 
bers. A detailed information systems matrix was 
constructed to show the interrelationships between 
departments within the organization, the process 
essential to the operation of the schools, classes of 
data required, and necessary information systems. 
Among nine conclusions reached by the task force 
was that a district crisis in data processing appears 
imminent. The “application approach” being fol- 
lowed seriously restricts access to data, and there is 
excessive manual processing of data. Also, present 
data processing equipment, systems, and staff are 
inadequate. The task force made 12 recommenda- 
tions, including that data processing capabilities 
should be upgraded immediately and an integrated 
data base developed; a long-term commitment must 
be made to the project; priority should be given to 
data bases in student, financial, and personnel re- 
cords; and early emphasis should be given programs 
that directly serve students. A lengthy appendix dis- 
cusses methodology, process definitions, current 
systems review, interviews, analysis of information 
systems needs, the information systems network, 
and risk assessment and prioritization. (Au-

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This report gives the results of a 1977 survey of 
secondary school principals by the National Insti- 
tute of Education, Washington D.C. The purpose of 
the study was to empirically describe high school 
organization and programs and how they are af- 
fected by federal, state, and district characteristics. 
The results of the survey counteract many existing 
criticisms of today’s high schools. For example, the 
extent of individual attention and organizational 
flexibility appear to be broader than is commonly 
thought. In addition to offering the basics, high 
schools provide considerable program diversity.

*Teacher Salaries

The major goal of this report was to minimize 

complaints due to discrepancies in the salary 

schedule for male and female sponsors of extracur- 
ricular activities at Caesar Rodney School District, 

Delaware. The four objectives were (1) to develop 

a salary schedule for teachers of extracurricular ac- 

tivities, (2) to develop a guide for the recruitment of 

sponsors and coaches, (3) to develop criteria to 
serve as a basis for the district’s collective bargain- 
ing process, and (4) to provide evidence of affirma- 
tive action on the part of the district. Questionnaires 
were distributed to students and teachers to assess 
the existing salary schedule. A task force composed 
of teachers and administrators developed evaluative 
criteria that provided a rating scale matrix from 
which salaries were established. A guide for the re- 
cruitment of sponsors was distributed to all district 
principals and department heads. Principals were 
able to use the guide to provide objective informa- 
tion to prospective sponsors, thus assuring mutual 

understanding and a minimum of complaints. A 

lengthy appendix provides data on such things as 

needs assessment, recruitment, results of the ques- 
tionnaire, evaluation of criteria, and a copy of the 
administrator guide.

The basis for this report is a large research project 

undertaken by The Ontario Institute for Studies in 
Education (OISE) for the Ontario Ministry of Edu- 
cation from July 1974 through December 1975. It 
also uses evidence from two earlier small studies of 
OISE, from the academic years 1972-73 and 1973- 
74. The project was designed to be the main re- 
search evidence of the Ministry Task Force on 
Dropouts. The data analyzed in the report are from 
the sample of 26 school systems drawn from the 9 
regions of the province that contain a total of 79 
systems. The within year dropout rate for the sam- 
ple as a whole was 20,027 or 8 percent. Information 
obtained from the systems about these dropouts in- 
cluded region, age, sex, month of dropout, achieve- 
ment level, and program. In _ addition, 
questionnaires were sent to all the dropouts and 
returns were received from 8,141 or 41 percent. 
Finally, telephone interviews were conducted with 
423 dropouts in the sample. The task force mandate 
was to look into the number of dropouts, who they 
were, where they came from, why they dropped out, 
what happened to them, and what were their future 
plans. The aim was to cover all Ontario secondary 
school students who failed to complete their courses 
of study as expected. (Author/MLF) 
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Identifiers—* Illinois 
The purpose of this paper is to outline some policy 

options that might be considered by decision-mak- 

ers in Illinois as they struggle with school finance in 
adequately funding the public schools, but also 
bringing about property tax relief. First the report 
looks at ways of attaining property tax relief through 
the distributive side by discussing state dollars to aid 
local school districts offset inflation, for equity pur- 
poses, and for property tax replacement. Then the 
report describes ways of attaining property tax relief 
through the options on the revenue side. Options 
discussed include freezing property tax levies, prop- 
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erty tax reductions, property tax assessment, and 
property taxes not allowed to exceed a standard 
percentage of an individual’s income. A general 
strategy is outlined for attaining property tax relief 
without at the same time reducing the level of edu- 
cational services in the school districts. (Au-

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Identifiers—* Illinois 
The current method of financing education in II- 

linois is explained and reasons are advanced for 
changing it to afford property tax relief by a more 
equitable formula. The proposed plan and the argu- 
ments supporting it are then offered. The plan in- 
creases the state basic support level per student to 
$1,400, and the state assumes the full cost of the 
previous year’s inflation on the basic $1,400 pro- 
gram. When school districts exceed the state-used 
rate in step one, the state assures those districts that 
their tax rate will at least get the dollars that the 
average of all like districts in the state would re- 
ceive. Property tax relief would be achieved by re- 
placing part of a property tax with alternative tax 
sources. It is suggested that the law authorizing this 
require the local collection form to calculate the tax 
bill, reduce any taxes that the bill reflects between 
2 percent and 3 percent, and show on the form that 
the levy made by the board of education has been 
paid to the local district and that the taxpayer’s bill 
was reduced by the amount of such taxes levied, but 
paid by the state. The tax reduction would be obvi- 
ous and the prerogative of the local board would 
remain. (Author/MLF) 
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Legislation, *Federal Regulation, *Government 
School Relationship, Higher Education, Manage-

The hearings contain an interim report on federal 

paperwork in the area of education by the Commis- 

sion on Federal Paperwork. The commission’s man- 
date was to develop ways of reducing paperwork 
associated with federal information demands while 
recognizing legitimate program planning and ad- 
ministration data needs. The commission examined 
the testimony of many witnesses at its hearings, 
reviewed letters, interviewed Congressional com- 
mittee and agency staffs, and analyzed a substantial 
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number of hearing records, government reports, and 
special studies. Two major respondent groups de- 
voted special efforts to supply information about 
current reporting requirements; indepth studies 
were made at two institutions of higher education; 
and a task force studied federal reporting require- 
ments for institutions of higher education and made 
recommendations for their consolidation. Problems 
selected are discussed from the standpoint of grants 
and contracts, student financial aid, nondiscrimina- 
tion, and management controls. In each of these 
areas, salient problems are stated, analyzed, and 
recommendations are made. The next section con- 
tains a prepared statement from Carolyn Warner, 
Superintendent of Arizona State Department of 
Education, explaining how federal paperwork has 
been reduced by almost 60 percent in Arizona. The 
final section of the hearings contains testimony and 
prepared statements from several members of Con- 
gress and a number of individuals representing 
schools and organizations. (MLF) 
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Identifiers—Congress 95th, *Impact Aid 
This document contains testimony, prepared 

statements, letters, and supplemental materials sub- 

mitted during six days of hearings held in June, 

1977. Under consideration was a five-year exten- 

sion of the Impact Aid program that compensates 

school districts for educating children who are in an 
area as a result of federal activities. Primarily, the 
program compensates for the loss in tax base of 

federal property. William L. Stormer, program di- 

rector, reviewed the status of the Impact Aid pro- 

gram, especially as it was amended by the 

Education Amendments of 1974, and testified con- 

cerning the complexities of the law and the resulting 

major administrative problems. James D. Martin 
testified on the findings of an assessment by the 

General Accounting Office of the Impact Aid pro- 

gram. Subsequent testimony was from parents and 

officials from impacted area schools concerning 
their problems with suggestions for amendments to 
the law. Also discussed were disaster assistance 
provisions, and schools totally paid by the U.S. Of- 
fice of Education under the Impact Aid laws but 
which are administered by other federal agencies, 
with special emphasis on problems existing at Fort 

Buchanan in Puerto Rico. Further testimony 

focused on the provision of the Impact Aid laws 

affecting children from federally assisted low rent 
housing units, handicapped children of military par- 
ents, and Indian children. (MLF) 
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Identifiers—-Information Analysis Products 


The 13 documents and journal articles annotated 
in this document discuss and describe merit pay 
programs for teachers and for administrators. (IRT) 
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The first in a series of reports by the Far West 
Laboratory for Educational Research and Develop- 
ment, this report demonstrates the positive relation- 
ship between reduced class size and pupil 
achievement. The researchers collected about 80 
studies that yielded over 700 comparisons of the 
achievement of smaller and larger classes. The re- 
sults showed that as class size increases, achieve- 
ment decreases. For example, the difference in 
being taught in a class of 20 versus a class of 40 
shows an advantage of 6 percentile ranks. The rela- 
tionship between class size and achievement is 
slightly stronger at the secondary level, but it does 
not differ appreciably across different school sub- 
jects, levels of pupil IQ, or several other demo- 
graphic features of classrooms. The report suggests 
that schools cannot afford the consequences of 
maintaining large classes all the time and must find 
ways to finance smaller classes for some pupils or 
for all pupils for part of the school day. (Au- 
thor/LD) 
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Identifiers—45 15 Plan, Virginia (Prince William 

County) 

One objective of this study was to discover 
whether education of students on the 45-15 plan 
differed from that provided on the traditional 
schedule. Another objective was to assess the atti- 
tudes of the educators, parents, students, and busi- 
ness people of Prince William County toward the 
two plans. The educational evaluation compared, 
across calendars, indicators of student achievement 
and quality of education such as test scores, grades, 
failure rates, attendance, extracurricular activities, 
course offerings, pursuit of further education by 
high school graduates, and summer school attend- 
ance. Results showed that education afforded by the 
two plans did not differ, but attitudes about them 
were considerably polarized. Negative aspects of 
the 45-15 plan included potential problems involv- 
ing student use of time outside of school, vacations 
and time spent with the family, and opportunities 
for part-time jobs. (Author/LD) 
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As a companion study to the primary analysis of 
the Management Implications of Team Teaching 
(MITT) study, the unitized schools in this study 
were examined alone for predictors of differential 
success in implementing the innovation. This report 
briefly describes how the MITT staff handled a 
problem in the companion study of reducing the 
number of predictor variables while still retaining as 
much information as possible about all of them. 
They did so by using multiple linear regression to 
combine conceptually related variables into clusters 
or blocks. Once the researchers had identified a 
group of variables that logically comprised a cluster, 
they regressed the most logical dependent variable 
in the group (if that were possible to determine) into 
the others. For each school, they multiplied the re- 
sulting raw score regression weights times the ob- 
tained score on their respective variables to produce 
a predicted dependent variable score; conceptually, 
such a predicted score reflects all the information 
shared among the variables in the block. (Au- 
thor/JM) 
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This paper discribes the analysis of data in the 

Management Implications of Team Teaching Pro- 
ject (MITT). It touches on the interviews conducted 
with teachers and principals, presents the breadth of 
information obtained in the questionnaire, and ex- 
plains how the data were aggregated and how issues 
were grouped. Information collected in the inter- 
view focused on how decisions were made in 
schools in a number of areas. The task was to deve- 
lop indices by which decision-making in each school 
could be characterized. The researchers formulated 
nine types of control structures on the basis of the 
interface between the “input population” (who 
made the decision) and the “output population” 
(who were affected by the decision). The evidence 
gathered was combined into groupings to reflect 
components of the instructional program about 
which decisions were made. Profiles were clustered 
through multidimensional scaling, internal analysis 
was conducted resulting in recombination of the 
clusters, and a complex external analysis was con- 
ducted. (JM) 
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Uneven access to taxable real property wealth 
currently produces wide disparities in per pupil ex- 
penditures among New York state school districts. 
The state’s operating aid formula does not compen- 
sate for the inequities in low wealth districts having 
an operating expense level of more than $1,500 per 
pupil. In the last decade several proposals were sug- 
gested to equalize school district fiscal resources. 
Although school district consolidation has tended 
to reduce the variations in per pupil wealth, per 
pupil operating expenditures, and tax rates, large 
differences continue. The money that could be ob- 
tained from repeal of the minimum guarantees prov- 
ided for the state’s wealthiest districts is inadequate 
to equalize expenditures. Data presented here de- 
monstrate that averaging per pupil wealth and per 
pupil expenditures on the basis of Boards of Cooper- 
ative Educational Service (BOCES) regions reduces 
the range in wealth and per pupil expenditures, thus 
justifying investigation of a regional tax base model. 
Variations in district spending for districts within a 
sample BOCES region were examined using both 
current law and the redistribution of 5 mill, 10 mill, 
and 15 mill regional tax levies. The least variation 
in per pupil expenditures occurred with a 15 mill 
regional tax distributed equally among school dis- 
tricts located with the BOCES region. (Author/JM) 
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The purpose of this study was to assess the merit 
of using personal income in the determination of a 
school district’s fiscal capacity for the apportion- 
ment of New York state aid. Both personal income 
and full valuation of real property suffer from tech- 
nical weaknesses, but improvements in the data are 
possible if the state is willing to underwrite the cost. 
Calculations replacing full value of real property 
with 1970 personal income data produced several 
changes in state aid allocation. The state’s five poor- 
est districts, five big cities, and other central cities 
would experience a drop in formula aid. Conversely, 
the five wealthiest school districts with pupil popu- 
lations over 500 and the suburban areas would re- 
ceive less aid. If 1976 New York State taxable 
income is used instead of 1976 full valuation as the 
wealth measure, similar shifts occur. Because of 
limitations with the census data, findings are sugges- 
tive, not definitive. Personal income will not be ac- 
ceptable as a total substitute for full valuation as the 
measure of a school district’s wealth. Before per- 
sonal income is used in a composite wealth index for 
the apportionment of aid, viable combinations need 
to be examined within several alternative formula 
options. (Author/JM) 
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Twenty-seven studies on goal setting were re- 
viewed to evaluate the practical feasibility of goal 
setting in organizations and to evaluate Locke’s 
theories of goal setting. The organizational research 
reviewed provides strong support for Locke’s 
proposition that specific goals increase performance 
and that difficult goals, if accepted, result in better 
performance than do easy goals. The field studies do 
not provide relevant evidence concerning Locke’s 
propositions that goal setting mediates the effects of 
participation, monetary incentives, and perfor- 
mance feedback. The laboratory study concerning 
monetary incentives produced findings contrary to 
Locke’s theory. Field research is needed that is de- 
signed to test the mediation propositions and to in- 
vestigate the possibility that participation, monetary 
incentives, and feedback affect performance in- 
dependently of goal setting or interact with goal 
setting. Limiting conditions for effective goal setting 
may be complexity of the job and performance 
measures, degree of managerial attention and sup- 
port, interdependence of jobs, and individual traits 
of employees. (Author/JM) 
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The basis for most problems with merit pay plans 

is that the great majority of employees believe their 

own job performance is above average. Even a well- 
administered merit pay plan cannot give positive 
feedback to this majority. The likely consequence is 
that the employee’s self-esteem is threatened. Often 

one copes with such a threat by demeaning the im- 

portance of the job or by derogating the source-that 

is, disparaging the boss or management in general. 

Merit pay forces employees to compete for rewards, 

thus increasing hostility and decreasing communi- 

cation between employees. In addition, merit pay 
emphasizes the direct relationship between job per- 
formance and dollar rewards, thereby detracting 
from intrinsic motivation in the work itself. A sys- 
tem that would switch the emphasis to rewards for 
self-development and opportunities for greater re- 
sponsiblity appears to serve both individual and or- 
ganizational goals in a more effective manner.

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This paper discusses ways managers can motivate 

their employees to work and at the same time to 

increase their performance. Two theories of motiva- 
tion-Vroom’s theory and Atkinson’s theory-focus 
on the use of extrinsic and intrinsic rewards respec- 
tively. A managerial strategy that combines the best 
of both intrinsic and extrinsic approaches to moti- 
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vating employees is desirable. When a person is in- 
trinsically motivated, he or she engages in an 
activity to feel competent in relation to the activity. 
There are no external rewards as found in extrinsic 
motivation. For example, jobs should be structured 
to let employees participate in decision-making. At 
the same time, extrinsic rewards should be adminis- 
tered so that the most effective performers receive 
the most rewards. Thus the challenge to managers 
is to make rewards directly contingent upon per- 
formance without decreasing intrinsic motivation.

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The constitutional basis for laws concerning rights 
of the handicapped lies in the Fourteenth Amend- 
ment’s equal protection and due process clauses. 
Recent litigation has been based on Section 504 of 
the 1973 Rehabilitation Act, P.L. 94-142. Signifi- 
cant court decisions affecting education have been 
handed down in five areas. Regarding right to free 
education, the courts have held that public schools 
cannot exclude children from school nor charge 
them extra tuition for special programs. Regarding 
right to an appropriate education, courts have held 
that the schools must identify all handicapped stu- 
dents and provide them an appropriate education. 
In the area of disciplinary exclusion, cases challeng- 
ing the expulsion of handicapped students have gen- 
erally ended in requiring schools to offer alternative 
placement to the students. Regarding the right to 
the least restrictive alternative, courts have main- 
tained that a handicapped child cannot be excluded 
from the regular classroom or from regular extracur- 
ricular activities if otherwise qualified. In a case re- 
garding discrimination against handicapped school 
employees, the Third Circuit Court upheld a lower 
court decision that struck down a school district 
policy of not hiring blind persons. These cases ap- 
pear to produce more questions than answers, espe- 
cially concerning the recourse available when rights 
are denied. (Author/JM)

It was found that community 
schools offer their students slightly more field trips 
and significantly more instructional services to 
school children. Representatives of participating or- 
ganizations reported that the program did not im- 
prove communication or cooperation among 
agencies but the program did enhance communica- 
tion between community residents and organiza- 
tions. Evaluators recommended that school district 
and city representatives should discuss program 
goals, that record keeping and accountability should 
be improved, and that the district should consider 
issuing additional guidelines. (Author/JM)

This paper examines the existing and potential 
roles of educational service agencies (ESAs) and 
their relationships with state education agencies 
(SEAs) and local education agencies (LEAs). Spe- 
cial attention is focused on urban school districts. 
The paper also critically analyzes these roles and 
relationships as they relate to dissemination func- 
tions, with particular emphasis on the role of the 
ESA in the Research and Development Exchange 
(RDx). The history of the ESA is outlined, and stu- 
dies of the education service agency in Michigan, 
Pennsylvania, and other states are examined. These 
studies lead to specific recommendations regarding 
generally appropriate roles and functions. Roles and 
functions for the ESA in dissemination evolve from 
recent federal legislation focusing on research rela- 
tive to educational change, broker/facilitator roles, 
nature of the educational enterprise, state and na- 
tional dissemination agencies, and educational 
renewal and reform. A number of specific conclu- 
sions and recommendations relevant to the ESA 
and RDx are offered: no nationwide single-agency 
system or configuation for dissemination can ade- 
quately respond to all education needs; the profes- 
sional community must support comprehensive 
research and development evaluation studies about 
regionalism; and the RDx configuration needs more 
client user input at all levels of planning, manage- 
ment, and stages of development. (Author/JM) 
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This model is an attempt to create a measure of 
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resources to reflect the value of persons, groups, 
villages, provinces, or nations in terms of education. 
It attempts to measure human assets and nonhuman 
material elements. To measure gross cumulative 
factors, this measure of wealth considers popula- 
tion, environmental learning, and formal learning. 
To measure attenuating factors, the model considers 
personal dynamics, nonhuman resources, com- 
munity development, nonformal and informal edu- 
cational offerings, village management, school 
learning environment, school personnel and ad- 
ministration, and school facilities. This model of the 
gross product of education was applied to villages 
and provinces in Pakistan as well as to the whole 
country. The model is intended to provide a tool for 
use in community and village development and 
long-range planning. It is also meant to be used in 
pinpointing deficiencies in the development of a vil- 
lage; in comparing villages, provinces, or nations; or 
in assessing progress in human resource develop- 
ment. (Author/JM) 
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During the 1970's, school districts throughout the 

country have created alternative educational pro- 
grams allowing students and parents to choose the 
appropriate educational structure and methodology 
that suit their individual needs. School boards who 
establish alternative schools must assess, plan, de- 
sign, effect, and evaluate educational programs to 
meet the particular needs of local students. The pur- 
pose of this report is to assist school boards in these 
undertakings. Authors asked people recognized as 
knowledgeable and experienced in the field of non- 
traditional education programs to provide responses 
to the most persistent questions of school leaders 
about alternatives. The interview format allows the 
expression of a diversity of experiences, beliefs, and 
attitudes, rather than offering only one correct an- 
swer.

Califano. The second section contains the commit- 
tee report ‘ ‘Improving Educational Achievement” 
issued by a nine-member committee headed by Ste- 
phen K. Bailey. This report, as well as the conferees 
at Secretary Califano’s conference, advised the fed- 
eral government against entering the business of 
developing national tests. Relying on the report, 
Califano recommended to the conference that the 
federal role be that of research, technical assistance, 
and as a clearing house for information. The third 
section of the publication presents the results of a 
survey of school board presidents about issues in 
competency testing. The results indicate that school 
boards would be vehemently opposed to the federal 
government’s creation of national tests. The fourth 
section of the document is made up of recommenda- 
tions concerning competency testing that the Edu- 
cation Commission of the States (ECS) has made to 
state and local governments. The ECS urges a joint 
effort by state and local authorities in the establish- 
ment of testing programs. (Author/JM) 
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A persistent problem for supervisors and cur- 
riculum workers has been the unresolved tension 
between the demands of the organization and the 
drive for professionalism. Emerging in the late nine- 
teenth century, the problem was greatly influenced 
by the transformation of the school system along 
bureaucratic lines. Supervisors and curriculum 
workers during the early decades of the new century 
tried to counteract past bureaucratic influences by 
attempting to professionalize. Supervisors and cur- 
riculum workers attempting to improve instruction 
and make curriculum more valid were hindered by 
bureaucratic rules and regulations. The problem 
became increasingly apparent to supervisors and 
curriculum workers toward the middle 1930s. Be- 
cause of the exigencies of the organizational frame- 
work of schooling, it is doubtful that even present 
day supervisors and curricularists are able to attain 
their professional goals. (Author/JM) 
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In the early twentieth century, supervisors began 
to move toward increasing professionalism in their 
positions. In the late nineteenth century, supervi- 
sion was characterized by bureaucratic methods in 
a centralized school management system. Research 
reveals that after the turn of the century, there was 
a concerted effort by supervisors to deemphasize 
bureaucratic procedures and to increase emphasis 
on a more democratic and professional outlook, at 
least in theory. One reason for this change of em- 
phasis was that supervisors realized the tenuous po- 
sition they occupied in the hierarchical school 
organization. The ill-defined nature of supervision 
and the indefinite and obscure status of supervisors 


within schools contributed to the desire to find 
legitimacy for their work. Second, supervisors 
sought to professionalize as a result of mounting 
criticism by teachers and other educators against 
rating and other bureaucratic devices for measuring 
teacher efficiency. Third, supervisors sought to 
professionalize to distinguish their work from that 
of administrators. The supervisors’ quest for profes- 
sional status to combat bureaucratization assumed 
greater importance after 1920. An analysis of litera- 
ture in this field indicates that while theory sup- 
ported the democratization and professionalization 
of supervision, very little actual progress toward 
these goals was made. (Author/JM) 
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This report summarizes the provisions of the Edu- 

cation Amendments of 1978, Public Law 95-561. 

This legislation extends generally through fiscal 

year 1983 and amends the major federal programs 

of aid to elementary and secondary schools includ- 

ing those under the Elementary and Secondary 

Education Act, the Impact Aid acts, the Emergency 

School Aid Act, the Adult Education Act, the In- 

dian Education Act, and related legislation. (Au- 

thor/LD) 
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Due to increased dissatisfaction with Media Ser- 
vices, the evaluation department of Eugene School 
District 4J was asked to look into the centralized 
ordering and processing of library materials and 
textbooks. Areas of complaint included time lags in 
receiving books, loss of control of ordering and 
processing at the school level, and processing errors. 
Data were collected in 43 interviews, questionnaires 
were sent to all district schools, and a random sam- 
ple search was made of 36,000 media service orders. 
A number of findings emerged, including the find- 
ings that unacceptably long time lags exist in order- 
ing and processing; school personnel have lost 
control over ordering and processing, but this is 
inevitable in a centralized system; and Media Ser- 
vices has acknowledged processing errors and is try- 
ing to correct them. Included in the report is a brief 
history of the district’s centralized processing sys- 
tem, the methodology used to review the com- 
plaints, five tables showing actual time lags involved 
in the major steps of ordering and processing broken 
down by type of book and type of school, and a 
discussion of the complaints. The report concludes 
with recommendations for the establishment of an 
advisory committee and a review of Media Services’ 
staffing. (Author/LD) 
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Banks are usually reimbursed for their checking 

account services either by a fixed service charge or 
by requiring a minimum or minimum-average com- 
pensating cash balance. This paper demonstrates 
how to determine the optimal minimum balance for 
a school district to maintain in its account. It is 
assumed that both the bank and the school district 
use the Miller-Orr cash management model and 
that not maintaining a minimum compensating cash 
balance will result in charges for approximately 99 
overdrafts a year. Calculations presented for a sam- 
pie school district indicate that the district should 
not maintain a minimum compensating cash bal- 
ance but should negotiate an annual fee to compen- 
sate the bank and invest the funds that previously 
constituted the cash balance. The paper concludes 
that the use of negotiated bank charges, short-term 
lines of credit, zero minimum checking balances, 
and investment of cash balances in short-term in- 
vestments could result in thousands of additional 
dollars for school districts. (Author/JM) 
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This bibliography lists 20 books and 35 articles 
published since 1975 on the subject of teacher ten- 
ure.

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In the midst of a trend toward uniformity of edu- 

cation, parents, teachers, community groups, and 

government groups are struggling for control over 
what that education shall be. Regarding problems 
concerning religious and ethical education, the 
courts’ interpretations of the establishment clause 
ultimately conflict with interpretations of the free 
exercise clause. Case origins of contemporary con- 
stitutional guidelines regarding parental rights over 
a child’s religious education concern state regula- 
tions of private schools, prayer, Bible-reading, and 
evolution cases in public schools, and financial aid 
to religious schools. Parents who are not satisfied 
with public education have two real options— 
attempting to control and influence the public 
schools or pursuing alternative education at home 
or in private schools. Parents’ ability to influence 
their child’s public schooling is limited both by law 
and by practical considerations, as evidenced by 
court cases regarding the teaching of evolution or 
sex education, a child’s exposure to sexually explicit 
or offensive material, and parents’ right to deter- 
mine a program for their handicapped child. Parents 
who pursue alternative nonpublic education have 
problems evidenced by court cases regarding state 





regulation of private schools. Parents who choose 
home instruction confront state laws concerning 
what constitutes instruction equivalent to that of 
public schools. (Author/JM) 
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This paper describes a three-year project funded 
by Title IV/C of the Elementary and Secondary 
Education Act (ESEA) and initiated by the Min- 
nesota state board of education to reduce sex bias 
among students and teachers in Minneapolis. Em- 
phasis during the first year of the project was on the 
development of nonsexist curriculum materials to 
be used in intermediate and secondary classrooms. 
During the second year, lessons were developed for 
use in primary classrooms. The third year focused 
on the extent of attitude change. By the end of the 
project, 95 percent of Minneapolis teachers had re- 
ceived inservice training in nonsexism with the un- 
derstanding they would teach the nonsexist lessons 
in their classrooms. Data were collected via ques- 
tionnaires, interviews, and observations. Results 
showed that the use of nonsexist curriculum materi- 
als changed student and teacher attitudes to a sig- 
nificant degree. With the exception of the secondary 
level, teachers reported they and their students 
became more aware of the need to focus on the 
elimination of sex bias from the educational system. 
The report hypothesized that because students con- 
tinually change classes at the secondary level, there 
is less chance for any single teacher to serve as a role 
model. Also, nonsexist lessons being taught become 
much more diffused when they are only a part of a 
one-hour class. (Author/LD)

finance specialists appointed by the governor to 
guide a budget study in New York State is to sum- 
marize studies on the existing apportionment sys- 
tem of public school aid and to suggest short-term 
steps for improving the equity of the present system. 
Parts 1 and 2 discuss the present operating aid for- 
mula and other major state aid programs. Part 3 
examines two programs for which aid is currently 
available to only selected New York State school 
districts: early education and the education of the 
gifted and talented.

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The major purpose of this report is to examine 

what the operating aid formula for the 1977-78 New 
York State school year could have been for the 347 
save-harmless districts and the 236 limited aid dis- 
tricts if the 1977 legislature had not based appor- 
tionments on the previous year’s aid. The study, 
conducted by a governor-appointed task force, sum- 
marizes the 1977-78 operating aid apportionment 
system and operating aid formula and discusses the 
impact of using three other major formulas. Also 
included in the report are discussions of the payable 
operating aid scheme for the state’s school districts, 
state and local support levels, and variations in per 
pupil operating expense. The final chapter discusses 
how school districts can receive their operating aid 
without save-harmless provisions or limits on in- 
creases.

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This report measures the inequities in school taxes 

on New York State residential property that result 

from assessment nonuniformity. The index of 
nonuniformity is a measure of the average percent- 
age difference in school tax bills paid by owners of 
like residential properties in the same school district 
but in separate assessing units. Using this measure, 
on the average, in almost three-fifths of the 544 
school districts that include parts or all of more than 
one municipality, homeowners as a class in one as- 
sessing unit pay in excess of 20 percent more school 
taxes than homeowners in another assessing unit 
within the same school district. The adjusted index 
of nonuniformity is a conservative measure of the 
percentage difference in school tax bills paid by 
owners of two homes of equal market value located 
in different assessing units but in the same school 
district. Using this measure, in almost 85 percent of 
the school districts that include more than one as- 
sessing unit, some homeowners in one assessing unit 
pay at least 100 percent more in school taxes than 
homeowners in another assessing unit.

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The property tax is the single most important 
revenue source for local governments and school 
districts in New York State. Its positive attributes 
are its stability, simplicity, efficiency, predictability, 
and its contribution to local government. Yet gross 
inequities are associated with assessment adminis- 
tration of property tax. An analysis of a 1973 equali- 
zation survey shows that only 6.8 percent of 
municipalities fall within plus-or-minus 20 percent 
accuracy of assessment. Without drastic reform of 
assessment administration, meaningful reform of 
the state-local system of educational finance will be 
difficult. Although there are alternatives to the full 
value standard of taxation, great problems stem 
from using these standards. No matter what stand- 
ard is used, proper apportionment of property tax 
burdens is impossible without first determining full 
value of property. If a full value standard were im- 
plemented, the residential class would experience 
the greatest tax levy increase, although only 23.7 
percent of all municipalities would be affected, and 
most of the dollar shifting would result from correc- 
tion of intraclass inequity. If no changes are made, 
cases challenging improper overassessment will 
force school districts to pay refunds of improperly 
collected tax money. Thus an inescapable relation- 
ship between educational finance and New York 
real property tax administration exists. (Au-

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The purpose of this study was to determine 
whether or not the elementary school principal has 
an impact on the outcomes of schooling manifested 
by students and, if so, to determine the nature of the 
role of the principal in influencing cognitive and 
affective outcomes manifested by students. The 
three sets of principal-related variables used were 
background, leadership, and utilization of time. 
From a national sample of 41 Individually Guided 
Education (IGE) schools, a subsample of 28 princi- 
pals was generated for use in the study.

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This study attempted to determine the relation- 

ship between average daily attendance (ADA) and 
costs in 72 Illinois high schools having only one 
attendance center. Costs included administrative, 
instructional, and operational costs. The schools 
were divided into three populations, namely all 
those under 5,000 ADA, those less than 2,000 
ADA, and those less than 1,000 ADA. Data were 
obtained from records of the Illinois Office of Edu- 
cation, and both linear and curvilinear regression 
were employed. Regarding administrative costs, 
findings show that for all three populations there is 
economy of scale (lower costs associated with large 
enrollments), although there is some evidence of 
increasing costs beyond an optimal point. Instruc- 
tional costs rise in schools below 1,000 ADA. Re- 
garding operational costs, only the population of 
small schools showed economies of scale. Findings 
suggest that for at least smaller high schools there 
are economies of scale when size increases, al- 
though some of the findings are ambiguous.

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This paper traces the historical development of

Comparative educational administration is not yet 
a recognized field, although a number of works con- 
cerning cross-cultural educational literature are di- 
rectly applicable to such studies. Four themes are 
apparent in relevant works. Beginning in the 19th 
century, the earliest works focused on European 
schools in the hopes America could learn from the 
European systems. The second period of literature 
was marked by comparative works ranging from 
analyses of cultural and political barriers and struc- 
tural-functional descriptions. In the post-World 
War II period, American educators concentrated on 
how to import democratic ideals to formerly 
totalitarian systems. At present, the literature of 
comparative inquiry is dominated by economics, in- 
cluding rate of return studies, and studies concern- 
ing the consequences of structured economic 
relationships.

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A state board of education has several major re- 

sponsibilities regarding private schools. It should 


have an understanding of the legal constraints re- 
garding its relationship with private schools. It 
should have information about the character of pri- 
vate schools nationwide and in their state. Research 
is needed regarding how private schools affect the 
educational performance of all children, the perfor- 
mance of public schools, community satisfaction 
with schooling, and community stability. State 
boards should use this information to strive for well- 
integrated and well-articulated private school poli- 
cies. The National Association of State Boards of 
Education and individual state boards must create a 
climate to encourage the collaborative use of public 
and private resources.

Highlights of the findings showed that a majority of 
the students intend to pursue postsecondary train- 
ing; vocational instructors have the most influence 
on students’ selection of programs, jobs, and post- 
secondary training; graduates feel vocational pro- 
grams prepare them slightly better than academic 
programs; and employers favor graduates of com- 
prehensive high schools over those from strictly 
academic high schools.

A self-evaluation 
checklist was distributed to 76 secondary school 
department heads. Results showed a substantial dif- 
ference between importance and competence in 
three areas: human relations, educational planning, 
and staffing management. Department heads judged 
these areas to be important, yet they consider them- 
selves to be less competent than they would like to 
be in fulfilling them, which could make inservice 
programs desirable. Also, neither years of experi- 
ence as a department head nor standard masters 
degree programs were shown to have any regressing 
effect on the differences between perceived impor- 
tance versus competence.

Process evaluation is used to determine the 
extent to which the program has been implemented 
as planned. Product evaluation requires the specifi- 
cation of directly measurable objectives. Both an 
internal and external evaluation are conducted. The 
research evaluation design, the evaluation timeline, 
the statement of policy and procedures, and the list 
of contents of the documentation file are also in- 
cluded. (Author/JM) 
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According to this paper, in private schools where 

parents make up the corporation and board of trus- 
tees, both administrators and trustees face particular 
problems and considerations. The paper attempts to 
deal with those problems, with an emphasis on the 
development of cooperative working relations 
among students, teachers, administrators, trustees, 
parents, and community residents. The first section 
deals with the board and the trustee, offering advice 
on clear definitions of role structure, trustee func- 
tion, and awareness about the school.

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Material for this directory was gathered from two 

questionnaires distributed to independent elemen- 

tary and secondary schools affiliated with the Na- 
tional Association of Independent Schools. More 
than 250 schools responded. Four areas of inquiry 
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were covered. The first concerned new organiza- 
tional structures instituted in schools. Special em- 
phasis was placed on the ways schools have made an 
effort to build a capacity for research and develop- 
ment to test new educational ideas. The second area 
of inquiry concerned programs that serve new stu- 
dent constituencies such as the disadvantaged or 
non-English speaking.

These were 
programs implemented in cooperation with some 
public agency or programs that filled a community 
need. The publication is both an overview of innova- 
tive programs at independent schools and a direc- 
tory of specific ideas. An index of responding 
schools, including full addresses and cross-refer- 
ences to programs, is also included. (Author/JM) 
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This 1971 study by the National Association of 

Independent Schools (NAIS) is a survey of employ- 
ment practices, and policies in member schools. 
Questionnaires were sent to 721 schools yielding a 
response rate of 84 percent. Data were broken down 
into five categories for analysis: boarding schools, 
day schools, enrollment, salary ranges, and geo- 
graphic location. The report follows the format of 
the questionnaire, with actual questions repeated 
and answered in the original order and the survey 
results listed. Starting with general information 
about the schools polled, the results are analyzed 
under 10 headings: employment practices of the 
schools, compensation, education of faculty chil- 
dren, fringe benefits, personnel services, organza- 
tional climate, teacher evaluation, vacation and 
absence, professional development, and food and 
housing for faculty.

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This paper reports on Catholic elementary and 

secondary schools in the United States. It gives sta- 

tistical information on schools, enrollment, and 

faculty with a 10-year overview.

Information 

was gathered from 161 diocesan offices, with the 

help of state conferences. Interspersed with the ta- 

bles are brief reports on such topics as the role of 

religious communities, characteristics of private 

education, enrollment characteristics, and Catholic 

school faculty. (Author/LD) 
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This monograph discusses a study of the quality of 
school life of students in comprehensive high 
schools in Quebec. Two methods were used to com- 
pile data: a survey of 30 secondary schools involving 
2,000 students from 15 large and 15 small settings, 
and an ethnographic study of one large and one 
small school. Student attitudes toward school both 
as individuals and as a group were considered. The 
survey measured student attitudes toward teachers, 
their commitment to school work, and their satisfac- 
tion with school. Findings of the enthnographic 
study indicated two major similarities between large 
and small schools. First, regardless of school size, 
teachers tend to direct classes while students act as 
passive learners. Second, student participation in 
school activities both in and out of class is extremely 
limited. The study concludes that both survey and 
ethnographic methods can be used successfully 
together to gain insight into complex social 
phenomena. (Author/LD)

The purpose of this document, the second of a 

five-volume series, was to analyze the various re- 

views of organizational development (OD) in gen- 

eral, and case studies of school districts in 

particular, in order to synthesize information about 

OD as it applies to schools.

Boys and girls in the early years of adolescence 
can best learn ESL communicative skills if the in- 
structor has an understanding of the main character- 
istics of early adolescence and an appreciation of the 
teaching techniques best adaped to them.

It is also hypothesized that, as 
pressures for social change make speakers aware of 
the sexist implications of the gender system, the 
purely grammatical and the sex-based criteria will 
come into conflict, introducing instability into the 
system. Data from several languages are presented 
indicating the presence of such instability, espe- 
cially in words denoting professions and other social 
roles, and some tentative predictions are made re- 
garding future developments.

The first section of this paper focuses on misun-

Viewpoints about women in academic leadership 
roles were obtained from women administrators and 
experts on women in power in academe. Data cited 
indicate that there are few women at the top. Cul- 
tural practices like sports have influenced men to 
need to win; women acquire interpersonal skills and 
learn to achieve their ends by less direct means than 
men. Women also tend to simplify things since they 
have learned to devise short cuts that work. The 
ability to ask good, fresh questions and to seek an- 
swers to them through channels not commonly used 
is part of what makes women good on committees. 
Women in leadership positions provide role models 
for students. It is valuable for men as well as women 
to see women achieving. The first problem in ap- 
pointing women to top positions is to find the 
women.

There must be a willingness to 
identify able women and to give them support on 
the job and job security. Women who have top posi- 
tions must bring other women in. Women must 
learn to understand the ways of power, which is 
diffuse, or distributive, in academe.

The first step in improving a board must be review 

of the mission and status of the institution. Four 

steps in this process are to decide what is wanted 

and needed on the board, establish a search-and- 

recruit procedure, establish an orientation proce- 

dure, and establish a procedure for terminating 

service. Deciding on the composition of the board 

involves two dimensions: considerations about 

diversity of the board and the individual talents or 

professional backgrounds that a good board needs. 
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Questions that should be addressed concerning 
board composition, include recruitment of women 
and minorities, faculty and students, and skills and 
knowledge needed by board members. It is sug- 
gested that a profile of the existing board be pre- 
pared on paper in order to clarify where the board 
is strong, adequate, and weak. An illustration show- 
ing the format for a typical profile is provided. Some 
advice is offered about choosing new members from 
over-recruited groups like alumni and parents, in- 
dividuals who have reached the top of the career 
ladder, and persons who are already overcommit- 
ted.

A practicum at Castleton State College, Vermont, 
was conducted to provide recommendations to 
modify the faculty governance structure so that ad- 
ministrative leadership would have an efficient or- 
ganizational governance decision making process 
and, at the same time, to provide faculty a means of 
expressing their concerns. The history of gover- 
nance at the college since formal collective bargain- 
ing occurred in 1973 and existing research on 
governance were examined. The Vermont State 
Colleges Board of Trustees meeting minutes from 
1973 to December 1978 were examined to ascertain 
the board’s position on the role of faculty in gover- 
nance. Interviews were also conducted on the topic 
with the two top administrators at the college, the 
last two faculty assembly presidents, and two union 
representatives from the college.

The program of faculty development by growth 
contracting at Gordon College, Massachusetts, is 
described and evaluated, and a faculty development 
manual is presented.

Information is presented on senior fellowships 
awarded in the United States from 1968 to 1977. 
Applicants for Guggenheim fellowships were asked 
to provide information on the applications they 
made to other fellowship programs in order to iden- 
tify the major senior fellowship programs. The defi- 
nition of “senior” was more than five years beyond 
the Ph.D. or over 35 years of age. After the other 
fellowship programs were identified, the program 
directors were asked to provide, year by year since

The opening address by Lord Asa 
Briggs provided a worldwide overview of postcom- 
pulsory education, and Burton Clark spoke about 
academic coordination of postcompulsory educa- 
tion. Urban Dahllof addressed the topic of “recur- 
rent education” and indicated that sharp 
distinctions between secondary and higher educa- 
tion would fade in the future. Lord Vaizey spoke 
about the subject matter of postcompulsory educa- 
tion in the coming years, and Gordon Oakes sug- 
gested that the walls of elitism of the universities be 
removed, without diminishing the quality, to break 
the barriers between them and other legitimate in- 
stitutions. The task force on postcompulsory struc- 
tures primarily considered national educational 
systems. The task force on education and the work- 
ing life recommended that postcompulsory institu- 
tions assume the leadership in helping to solve 
socioeconomic problems through new models and 
research, and the task force on student learning con- 
sidered the processes and outcomes of learning. The 
group on staff development considered reorganiza- 
tion, realignment or closure of postcompulsory in- 
stitutions, changes in student populations and 
diminishing resources.

The armed services’ efforts to aid and encourage

The role of student societies in higher education 
in the nineteenth century is reviewed. Among writ- 
ings on the topic, a myth has been preserved that the 
student groups played a significant part in augment- 
ing a fixed curriculum, were open forums for the 
discussion of controversial issues, and provided 
wider library holdings. Two Ohio colleges, Western 
Reserve College and Oberlin, are reviewed to illus- 
trate the idea that the student societies did not fill 
the role of a center for social activism or improve- 
ment of the curriculum or library. It is concluded 
that the student groups were formed with literary 
and moral self-improvement as their stated and real 
goal. Social intercourse with fellow students was a 
by-product of these groups. The groups are judged 
a success, based on their fairly long history and their 
support from faculty. They were not a means to 
achieve social reform, nor were they anything but an 
integral part of the nineteenth century college and 
the nineteenth century establishment. (SW) 
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The kinds of content areas that mature students in 
psychological studies and human development se- 
lect to pursue, given almost limitless free choice, 
were investigated at Empire State College, New 
York. One hundred and two programs of study were 
reviewed during a two-year period. Results in- 
dicated that adult students selected traditional 
course equivalents 50 percent of the time, but that 
the frequency of these selections was at wide vari- 
ance with the frequency of offerings across liberal 
arts colleges. Adult students did not demonstrate 
interest in natural science orientations in psy- 
chology, but did demonstrate a strong interest in 
applied areas and exceptionally strong interest in 
social science areas. In addition to traditional social 
science oriented course titles, psychology and con- 
temporary social problems, humanistic concerns, 
and topical areas related to personal and social con- 
cerns were most selected. Human development stu- 
dents, as opposed to psychology students, revealed 
a more interdisciplinary choice of subjects within 
the concentration. A literature review on curricular 
developments and trends is included.

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The various sources of federal funds and the 
subsequent problems in conforming to federal rules 
and regulations are considered.

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Three hearings held before the U.S. House of Re- 

presentatives on student financial assistance pro- 

grams were concerned with the manner in which the 

Office of Education’s assistance programs were be- 

ing administered, the extent and nature of fraud, 

waste and abuse, and the progress of the Depart- 
ment of Health, Education, and Welfare’s (HEW) 
corrective action. Statements were presented by Jo- 
seph Califano, Leo L. Kornfeld, and Thomas Mor- 
ris, and letters and statements were submitted for 
the record. The seven student assistance programs 
administered by HEW are described and problems 
and corrective measures are outlined. The six stu- 
dent financial assistance programs administered by 
the Office of Education were consolidated into a 
single bureau, and the relationship between head- 
quarters and the regions was rearranged. A com- 
puter systems expert who was experienced in 
helping educational institutions solve management 
problems was appointed to head the new bureau. 

One problem that has been addressed is the need to 

effectively coordinate HEW student assistance pro-

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The problems raised by the development of af- 
firmative action and by the Jewish community’s re- 
sponse to the complex social and legal issue are 
analyzed. The analysis focuses upon: initiation of 
affirmative action by presidential decree and its in- 
terpretation and implementation by the Depart- 
ment of Health, Education, and Welfare in the areas 
of college admission and hiring; the response of vari- 
ous segments of the Jewish community toward affir- 
mative action’s questionable turn toward 
preferential treatment and quotas, including the 
form of the response, its effectiveness, and what it 
reveals about being Jewish in America today; and 
the future of affirmative action and the role group 
interests should play in society. The analysis also 
attempts to draw attention to current circumstances 
that seem to provide an unusual opportunity for 
constructive action in the near future. Although the 
major Jewish organizations were firm backers of af- 
firmative action in its neutral non-discrimination 
phase, they filed complaints when affirmative action 
provided preferential treatment and quotas. The 
failure of the bureaucracy to respond in a serious 
manner to the problem of reverse discrimination led 
to the “DeFunis” case in the Supreme Court. The 
Jewish organizations go beyond merely rejecting 
the legal institution of group rights; they are also 
critical of the ethnocentricity implicit in the very 
suggestion of group rights. The larger problem of 
balancing group interests and individual rights is 
considered. (SW) 
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A semantic differential technique was used to de- 
termine the connotative meaning of specific grades 
to college students. The 161 upper division under- 
graduates rated each of three specific grades on 20 
semantic differential items. Two descriptive ques- 
tions were answered: (1) What are the basic dimen- 
sions of the connotative meanings of grades? (2) 
How does the continuum of connotative meanings 
(as measured by “semantic distances” between adja- 
cent grades) compare to the quantitative continuum 
that grades are assumed to represent? Factor anal- 
ysis identified four factors: evaluation, realism, 
complexity, and salience. Comparison of the con- 
tinuum of connotative meaning and the quantitative 
continuum revealed discontinuities. Findings are 
discussed in relation to the general theoretical as- 
sumption that grades have meaning to the extent 
that they initiate in the student an internal process 
which mediates the intended value judgment of the 
teacher regarding the performance of the student as 
a learner.

A summary of factors involved in the college stu- 
dent selection process and implications for leisure 
service, recreation, and resource programs at col- 
leges and universities are discussed.

Department 
heads were also asked to estimate the number of 
faculty they expected to hire for 1978-79. The sur- 
vey was limited to colleges and universities that 
award the Ph.D. degree, and inquiries were directed 
to departments in 16 science and engineering fields. 
Usable responses were recieved from 203 of 235 
institutions and 1,366 of 1,684 departments. Na- 
tional estimates were derived from survey responses 
by a weighting procedure. Results of the survey 
were weighted to cover 1,809 doctorate-level de- 
partments at 288 institutions. In 1977-78, 24 per- 
cent of the full-time doctoral faculty of these 
departments were defined as young. The data show 
that the proportion of young doctorates in science 
and engineering departments continues a pattern of 
decline evident in three previous surveys going back 
to 1968. On the average the young faculty members 
submit research proposals with greater frequency 
than do the senior faculty, and they are only slightly 
less successful than their senior colleagues in obtain- 
ing funds for the research proposals. Statistical data 
and a sample survey are presented. (SW) 
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Differences in cognitive styles were studied in a 
selected group of over 800 students at 20 law 
schools throughout the U.S. Two major styles are 
identified in this book: that of the monopath, who 
follows a single route of established principles and 
procedures, and that of the polypath, who takes 
many routes, as circumstances suggest.

This report provides benchmark data on the ef- 

fects that the provision of school library resources, 

textbooks, and other instructional materials under 

Title II of the Elementary and Secondary Education 

Act (ESEA) has had on education in the nation’s 

public and private elementary and secondary 

schools. The passage of Title II of ESEA set the 
stage for improving the quality of instruction in ele- 
mentary and secondary schools through increased 
quantities of instructional materials of high quality. 

The Title II program consists of two components-— 

acquisition of materials and administration. This 

survey covering the first three fiscal years of pro- 
gram operation sought answers to these four ques- 
tions: Is the intent of the statute being carried out? 

Is the program effective in attaining the goals re- 

flected in the statute? Has the maximum statutory 

authority been exercised in attaining the goals 
sought? and Is a revision of the law necessary? Data 
were collected by means of five survey instruments 
which were sent to a sample of public school dis- 
tricts in the U.S.: (1) a school district questionnaire, 
with (2) a public school and (3) a private school 
supplement; (4) a school principal questionnaire; 
and (5) a school media personnel questionnaire. 

Part II of this report provides the survey data in 

tabular form. (RAO) 
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This annotated bibliography covers international 
telecommunications, concentrating on reports with 
possible policy implications for the Office of Tele- 
communications Policy and other government/in- 
dustry agencies. Since the scope of international 
telecommunications policy is broad, the bibliogra- 
phy attempts to provide a framework useful in de- 
fining the U.S. role or potential roles within the 
international telecommunications community. The 
framework reflects the general scope of interna- 
tional telecommunications that may be of impor- 
tance to U.S. policy makers, including articles on 
the technology, economics, industry structures, and 
legal aspects of telecommunications systems world- 
wide.

Articles cited on telecommunications in developed 
and developing countries include both domestic and 
international applications, emphasizing programs 
where economic support has originated outside the 
country. U.S. relationships with these telecommuni- 
cations systems are documented in several chapters. 
This is the first of an anticipated series of annual 
bibliographies for the international telecommunica- 
tions community and includes sources up to 
November 1975. (Author/RAO) 
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The future of information resources management 
requires new approaches to implementing systems 
which will include a type of data base management 
that frees users to solve data processing problems 
logically by telling the system what they want, 
together with powerful non-procedural languages 
that will permit communication in simple, concise 
statements without complex data descriptions or 
program logic. A communication gap between the 
end-user and computer caused primarily by 
inadequacies of traditional programming appro- 
aches and methods of managing files may be remed- 
ied by the use of such non-procedural languages. 
The non-procedural language-base approach pro- 
vides a “user-friendly” interface between user and 
computer that does not require knowledge of a data 
processing language or of data base structure. De- 
creased cost, increased productivity, and increased 
system availability to users are significant implica- 
tions. The Information Resource Manageinent Sys- 
tem (IRMS), a non-procedural approach, is 
applicable for all internal organizational informa- 
tion processing, as a powerful development lan- 
guage for new applications, and as a utility for 
handing ad hoc requests or for one-time applica- 
tions. The system focuses on the data, which are 
accessed through a data base manager. Generalized 
processing functions are accessed through a com- 
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mand language useable in both a batch and time- 

sharing environment, and a procedural language 

interface accommodates users with special process- 
ing needs. (CWM) 
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The techniques for data collection and storage 

using files and punch cards which are described are 

used by the computerized community skills ex- 
change, A Person To Person Living Exchange (AP- 

PLE), in Portland, Oregon. Clients complete 

questionnaires that register up to seven skill-areas in 

which they seek help, or where they could provide 
service to others. To effectively match skills and 
needs from this data, an item file and an inverted file 
are manually constructed. The item file is organized 
by client name and gives address, skills, needs, and 
other necessary information. An inverted file uses 
keywords to describe each skill and additional key- 
words to indicate levels of competence, kinds of 
compensation needed, and other details. Persons 
possessing these skills are listed below the keyword 
as numbers. Overlaps in skills and needs can be 
detected through this file. A description of the AP- 
PLE system, together with the skills and resources 
list and the membership questionnaire, provides 
background information to the step-by-step instruc- 
tions on data preparation. Explanations are given 
for the construction of item and inverted files and 
the use of the numbering system and keywords with 
punch cards. Manual manipulation of punch cards 
for matching needs and skills prior to programming 
of the computer using these cards is also described.

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The theoretical framework for investigating hu- 
man planning behavior and the procedures, results, 
and implications of two experiments involving plan- 
ning in the domain of software design are presented 
in this report. A plan is defined as a hierarchical 
structure that underlies the solution to a problem; 
planning is the process of constructing this struc- 
ture. This framework makes various assumptions 
about the nature of a plan and the construction of 
the planning structure. Experiment one involved 
the collection of long, thinking-out-loud protocols 
from three highly experienced computer scientists. 
Experiment two involved ten undergraduate college 
students enrolled in an “assembly language” course 
who were instructed to solve a design problem simi- 
lar to the one given to the experts in either a written- 
solutions condition or a written-and-think-aloud 
condition. Examination of the experimental behav- 
iors indicate that completed plans can be character- 
ized in a variety of ways. Expert subjects differ from 
less experienced subjects in the knowledge struc- 
tures that can be retrieved from long-term memory 
and incorporated into a plan.

This compendium of papers, prepared by staff of 

a Canadian public cable company, examines ca-

The control 
group merely kept logs of children’s viewing as did 
the other parents. Based on this research, eight 
recommendations were made. Family interview 
data relating to home organization, daily routines, 
patterns of discipline, parental aggressive behavior, 
and traumatic events or stress, suggest that the 
laxity of control over TV viewing and a general lack 
of alternative interests by the family may expose 
children to greater influence by the TV program- 
ming and yield the danger of more initiative aggres- 
sive or hyperactive behavior.

The research literature on the effects of television 
on the behavior and attitudes of children shows that 
most television programs and commercials present 
a highly distorted view of life and society and show 
discrimination in character roles with regard to sex 
and race. Above everything, American commercial 
television is violent and children represent an ex- 
tremely large viewing population. Research indi- 
cates that television viewing strongly affects 
children in such areas as creativity, role models, 
cognitive development, and aggressive-violent 
behavior. Attitudes toward commercials tend to 
become more negative as children become older, 
but tolerance increases with the amount of televi- 
sion watched. The purchasing patterns of families 
with younger children appear to be affected by com- 
mercials. Much publicly-supported children’s 
television programming is cognitively focused, but, 
despite its apparent success, public commitment to 
children’s television shows little improvement. 
Child-created television, in which children produce 
their own programming, provides an alternative 
model to present practices and allows children’s 
television to program “real” problem situations 
while controlling for anti-social behavior models.

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In order to get a comprehensive view of the prob- 
lems and present development of the transferability 
to other locations of computer-based learning 
materials, it is necessary to examine short-range 
versus long-range viewpoints and the distinctions 
between computer-related aspects and those aspects 
associated with innovative learning and teaching 
techniques, using as examples present computer 
systems. With regard to short-range computer as- 
pects, it is determined that the more systems the 
computer-based materials can run on, the less inter- 
esting pedagogically the materials are. Major prob- 
lems regarding short-range innovative teaching 
aspects are political and sociological or involve in- 
structors learning whether available materials are 
suitable for their course and reliable. Due to the 
changing computer technology, when we consider 
the long-range point of view, no computer aspects of 
transferability are important. However, the long- 
range view of innovative learning aspects poses 
problems with the marketing of future materials, the 
development of new materials based on the exist- 
ence of the computer, and new modes of education.

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This study describes the development of an in- 
novative instructional technique, peculiar to televi- 
sion, that presents information in a dramatic form 
through televised skits. Primary concerns of the 
project were the measurement of student attitudes 
toward receiving instructional television material in 
skit form, the measurement of the amount of learn- 
ing that occurred as a result of viewing the skit- 
lectures, and the development of a systematic 
approach for producing the televised lessons. Two 
expository lectures comprising all instructional in- 
formation delivered by the television teacher, each 
containing two segments of 33 to 35 minutes, were 
produced as the control lessons. Identical lectures, 
each containing six or seven 2 to 5 minute skits, 
were produced as the experimental lessons. A sur- 
vey solicited student attitudes toward receiving in- 
formation in skit form, and four 10-question 
multiple-choice tests were constructed to measure 
learning. The attitude survey indicated that students 
had a positive attitude toward learning from skits, 
that they found them enjoyable, and that the skit 
content was easy to learn. T-test data showed that 
students learned as much from the skit-lectures as 
they did from the expository-lectures.

Learning networks are dis- 
cussed as a response to the problems of American 
education. To assess the state-of-the-art and to de- 
termine the chief characteristics that account for the 
high failure rate of the concept, seven major opera- 
tional variables critical to successful learning net- 
work development are discussed: (1) general 
orientation reflected in legal status; (2) philosophy; 
(3) funding; (4) organization of information; (5) 
communication programs; (6) client access; and (7) 
management and administration. Data for these 
variables were collected through personal inter- 
views with founders or chief administrators of 18 
active and 10 inactive learning networks. Each was 
analyzed comparatively in terms of time in exist- 
ence, number of participants on file, population of 
the service area, participation percentage, and clien- 
tele demographics.

After outlining the purposes and approaches of 
the eight titles contained within the Comprehensive 
Employment and Training Act (CETA), and re- 
viewing local, state, and federal roles in implement- 
ing CETA programs, this paper presents the results 
of a survey of selected California Prime Sponsors 
and community colleges with CETA programs. The 
study focused on: the composition and functions of 
the advisory board; administrative provisions for 
coordinating programs; Sponsor contracts; liaison 
with employment development departments; and 
the programs themselves. The study revealed many 
different ways to establish and operate a CETA pro- 
gram and provide for local, interagency involve- 
ment, but stressed the importance of close 
communication between the management staff of all 
agencies so that CETA regulations and the potential 
for conflict with college policies can be fully under- 
stood. There were numerous training programs 
which segregated CETA employees/students from 
non-CETA participants, though the study revealed 
that such segregation did not serve the legislative 
intent as effectively. A final conclusion of the study 
stressed the need for legislative action in order for 
community colleges to participate fully in CETA 
training efforts and expand their service to youth 
who are out of school, but under 18.

The Solar Energy Task Force Report summarizes 
data, information, and discussions focusing on solar 
space and water heating applications.

In view of the many definitions and goals of gen- 
eral education found in the literature, it can be con- 
cluded that there is a lack of agreement on what is 
and what should be included in general education. 
A number of dominant forces in American colleges 
and universities have been responsible, in very large 
part, for the difficulties of community college gen- 
eral education. These include the reluctance of four- 
year institutions to accept general education 
transfer credits, the fact that research has assumed 
greater importance than teaching, and that profes- 
sional and vocational programs have been struc- 
tured to permit little, if any, opportunity for student 
participation in general education. Internally, com- 
munity colleges have been too concerned with es- 
tablishing an identity and in so doing have 
structured departments based on disciplines pat- 
terned on existing systems in four-year institutions, 
rather than putting their full innovative energy and 
interest into meeting the demands of general educa- 
tion students. To be a comprehensive education 
unit, the community college must not only retain 
the function of general education, but must also re- 
gain the confidence of the public in its ability to do 
so. The process of providing general education is 
complex-an institution must have stated goals and 
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be devoted to the task, instructors must be found 
who are willing and able to teach, and students must 
find that it is relevant and worthwhile to learn. (MB)

Financial information and an analytic narrative 
concerning the New Jersey community college sys- 
tem are presented for the following major areas: (1) 
enrollments and educational cost per full-time 
equivalent student; (2) sources of current revenue;

In fall 1978, Sacramento City College initiated the 
Higher Education Learning Package (HELP) to 
promote the success and retention of students with 
basic skill deficiencies while mainstreaming them 
into regular courses. Students work with instructors 
and tutors in small groups and on a one-to-one basis. 
Using an integrative team teaching approach, in- 
struction builds on student experience, and progress 
is measured in terms of established competency crit- 
eria. Students commit themselves to a two-package 
one-year program, taking one package each semes- 
ter. Package 1 consists of English (written com- 
munication skills), psychology (personal relations), 
mathematics (basic arithmetic), and developmental 
reading. Package 2 consists of speech (oral com- 
munication skills), social science (American institu- 
tions), and human development (basic college skills 
such as note-taking and career planning). By the end 
of the year students should have completed 24 units 
towards an associate of arts degree. During the first 
year, attrition among the two groups of 39 and 45 
students each was approximately 25% and 22% re- 
spectively. External factors, over which the college 
had no control, were responsible for many students 
leaving the program. Another factor influencing at- 
trition was that many students entered the program 
with skills below the sixth grade level around which 
the program was designed.

Developmental studies programs are a reality in 
many colleges and universities, and where they do 
not now exist, the likelihood of their presence in the 
near future is high. Student developmental pro- 
grams are a key ingredient within institutional re- 
sources to improve chances of success for students 
in developmental studies. Student development is 
not a student personnel program. It is a set of educa- 
tional practices, grounded in developmental educa- 
tion theory, designed to marshal all available 
resources within an institution into a process which 
will produce a predictable result-self-sufficiency in 
students. Both developmental studies and student 
development programs should move from the 
penumbra of college curricula to the mainstream. 
Pivotal issues which bear upon the probability of 
success in developmental studies include creating a 
condition of critical mass, the significance of resi- 
dential settings, and the centrality of self-sufficiency 
in developmental education. Student development- 
/developmental studies programs which can be 
adapted to specific campus environments and char- 
acteristics of the developmental studies program 
and its students include: (1) the Self-Assessment 
Laboratory, (2) the Life Planning Center, (3) the 
Curriculum Pianning Laboratory, (4) the Human 
Development Curriculum, (5) an Interdivisional 
Counseling Network, and (6) the Environment As- 
sessment Laboratory.

Surveys eliciting descriptive information on Eng- 
lish programs were sent to the deans of instruction, 
department chairpersons, and faculty in 21 
Alabama community colleges; 17 colleges provided 
institutional data, 19 of 19 department chairpersons 
returned the survey, and 80% of the English faculty 
responded. The survey requested information on: 
(1) average number of sections taught per full-time 
faculty member; (2) average number of preparations 
per full-time faculty member; (3) average faculty 
teaching load; (4) average student load per quarter;

Areas of concern 
emerging from the study include a lack of a consist- 
ent pattern of placement, the narrow transfer-orien- 
tation of English programs, a lack of sufficient data 
on retention, and the inadequate training of English 
teachers who indicate that they have received no 
graduate level instruction in composition, in the 
teaching of composition, in the applications of 
grammar to composition, or in motivational factors 
in teaching non-verbal students. (AYC) 
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Administrators from 32 public two-year com- 

munity colleges were surveyed to reveal the extent 

to which Management by Objectives (MBO) pro- 
grams affected organizational conditions; 200 ques- 
tionnaires (71%) were returned. Approximately 

65% of the administrators indicated that the MBO 

system did not change the amount of formal contact 

between superior and subordinate, though the ad- 
ministrators were generally pleased with the 
amount of change. In response to whether superiors 
encouraged suggestions during joint goal-setting 
meetings, 83% indicated that suggestions were en- 
couraged. A slight majority perceived an increase in 
the amount of job responsibility following joint goal- 

setting meetings with their superiors. Similarly, 57% 

perceived an increased role in decisions within the 

administrative unit. Though a slight majority (54%) 

indicated that MBO had contributed positively to 

communication within administrative units, nega- 
tive effects on administrative communication were 

identified in relation to communications across divi- 

sion lines. The following conclusions were drawn: 

(1) MBO programs can increase formal contacts 

between superior and subordinate; (2) they encour- 

age suggestions from subordinates and are likely to 


result in a higher percentage of suggestions being 
accepted by superiors; and (3) MBO can clarify the 
responsibility of the administrator and increase feel- 
ings of taking a greater part in decision making.

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In order to determine the actual and ideal role of 
the cooperative education director as perceived by 
the director, immediate supervisors, and faculty, a 
random sample was drawn from 474 two-year col- 
leges with cooperative education programs. Re- 
sponses were received from 73 directors (77%), 54 
supervisors (84%), and 38 faculty members (66%). 
The questionnaire asked respondents to rank 44 role 
behavior activity statements in terms of their actual 
and ideal importance. In terms of the directors’ ac- 
tual role, it was found that supervisors believed that 
directors were more involved with recruitment and 
selection of employers than did directors; and that 
faculty perceived directors as emphasizing proposal 
preparation, attendance at meetings and confer- 
ences, and student assignment more than directors 
believed was the case. On 40 of the 44 activity state- 
ments, the three groups expressed similar ideas on 
ideal behavior; however, supervisors would ideally 
involve directors with employer evaluation, con- 
ducting surveys of prospective students, and with 
the affirmative action role more than the directors’ 
perceptions indicated would be ideal. The mean 
ideal score was significantly higher than the mean 
actual score on 36 of the 44 activity statements, 
indicating that directors were not satisfied with 
their own performance; however, perceptions held 
by directors as to their ideal role may be unrealistic 
in terms of the amount of time available to the direc- 
tor.

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The full-time equivalent enrollment (FTEE) has 

been a significant factor to Iowa’s 15 area com-

(RCH) to total contact hours generated by student 

attendance. For this study, annual budget data from 

all 504 vocational programs in the lowa community 
colleges were analyzed to test the hypothesis that 
there was a significant difference in the mean RCH 
of programs among the 15 merged area colleges, 
caused by allowing flexibility in formula application 
when calculating FTEE. The results showed statisti- 
cal differences in the mean percents of RCH of vo- 
cational programs among the colleges.

Part IV takes a look at FY79 and the future direc- 

tion of serving the disadvantaged adult students.

The first sections of this Master Plan outline the 

history of the Illinois Public Community College 

System and its mission and scope. The next section 

deals with enrollment projections in terms of the 

changes in the state’s population, and implications 
for enrollments; the decreasing college-going rate of 
high school graduates; increased competition for 
students; economic conditions; recent enrollment 
trends; and the enrollment projections of the Com- 
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munity College Board and the colleges. The Plan 
provides for increases in the following areas: coop- 
erative educational arrangements, training pro- 
grams in new and existing industries, educational 
services to academically disadvantaged students, 
and continuing education programs for adults and 
senior citizens. Community college educational out- 
comes are considered in terms of instructional areas, 
community education/non-credit courses and their 
outcomes, community services, outcomes in in- 
structional areas, comparison of credit hours gene- 
rated by the colleges, and educational outcomes 
from follow-up studies and the statewide transfer 
study. Personnel requirements and salary costs, 
both current and projected, are examined, and ope- 
rating finance requirements and funding plans are 
presented. In addition, capital finance and facilities 
are discussed, and alternatives to the present criteria 
for capital construction are offered. Data tables are 
included. (MB) 
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Identifiers—* Illinois 
A survey was conducted of the principal decision- 
makers in each institution and district in the Illinois 
public community college system to determine re- 
search needs for statewide, interinstitutional, and 
locally conducted studies. Over 80% responded. 
The results indicated that the areas with the most 
pressing general statewide research needs were im- 
pact of the community college system on the com- 
munity; system management and _ resource 
allocations; and curriculum and program needs and 
priorities. More specific needs on the state level 
were identified in the areas of techniques for de- 
creasing student attrition; procedures and standards 
for awarding credit for life experience; longitudinal 
studies of community college impact on student 
achievement and values; community demographic 
data and population, income, ethnic distribution, 
and educational trends; and in-service training 
needs of faculty and staff. The three top general 
local research needs were impact of the college on 
the community; characteristics of community, insti- 
tutions, staff, and students; and management and 
resource allocations. Highest priority specific needs 
were in the areas of allocation and funding of facili- 
ties; evaluation of instructional programs and 
courses; cost-effectiveness of instructional modes; 
effectiveness of academic advising; and evaluation 
of organizational and administrative structures and 
processes. (MB) 
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Identifiers—*New Jersey 
Surveys, interviews, and literature reviews were 
conducted to provide data upon which the Commis- 
sion to Study the Mission, Financing, and Gover- 
nance of the County Colleges in New Jersey could 
base its recommendations. The following areas were 


investigated: (1) composition of the trustee boards 
of the colleges and effective methods of selecting 
members; (2) the statutory and non-statutory rela- 
tionships between the county colleges and county 
governmental and political structures; (3) the role of 
community college trustees as they perceive it in 
relation to planning and guidance; (4) the current 
and future position of community and adult educa- 
tion in New Jersey; (5) models for financing com- 
munity colleges based on mission-directed funding 
and upon the taxonomies of Garms and of Watten- 
barger and Starnes; (6) research specifically related 
to trustees of public two-year colleges, their role and 
responsibilities, and the diversity of their member- 
ship; (7) characteristics of the New Jersey county 
colleges in terms of their students, enrollments, eth- 
nic components, degrees awarded, majors offered, 
tuition rates, accreditation status, and conditions 
promoting access; (8) demand for and delivery of 
vocational! /occupational education; (9) the viability 
of the mission of open access of community col- 
leges; and (10) efforts toward remediation. (Survey 
instruments and interview forms are included.)

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As part of an effort to design and implement staff 
development and instructional improvement oppor- 
tunities for personnel at the College of Alameda 
(California), questionnaires were distributed to all 
250 staff members (105 responded-24 classified and 
81 faculty). Additionally, the concerns of the col- 
lege president and the staff development committee 
were determined. The questionnaire elicited infor- 
mation on: (1) improving job assignment; (2) the 
value of various staff development activities and 
willingness to participate in them; (3) preferences 
with regard to formats and frequency of activities; 
and (4) methods of improving instruction. Using the 
results of the survey and a review of current success- 
ful programs at other colleges, nine mini-courses 
were developed. The five courses designed for 
faculty were “Community College Staff Develop- 
ment,” “Exploring Alternative Teaching Methods,” 
“Community College Curriculum,” “Group Dy- 
namics and Human Interaction,” and “The Com- 
munity College Student.” The four mini-courses 
developed for classified personnel were “Classified 
Staff Orientation,” “Office Practices,” “Classified 
Staff Seminar,” and “Skills Specialization Work- 
shop.” The survey instrument, a bibliography, and 
course outlines are appended. (Author/MB) 
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At the end of 1978, there were approximately 230 

nuclear-fueled electric generating plants around the 

world; 72 of these were in the United States. Each 

plant requires an operations-and-maintenance 

workforce of 92 people, and attrition occurs at a rate 


of 8% per year. Requirements for a nuclear taskforce 
and job training, in view of current development 
rates, are running high. Seven major technical occu- 
pations appear to be specific to nuclear-fueled elec- 
trical generating plants: power plant (reactor) 
operator, radiation protection technician, quality- 
assurance/quality-control technician, nuclear in- 
strumentation and control technician, chemical 
technician, mechanics, and electricians. Training 
programs for these occupations exist through 21 
postsecondary schools and through employer pro- 
grams. Before committing themselves to a nuclear 
program, school administrators and curriculum 
planners should consider the following factors: (1) 
employer needs within the school service area; (2) 
relevance to industry pre-employment levels; (3) 
convenient location to reactors for specialized train- 
ing; (4) absorption of program costs; and (5) public 
education to counteract adverse publicity. A list of 
instructional materials is included and appendices 
contain a list of schools with nuclear programs, job 
descriptions, a sample local needs survey, and ex- 
amples of industrial and governmental training pro- 
grams. (MB) 
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ysis 
The objective of this study was to determine 
whether there were verbal interaction differences 
between junior/community college and university 
settings and among disciplines. Theoretically, stu- 
dent achievement and student attitudes are in- 
fluenced by the types of verbal interactions taking 
place within classrooms. Forty-eight different 
classes located in three junior colleges and a univer- 
sity in Texas were used to collect the data. Over 
39,000 tallies representing approximately 32.5 
hours of time were recorded using Flander’s catego- 
ries for interaction analysis. An analysis of variance 
revealed significant differences between two-year 
college instructors and university instructors in se- 
veral verbal categories. Two-year college teachers 
used more praise and reinforcement, asked more 
questions of their students, and reflected greater 
verbal flexibility than did the university instructors. 
Data tables outline analysis of variance groupings 
among course disciplines (English, Chemistry, His- 
tory/Political Science, Economics, Psychology, 
Mathematics, and Biological Sciences). (Au- 
thor/MB) 
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Peter Drucker defined marketing as ‘“‘the promo- 
tion of a product or service from its inception 
through every step of its evolution and distribution 
until it reaches the satisfied customer.” Inherent in 
this definition are the four components of market- 
ing: pricing, product, place, and promotion. The 
product itself is the most important element and the 
price the least important in relation to getting the 
customer to buy it; i.e., people will buy quality no 
matter the price. Believing themselves to have a 
good product at a reasonable price, members of the 
mathematics department at Lane Community Col- 
lege (Oregon) employed educational marketing 





methods to increase course enrollment. Four objec- 
tives emerged in the promotion of the mathematics 
program: (1) to create comfortable, attractive class 
and study areas; (2) to stage quarterly “events” at 
registration which would alleviate standing-in-line 
boredom and provide genuine caring, humanistic 
help to confused math students; (3) to get quarterly, 
positive media coverage that would change the im- 
age of the math department from threatening to 
friendly; and (4) to develop new courses to draw 
new students. Additionally, the philosophy was 
adopted that one must create, act, risk, and enjoy to 
obtain success. One example of the department’s 
activities was the funeral for the English system of 
measurement during National Metric Week. (MB) 
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Objectives 
Data tables summarize selected personal and aca- 
demic characteristics of students enrolled at the 
seven Hawaii community colleges in the spring 
1979 semester, focusing on students enrolled as 
classified and unclassified students in credit pro- 
grams. Registrations in various community college 
offerings numbered 27,033. Of these, 71% were 
regular students enrolled in credit programs; 2% 
were early admits or concurrent registrants; 7% 
were apprentices or journeyworkers in non-credit 
programs; and 20% were in special programs. For 
the first time in several semesters vocational educa- 
tion majors outnumbered liberal arts majors (46% 
compared to 44%). There was very little change in 
the mean age of students (25.4 years) and in the 
percent of continuing students from the fall semes- 
ter (over 70%). Several trends which had emerged 
in previous years were found to be continuing: there 
were again more women than in previous spring 
semesters; there were proportionately more part- 
time students than in previous semesters; students 
continued taking fewer credits; and the proportion 
of students with a Hawaii permanent address had 
continued to increase. In general, enrollment 
showed a decline by 3% compared to spring 1978 
and by 7% compared to fall 1978. (MB) 
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Six articles concerning college reading instruction 
are presented in this special interest journal. Chester 
Tillman and A. Garr Cranney offer informal guide- 
lines for evaluating commercially produced reading 
improvement materials in terms of their purpose, 
educational and psychological factors which affect 
appropriateness for a class, cost, and instructional 
staff attitudes. In the second article, Charlene Z. 
Holler presents an exercise worksheet to facilitate 
student evaluation of graphic aids in terms of com- 
prehension of concepts, theories, or problems pre- 
sented. Anne L. Mason reviews the use of the 
learning contract as a practical instrument for help- 
ing a teacher individualize a reading program. Janell 
B. Lang presents a form which can aid students in 


analyzing periodical literature related to their career 
program. Next, Bruce A. Lloyd describes a reading 
improvement program for mature adults designed to 
increase reading speed, comprehension, and 
vocabulary knowledge as a basis for continuing edu- 
cation and training. In the final article, Nancy Krig- 
baum and Archie Davis describe a college reading 
and study skills course with an open enrollment 
policy which enables the student to receive help 
when needed. (MB) 
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Five articles concerning college reading instruc- 
tion are included in this special interest journal. 
Karen L. Pelz, William E. Pelz, and David L. Strit- 
mater present a study of input sequence, exposure, 
and modality effects on recognition memory, which 
revealed that students who read assignments and 
attended lectures performed better on tests on the 
material than those who did only one or the other 
and that those who read the assignment before at- 
tending the lecture did better than those who at- 
tended the lecture first. In a second paper, Harriet 
Shenkman discusses the use of a classroom learning 
method to overcome students’ lack of motivation. 
The “Check, Convince, Conclude” approach entails 
instructor modelling of a skill to be learned in se- 
quential individualized, paired, small group, and 
whole class experiences. Bernard W. Fuhr and Faye 
Curran present a model for accountability assess- 
ment for developmental education using the college 
entrance test scores to predict a base or minimum 
grade and the grade-point scale to measure out- 
come. Bernard H. Levin, Lila Foster, and Lloyd A. 
Leake present a study using the Nelson-Denny 
reading test as a predictor of community college 
English and psychology grades. Results indicate 
that the test scores correlate positively with final 
grades. In the final article, Karen Miller and Mary 
J. Henning describe a successful program to train 
and use reading paraprofessionals in the community 
college. (MB) 
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Identifiers—* Notetaking 
Three articles are presented which concern col- 

lege reading instruction. Karen Pelz describes an 

intensive approach to teaching reading and writing 

which entails: (1) special classes for underprepared 

students; (2) standard administration of freshman 

reading tests; (3) teaching reading and writing 

together; (4) using the same instructor to teach 

Basic English and Analytical Reading employing a 

related syllabus and complementary materials; (5) 

gearing the instructional approach to the students’ 

actual level rather than to an expected level; (6) 

coordination with related student services; and (7) 
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emphasizing the value of reading and writing. In 
another article, Michael Kahn provides suggestions 
for effective notetaking, which outline student and 
teacher responsibilities, use of abbreviations and 
short hand notation, paraphrasing, and determining 
the main idea and supporting details from lectures 
and texts. In the third paper, Robert C. Gerace dis- 
cusses the use of videotapes in the improvement of 
comprehension. The videotape, “The Fine Art of 
Seeing,” and related materials which introduce in 
layman’s terms the techniques employed by artists 
in the creation of a painting, are examined as aids in 
fostering motivation and achievement in humanities 
courses. Gerace considers the usefulness of relying 
upon the text for content and the tape for apprecia- 
tion of technique. (MB) 
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The Transfer Programs Outcomes (TPO) system 
developed by Oakton Community College (Illinois) 
focuses on the evaluation and communication of 
community college transfer students’ perceptions of 
selected senior institutional characteristics. The ob- 
jectives of the program are (1) to develop an effec- 
tive, rapid feedback method for follow-up of 
community college students at senior institutions; 
(2) to develop a dissemination strategy for results; 
(3) to develop tools for assuring collection, analysis, 
and transmission of information about transfer to 
the senior institution; and (4) to increase the ac- 
curacy of prediction of success of transfer students. 
TPO data gathering procedures entail each college 
counselor being responsible for transfer relation- 
ships with one senior institution within the state. A 
one-page questionnaire eliciting information from 
the transfer students on the community college, sen- 
ior college, and articulation was designed to provide 
a textual summary of results to be sent to transfers 
within four weeks of the original mailing, which also 
encourages non-respondents to return their ques- 
tionnaires, and to generate an annual report com- 
paring senior institutions and providing a composite 
of student perceptions of their community college 
experience. The development of the data base, 
methods of analysis, and the dissemination strategy 
are discussed and a bibliography is included. (MB) 
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In order to recognize and assess the qualities and 
qualifications of potential new faculty at the State 
University Agricultural and Technical College at 
Delhi, Vermont, a study was made to develop and 
implement faculty selection procedures through 
campus participation. The study involved a compre- 
hensive review of the literature, consideration of 
industrial models of employee selection, surveying 
faculty to determine their characteristics and atti- 
tudes on new faculty selection, and polling students 
on their attitudes toward participation in the hiring 
of faculty. Three steps to a successful selection 
policy were noted: (1) knowledge of how to attract 
applicants; (2) a clear conception of what the job 
description is, and what qualities are necessary for 
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satisfactory completion of the job; and (3) a means 
of assessing the candidate. The study indicated that 
a participational model of governance was best 
suited to implementing the policy. Recommenda- 
tions outline the method of implementation of the 
selection process, with emphasis placed on the use 
of all available assessment techniques and struc- 
tured interviews. Two unique recommendations 
were to use an initial group interview with the top 
candidates and to have each candidate teach one 
class session. The survey instruments and a bibliog- 
raphy are appended. (Author/MB) 
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Program development in the Massachusetts com- 
munity college is heavily influenced by the pro- 
cesses established to control and monitor program 
approval. Such procedures, usually supported by 
forms and time-tables of various sorts, can work to 
the detriment of responsible local program develop- 
ment, especially systematic need assessment and 
meaningful governance involvement. The intent of 
this investigation was to create a model for need 
assessment for program development, and to specify 
a role in that model for the local governance struc- 
ture. The product of the investigation is a market- 
ing-based need assessment model with a specific, 
active role for the curriculum committee of an aca- 
demic council. In addition, the product includes 
material detailing how information obtained by im- 
plementing the model is used as a substantial basis 
for program approval. The eight interacting stages 
of the model include: (1) defining the college mis- 
sion and service area; (2) searching for ideas; (3) 
evaluating the ideas; (4) developing the concept; (5) 
testing the concept; (6) allocating resources; (7) es- 
timating program demand; and (8) evaluating the 
program. Appendices contain forms and a charter 
for an occupational advisory council, a bibliogra- 
phy, and recommendations for action and further 
research. (Author/MB) 
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Six articles are presented in this special interest 
journal focusing on two-year college reading in- 
struction. Mindy Brooks discusses teaching and 
learning styles in terms of individual approaches to 
gathering and evaluating data. W. E. Jackson and 
Twalah Jackson discuss changes in the educational 
environment as related to the concept of “getting 
back to basics.” In another article, Kathy Carpenter 
describes a successful vocabulary expansion pro- 
gram using word games. Barbara Crist and William 
Anderson present a study which demonstrates that 
when dealing with students with lower than average 
verbal skills, the vocabulary subscore of the SAT is 
more predictive of grade point average than the 
comprehension subscore for first semester fresh- 
men. Glenda Hammond and Dianne McKay de- 
scribe a skills instruction component of a tutor 
training program and discuss a management ap- 
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proach which the tutor can employ to increase the 
value of the tutoring session. In a final paper, Ed- 
ward J. Dwyer reviews a system to improve reading 
comprehension through prereading of questions. 
(MB) 
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Identifiers—Ontario 
Interviews were conducted with the presidents 

and senior administrators of 20 Colleges of Applied 
Arts and Technology located in the province of On- 
tario (Canada) to assess the relationship between 
organizational size and organizational structure. It 
was found that a relationship existed between the 
size variable and certain structural dimensions. Size 
was positively related to specialization, delegation, 
vertical span, and supervisory span (subordinate 
ratio), and was negatively related to centralization. 
However, the forecasted size-formulation relation- 
ship was very small. The fact that the size variable 
showed a strong relationship with certain organiza- 
tional structural variables led to the conclusion that 
size is important in influencing structural dimen- 
sions in the organization. The results contributed to 
organization theory in three ways: (1) the number of 
full-time employees was supported as an adequate 
measure of size; (2) the generalization of the rela- 
tionship between organizational size and dimen- 
sions of organizational structure was upheld; and (3) 
the proposition that size is predictive of structure 
was supported. Another result of the study was that 
the applicability of the Aston methodology for re- 
search on educational organizations was demon- 
strated. A bibliography is included. (MB) 
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This paper reviews the empirical literature regard- 

ing factors associated with the development of Insti- 

tutional Research (IR) offices in community 
colleges. The IR office is defined as any organiza- 
tional unit which has at least one half-time staff 
member given responsibility for the synthesis and 
reporting of institutional data, is visibly identified 
with this responsibility through job description and 
title, and displays visible products indicating some 
data handling. Three kinds of descriptive research 
are considered which demonstrate important fac- 
tors associated with IR office development: brief 
case descriptions, national and state-wide surveys, 
and focused interview studies. A synthesis of this 
literature reveals that: (1) IR offices have been es- 
tablished in increasing proportions; (2) IR offices 
seem to operate on a slim proportion of institutional 
resources, in no case exceeding 1% of total operat- 
ing budgets; (3) such offices are created by and for 
top administrators; (4) they require administrative 
support to be maintained; (5) staff of IR offices are 
typically small; (6) reporting relationships have 
been maintained primarily with institutional chief 
administrators; (7) institutional size appears to be 


related to the existence of an IR office; (8) various 
conditions conducive to IR office development can 
be identified; and (9) IR offices can have considera- 
ble room to maneuver. A bibliography is included. 
(MB) 
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In an effort to integrate the large number of part- 
time faculty into their college program, instruc- 
tional administrators at West Virginia Northern 
Community College (WVNCC) developed a profes- 
sional development program for part-time faculty. 
The initial literature search considered the charac- 
teristics, needs, and status of adjunct faculty, identi- 
fied colleges with successful programs, and 
synthesized recommendations for program develop- 
ment. A second step in this effort was a nationwide 
survey of community colleges to determine general 
characteristics of the colleges in terms of headcount 
enrollment, the number of full- and part-time 
faculty, credit hours taught, and salary of part-time 
faculty. This study also determined whether the col- 
lege had a faculty development program and, if so, 
whether it included pre-service and/or in-service 
training. Another survey was conducted of 
WVNCC adjunct faculty employed to teach degree- 
objective courses in academic programs during fall 
1976. Its purpose was to identify needs for future 
development activities, types of professional activi- 
ties most desirable, and times most suitable for ac- 
tivities, and to gather other anonymous suggestions. 
A final aspect of the study involved preparing a 
proposal for a professional development program. 
An outline is presented of the guidelines, objectives, 
and specific topics of the program. A bibliography 
and the survey instruments are included. (Au- 
thor/MB) 
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Identifiers—*Community Education Councils 
This report focuses on the second year of the edu- 

cation-to-work councils established by the Ameri- 

can Association of Community and Junior Colleges 
in six communities across the country. The develop- 
ment of the programs is described in terms of the 
following process: (1) current data relevant to 

school-to-work transition issues were collected; (2) 

primary goals and objectives were determined; (3) 

task groups were organized and given responsibility 

to devise action programs; (4) task group programs 
were adopted by the Council; (5) programs were 
implemented using Council members as resource 
people; and (6) efforts were made to inform the 
community of the Council’s purposes and achieve- 
ments. Recommendations for achieving program 
goals are presented, as are discussions and recom- 
mendations in the following areas: the Youth Em- 
ployment and Demonstration Programs Act 

(YEDPA); funding uncertainties; community col- 

leges as initiators; volunteerism; council life cycles; 





national intermediaries; budget; state and local 
Comprehensive Employment and Training Act 
(CETA); the project’s third year; and assessment. 
The demography, council activities and problems, 
budget summary, institutional impact, documents, 
plans for the future, and assessment of the in- 
dividual programs are presented for each of the six 
locations: Bayamon, Puerto Rico; Enfield, Connec- 
ticut; Fairbanks, Alaska; Lincoln, Nebraska; St. Al- 
bans, Vermont; and Tullahoma, Tennessee. (MB) 
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Identifiers—* Alabama 
This list, developed by the Alabama State Board 
of Higher Education to serve as a reference listing 
of approved Associate of Applied Technology pro- 
grams for the 28 state technical colleges, was re- 
viewed and approved by the institutions and the 
State Superintendent of Education. It lists by school 
the approved programs, and individual courses 
taught at the colleges. The Office of Education num- 
ber for each course and program is included. (MB) 
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Identifiers—*Student Objectives 
Studies of the Plans of high school students and 

the characteristics of first-time freshmen can reveal 

trends in community college enrollments that 
should be considered in marketing. Studies at John- 
son County Community College (JCCC) reveal the 
continued importance of meeting the needs of the 
18 to 20 year old student who is still strongly repre- 
sented among full-time students and among the 
group that attended another college the previous 
year. One such study surveyed 2,000 high school 
students in the JCCC service area as to their goals, 
plans, and reasons for selecting a given college. Na- 
tional trends, such as those pointed to in the fresh- 
men surveys conducted by the American Council 
on Education and the report of the National Center 
for Educational Statistics are also important to mar- 
keting. Trends have emerged in percentages of 
males and females, percentages of part-time stu- 
dents, reasons for attending college and for selecting 

a specific college, anticipation of success, educa- 

tional objectives, and social values. Another con- 

cern of many colleges is the non-returning student. 

Studies in this area have focused on reasons for not 

returning and student characteristics. An additional 

variable to be considered is student intent. A JCCC 

study compared the number of students who in- 

tended to graduate with total enrollments and total 

graduates. An appendix presents survey results.

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This monograph reports the recommendations 

developed by a national assembly sponsored by the 
American Association of Community and Junior 
Colleges with the aid of the W. K. Kellogg Founda- 
tion to consider issues and problems affecting life- 
long education. An initial paper by Edmund J. 
Gleazer, Jr., outlines the purposes of the assembly 
in relation to the changing objectives of community 
college district systems. In a second paper, Harold 
L. Hodgkinson projects what education will look 
like in 1985 in terms of differential fertility, federali- 
zation of programs, the segmented education mar- 
ket, faculty diversification, and the costs of 
education. Herbert E. Striner discusses the pay-off 
of lifelong education and training as reflected in 
national capital investment and productivity, and in 
inmate training programs. Penelope L. Richardson 
appraises lifelong learning and politics based on her 
experience as former director of HEW’s Lifelong 
Learning Project. In another paper, R. D. Justice 
and Jacquilyn Amperse explore obstacles to ad- 
dressing the needs of the adult, part-time evening 
student. S. V. Martorana and Wayne D. Smutz re- 
view the official legislative policies of several states 
in regard to lifelong learning. In a final paper, Rob- 
ert H. McCabe evaluates the restructuring of com- 
munity colleges for lifelong education in terms of 
funding, educational attitudes, personnel policies, 
facilities, and program organization. (MB) 
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Although no major longitudinal studies of library 
user education programs have been conducted at 
the community college level, several surveys have 
been conducted at the senior college level that can 
be combined with data about community colleges 
and their students to draw some conclusions in this 
area. First, there is a real need for bibliographic 
instruction at the community college level. Such 
instruction is consistent with professional guidelines 
and with the goals of community college education 
and with the characteristics and goals of community 
college students. Bibliographic instruction can take 
the form of separate courses dealing specifically 
with the library and methods of access or it can be 
integrated into the existing curriculum through spe- 
cially designed units that can be presented at appro- 
priate points during the semester to augment 
existing courses. Student enrollment patterns, the 
faculty status of librarians at community colleges, 
frequently small enrollments, and other factors 
make the integrated approach to library instruction 
especially well suited to the two-year college. 
However, although community college librarians 
may have a somewhat easier time of instigating pro- 
grams of integrated instruction than their colleagues 
at senior institutions, they are likely to meet resist- 
ance, and must be prepared to promote such pro- 
grams as well as to develop the skills necessary to 
conduct them successfully. (Author/AYC) 
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Identifiers—*Southern Baptists 
The purpose of this study was to trace the deve- 
lopment of the Southern Baptist junior colleges 
from 1927 to 1977. During this period a total of 35 
junior colleges were in operation at some time. 
However in 1977 there were only seven Baptist col- 
leges in six states; of these only one was among the 
27 Southern Baptist junior colleges that were opera- 
ting in 1928. Twelve of these original colleges were 
closed for financial reasons, one had become a pri- 
vate institution, and over half had become four-year 
institutions. Most of the colleges still operating in 
1977 had been established between 1927 and 1946. 
Three of these colleges had been first organized as 
academies, one was a senior college at its inception, 
and two were chartered as junior colleges. No new 
junior colleges were established by the denomina- 
tion after 1946. A secondary purpose of the study 
was to assess the strengths and weaknesses of the 
remaining Southern Baptist junior colleges in terms 
of finances, enrollments, and curriculum develop- 
ment. Recommendations to improve the viability of 
the colleges include: emphasis on uniqueness, reex- 
amination of the curriculum, revision of recruiting 
and admissions procedures, reorganization of re- 
source management, and a closer relationship to the 
denomination. A literature review and bibliography 
are included. (Author/ MB) 
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Cumberland County College with a team of con- 
sultants developed a long-range plan along with a 
continuing planning process to assure the college’s 
continued effectiveness. Aspects of the planning 
process include: review of available reports relevant 
to the college’s long-range planning; identification 
of preliminary goals and objectives; assessment of 
county needs for postsecondary educational ser- 
vices; review of available educational programs in 
the county; assessment of community influence on 
planning; and projection of fiscal and other resource 
needs. Elements of the long-range plan include: (1) 
reaffirmation to fulfill the full range of community 
college services; (2) growth in enrollment of 10-12% 
a year, especially among older, part-time, minority, 
and women students; (3) formulation of procedures 
for assessment of institutional programs; (4) accom- 
plishment of an in-depth community needs study 
simultaneously with the 1980 census; (5) acquisition 
of off-campus instructional centers; (6) expansion of 
non-traditional instructional techniques; (7) com- 
pletion of the current capital development plan; (8) 
development of a cultural center; (9) increases in 
annual operating budgets somewhat larger than in- 
creases in enrollment; (10) stronger efforts to ac- 
quire funds for personnel, facilities, and services; 
and (11) movement to become a center for informa- 
tion exchange. Data tables are included throughout 
the report. (MB)

The 1978-1986 Educational Master Plan for 
Northern Virginia Community College is divided 
into four major sections. The first covers the mis- 
sion, history, development, formal organization, 
and program, operational, and educational impact 
goals of the college. The second section examines 
the demography and economy of the district service 
area; student characteristics; educational and sup- 
port services (e.g., occupational-technical educa- 
tion, college transfer, general education, and 
community services); the relationship among the 
college, the student body, and the service area in 
terms of employment, continuing education, and 
public service activities; and personnel, facilities, 
and fiscal resources. The third section considers fu- 
ture college requirements expressed in terms of en- 
roliment projections (changes in demographics, 
trends in employment, and projected college 
growth), projected campus missions, new or ex- 
panded education and support systems (e.g., degree 
and certificate offerings, extended learning insti- 
tute, cooperative education, and student develop- 
ment services), and immediate and long range 
resource needs for personnel, facilities, and budget. 
The final section explores significant issues facing 
the college relative to projected campus size, estab- 
lishment of campus service areas, control of course 
distribution by campus, and implementation of new 
or expanded degrees and certificates. (MB) 
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This paper reports an investigation of gender- 
indicating acoustic properties of the vocalizations of 
73 six- and seven-year-old speakers. Tape recorded 
samples of these children’s isolated vowel and sent- 
ence productions were presented in four listening 
sessions. One hundred and sixteen young adult (age 
17-24) female listeners made gender judgments 
based on four utterance types: phonated and whis- 
pered/ae/vowels, and a normally-spoken and a 
monotonously-spoken nine-syllable sentence. Data 
were analyzed by means of a three-variable (utter- 
ance type, speaker sex, and listener trial) partially- 
repeated-measures analysis of variance. Among the 
findings, analysis indicated significant main effects 
for utterance type and speaker sex, and a significant 
interaction between these two variables. The pre- 
sence of monotonicity increased the likelihood that 
a child would be assigned to the male category, but 
high listener accuracy in both sentence conditions 
suggests that intonation patterns did not provide 
primary cues to sexual identity. (Author/RH) 
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The effects of storytelling on the language deve- 

lopment of kindergarten and first grade children 

were examined through an informal study in an 

ESEA Title I Program which stressed storytelling 

and language development. Teacher aides trained in 

storytelling techniques read a story to small groups 

of children each day. The subjects, randomly se- 

lected from two schools in the Title I Program and 


one school not eligible for Title I, responded to 
questions about three pictures. The children’s re- 
sponses were taped in the fall and again in the 
spring. An interviewer met with the children in- 
dividually away from the classroon, showed each 
child each picture, and asked questions pertaining 
specifically to each of the three pictures. A com- 
parative analysis of the responses and increases in 
vocabulary of Title I and non-Title I children in- 
dicated that the average amount of gain for the Title 
I children was greater than the average amount of 
gain for the non-Title I children, even though ove- 
rall, the non-Title I children had greater language 
fluency. These results indicated that telling stories 
had a beneficial effect on the Title I children and it 
was concluded that the program should be retained 
as an integral part of the language program. (Au- 
thor/CM) 
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dividual Development, Instructional Materials, 
Interaction Process Analysis, *Interpersonal 
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Identifiers—* Groups for Psychological Education 
The Groups for Psychological Education program 
presented in this Leader’s Guide was designed to 
encourage the development of effective interper- 
sonal skills and self-understanding of fourth, fifth, 
and sixth grade children through the use of small 
group sessions. The first three chapters of the guide 
describe the program and present some of the 
preliminary organizational activities necessary for 
its introduction in the classroom. The next three 
chapters present the content of the three major se- 
quential seminars on which the program is based. 
The content of Seminar I, Communication Training, 
is organized into 10 group meeting plans, each of 
which includes a description of goals, developmen- 
tal objectives, performance objectives, materials and 
resources needed, procedures, adaptations, and 
evaluation techniques. The content of each group 
meeting plan is presented in detail. A similar organi- 
zation is used for Seminar II, Understanding Behav- 
ior, and for Seminar III, Changing Behavior. The 
appendices to the guide describe the organizational 
framework of the program and present the goals and 
objectives of the seminars for each of three levels of 
mastery. The bibliography includes a list of refer- 
ences and a list of commercial materials used in the 
program. (BD) 
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This booklet offers guidelines for parents on se- 
lecting a good quality day care home. Lists of ques- 
tions are provided to help parents judge the physical 
setting, the learning activities, the caregiver, meals 
served and the safety of the day care home. Also 
discussed are advantages of family day care, things 
to consider when making arrangements for child 
care, and how to withdraw from an arrangement if 
a mistake is made. A parent directory listing a var- 
iety of resources for parents with young children is 
provided. (Author/MP) 
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This 20-page booklet contains very brief, anony- 
mous and anecdotal stories about teachers’ success 
with young children in the early childhood educa- 
tion programs in Dayton, Ohio. The teachers’ sto- 
ries focus on individual children and reveal the 
scope of classroom problems faced every year. Five 
anecdotes illustrate problems of children with anti- 
social or aggressive behavior and the children’s 
development towards prosocial behavior. Sixteen 
stories tell of the problems of shy and uncom- 
municative children and how they became more in- 
teractive and outgoing. Success with children 
presenting various other learning or behavior prob- 
lems is recounted in the final eight anecdotes. (RH) 
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This book is a collection of six theoretical and 

practice oriented papers on issues related to the 
problems of intervention in the social development 
of young children. Topics dealt with in the papers 
are: mother-child interaction in day care and home 
reared children; the history, function and sequelae 
of a form of reunion behavior following separation 
(avoidance of the mother) in home-reared children; 
the social and intellectual consequences of day care 
for high-risk infants; the implications, for educa- 
tional intervention, of the processes which mediate 
between social events and intellectual competence; 
and the effects of peer interactions in facilitating the 
social development of preschool children. The final 
paper describes Project Aware, a program designed 
to facilitate social development in children in the 
kindergarten and elementary school years. (CM) 
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This booklet contains five papers focusing 

primarily on the potential of television for con- 

tributing to children’s learning and prosocial behav- 





ior and on the problems involved in realizing this 
potential. The first paper provides information rele- 
vant to child development and learning theory. The 
second paper discusses the potential power of televi- 
sion in shaping the attitudes, values and behavior of 
inner-city children. The third explores the potential 
of children’s television programming (educational 
and commercial) as a vehicle for modeling pro-read- 
ing behaviors. The fourth paper describes a study 
investigating the role played by television commer- 
cials in reinforcing or promoting racist attitudes and 
behavior. The final paper calls for reassessment of 
television teaching potential and describes how 
television inquiries should lead to alternative theo- 
ries of learning. (Author/MP) 
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This study deals with three questions concerning 

the political socialization of young children: (1) at 
what age evidence of political socialization begins to 
emerge; (2) at what age media, principally televi- 
sion, begins to socialize children politically; and (3) 
how a Presidential election campaign and the media 
relate to other sources of political socialization such 
as schools, peers, and parents. Fifty-two 4- and 5- 
year-old preschool children were interviewed prior 
to the 1976 election campaign and on the day after 
the election in order to measure their awareness of 
candidates and others involved in the campaign. It 
was hypothesized that: (1) children’s awareness of 
political candidates would increase significantly 
from pre- to post-campaign; (2) 5-year-olds would 
show significantly more learning than 4-year-olds; 
and (3) that parents would be the most frequently 
mentioned source of political information. Results 
showed that 5-year-olds learned more than 4-year- 
olds; and that television was a more important 
source of political information about Jimmy Carter 
than parents for 5-year-olds, while parents and 
television were equally important as sources of in- 
formation about President Ford. Results also in- 
dicated that females learned more than males and 
that Ford was better known than Carter at the start 
of the campaign but that children were more aware 
of Carter than Ford by the time the campaign was 
over. (MP) 
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This research study examines the types of social 
behaviors portrayed by families in various television 
series and explores children’s impressions of the TV 
family members. Content analysis of nine family- 
oriented TV series was employed to describe the 
ranges of behaviors of fathers, mothers and children 
on television. Eleven shows from each series was 
taped. Behaviors portrayed were coded as being ei- 
ther pro-social or anti-social. Survey data were col- 
lected from 388 children in second, fifth and eighth 
grades. Each child interviewed was asked to “De- 
scribe a (character) so that someone would know 
what he was like and why he was like that” in order 
to elicit children’s impressions of father, mother and 
child characters from two series. Results of the ana- 
lyses indicated that depictions of families on televi- 
sion are fairly pro-social. Fathers’ and children’s 
behaviors were mixed, while mothers’ behaviors 


were consistently pro-social. Children at all three 
ages fairly accurately perceived TV characters’ 
behavior patterns. Both father and child characters 
were uniformly well liked by the children regardless 
of their behavior patterns, while mother characters 
were less well liked overall. It is suggested that fu- 
ture research should investigate how TV character 
portrayals might build children’s expectations of 
how people should behave. (Author/RH) 
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This assessment package consists of a checklist for 

teachers, a checklist for parents, a class record 
sheet, and a manual designed to be used by teachers 
to highlight the strengths and weaknesses of in- 
dividual children soon after their entry into school 
or during their last term in preschool or kindergar- 
ten classes. The Checklist for Teachers provides a 
list of 62 simple behaviors which indicate an in- 
dividual child’s development and experiences in the 
areas of social development, emotional develop- 
ment, motor skills, memory and attention and lan- 
guage skills. The form provides space for two 
subsequent administrations of the items as a fol- 
lowup to the original assessment. The Checklist for 
Parents contains 38 items describing the child’s pre- 
school activities and experiences as well as the pa- 
rent’s expectations of the child’s reactions to certain 
social situations. The Class Record Sheet is a form 
the teacher can use to summarize the individual 
child’s performance, as well as the performance of 
the class as a whole on each of the 62 items. The 
manual provides information regarding the ra- 
tionale and purpose of the checklists. It includes 
descriptions of the meaning of the individual items 
and instructions for the administration and scoring 
of the instrument. A discussion of the validity and 
reliability of the Checklist for Teachers is provided 
in the section reporting research findings. (Au- 
thor/BD) 
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Sesame Street programs are perpetuating the sub- 
jugated role of females by presenting a picture of 
male-dominated society while portraying females in 
roles of following, cleaning, mothering and imitat- 
ing, and as being of limited intelligence, subservient 
and passive. Analysis of a randomly chosen Sesame 
Street program (#189) shows how the series per- 
petuates the stereotyped, subjugated role of the 
female. In the program only males do enjoyable or 
important things. They appear more than twice as 
often as females and dominate the audio track of the 
program. Further analysis reveals that males are 
shown to be interested in and capable of intelligent, 
intellectual thinking, problem-solving, logical rea- 
soning, and decision-making. Women are portrayed 
as lacking information, concerned simply with the 
mechanics of mundane activities (in the kitchen) 
and not with abstractions. Inspection of dialogue 
illuminates instances of male competency/domi- 
nance and female insufficiency/subordination. 
Most objectionably, in one scene the female is por- 
trayed as physically more weak than the male to 
whom she must desperately cling. The male is por- 
trayed as calm, strong and unconcerned with the 
difficulty of the female while something more im- 
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portant occupies his mind. Concepts such as these 
are harmful to teach children. Sesame Street success 
in the non-stereotyped portrayal of minorities must 
be extended to their portrayals of women. (Au- 
thor/RH) 
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Infant Death Syndrome 
This document presents the hearings before the 

Subcommittee on Child and Human Development 

on the enactment of the Sudden Infant Death Syn- 

drome (SIDS) Act Extension of 1978. The purpose 
of the hearing was to determine the effectiveness of 
the SIDS program which was established by Public 

Law 93-270, to determine how it can be improved 

or expanded, and to receive the most current infor- 

mation on research activities in the area of crib 

death. The text of S. 2523 and Public Law 93-270, 

witnesses’ testimony, prepared statements, addi- 

tional information and appended documents are 
provided. (Author/RH) 
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This report indicates relationships between the 
marital status of pregnant North Carolina women 
and mothers and the risk of fetal and infant death in 
the year 1974. No significant difference in the fetal 
mortality of the two legitimate groups (postmarital 
and premarital or pregnant brides) was found, al- 
though the illegitimate group had by far the greatest 
risk of fetal death of the three groups. The illegiti- 
mate fetal death rate at 23.0 was almost twice the 
combined legitimate rate of 12.5. The table on page 
3 gives fetal and infant death rates by legitimacy 
group and race for various maternal characteristics 
and birthweight. Mortality differences for infants 
under the three marital conditions were statistically 
significant at the p .01 level. A statistical map de- 
picts the percentage of all resident deliveries during 
1974 which belong to either the premarital or il- 
legitimate groups. The data indicate that hasty mar- 
riage is not a panacea for existing problems. Also, 
when the magnitude of out-of-wedlock conceptions 
is considered in concert with the growing number of 
abortions, it appears that vigorous efforts are needed 
to bring family planning opportunities within the 
reach of all citizens. (Author/RH) 
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This paper presents a study designed to determine 

if providing information to primiparous mothers 
about the behavioral characteristics of their infants 
would affect reciprocity in mother-infant interac- 
tion. Thirty married, Caucasian, middle class moth- 
ers of healthy, normally carried and delivered 
48-hour-old first-born infants served as subjects. 
Mothers were randomly assigned to one of three 
treatment groups: (1) observation of infant behavior 
assessment and feedback on infant’s responses, (2) 
feedback, but no observation, and (3) instruction on 
selection and purchase of infant furnishings, and no 
observation or feedback (as a control). Pre-treat- 
ment assessment of mother’s reciprocity indicated 
no differences among the groups. Post-treatment as- 
sessment was conducted seven to 10 days following 
treatment. Analysis of variance across three treat- 
ment groups and two times of observation indicated 
that mother-infant interaction in all groups in- 
creased significantly over time. A treatment by time 
interaction effect was obtained on maternal and in- 
fant behavior assessment subscale scores. Results of 
additional analyses suggest that information alone 
(Group 2) or information plus demonstration 
(Group 1) are effective means of increasing infant 
behavior subscale scores. Data also suggest that in- 
formation plus demonstration is more effective than 
information alone in increasing mother-child recip- 
rocity scores. Informing mothers about the behav- 
ioral characteristics of their first-born infants is an 
effective way of enhancing mother-child interac- 
tion. (Author/RH)

Identifiers—*Piaget (Jean) 

This book contains papers presented at the Sev- 
enth Interdisciplinary Conference on Piagetian 
Theory and the Helping Professions. More than 40 
papers are included. Areas explored in the papers 
include: the impact of Piagetian theory on educa- 
tional policy and aspects of language acquisition and 
cognitive development in early childhood; theoreti- 
cal perspectives on learning in mentally retarded 
children and adolescents and the teaching strategies 
exmplcyed; developmental instruments for the as- 
sessment of classification, seriation, conservation 
and representational space concepts in the school- 
age child; the relationship between the performance 
of gifted preschoolers and Piagetian levels of cogni- 


tion; methodological perspectives on the study of 
the development of children’s art, intellect, and 
physical growth; the relationships between different 
stages of Piagetian tasks and the cognitive abilities 
of college students; the impact of Piagetian theory 
on curriculum development; Piagetian-based theo- 
ries of reading, language, and mathematics educa- 
tion; the comparative positions of Piaget and 
Guilford, and the use of Piagetian concepts to fur- 
ther humanistic education. References and citations 
for all papers in Volumes I and II, as well as order 
information for previous conference proceedings 
are included. (CM) 
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This volume presents a number of articles on dif- 
ferent aspects of the Head Start Strategy for Span- 
ish-Speaking Children written by participants in 
that effort. The first section describes Bilingual- 
Bicultural Curriculum Development and Evaluation 
projects and includes descriptions of four cur- 
riculum development projects and an evaluation of 
the initial phase of the Head Start curriculum deve- 
lopment project. The second section focuses on the 
Bilingual-Bicultural Child Development Associate 
(CDA) Training Program. This section begins with 
an overview of the CDA program and contains (1) 
descriptions of CDA staff training projects, (2) an 
outline of the CDA competency-based curriculum 
to assist in curriculum revision and evaluation and 
(3) tips about program implementation. The third 
section briefly reports the operation of a network of 
human and material resources for Head Start pro- 
grams in six Western states. Section 4 presents some 
recent research on bilingual-bicultural preschool 
child development. Section 5 provides information 
about a graduate fellowship program initiated to 
promote research on the early childhood develop- 
ment of the Spanish-speaking child. In the final sec- 
tion, suggestions are made for disseminating the 
results of the Head Start programs. A summary of 
the opinions of the conference participants about 
how dissemination should proceed is included. (Au- 
thor/BH) 
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This study investigates the role of labeling in 
developmental increases in picture recall. In two 
experiments, the memory for pictorial paired- 
associates of first graders or second graders, fourth 
graders and adults was evaluated by means of a 
study-test cued recall procedure. In Experiment 1, 
the stimulus presentation duration (on-time) and 
the interstimulus interval (off-time) were varied to 
allow or preclude the spontaneous use of labeling. In 
Experiment 2, half the subjects in each grade re- 
ceived labeling instructions, and recall was cued by 
means of either a picture or a picture label. In both 
experiments, the elements of the paired-associates 
were related either acoustically, conceptually, or 
not at all (neutral). This was done in order to deter- 


mine the locus of the labeling effect and to enable 
the detection of labeling activity. The results 
showed that labeling instructions facilitated the re- 
call of only the younger children, but that there 
were developmental differences in recall that could 
not be attributed to labeling differences. In addition, 
increases in the use of labeling were accompanied by 
increases in recall for the conceptually related pairs, 
suggesting that an important effect of labeling is to 
aid the processing of the conceptual information in 
pictures. (Author/RH) 
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This paper reports results of a follow-up telephone 

survey of the job turnover rates of 20 male and 20 

female day care teachers and 20 male engineers who 

had previously participated in a study of sex-role 
attitudes, behaviors and personality traits. (The 
teachers were initially matched for age, education 
and day care center, and the engineers were 
matched with the teachers for age and education.) 

The follow-up survey, conducted two years after 

initial contact had been made, revealed that only 30 

percent of the male teachers had remained in the 

same setting and job status (compared to 50 percent 
of the women and 70 percent of the engineers). 

While 79 percent of the male teachers who had 

changed positions had relocated in human services 

roles, none of the engineers had left their field, and 
only 35% of the female teachers had left day care. 

The potential effects of male transiency on children 

in day care settings are discussed. The paper also 

reports the earlier study which compared the groups 
on sex role related personality traits, attitudes, and 
reinforcement behavior. (BH) 
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This study investigates the interaction of three 
cognitive (functional, constructive, dramatic) and 
three social (solitary, parallel, group) dimensions of 
free play activities and their stability over time 
among boys and girls in a preschool setting. Subjects 
were 18 children attending a university preschool in 
Southwestern Ontario. Data for each child were col- 
lected in 1-minute daily observations for two 3- 
week periods, three months apart. Analysis of 
variance indicated that four activities changed in 
duration over time but preferred activities remained 
nearly identical. Cognitive dimensions of play with 
vehicles and blocks differed over time. Males played 
more with vehicles and sand and water, and spent 
less time in painting and art construction than 
females. Findings for sex and types of play in a 
particular activity were stable over time. The degree 
of “freedom” in free play appears to be influenced 
by available materials. For instance, group and dra- 
matic play may be inhibited by the availability of art 
activities, which appears to encourage non-social 
and constructive behaviors. Findings are seen to 
validate results of earlier studies on children’s free 
play activities. Implications for educational pro- 
grams and recommendations for further research 
are indicated. (Author/RH) 
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This longitudinal study of changes in play behav- 
ior in preschool children reports decreases in less 
mature forms of play and increases in more mature 
forms of play over time. The study was designed to 
test the assumption that the play of young children 
develops in a progressive manner. Ten 3-year-olds 
and ten 4-year-olds were observed during free play 
each day for four 3-week periods over 3 months. 
The coding of behavior was based on Parten’s 
categories of social play (unoccupied, solitary, on- 
looker, parallel, group) and Smilanksy’s categories 
of cognitive play (functional, constructive, dra- 
matic, games with rules). Two additional categories 
included reading (or being read to) and active con- 
versation. Children showed a decrease in the 
amount of time spent in unoccupied, onlooker, soli- 
tary-functional, and all functional play, and an in- 
crease in the amounts of time spent in reading, 
games, parallel-dramatic, all group, and all dramatic 
play. Only the games with rules category showed a 
differential age-by-time interaction. Alternative ex- 
planations of the data are discussed. Data on age 
and sex differences are also reported. Two tables 
summarizing results are included. (BH) 
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This paper traces selected sociological, anthropo- 
logical and psychological interpretations of work 
and play and their implications for classroom prac- 
tice. Conflict theorists’ views of the impact of indus- 
trialization on the family and the school and the 
increasing separation of the worlds of play and work 
are counterposed to functionalist models of school- 
ing as social integration and socialization. Research 
which tests the theory of education as social repro- 
duction of class differences is discussed. The emer- 
gent role of specialists in the helping professions and 
their reform of educational practice, core ideas of 
neo-Freudian perspectives, and anthropological 
theory and research on play and schooling are 
briefly reviewed. It is noted that while the dynamics 
of work and play in the classroom remain largely 
unexplored, the traditional dichotomy between 
work and play is unsound. An instructional se- 
quence of play, work and more play, which begins 
in loosely structured, highly motivating messing 
around, moves to disciplined, directed and produc- 
tive work and flows into playful, creative release, is 
advocated. (RH) 
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Sorting Procedures, Thought Processes 
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Structures 

The present study was designed to determine 
whether previous experience with categorically 
related items would facilitate third and sixth grade 
children’s recall of subsequent unrelated materials. 
Subjects were 24 children at each grade level. An 
additional aim was to see if such experience with 
taxonomic material would influence both the man- 
ner in which these subjects instructed first graders 
as well as the recall of these younger children. Some 
third and sixth graders were given alternating sort- 
/recall trials with two sets of categorical items; other 
subjects received unrelated items. Following these 
trials, all children were given two sort/recall trials 
with unrelated materials. Each child then instructed 
a first grader concerning the memory task and the 
strategy he used. Examination of the third and sixth 
graders’ data indicated that experience with taxo- 
nomic materials improved third graders’ recall, 
facilitated their use of organization, and enhanced 
their strategy communication in teaching the first 
grader. For the sixth graders, the experience did not 
affect their recall, but did increase the probability of 
their giving strategy information to the first grader. 
Exposure to categorical materials may occur in the 
classroom and may contribute to the acquisition of 
organizational strategies in the child’s natural envi- 
ronment. (Author/RH) 
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This study investigates hand gesturing behavior 

produced by mothers communicating with their first 

born 2- to 3-year-old children and their 4- to 5-year- 
old children. Thirty-two mother-child pairs were as- 
signed to groups balanced equally for age and sex. 

After it was confirmed that the older children pro- 

duced longer utterances, the mother-child pairs 

were given four randomly ordered tasks designed to 

measure gesture production. The tasks included a 

description of a grocery shopping event, a storytell- 

ing task, an object description task, and a toy 
manipulation task. The first two minutes of each 
task were videotaped and analyzed for frequency 
and type of gestures produced. The results indicated 
that task and age significantly influenced the fre- 
quency of all gesture types produced. The object 
description task evoked the most gestures and the 
toy manipulation task evoked the least. Mothers of 
older children tended to produce more gestures and 
more complex types of gesture than mothers of 
younger children, indicating that they were making 
developmental adaptations in their gesture behavior 
while communicating with their children. Further 
investigations of the development of nonverbal 
forms of communication and of the relationship be- 
tween verbal and nonverbal systems are necessary 
to provide a basis for detecting communication 
deviance and delay and developing programs to 
teach nonverbal skills to language impaired chil- 
dren. (Author/RH) 
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This study investigates the perceptual processing 
capabilities by analysis of eye movement of children 
from differing levels of field independence/depend- 
ence. Forty nine field independent (24 girls, 26 
boys) and 36 field dependent (19 girls, 17 boys) 
children in third grade were analyzed as they 
viewed either seven dynamic or seven static seg- 
ments from the Children’s Television Workshop 
program. It was hypothesized that both good read- 
ers and field independents would exhibit more so- 
phisticated scanning strategies and that the dynamic 
mode of presentation would result in significant eye 
movement differences from those exhibited in the 
Static mode. Regression analyses revealed that eye 
movements were rather stimulus specific. Supplan- 
tation of mental operation by the stimuli was also an 
important consideration of this study. (Author/MP) 
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The purpose of this study was to ascertain (1) 
whether young children are able to recognize a need 
to check response accuracy and memory verifica- 
tion and (2) what strategies they use. A model of the 
nursery room was used to assess 37 preschoolers’ 
recognition, recall, and spatial memory for school 
objects. Children were asked to verify their memo- 
ries in order to determine verification strategies, 
and, following an opportunity to re-examine the 
criterion, memory was reassessed and performance 
compared to initial memory relative to these strate- 
gies. The results indicated that few children at first 
knew an objective way to verify but that after 
prompting most seemed aware of its utility. Al- 
though memory and verification scores were gener- 
ally unrelated, spatial memory after verification was 
positively and significantly correlated with meas- 
ures of verification. The memory verification para- 
digm introduced appears useful for studying 
purposeful behavior in young children. (Au- 
thor/MP) 
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This paper investigates how parents are affected 
by various types of child care. Interviews were con- 
ducted with 109 mothers of children aged 2 to 3 1/2 
years placed in one of three forms of substitute care 
arrangement (day care center, family day care and 
in-home care.) Most of the families were intact and 
middle class. The three groups of families did not 
differ in terms of socioeconomic status, family com- 
position, parental or child age, reasons for day care, 
or maternal child-rearing values. The analysis of the 
interview responses revealed that parents are af- 
fected in different ways by the three care types. In 
general, utilizing center care appears to have the 
most positive effects on parents, using a babysitter 
in one’s own home, the least. Mothers who use day 
care centers are most likely to report (as a result of 
the care experience): having become more knowl- 
edgeable as parents; feeling less harried; finding 
more enjoyment in parenting. They also tend to 
report more often that the parent-child relationship 
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had improved. On the other hand, users of family 
day care are happier with the discipline their child 
receives and are more likely to feel that their child- 
rearing values are shared by the caretaker. Further 
study of the impact of day care arrangements on 
parents, and the consequent impact on the develop- 
ment of the child, is suggested. (Author/RH) 
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This study provides evidence of sex-typed behav- 
ior in the spontaneous play of infants between 9 1/2 
and 15 1/2 months. Eight boys and eight girls at 9 
1/2, 11 i/2, 13 1/2, and 15 1/2 months were ob- 
served during 15 minutes of free play with a variety 
of realistic toys equally divided into male, female, 
and neutral categories. Stereotypical, relational, and 
functional play and number of different uses were 
defined a priori and recorded in 10-second blocks. 
Significant main effects for age were found for the 
four classes of play. While total active play re- 
mained stable, the four classes of play differed with 
age. Stereotypical play (85% at 9 1/2 months was 
replaced by relational play (39%) as the dominant 
behavior at 13 1/2 months. Functional play, rare at 
9 1/2 months, increased to 52% at 15 1/2 months. 
The number of different appropriate uses increased 
linearly with age. Significant category x sex interac- 
tions were found for stereotypical and functional 
play. Boys played more with male than female toys. 
Girls played more with female than male toys. Sig- 
nificant differences in sex related stereotypical play, 
absent at 9 1/2 months appeared reliably at 11 1/2 
months. Significant differences in sex related func- 
tional play, absent at 11 1/2 months, appeared relia- 
bly at 13 1/2 months. The results indicate that sex 
type behavior occurs between 9 1/2 and 15 1/2 
months and suggest that this phenomenon emerges 
during this 6-month period. (Author/RH)

This 4-year longitudinal study of logical reasoning 

found complex interrelationships among different 

cognitive processes of children ages 6 to 15. Piaget’s 

stage theory is discussed in the introduction, with a 

focus on the concrete operational stage in middle 

childhood. In the study, a representative array of 
logical concept tasks and short-term memory meas- 
ures was administered to children at the kinder- 
garten, third, and sixth grade levels. Of the initial 
sample of 134 subjects, 88 participated in all four 
years. The target domains included relations (e.g., 
seriation), classification (e.g., class inclusion), natu- 
ral number (e.g., number conservation) and conser- 
vation (e.g., equivalence of weight), and the 
groupement structures into which they enter. The 
relative difficulty of the tasks, age-task and other 
interactions, and the connections among the abili- 


ties involved are described statistically. It is sug- 
gested that the data fit the sigmoid sequence (a 
series of ascending curves) of stage transitions 
proposed by Feldman and Toulmin, in which some 
skills develop in a lock-step fashion and others rela- 
tively independently of one another, better than the 
classical model of stepwise transitions. It is con- 
cluded that the primary research question concerns 
the modifications necessary in the Piagetian con- 
crete operations stage designation to permit it to 
play a continued role as a potential explanatory con- 
struct in more complete accord with developmental 
reality. Data are presented in 39 tables (comprising 
nearly half of the report), and there are 14 figures 
representing grade or age by performance means for 
the different tasks. (Author/BH) 
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This paper reports survey results, from a sample of 
76 women past child bearing age with varying num- 
bers of offspring, which suggest that not only sibling 
absence but also distinctive characteristics of moth- 
ers would be considered in studies of the personal 
and social characteristics of only children. (Among 
the maternal characteristics mentioned were birth 
complications, mothers’ affiliativeness and attitudes 
toward children.) The review of related literature 
points out questionable interpretations and conflict- 
ing results of prior studies and indicates weaknesses 
in the arguments that differences between only and 
other children are caused by the absence of a 
younger sibling. Particular attention is given to the 
interpretation of the fact that only children score 
lower than expected on IQ tests. (RH) 
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A review of the literature on custody and visita- 
tion reveals many contradictory opinions, little em- 
pirical evidence and lack of a conceptual framework 
for assessing issues. An exploratory study is re- 
ported in which 99 custodial parents, 71 noncus- 
todial parents and 70 children of divorce expressed 
their opinions on custody and visitation. The data 
revealed two clear needs of the children: a stable 
and supportive developmental context, and con- 
tinuing attachment bonds with both parents and si- 
blings. These needs seemed to have been met 
reasonably well for these subjects, most of whom 
were from single parent custody situations. The way 
in which they were met appears to be through con- 
tinuing conflict between the parents, with custodial 
parents defending the first need and non-custodial 
parents fighting for the second. It is suggested that 
successful single parent custody follows a conflict 
model, that split custody might be a parallel model 
and joint custody a cooperation model. This frame- 
work appears fruitful for further empirical explora- 
tion of the nature of successful post-divorce family 
relationships. (Author/BH) 
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This study compares an open space elementary 
school and a traditional school in Harford County, 
Maryland, in terms of cognitive and non-cognitive 
student outcomes. In order to assess whether there 
were differences in instructional climate (open vs. 
traditional) between the two schools, the Walberg 
and Thomas Teacher Questionnaire was adminis- 
tered to 27 teachers in the open school and 20 
teachers in the traditional (control) school as an 
index of the teachers’ opinions and practices. The 
results supported anticipated differences in instruc- 
tional climate between the open and control 
schools. The subjects of the study were 127 third 
grade students (65 open, 62 control) and 139 fifth 
grade students (81 open, 58 control). The subjects 
were tested on achievement (the Iowa Tests of Basic 
Skills) and abstracts or fluid intelligence (the Cogni- 
tive Abilities Test Nonverbal Battery). Two meas- 
ures of students’ attitudes were also employed: (1) 
the Intellectual Achievement Responsibility Scale, 
as an index of locus of control in the classroom, and 
(2) the School Sentiment Index, as a measure of 
attitudes toward the school environment. There was 
no unequivocal evidence for the superiority of open 
education in all areas of student achievement, al- 
though fifth grade open school students did signifi- 
cantly better than control students in the language 
arts. The results of the attitudinal measures were 
mixed and limited by sample size, but a significant 
sex by environment interaction emerged at grade 
five. In grade five, girls at the open school were 
more positive in their attitudes toward school than 
girls at the traditional school, whereas boys were 
more positive in the traditional school than in the 
open school. Three tables summarize the results.

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This paper is a progress report on a series of ex- 
periments which have sought to probe the cognitive 
development of mildly mentally retarded and nor- 
mal children, using conservation training as the 
principal research tool. Three- and 4-year-old chil- 
dren were given Verbal Rule instruction in a 2 x 2 
x 2 design intended to probe the importance of iden- 
tity, reversibility, and compensation explanations in 
the training of number and length concepts. The 
method replicated an earlier study of educationally 
subnormal children. Striking similarities were found 
in the responses of both groups of children. Identity 
was the primary factor in conservation acquisition; 
reversibility was important as well; compensation 
strategy proved to be of little value to either group. 
Justifications offered by both groups also were very 
similar. These varied according to the quantity be- 
ing explained rather than the training received. Im- 
plications of the findings for use of conservation 
training as a diagnostic tool by which the truly re- 
tarded may be differentiated from other education- 
ally subnormal children are briefly discussed.

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This executive summary of the final report of the 
National Day Care Study (NDCS) of March 1979 
summarizes findings and policy recommendations, 
gives the background to the study and presents find- 
ings on quality and costs of center-based day care. 
Recommendations for federal regulations for pre- 
school children, infants and toddlers, center charac- 
teristics, regulatory language and monitoring 
guidelines are indicated. The major cost/effects 
study of center-based day care for preschool chil- 
dren was conducted between 1974 and 1978 in 67 
day care centers in Atlanta, Detroit and Seattle. 
Data from the major study and two supporting stu- 
dies, a smaller research effort focusing on center day 
care for infants and toddlers and a national tele- 
phone survey of 3100 randomly selected centers, 
were analyzed. The NDCS found that higher quality 
care is associated with two low-cost ingredients 
(smaller groups of children and caregivers with 
child-specific education/training). The number of 
classroom staff per group (caregiver/child ratio) 
was not an important contributor to quality within 
the policy-relevant range of 1:5 to 1:10. Ratio was 
strongly related to differences in cost. Regulatory 
language and rules used to monitor compliance were 
found to influence center practices as much as the 
content of the regulations. The study concluded that 
revision of current federal day care regulations 
could allow the government to buy better care at 
slightly lower cost. More children could be better 
served within current budgets. (Author/RH) 
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This study of Piagetian formal reasoning in sev- 
enth grade students reports the relationships be- 
tween four aspects of the ability to control variables 
in an experiment and the relationships between 
those four aspects and other constructs. The four 
aspects of the ability to control variables identified 
are: (1) set up a controlled experiment, (2) assess an 
experiment done by another, (3) ignore the results 
of an uncontrolled experiment and recognize that it 
is uncontrolled, and (4) indicate what variables will 
affect the outcome of an experiment. The 124 sub- 
jects dealt with each of those questions on three 
different tasks. Measures of achievement (crystal- 
lized ability), field dependency (FDI), locus of con- 
trol, divergent thinking, concept identification, and 
the Category Width Test were also employed. Re- 
sults indicate that all true variance in the measures 
of formal thought is explained by these ability and 
personality measures. The interrelations among the 
factors studied are discussed, and brief comments 
about educational implications are made.

This paper identifies limitations of previous inves- 
tigations of the relation between televised violence 
and viewer aggression and suggests a framework for 
future research concerning the effects of media 
viewing on child development. It is suggested that 
typical research is short-term, cross-sectional, and 
laboratory-based. Factors which mediate the effects 
of televised violence, such as gender differences, 
habitual levels of aggression, motivational states, 
age, protrayal of motives, format of the program and 
parental approval/disapproval, remain relatively 
unexplored. While studies indicate that positive 
behaviors increase in children after these behaviors 
are viewed on television, processes involved in 
prosocial behavior effects are unclear. Effects of 
prosocial television on children should be investi- 
gated. A framework for redirecting research efforts 
comes from life-span and ecological perspectives of 
developmental psychology. Longitudinal design 
permits the identification of cohort and time of 
measurement variables which are especially impor- 
tant in the assessment of media effects. Cumulative 
effects of exposure to media violence can be identi- 
fied. Cohorts of children, with siblings used as 
matched controls, can be studied naturalistically in 
the family setting. Although risky and expensive, 
collaborative use of both life-span and ecological 
perspectives should yield vital information about 
the impact of television on the lives of children. 
(Author/RH) 
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This paper reviews the literature concerned with 

the effect of various social systems (e.g., the family 

and the school) on the growth of social competence 
in the individual child and makes suggestions for 
further research. The discussion employs the con- 
temporary view of socialization which emphasizes 
reciprocal causality (i.e., the reciprocal conse- 
quences ensuing each time a child interacts with 
another individual). The first section deals with re- 
search on the major social worlds of the child- 
family, peers, and school-and stresses both how 
those worlds affect the child and vice versa. For 
example, the relations between a child’s parents will 
influence the child’s social development, but the 
child’s actions also influence the parents’ relation- 
ship. The second section discusses the interrelation- 
ship among the child’s social worlds, with a focus on 
how family relations affect peer relations and vice 
versa. Considerable use is made of primate studies 
in arguing that secure family relations have impor- 
tant consequences for peer relations, although the 
nature of the social interaction differs greatly be- 
tween the two systems. It is concluded that family 
relations provide the basis for the child’s exploration 
of the social world which is necessary for social 
adaptation. Throughout the document, recommen- 
dations are made for more detailed empirical anal- 
ysis of the child’s interactions with others and their 
effects on social development. An extensive bibliog- 
raphy is appended. (Author/BH) 
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This study compared the psychosocial adjustment 

and social behavior of children from divorced or 

separated single-parent families with that of chil- 
dren from two-parent families. The theory of attach- 
ment was adopted as the conceptual framework for 
the study because of similarities between the behav- 
ioral response of children to parental separation (as 
reported in the clinical literature) and that of young 
children to separation from an attachment figure. 

Observations were made of the gaze direction, prox- 

emic, tactile and verbal behavior of 38 children (19 

single-parent and 19 two-parent) between 8 and 12 

years old in classroom settings. Psychosocial adjust- 

ment was rated by classroom teachers. Teachers 
rated single-parent children as being more 

“academically disabled” than two-parent children 

and results of univariate analysis of gaze direction 

behavior suggest that two-parent children may 
adapt more succesfully to the shifting demands of 
the classroom than single-parent children. Mul- 
tivariate analysis of the behavioral data found sig- 
nificant main effects for age and sex but not for 
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family status. A significant interaction effect on 
children’s verbal behavior with male peers was 
found for family status and age during periods of 
social interaction. During non-academic time peri- 
ods older single-parent children of both sexes con- 
tacted and spent more time in dyadic conversation 
with male peers than older two-parent children. Dif- 
ferences were also noted in the patterns of correla- 
tions between teacher ratings of academic disability 
and observations of the children’s behavior. These 
findings are discussed in relation to attachment the- 
ory, peer relations and the academic performance of 
single-parent children. (Author/RH) 
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This paper argues that (1) as measures of emo- 
tional empathy in children are refined, there is in- 
creasingly strong support for the hypothesis that 
emotional empathy can serve both as an inhibitor of 
antisocial behavior and as a motivator of prosocial 
behavior, but that (2) since the relation between 
children’s empathy and their behavior is con- 
founded by a number of factors the measures require 
further refinement. Research is described which in- 
vestigates the responses of children in grades one, 
three and five to violent and non-violent events 
shown in slides and on television. No sigificant evi- 
dence was found that children’s assessed level of 
empathy was related to their aggressive or altruistic 
behavior toward peers. It is argued that the criterion 
measures of altruism and aggression are not respon- 
sible for this result, but that an aspect of the empa- 
thy measure, children’s reports of their own affect, 
is not reliable.

age and sex of the children. It is suggested that both 
younger and older children are aroused by violent 
episodes, but that the latter are more likely also to 
empathize with the victim. A short description of 
the Feshbach and Roe measure of empathy and five 
tables of data are appended. (Author/RH) 
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A total of 1657 sixth grade pupils in 53 randomly 
integrated tri-ethnic classes, and their teachers, par- 
ticipated in a 1-year longitudinal study investigating 
the effects of peer-rated coping and teacher class- 
room structure on achievement. The subjects were 


given initial achievement and peer-rated general 
coping measures and a post achievement measure. 
The teachers were rated on Ryan’s Classroom Ob- 
servation Record, a measure of teacher classroom 
behaviors, from four to seven times during the year. 
Achievement gain for pupils was found to vary 
strongly with coping skill only for those initially 
high in achievement. Highly organized teachers 
could help low initial achievement, high coping stu- 
dents, and disorganized teachers could have a nega- 
tive effect on low coping, high initial achievement 
pupils with respect to achievement gain. (Au- 
thor/BH) 
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The purpose of this paper is to clarify the relation- 
ship between self-esteem and achievement and to 
explain why changes in self-esteem have not re- 
sulted in changes in achievement. It is postulated 
that self-esteem affects achievement indirectly 
through the medium of coping skills. Data from a 
study of 1657 students in 53 sixth grade classrooms 
in Austin, Texas were analyzed. Random assign- 
ment assured that each class was an integrated, re- 
presentative sample of the Anglo, Black and 
Chicano population. Self-esteem and achievement 
were measured at the beginning and end of the 
school year. A measure of coping skills was adminis- 
tered at the beginning of the year only. The depend- 
ent variable was achievement regressed change. The 
general analytic method used was a linear model in 
which the pretest was entered first as a covariate 
and the predictors were entered next. Hypothesis 
testing involved comparing restricted models to full 
models and testing the difference between them. 
Coping was found to significantly predict achieve- 
ment change whether or not self-esteem was consid- 
ered. Coping skills which have behavioral 
consequences for achievement provide a behavioral 
network through which intervention should be ef- 
fective in changing achievement. A general concep- 
tual framework for self-esteem, coping and 
achievement variables is provided. Directions for 
further research are suggested. (Author/RH)

From a systematic search 
of educational, psychological, and sociological liter- 
ature, 18 studies of 5,831 first through twelfth grade 
students in eight countries over a 19-year period 
were selected. Eight items of information were re- 
corded for each correlation: the size, age, sex, and 
socioeconomic status of the sample; the home as- 
sessment and learning measures employed; Chicago 
or British research school; and type of correlation. 
It was found that correlations of intelligence, moti- 
vation, and achievement with indexes of parent 
stimulation of the student in the home are consider- 
ably higher than those with indexes of socioeco- 
nomic status (SES). Specifically, the median of 92 
simple correlations of home environment and learn- 
ing is .37 (with a range of .02 to .82) and the median 
of 62 multiple-regression-weighted composites is 
.44 (range .23 to .81). Jackknifed regression esti- 
mates indicate that the gender and SES of the sam- 
ple condition the sizes of the correlations and 
suggest priorities for future primary investigations. 
(Author/RH) 
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This brief essay argues that the best way to im- 

prove student achievement is to increase parental 

teaching of children prior to school entry. The essay 
is accompanied by an annotated bibliography sum- 

marizing 14 empirical studies which document a 

significant positive relationship between parental 

teaching and student achievement. It is contended 
that it is well known that the skills children bring to 
school are far more important than anything that 
happens to them in school. The explanation for so- 
cial class differences in achievement is that the ex- 
periences of children from high socioeconomic 
status (SES) homes are more like the educational 
experiences in the school than are those of low SES 
children. These achievement differences can be 
countered by changing the home experiences. The 
three most effective manipulable variables influenc- 
ing achievement are (1) time on task, (2) student- 
/teacher ratio and (3) motivation. Although there 
are limits on how much can be done about these 
variables in school, they can readily be maximized 
in the home, which again argues for parental in- 
struction. Findings of the 14 studies cited suggest 
that the essential role of parents in the education of 
their children must be recognized and that steps 
must be taken to encourage parental teaching. More 
than one-half of the essay consists of an annotated 
bibliography of the 14 studies cited. (Author/BH) 
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In this study of early peer interaction, 32 first born 

infants (16 boys, 16 girls) were videotaped in pairs 

at 6, 9 and 12 months. Each 15 minute session con- 

sisted of Toys Present (TP) and Toys Absent(TA) 

conditions counterbalanced across dyads. Three 

questions were addressed: (1) Are infants as young 

as 6 months capable of interacting with a peer? (2) 

What type of social acts are used during these early 





encounters? (3) Do toys facilitate the interactions? 
Successful attempts to interact occurred about 38% 
of the time. Interactions of the form “‘social behavi- 
or/social response” were the most common ex- 
change even at 6 months, although less social 
contingencies were also common. Within the se- 
quences, vocalizations, smiles and touches were the 
most frequent social acts used to initiate, maintain 
and terminate the interactions. Toys were found to 
have a significant effect on the interactions. More 
and longer sequences occurred in the absence of 
toys, and every social act with the exception of ob- 
ject related social acts was more frequent in the TA 
condition. There were indications, however, that 
the objects became more important towards the end 
of the first year. (Author/RH) 
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A non-aversive modification of Bekesy Audiom- 
etric Procedures (BAP) used in assessing hearing 
ability has been found to produce interpretable audi- 
ograms from children whose responses to the un- 
modified BAP were erratic and uninterpretable. In 
an experiment with six 8-year-old children, three 
subjects were assigned to a condition in which a 
light cue was provided that changed in brightness as 
the auditory stimulus changed in intensity. As a test 
session progressed, the light was systematically 
faded until a child had to rely entirely on the test 
tone. For the remaining three subjects the unmodi- 
fied BAP were provided. Children receiving visual 
help learned to monitor and adjust the auditory test 
stimulus readily and their audiometric records were 
reliable. Further, when children who produced 
uninterpretable and erratic results under unmodi- 
fied procedures were switched to the modified test 
procedure, their thresholds stabilized. A second ex- 
periment with six preschoolers and six third-graders 
investigated three sequences of stimulus presenta- 
tion. All sequences produced equally reliable 
thresholds with the third-graders. Fading the test 
sound into the light presentation produced the most 
consistent threshold measurements for the pre- 
schoolers. The modification of the BAP offers an 
improved way to assess the hearing of difficult-to- 
test persons. Implications concerning auditory at- 
tention span are briefly indicated. (Author/RH)

In that 
community the number of DTBs used by PEFT par- 
ents was significantly related to both reading and 
mathematics achievement test scores of their chil- 
dren. Differences between communities may reflect 
different program emphases. Findings are inter- 
preted as evidence that the way parents teach their 
children is related to the child’s school performance. 

The DTBs of the PEFT program are seen to be 

important ones. (Author/RH) 
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This review provides an overview of research 
relating the physical environment of the early child- 
hood educational setting to children’s behavior. 
Findings on space in relation to fixed and semi-fixed 
features (partitions, playground equipment, furnish- 
ings); spatial density; the arrangement of equipment

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This paper reports two studies of the effects of 
empathic instruction on first graders’ evaluations of 
other people. In Experiment 1, 23 children received 
either empathic or non-empathic instructions, lis- 
tened to a taped conversation in which the main 
character obtained either a positive or negative out- 
come, and then evaluated both the main character 
and the person who provided the outcome to the 
character. It was found that empathic instructions 
increased positive evaluation of the main character 
under negative outcome conditions only and pro- 
duced a change in evaluative perspective in regard 
to both members of the interacting dyad. In Experi- 
ment II, 80 children received either empathic or 
neutral instructions, were informed that the main 
character was similar or dissimilar to themselves, 
and listened to a taped conversation in which the 
main character always obtained a mildly negative 
outcome.

Explanations for the males’ evaluative 
behavior are discussed. Results are discussed in 
terms of whether empathic responses can be directly 
induced by instruction.

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The purpose of this survey was to identify proce- 

dures and practices of child welfare and related 

agencies of each state in the United States regarding 
out-of-state placement of children and reception of 
non-resident children for therapeutic, educational, 


physical and psychiatric services. An overall view 
emphasizing functions and responsibilities of state 
governments rather than specific statistical data was 
sought.

Simple activities and basic materials proved 
better than more elaborate implementations for in- 
structing young children. A Household Energy 
Management Checklist and a family survey letter 
are included in the guide. (Author/RH) 
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This paper criticizes Zajonc’s confluence model of 

the relationship between sibling spacing and sibling 

intelligence. According to Zajonc, variations in the 
intellectual performance of individuals are ac- 
counted for in part by two features of the in- 
dividual’s family of orientation: (1) the number of 
children in that family, and (2) the spacing between 
those children in a family. This model is criticized 
for (1) inconsistencies in the relationship between 


child spacing and intelligence in the data reported 
in Zajonc’s paper; (2) the failure to present previous 
child spacing-intelligence data which conflict with 
the confluence model and (3) the problem of using 
between-family data for making within-family infer- 
ences about intelligence. New within-family data 
are presented which indicate that there is essentially 
a zero relationship between child spacing and aca- 
demic achievement. (Author/BH) 
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The purposes of this experiment were: (1) to ex- 
amine the development of categorical representa- 
tions by comparing the performance of children of 
various ages to adults, and (2) to compare the inter- 
nal representations of basic level and superordinate 
categories. Subjects were 48 children (in second, 
fourth and sixth grades) and 16 adults. The stimulus 
pictures consisted of 80 line drawings of objects 
belonging to five categories. On each trial the ex- 
perimenter orally presented a category name to the 
subject, then advanced a slide tray exhibiting an 
arrow which indicated the orientation of the test 
stimulus. When the subject felt prepared for the test 
picture, he or she pressed a foot pedal which 
stopped the timer (measuring preparation time).

Two naturalistic studies of young (18-30 month 
old) children’s memory for object location are re- 
ported which indicate that young children’s memo- 
ries are better than non-naturalistic studies suggest 
and that they have confidence in their memories. In 
the first study, 17 children were observed attempt- 
ing to find objects they had watched their mothers 
hide in their homes with delays of 1, 3, or 5 minutes 
between hiding and seeking. Despite the unusually 
long delay for children of this age, subjects went 
directly to the toy with no errors on 76 percent of 
the trials. When three toys were hidden at once 
(with 3- or 5-minute intervals), children found the 
specific toy requested on 67 percent of the trials. 
The second study involved 12 children over a period 
of three days. On the first two days, an adult hid the 
toys in four of eight trials and the children them- 
selves hid the toys in the other four trials. Perfor- 





mance was significantly better when children hid 
the toys themselves; when adults hid the toys, re- 
sults of the first study were replicated. It is hypothe- 
sized that the difference between the results is due 
to differences in the level of processing. On the third 
day, there were two “surprise” trials per subject in 
which the objects were moved after hiding without 
the child’s knowledge. Differences in children’s re- 
sponses observed between normal and surprise trials 
indicated that the children were confident of their 
memories. Age differences in responses to the sur- 
prise trials are discussed in an addendum. (BH) 
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The purpose of this paper is to dispel some of the 
fantasies surrounding school readiness and to look 
at some of the realities presented to parents and 
schools by children. Section I provides developmen- 
tal guidelines for assessing the school readiness of 
3-year-old preschoolers, examines behavior pat- 
terns normally exhibited by children on entering 
school, describes coping styles used by children in 
attempts to master the new school situation, exam- 
ines areas in which regression to earlier behavior 
patterns commonly occurs, and reviews the roles of 
parents and teachers in providing support and set- 
ting expectations for a smooth adjustment into 
school.

The second briefly reviews observationa! and pro- 
jective studies of factors related to children’s adjust- 
ment to school. (Author/RH)

This source book introduces perspectives and 
skills which can contribute to successful “co-parent- 
ing” (joint custody, joint parenting, co-custody or 
shared custody) of preadolescent children after par- 
ents are separated or divorced. Chapter One in- 
troduces the concept of co-parenting. Chapter Two 
advances an approach to developing flexible co-par- 
enting schedules for the establishment of basic child 
care routines and provides tips for dealing with the 
ordinary but unanticipated demands of living with 
children.

A “Commentary” is appended 
which presents the views of minority consultants on 
issues with crucial effects for minority children. 
Three appendices provide: (1) a summary of the 
findings of the NDCS Supply Study, (2) an over- 
view of the Infant/Toddler Study, and (3) the names 
of all NDCS staff and consultants. (Author/BH) 
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Identifiers—* California 
The Employment Development Department’s 
Migrant Services Section provides temporary hous- 
ing at reasonable cost for migrant farmworkers and 
their families by contracting with local government 
agencies to manage programs of housing construc- 
tion, operation and maintenance. Since 1965 mi- 
grant housing projects have been constructed at 26 
locations in 14 agricultural counties throughout 
California. This temporary housing, which is availa- 
ble for up to 180 days per year to migrant families 
while they are employed in agriculture, range in size 
from 50 to 125 units per center. In 1977 services 
were provided to 2,360 families whose members 
constituted a work force of 6,381; the average 
family size was 5.2 persons; the average annual 
family income was $5,140; 82.5% were Mexicans 
while 15.3% were Mexican Americans; 26.4% were 
from Texas while 24.4% were from within Cali- 
fornia; the average length of stay was 132 days; and 
27.8% were between 22 and 44 years of age. Cover- 
ing January through December 1977, this report 
presents tabular data on the characteristics of the 
migrant families occupying these housing centers. 
Given by center, the data pertain to: center occu- 
pancy; family size; age of family members; age of 
male and female family members; annual income by 
center and by family size; ethnic background; school 
years completed by persons 18 years and over; num- 
ber of families by length of stay, total days and 
average stay; family home base; operation and peak 
occupancy dates. (NQ) 
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Legal, philosophical, legislative, historical, and in- 
ternational aspects of the issue of Indian tribal sov- 
ereignty and treaty rights are presented in six 
articles based on transcripted proceedings of a 
forum held at San Diego State University April 12- 
14, 1978. In the introduction, Sam Deloria exam- 
ines various definitions of tribal sovereignty. In 
“Political Ethics and Indian Advocacy” Walter 
Koppelman notes that after 500 years of support for 
the principle of Indian self-government, little Indian 
self-government exists and that American liberty is 
at stake. “Sovereignty: Fact or Fiction” is a debate 
between Vine Deloria, Jr., and Congressman Lloyd 
Meeds about recommendations of the American In- 
dian Policy Review Commission. Clara Sue Kidwell, 
in “Case Studies: How Sovereignty works in the 
U.S. Today”, reports on tribal sovereignty as ob- 
served on and by the White Earth Chippewa Reser- 
vation (Minnesota), the Choctaw Reservation 
(Mississippi), and the Makah Reservation (Wash- 
ington). Ed Castillo speaks on the preservation of 
Indian heritage. The topic of “Indian Sovereignty in 
the Americas and in the International Community” 
is examined by Roxanne Dunbar Ortiz and Tom 
Davies; they present an international perspective 
and examine political experiences of indigenous 
peoples in Latin America. The document concludes 
with a poem by Simon Ortiz. (SB) 
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The primary objective of the largely exploratory 
study was an empirical examination of familial so- 
cialization practices and their influence on ambition 
(measured as education and occupational expecta- 
tions) of black and white males and females. Exist- 
ing generalizations about career expectations were 
extended by establishing comparisons on the basis 
of sex and race, and by adding indicators of family 
structure, parental socialization practices and sex- 
specific behavioral patterns. Twenty-nine hypo- 
theses were tested to determine if parental 
socialization practices would vary by race and sex of 
respondents, as suggested by existing literature. The 
actual results differed markedly from those ex- 
pected. Major findings were that social origin in- 
fluenced the career plans of all males more than all 
females and that early marriage plans of black 
females were associated with high occupational ex- 
pectations. There also appeared to be research im- 
plications for the development of a concept of sex 
roles. The data base, an unbiased subsample of a 
larger 1970 cross sectional youth study, consisted of 
questionnaire responses from 2170 black and white 
male and female seniors from Louisiana public and 
private high schools. Appendices include the ques- 
tionnaire and a comparison of data sets. (SB) 
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Attitudes toward selected rural development ac- 

tivities and basic socioeconomic characteristics of 

residents of five rural Tennessee counties were ex- 
amined in 1974 in a study that included interviews 
with household heads as well as community leaders. 

Claiborne, Clay, Hancock, Overton, and Pickett 

counties constituted the pilot area; two surveys were 

conducted. The first involved personal interviews 
with some 100 randomly-selected household heads 
in each county to establish descriptive data (age, 
sex, education, etc.,) for each member of the 
household, previous migration of the household, 
psychic attachment to the area of residence, atti- 
tudes toward industrialization and community 
needs, job-related information, and distribution of 
household expenditures. In the second part of the 
study group meetings with community leaders de- 
termined their perceptions of local needs priorities; 
these responses were compared with attitudes ex- 
pressed by the household heads. Results indicated 
that the median educational level of adults was less 


than the state median. Over 60 percent of the inter- 
viewees were born in the county of local residence. 
Attitudes toward increased local industrialization 
were favorable. Fire protection and improved roads 
were regarded as high priority community needs; 
needs related to individual benefits received low 
priority. Community leaders were shown to reflect 
local opinions relatively well. (DS) 
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Written in plain terms, printed in large type, and 
accompanied by illustrations, this legend of the 
Yakima Indians tells of how the crane came to be; 
it is the story of how Coyote turns a man into a 
crane because the man would not share his catch of 
fish. “In the old days people shared things. It was 
our way of life. If a person was hungry and had no 
food, others would share what they had... even if it 
was the last of what he had. It was told to us in the 
old stories of our people that the coyote man had 
something to do with this.” This legend was repro- 
duced to enhance young Yakima children’s knowl- 
edge of their cultural heritage. It can be used at the 
Pre-school and Elementary levels and for Cultural 
Education information at the Secondary and Adult 
levels. (Author/DS) 
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Identifiers—Offer Self Image Questionnaire 
The 1978 study, which was the first to use the 
Offer Self-Image Questionnaire (OSIQ) with rural 
youth, compared the self-image of rural and urban 
adolescent girls and sustained the hypothesis that 
adolescents in larger communities think more 
highly of themselves than adolescents in rural com- 
munities. Most previous studies, ambiguous with re- 
gard to the effect of race and socio-economic status 
on self-image, found age and sex to be significant 
factors. The OSIQ was administered to 127 ran- 
domly selected high school seniors of both sexes in 
a white, middle class, midwestern rural community 
in an economically depressed area. The 3-way anal- 
ysis of results revealed that adolescent girls had a 
significantly poorer self-image than boys; younger 
girls had a poorer self-image than older girls; adoles- 
cent rural girls of all ages had a poorer self-image 
than their urban and suburban counterparts; and 
rural adolescents in general thought more poorly of 
themselves than urban adolescents. The striking 
generality of the results across scales is possibly ex- 
plained by socio-economic environment and family 
role. Rural family atmosphere, often devoid of hope, 
accomplishment, and pride, could easily cause low 
self-esteem. The findings apparently imply similari- 
ties between rural and inner city youth. (SB) 
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Focusing on four Mexican American women from 
migrant farmworker backgrounds and one woman 
recently immigrated from Mexico, the study ex- 
plored the attitudes and experiences of the Mexican 
American culture considered important by Mexican 
American migrant women themselves. Extensive 
open-ended interviews, conducted mostly in the 
women’s homes, were used to gather data on such 
aspects of life as courtship, love, marriage, mother- 
hood, women’s rights, and education. Through 
these autobiographical case studies, data about key 
aspects of Mexican American womanhood were re- 
vealed with an effort to identify differences between 
ideals and reality and how the women dealt with 
cultural contradictions: (1) growing up-early adult 
responsibility conflicting with strong parent protec- 
tion of “‘weak” female; (2) symbolic events, i.e., fif- 
teenth birthday party and church wedding; (3) 
machismo and the double standard—women did not 
view themselves as helpless victims; (4) mother- 
hood-basic to womanhood but belonging within vi- 
able family unit, mother as a change agent via 
education of children; (5) decision making and eco- 
nomic concerns; (6) women’s roles and impression 
management; (7) ethnic identity and socioeconomic 
structures. Educational implications stressed non- 
traditional approaches, bilingual/bicultural educa- 
tion, and awareness of diversity within a culture. 


(RS) 
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The only local tribe to migrate into California dur- 
ing recorded history, the Chemehuevi Indians had 
one of the largest tribal areas in California, though 
their population probably never exceeded 800. To- 
day most live on the Colorado River Reservation, 
where they share membership with the Colorado 
River tribes. First mentioned in a priest’s report in 
1776, the Chemehuevi had a loose tribal organiza- 
tion with small bands consisting of nuclear and ex- 
tended families. Important officials were a chief 
(hereditary), war chiefs, and shamans. Dreams were 
an important aspect of culture and beliefs—a proper 
dream ensured success. Small farmers, the Indians 
were well adapted to their environment, and their 
houses ranged from little more than shelters against 
sun and wind in their arid lands to more substantial 
semi-subterranean, round houses along the 
Colorado and at Twentynine Palms. Chemehuevi 
trade routes later became trails for early pioneers 
and still later highways for modern commerce. With 
bows and arrows as weapons, they often wore down 
game by chasing them; snares and traps were used 
to catch small game. Dress was from animal hides 
and pelts, though women wore grass skirts in warm 
weather; tattoos ornamented both men and women, 
and bead pendants were worn in ear lobes and rings 
and plugs in the nose. Games were important, as 
was music. Most musical expression was vocal 
though some instruments were used. (RS) 
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The Chumash Indians were one of the most popu- 
lous, rich peoples of aboriginal California. Though 
their origins are mysterious, they were reported to 
be a flourishing people by Spanish explorers in the 
sixteenth century. Missionization by Spaniards and 
secularization in 1833 spelled destruction, so that 
today only a few isolated and impoverished Chu- 
mash remain. Having lived in modern Ventura, 
Santa Barbara, and San Luis Obispo counties in 
southern California, the Chumash over thousands of 
years thrived without agriculture, developed a far- 
flung trade network, and depended heavily on the 
sea. Drought, a hazard, was likely a factor in the 
relatively low population, estimated at up to 10,000 
persons. A patrilineal society, the Chumash also be- 
longed to moieties, and the basic unit of life was the 
village. Social classes and part-time specialists ex- 
isted. Rains, health, food, and proper relationships 
with powerful and uncanny animals such as bears or 
swordfish were vital concerns-shamans were influ- 
ential. Admired craftsmen, the Chumash, alone 
among Californian Indians, made plank boats, and 
their pictographs demonstrate their artistic skills. 
They lived in dome-shaped, thatch houses, ranging 
from small huts to huge communal houses. Clothing 
was simple, and weapons were ordinary Californian 
ones. Their games and songs are mostly forgotten 
today, but music, dancing, stories, and songs were 
evidently popular. (RS) 
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Curriculum material citations relevant to the Na- 

tive peoples of Alberta, Canada, were assembled 
into a bibliography that includes books, multi-media 
materials, periodicals, and other educational re- 
sources. The classroom teacher searching for Native 
Studies materials was kept especially in mind as the 
project progressed. Criteria for selection included 
availability, pertinence to Native groups in Alberta, 
and quality of the item according to format, inter- 
cultural sensitivity and avoidance of ethnocen- 
tricity. The master list of the bibliography is divided 
into sections on books, multi-media materials, peri- 
odicals, and additional resources. Other sections in- 
clude a listing of titles only and a subject index of 
common culture area references. Both provide addi- 
tional means of access to the master list. The book 
portion of the bibliography lists 508 titles alphabeti- 
cally by author and is keyed to primary, junior and 
senior levels. Annotations describe content and 
sometimes comment on inherent values or short- 
comings. The multi-media portion lists phonotapes, 
video tapes, films, study kits, filmstrips, slides, etc., 
and includes material that may be rented as well as 
purchased. The periodicals section lists 49 periodi- 
cals and newsletters, and the additional resources 
section reports on other information sources, pro- 
grams, projects, tours, charts, posters, etc. The final 
portion of the document lists book publishers, film 
distributors, and distributors for each. (DS) 
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Identifiers—* Childrens Time Study 
Issues of daily life experience from a child’s per- 
spective were examined in the Spring 1976 as the 
Children’s Time Study interviewed 764 preadoles- 
cents (aged 11-12) from Oakland, California and 
their mothers. The interviewers explored children’s 
use of time outside the school by focusing on five 
domains of time use: (1) parent-child interactions; 
(2) television; (3) participation in organized activi- 
ties; (4) household chores, responsibilities and obli- 
gations outside the home; and (5) children’s 
activities outside the home. Representing 22 public 
schools, respondents were predominantly non- 
white (457 Blacks, 35 Mexican Americans, 70 Ori- 
entals) well distributed along the low, middle and 
high socioeconomic status stratums, and clearly 
resembled the public school population found in 
most big city schools today. To date, the data collec- 
tion, editing, coding, cleaning of the basic data, and 
a followup verification study have been completed. 
In addition to citing past research and other back- 
ground information concerning children’s use of 
time, this document describes the research strategy 
and methodology utilized in the study, the analyti- 
cal framework, the study setting, sample population 
characteristics, sample design and objectives, field 
work methods, and preliminary field results. (DS) 
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Because the 1862 and 1890 Morrill Act Land 
Grant colleges feature predominantly white or 
predominantly black student enrollments, a study to 
assess similarities and differences of the respective 
student bodies was undertaken. A selected sample 
of students at all southern land grant institutions 
was asked in the spring of 1977 to respond to a 
questionnaire dealing with personal and family 
background, high school experience, work experi- 
ence, college experience, goals and aspirations, and 
attitudes toward various issues and topics related to 
occupational roles in agriculture. Percentages of stu- 
dents growing up on a farm were about the same for 
both types of schools. The predominantly white 
1862 schools had a greater percentage (27 percent) 
of women enrolled in their colleges of agriculture 
than did the 1890 schools (18.8 percent). Loans and 
grants enable 65.3 percent of the 1890 students to 
pay their way through college while 24.8 percent of 
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the 1862 students received funding from this source. 
When the desired educational levels were com- 
pared, the 1862 students were found to be geared 
towards obtaining a bachelor’s degree with the 1890 
students more oriented towards earning a graduate 
level degree. Of the students who chose to work in 
an agricultural setting, both groups chose veterinary 
medicine as the most frequently desired occupation 
with general farming or ranching as the second. 
Tabular data at the end of the document is used to 
summarize the study’s findings. (DS) 
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Since 1950 Anson County, North Carolina, has 
had major contributions to economic development, 
a source of great concern to residents of the almost 
entirely rural area. The increased capacity of the 
Blewitt Falls Dam power output and the county- 
wide water filtration system (one of only a few in the 
United States today) are attractive to industry. 
There has been a huge local effort to bring about 
economic development through formation of the 
Anson County Chamber of Commerce and Indus- 
trial Commissions and through the work of the An- 
son County Economic Development Task Force, 
which has six strategies: expansion of industry; 
development of community services and quality of 
life; commercial development; expansion of agricul- 
tural enterprises; development of human resources; 
and possible development of a solar energy research 
site. The shift in the economic base from farm to 
industry is evident in occupation and income source 
Statistics as well as the county’s leadership struc- 
ture, which has an increasingly active business and 
industrial sector. Interviewed in 1977, 19 local lead- 
ers like Anson County because of: residents’ atti- 
tudes towards others; climate and geography; 
quality of life; and economic aspects. Problem areas 
they note are economic expansion, improved availa- 
bility of community services, improvement of edu- 
cation, and improved community relations. (SB) 
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Topography 
From 1950 to 1970, the shift from agriculture to 
industry dominated Ashe County, North Carolina, 
isolated on the Blue Ridge by rugged terrain and 
severe weather. Rural farm population declined by 
2/3 but rural non-farm population tripled. Many 
new industries helped shift the bulk of the work 
force to industry. In 1950, 45% of the work force 
farmed full time and only 17% had industrial jobs. 
By 1970 just 9% farmed full time; 54% were em- 
ployed by industries. The main agricultural products 
shifted to feeder steers, tobacco, and Christmas 
trees, so the typical farm family could seek addi- 
tional employment. Median family income in- 
creased but per capita income remained low. 
Attracting and supporting industry became the 
focus of optimistic leaders who in 1977 listed as 
priorities for the county: economic diversification; 
improvement of educational facilities and oppor- 
tunities; improved roads; and improved health, so- 
cial, and public services. Recent developments, such 
as the Ashe County airport, a new hospital, a new 
county library, and plans for an industrial park, re- 
flected this goal. The enthusiastic leadership, no 
longer fiercely controlled by a few local families but 
rather by a more progressive mixture of business 
and government people, liked the attitudes and rela- 
tionships of residents, the climate, and the quality of 
life in Ashe County. (SB)

Areas. The other service agency listings note the 

chief Indian associations, their boards of directors 

or officers, members, purpose, and meeting 
schedule.

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Identifiers—*Iowa 

At a 20/1 pupil/teacher and pupil/room ratio, by 
1984 Iowa public schools will need 8,100 fewer 
rooms and teachers than was necessary during the 
peak enrollment year of 1969. The most precipitous 
drop in enrollment could come in the six year period 
from 1977 to 1982 when 120,363 more students will 
graduate from the public school system than will 
enter it. The drop in Iowa enrollment can be partly 
explained by a significant out-migration since 1930, 
an out-migration which drains disproportionate 
numbers of the 20-29 age group, the future parents 
of school children. Population has also shifted 
within the state; both the largest cities and rural 
areas are losing population to the suburban fringe 
around major industrial centers. This study traces 
Iowa enrollments historically, explores the cause for 
cycles of change, projects enrollments to 1982 and 
1987, and examines the impact of enrollment trends 
upon Iowa public education. Because enrollment 
projections can be no more reliable than the causa- 
tive data which determine school enrollment trends, 
the document also traces such factors as (1) popula- 
tion growth, (2)out-migration from the state and 
between counties, (3) relative proportion of signifi- 
cant age groups in the population, (4) trends in fer- 
tility rates and births, (5) enrollment trends and 
projections, (6) geographical trends in enrollment 
and (7) enrollment trends by size of school.

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Rural education trends and issues confronting 
state legislatures are examined in this handbook of 
narrative as well as statistical tables. Designed to 
provide state legislators with information they need 
to better understand rural implications of statewide 
education reforms, the handbook presents a range of 
legislative alternatives in key areas. Chapters em- 
body five basic guidelines for rural school reform: 
respect for primacy of local circumstance; expan- 
sion and strengthening of bonds between school and 
community; more equitable balance between out- 
side regulation and local control; treatment of struc- 
tural and substantive reforms as separate and 
distinct issues; capitalizing on strengths of rural 
schools as well as correcting deficiences.

Three references each are given for Cochiti, 
Jemez, Laguna, and Santo Domingo Pueblos, and 
four each for Acoma, San Ildefonso, and Taos Pue- 
blos. Zuni Pueblo has seven titles listed. The general 
section on Pueblo Indians lists 50 theses and 292 
published books, some of which date back to the late

For many years flowers and leaves formed the 
bulk of Alaskan Athabascan beadwork designs. 
Early Athabascan beadwork consisted primarily of 
simple geometric patterns, but after the advent of 
the French in Canada, elaborate floral designs popu- 
lar in 18th and 19th century France were translated 
into Woodland Indian beadwork. In traditional 
procedure a sharp stick dipped into a flour and wa- 
ter paste traced the design onto a leather backing. 
Porcupine quills, seed beads, or beads from the local 
trader were sewn with moose sinew directly onto 
the backing. Two stitches, the lazy stitch and the 
overlay, could be used, and Alaskan Athabascans 
chose the overlay which employed two threads. One 
thread was used to string the beads; the other 
whipped the bead string onto the backing. The an- 
cient procedures and designs are still in use today, 
although needles, white sewing thread, white felt or 
velvet, commercial beads and ink pens have re- 
placed the more traditional materials. Drawing 
upon the expertise of two Athabascan artisans, this 
document relates their procedures for doing bead- 
work and gives beginning, intermediate and ad- 
vanced beadwork designs. Photographs of finished 
work are also included. An excerpt from “Alaskan 
Athabascan Beadwork” by Kate Duncan discusses 
the craft and its history and describes beadwork 
styles characteristic of particular villages or areas.

In the summer of 1978, seven teenagers and se- 
veral staff members from the Fairbanks Native As- 
sociation-Johnson O’Malley program set out to 
record some of Alaska’s past by interviewing a num- 
ber of older Alaska Natives and writing their bio- 
graphical sketches. Some of the students spent a 
week along the Yukon River taping and photo- 
graphing people; others travelled to Homer for the 
same purpose. This book is the result of that project. 
The sketches about nine native Alaskans present a 
picture of life as it was in the early years of this 
century. Oliver Amouak tells of the sled the caribou 
hunters used to transport meat; it was made from a 
curved tree trunk with the jawbones of the bowhead 
whale serving as sled runners. Kitty Harwood tells 
how she helped her mother during the fish runs by 
pulling her boat upstream to the family fish wheels. 
Lilly Pitka tells of the 1949 flood in Ft. Yukon when 
she sat on a neighbor’s roof and watched her home 
float away. Some of the tales describe seal hunting, 
fishing, mining and trapping; others tell of coming 
of age ceremonies, of superstitions associated with 
that time, and of celebrations like the blanket toss 
and potlatches. Some folk medicines are mentioned, 
including stinkweed as a cure for stomach cancer. 
Concluding that although the times were hard, they 
were good, some of the old people regret the loss of 
the old ways, of respect for older people, and of the 
quiet times of the days gone by.

In its second year the Task Force identified four 
areas for in-depth analysis, deliberation, and recom- 
mendations development: early childhood educa- 
tion, planning for intra- and interstate coordination 
of migrant education, academic information and 
credit exchange, and parent involvement.

Five areas concern the Subcommittee on Indian 

Education for 1979. First, there is lack of coordina- 

tion at the funding level and the operations level 

among the many federal agencies and programs in- 
volved in providing early childhood education ser- 

vices to Indians. The feasibility of establishing a 

National Center for Early Childhood Indian Educa- 

tion programs should be explored. Second, there is 

a backlog of about $900 million (a possibly inaccu- 

rate figure) in Indian school construction projects, 


but the 1979 Administration budget allocation is 
only $29.5 million. An analysis, with report and 
recommendations, of fiscal needs for such construc- 
tion should be completed by December, 1978.

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Inuktitut (Language) 

In just 30 years the approximately 25,000 
Canadian Inuit moved from traditional hunting and 
trapping to a miultifacted, multimillion dollar 
economy based on tourism, arts and crafts, and 
renewable resource development. The rapidly 
changing Inuit world brought positive changes such 
as compulsory, better-quality education and im- 
proved health, as well as negative changes such as 
alcoholism and increased crime. Concentrated in 
the northern circumpolar regions of Quebec, New- 
foundland, and the Northwest Territories, the Inuit 
were totally dependent on hunting for survival until 
the mid-18th century appearance of whalers and 
traders. The establishment of many trading posts 
between 1906 and 1936 drastically changed Inuit 
life as trapping became as important as hunting, and 
settlements grew up rapidly around the posts. After 
1953 federal representatives moved north and im- 
proved education, aided the organization of effec- 
tive local government, and began federal housing. 
Most provincial government activity in the area be- 
gan after 1960. Native associations, resulting from 
a desire for self-government, became concerned 
with land claims (significant because the Inuit had 
never relinquished any land), and preservation of 
lifestyles and art forms. In particular, the Inuit Cul- 
tural Institute was developed to maintain and en- 
courage interest and growth in Inuit culture. (SB) 
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The cornerstones of the Indian perspective on 
their relationship to American government and so- 
ciety lie in the fact that the Indians are the aborigi- 
nal owners of the New World and that their formal 
association with the U.S. is based on formal treaties. 
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Indian tribes consider themselves as separate and 
sovereign nations. In early American history, their 
status was so recognized. Through treaties, the emb- 
ryonic U.S. offered fair treatment in recognition of 
Indian independence and equality of military poten- 
tial. Later came the assaults on Indian autonomy. In 
1831 the Supreme Court definition of Indians as 
“domestic, dependent nations” accelerated attacks 
by both Federal and state governments on Indian 
rights, many of which were cloaked in the guise of 
assisting Indian people to make a better adjustment 
to interaction with non-Indians. In ensuing years 
tribal governments were destroyed, lands lost, and 
cultures threatened. However, in 1924 Indians were 
granted citizenship and gained the right to vote. The 
Indian Reorganization Act of 1934 began steps to- 
ward self-determination. As Indians from all tribes 
joined together to form political groups, the growth 
of Pan-Indianism spread. ““Red Power” emerged in 
the late 1960’s as Indian people responded politi- 
cally with organization of issue-oriented action 
groups, political mobilization, and militance. Today 
they are working together to define a political sys- 
tem where they can be free to pursue their dream of 
tribal self-determination. (DS)

In 1976 Dane County, Wisconsin was the site of 
a survey to determine the knowledge of rural youth 
and adults as to how their government functioned. 
The area was chosen because its residents were 
thought to be more politically active than individu- 
als in other parts of the state. Personal or telephone 
interviews were conducted with 112 adults and 
questionnaires were administered to 292 members 
of the junior class at a rural high school. The ques- 
tions concerned which offices had the most au- 
thority at the federal, state and local levels of the 
executive, legislative and judicial branches of gov- 
ernment. At both the state and national levels, 
political knowledge was much lower for youth than 
for the adults, and the lowest levels of political 
knowledge were of the executive and legislative 
branches of government. The youth did surpass 
adults in knowledge of the judicial branch. How- 
ever, the knowledge of the authority structure of the 
different branches of government was alarmingly 
low, especially at the national and state levels. If the 
findings of this survey are indicative of the broader 
high school population, there is need for concern 
among educators; it is difficult to understand how 
youth can make the choices necessary to continue 
our representative system of government with such 
limited knowledge of how it functions. (Au-

Career and career related preference expressed by 
a number of rural Southern high school youth were 
found to moderately predict their early adult behav- 
iors. Preferences for post high school education 
were the dominant influence and single best predic- 
tor of subsequent educational attainment. Moderate 
linkages were also found to exist between prefer- 
ences for early marriage, residence, and military ser- 
vice with the corresponding early adult behavior. 
These findings resulted from a study of a broad 
population of rural Deep South youth over a six year 
period. Three sets of social surveys followed the 
same individuals from the high school sophomore 
year in 1966 into young adulthood, four years past 
high school. Responses were gathered on career 
preferences, educational aspiration, marriage plans, 
and fertility and residential expectations, with the 
final phase of the survey seeking data on actual edu- 
cational and residential attainment, marital status, 
and fertility. Whether male or female, Black or 
White, an overwhelming number of the rural youth 
shared the American success dream of high educa- 
tional attainment and career preference. Blacks, 
however, consistently were less likely to enact their 
preferences, due to such possible causes as differen- 
tial opportunity, barriers, knowledge and racism. 
Black rural students were more likely at both the 
senior year and early adult period to hold residential 
preferences (in effect migration preferences) to ur- 
ban residences. (DS) 
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Identifiers—Cultural Contributions, Latinos 
In the last decade the phenomenal growth of bilin- 

gual/bicultural programs for Spanish-speaking peo- 
ple has been accompanied by a critical need for 
learning materials which provide current, histori- 
cally accurate, nonracist and nonstereotypic infor- 
mation on the contributions, heritage and current 
status of the various Spanish-speaking groups. Pre- 
pared to assist the librarian, teacher and curriculum 
specialist seeking educational materials for Latino 
children, this guide includes both printed works and 
16mm film titles, published or developed primarily 
since the mid-1960’s. Part 1 of the guide presents 
four essays exploring the background of Latino life 
and literature in the United States, as well as library 
services to Latinos. The next three sections list 473 
general, Mexican American, and Puerto Rican re- 
sources; each section is further divided into materi- 
als for elementary, secondary and professional use. 
Entries include complete bibliographic information, 
recommended grade level, and source from which 
the material may be ordered. Annotations accom- 
panying each entry are intended to be critical as well 
as descriptive and include information ranging from 
notes on the authors to comparisons of related 
works. The last two sections include a glossary of 
pertinent terms and a directory of publishers and 
distributors of Latino materials. Subject and au- 
thor/title indices are appended.

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Identifiers—* Wisconsin 
Population growth rates in the 1950-1975 period 

indicate that metropolitan and nonmetropolitan 

streams of migration are of virtually the same mag- 
nitude in Wisconsin; metropolitan residents are 
moving to nonmetropolitan places as frequently as 
their nonmetropolitan counterparts are migrating to 
metropolitan communities. When migration 
streams are decomposed by sex, age, rural-urban 
residence, employment status, education, occupa- 
tion and income, other implications of shifts in 
population can be assessed. Sex ratios do not differ 
significantly, but young adults are more migratory 
than any other age group in the population. Migra- 
tion to urban places peaks at ages 15 to 24 whereas 

migration to rural areas peaks later at ages 25-34. 

This pattern suggests that young migrants seeking 

jobs, education, and marriage partners prefer living 

in urban areas, while those older are more likely to 
choose a rural residence, perhaps because of per- 
ceived advantages in the rural life for raising chil- 
dren. Rural to urban migrants are closer to native 
urbanites in education, occupational skills, income 
and employability than to the rural residents they 
left. Using data from the U.S. census, this study 
examines the volume and composition of metropoli- 
tan and nonmetropolitan migration in Wisconsin. 

Tabular date is used to reflect study findings regard- 

ing the direction of the migration streams, interstate 

migrant status, and compositional characteristics of 
the migrant streams. (DS) 
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Based on all factors considered during an in- 

dependently conducted six month long needs as- 

sessment and feasibility study in response to the 

Indian Health Care Improvement Act, Title VI, the 

Department of Health, Education, and Welfare re- 

ports on the need for an American Indian school of 

medicine (AISOM). A separate innovative educa- 
tional institution providing a quality and relevant 
education leading to an M.D. degree should be

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Evaluation of the Austin Independent School Dis- 
trict Elementary and Secondary Education Act 
(ESEA) Title I Migrant Program involves collecting 
and disseminating information relevant to eleven 
decision questions addressing both the system and 
program levels. At the system level are questions of 
whether the district should have a migrant program 
and how coordination with other programs should 
be improved. Nine program level questions are con- 
cerned with such subjects as changes in academic 
areas and expansion or modification of ancillary ser- 
vices, recruitment procedures, parental involve- 
ment programs, and staff development. Three basic 
types of data are required: needs assessment, proc- 
ess, and outcome data. This document summarizes 
the information sources for each area covered by the 
evaluation. An overview of each decision question 
includes evaluative questions and objectives, infor- 
mation sources for the data needed, and the date the 
information is due. Another portion of the docu- 
ment summarizes information sources on migrant 
students, i.e., various tests, teacher reports, inter- 
views and numerous forms and questionnaires.

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Austin Independent School District’s Elementary 





and Secondary Education Act Title VII Bilingual 
Program, begun July 1, 1974, serves 2,406 students 
in grades K-6 on 16 campuses. Both English and 
Spanish are used for portions of or all the curriculum 
with the amount of time and treatment accorded to 
each language commensurate with the pupils in- 
dividual needs. Three basic staffing patterns include 
a bilingual aid working with (1) a bilingual and 
monolingual teacher; (2) two or more monolingual 
teachers in a self-contained classroom; and (3) a 
team of teachers of from two to six who may or may 
not be bilingual. Characteristics of the instructional 
model include beginning reading taught only in the 
child’s dominant language, inclusion of the chil- 
dren’s culture heritage in the curriculum, and small 
group instruction with grouping by language domi- 
nance and instructional level. Describing the pro- 
ject’s status as of January 17, 1975, this interim 
report discusses the instruction, staff development, 
curriculum development, and parental involvement 
components of the program. The evaluation design 
for the project is presented in full with student out- 
comes objectives, process objectives, and input ob- 
jectives specified for the student needs of Spanish 
and English communication skills, Spanish/English 
math skills, and self-concept enhancement. (DS) 
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Unemployment 
Identifiers—Chicanos, United States (Southwest) 
The 4.7 million Chicanos in the Southwest in 
1970 contributed significantly to the local labor sup- 
ply; yet, they had substantially smaller incomes and 
greater unemployment than area Anglos. Although 
Chicanos have moved steadily from unskilled to 
skilled labor occupations and have entered white 
collar occupations, they continue to be employed in 
the traditional areas of domestic service, construc- 
tion, food processing, railroad and farm work, which 
are characterized by squalid conditions, poverty, 
and limited chances for advancement. The process 
by which Chicanos come to hold inferior jobs can 
best be explained by the “queueing” theory of 
worker allocation in which they are at a distinct 
disadvantage due to general educational disadvan- 
tagement, the historical situation of Mexican immi- 
grants, racial discrimination, and cultural 
differences. The employment and income differ- 
ences between Chicanos and Anglos are reinforced 
by the elastic supply of minimum wage labor from 
Mexico. In addition, earning differences result 
when Chicanos hold lower paying jobs in broad oc- 
cupational categories or the same job in different 
firms. Tight border policy, decline in discrimination, 
and better education would greatly help the 
Chicano labor force, as would research regarding 
cultural barriers to better employment. (SB) 
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The study directs attention away from urban pov- 
erty to the nation’s rural poor and how they are 
served by five public assistance programs: Aid to 
Families with Dependent Children (AFDC) and its 
Unemployed Fathers Component (AFDC-UF), 
Supplementary Security Income (SSI), Food 
Stamps (FS), and General Assistance. The 41% of 
the nation’s poor who live in rural areas are older, 
more disabled, less educated, more likely to be em- 
ployed and live in husband-wife households, and 
less likely to receive income from public assistance 
than their urban couterparts. Twenty-five states 
house 83% of the rural poor in or near small towns. 
In 20 of those states, most public assistance pro- 
grams examined serve the rural poor less adequately 
and equitably than their urban counterparts. The 
public assistance programs in states which have 
more than 1/3 of their total population in rural areas 
tend to be characterized by low benefits, underpar- 
ticipation, and limited coverage. Public assistance 
policy should be as much a rural as an urban issue. 
There should be a minimum floor for AFDC bene- 
fits and separate FS bonuses should be continued. 
The federal government should mandate AFDC-UF 
benefits for 2-parent families and design financial 
incentives to stimulate expansion of general assist- 
ance programs. (SB) 
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Identifiers—Illinois 
The finding that turnover rates for school superin- 
tendents are highest in small districts has been re- 
flected in a number of studies. To further examine 
the finding, a survey in Illinois used a stratified ran- 
dom sample of 100 school districts, 32 of which had 
499 or less students. With 1974-75 as a base year, 
the average years served by superintendents of each 
district over a 17 year span was calculated. Small 
districts showed the greatest amount of turnover 
with the typical small district served by four supe- 
rintendents who served about four years each. 
Seven districts had six or more superintendents. 
Seventy percent of the small district superintend- 
ents moved at least once in 12 years. The major 
factor prompting the changes was differences be- 
tween the superintendents and school board and/or 
community over what schools should be doing. Ca- 
reer mobility for those changing positions was lim- 
ited as they generally moved in a restricted 
geographical area among districts of the same size 
and type. Examples of vertical mobility to districts 
with higher salaries and greater numbers of students 
were rare. Study findings suggested several avenues 
for future exploration, including examination of 
educational consequences of turnovers and mobil- 
ity, inspection of the psychological health of the 
superintendents, and analysis of victories for super- 
intendents where the process of politics produced 
success for all concerned or where the moves were 
upward in job mobility. (DS) 
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Identifiers—Missouri 
Administrators, counselors, university faculty, 
and dropouts met initially to discuss the dropout 
problem and to design a questionnaire which was 
administered to 270 dropouts from secondary 
schools in 5 Missouri Ozark school districts and was 
designed primarily to determine the perceived need 
or desire for additional vocational or academic 
training and to indicate to the schools factors con- 
tributing to school dropout. As the project evolved, 
however, the purpose became that of discovering 
the life and labor situation of the dropout. Signifi- 
cant discrepancies noted between counselor and ad- 
ministrator preconceptions of dropouts and 
resulting data led to discussions of validity and the 
establishment of more effective programs, and 
raised the question of the appropriate application of 
research data. Followup meetings with dropouts be- 
gan a process which led to the establishment of 
classes in preparation for the GED, the establish- 
ment of vocational outreach counselors, a survey of 
businesses and job opportunities in the area, and the 
establishment of Community Occupational and 
Training Counselors to combine school, com- 
munity, and family resources to provide more effec- 
tive career and vocational counseling programs for 
students of limited aspirations. It was tentatively 
concluded that field and evaluation research can be 
utilized to formulate plans, objectives, and programs 
intended to reduce school dropout rate and improve 
employability. (SB) 
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Staffs of 32 small Western rural high schools with 
fewer than 200 students were the focus of a study 
designed to: generate attitudinal “profiles” of teach- 
ers and principals about rural teaching, teachers, 
and students; compare profiles of teachers with 
those of principals to determine possible sources of 
conflict; learn schools’ strengths and weaknesses; 
indicate some directions to help aileviate rural edu- 
cation problems; and seek teacher opinion regarding 
preservice and inservice programs, teacher satisfac- 
tion and adjustment, and school problems. Rural 
teachers surveyed tended to have rural back- 
grounds, had taught an average of 6 to 10 years, and 
were basically content to remain in their current 
schools. Their initial adjustment difficulties resulted 
from inadequate rural facilities. Teachers felt rural 
schools offered more individual attention, better 
discipline, and closer teacher-student relationships, 
but weaker curricula and school-community rela- 
tions. Teachers and principals agreed as to the seri- 
ousness of some student problems (alcoholism, and

lack of parental support, educational goals, and 
motivation), but differed as to the seriousness of 
student vandalism and drug use. Such polarization 
contributed to poor morale and lessened effective- 
ness on occasion. It was also concluded that preser- 
vice programs needed some changes, including 
greater emphasis on rural experiences, and that in- 
service programs were inadequate. (SB) 
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Case studies of local development projects in 

Scotland, Norway, Australia, and the United States 
(Minnesota) indicate that federal education pro- 
grams of a “generative” nature (those linking educa- 
tional improvement to other improvement efforts, 
emphasizing process, and stimulating grass-roots 
participation) are most likely to promote education 
as an aid to rural community development. Analysis 
of NIE, USOE, and Assistant Secretary for Educa- 
tion programs reveals that while rural schools re- 
ceive a fair share of federal monies under these 
programs, they may be at a disadvantage when allo- 
cation formulas are based on numbers rather than 
percentages. Localities may suffer from policies that 
address only individual or national needs. There is 
need for a careful analysis and restructuring of fed- 
eral programs to emphasize a long-range view and 
to integrate programs and services in order to ap- 
proach rural problems comprehensively. Specifi- 
cally, programs with special potential for rural 
community development and education should be 
identified and their guidelines overhauled to ac- 
comodate the rural sector. Those federal programs 
for rural districts which could feasibly be combined 
should be bundled into “block grants”. Appropriate 
parties should examine the “enabling” potential of 
all federal education programs and provide for it 
when it is absent. (SB) 
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Programs to supplement government efforts in In- 

dian education were explored in three days of hear- 

ings held in September and October of 1977. The 


first two days of testimony involved bilingual and 
bicultural aspects of Indian education. Appearing 
first were officials from the Department of Health, 
Education and Walfare Office of Bilingual Educa- 
tion and the Bureau of Indian Affairs Office of In- 
dian Education Programs. Both men explained their 
departments’ past and current efforts in bilingual 
education. Witnesses from local and state level 
groups involved in Indian education plus other rep- 
resentatives of federal government and national or- 
ganizations also testified. A dominant theme of 
much of the testimony was the need to expand bilin- 
gual education to include cultural preservation, 
especially the preservation of the Indian dialects 
and languages. Other needs cited included expan- 
sion of research and cultural studies, undergraduate 
programs for training Native American bilingual in- 
structors, certification of native speakers, develop- 
ment of on-site curriculum materials, and additional 
centers for creating and disseminating bilingual 
materials. The third day of hearings was concerned 
with P.L. 92-318, the Indian Education Act. Wit- 
nesses lauded the spirit of the act and its accom- 
plishments, but suggestions for improvement 
included: (1) federal funding to teach cultures; (2) 
research authority; (3) changes in entitlement for- 
mulas; and (4) technical assistance to parent com- 
mittees. (DS) 
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Alternatives in coping with the problems related 
to declining enrollment in rural school districts were 
explored in a study undertaken in 1976 by a special 
committee appointed by the Iowa Association of 
School Boards. Over a two year period the 18 mem- 
ber committee examined enrollment, finance, cur- 
riculum, facilities, faculty, mergers, and other 
appropriate matters. In four two-day meetings the 
group heard from a wide variety of witnesses, in- 
cluding state legislators, school administrators, uni- 
versity experts, school board members, and state 
officials. A number of strengths as well as hazards 
were identified. Small districts (below 800 enroll- 
ment) offered certain advantages, including more 
opportunity to participate in a variety of activities, 
more chance to develop leadership skills, stronger 
community involvement, a higher level of teacher 
satisfaction, test scores equal or better to students in 
larger districts, and more stability in graduates in 
terms of further education and employment. Merg- 
ing of small districts may provide a “grace period” 
from the problems of declining enrollment but will 
not eliminate them. Problems will intensify for small 
districts and long range planning should be under- 
taken for every small district. The present head- 
count system of funding should be modified to 
compensate fixed costs which persist even as enroll- 
ment declines. This document summarizes the pro- 
ceedings at each of the meetings, lists resource 
material and contents, and gives the conclusions 
and recommendations formulated by the commit- 
tee. (DS) 
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In July, 1976, Alaska’s 21 Regional Educational 
Attendance Areas (REAAs) came into being; these 
REAAs provide elementary and secondary educa- 
tion in a huge geographical area for approximately 
11,000 pupils, 70% of whom are Native. Prior to 
1976 education for these rural areas was controlled 
centrally by a distant state agency. Beginning in 
1975, the REAAs had a one-year transition period 
in which to draw regional boundaries, elect and 
minimally train school boards, hire staffs, and locate 
offices. Substantive educational issues have 
emerged following the completion of the second 
year of REAA operation. Among these issues are: 
how local does local control need to be; has 100% 
state financing for REAAs provided sufficient re- 
sources; how can board members, administrators, 
and teachers acquire more training in their roles and 
an understanding of each other; how can curriculum 
and programs integrate education into the local 
community and its culture; and how can the amount 
and type of resources and technology available to 
both teachers and students be increased. Despite the 
significance of the vent of the REAAs, little official 
attention has been directed toward researching or 
systematically evaluating the phenomenon. With- 
out adequately focused, implemented and dis- 
seminated research, development of quality 
education in rural Alaska seems unlikely. This study 
of the REAAs utilizes information from mail ques- 
tionnaires to superintendents and board members, 
existing data, one case study, isolated individual stu- 
dies, and an end-of-project seminar. (BR) 
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A window into the customs, folklore, and cultural 

heritage of Appalachia is provided in this volume, 

the third in the series of “Foxfire” books. Compiled 
by high school students at Rabun Gap-Nacoochee 
school, it is based on personal interviews with long- 
time residents of Appalachian Georgia. In many 
cases the material is in the words of the resident. 
Both photographs and diagrams supplement the 
written material. A number of “how tos” are fea- 
tured, including how to make banjos and dulcimers, 
butter churns, a smokehouse, cornshuck mops, dolls 
and hats, broomcorn brooms, drinking gourds, and 
gourd houses for purple martins. A recipe for moon- 
shine whiskey is included in the reminiscences of an 
82 year old moonshiner. Another chapter deals with 
harvesting ginseng and the uses for the precious 
root. A wide variety of summer and fall wild plant 
foods are discussed and recipes for preparing them 
are presented. Other chapters explore tanning 
hides, raising cattle, building a lumber kiln, caring 
for animals, and making apple butter and sorghum 
molasses. A few chapters focus on the people them- 
selves and present a picture of past mountain ways. 

An introduction by Eliot Wigginton describes the 

growth, philosophy, and accomplishments of the 

Foxfire program, an experiential education project 

that takes students out of the classroom and into the 

community. A list in the appendix provides the 
names of the students and community contacts who 
produced this book as well as the names and ad- 
dresses of other high school groups related to the 
Foxfire movement. (DS) 
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Planting by the signs of the moon, well digging, 

hewing logs, wood carving, knife making, bird trap- 

ping, and horsetrading are but a few of the aspects 

of Appalachian culture explored in “Foxfire 4.” 

Like its predecessors, the volume was compiled by 

high school students at Rabun Gap-Nacoochee 

School. Information on the cultural heritage of Ap- 

palachian Georgia was gathered with photographs 

and tape recorded interviews of long-time area resi- 
dents. Much of the narrative is in the words of the 
natives themselves and folk humor and wisdom and 
the flavor of past years are captured in their reminis- 
cences. Subjects discussed include directions for 
making berry buckets, cheese, sassafras tea, corn 
shuck chair bottoms, coffins, a still furnace, a dis- 
hrag from a gourd, and pine resin tar. A chapter on 
logging describes old time logging methods, training 
oxen, sawmills, logging camps, and modern logging. 

An introduction by Eliot Wigginton, the English 

teacher who initiated this cultural journalism pro- 

gram, tells of the progress of the Foxfire movement. 

An afterword by Richard M. Dorson provides refer- 

ences for other sources of folklore and folklife. In- 

cluded in the appendix are a listing of the students 
and community contacts who produced this book as 
well as a list of periodicals and resource material 
about the Appalachian region. (DS)

Demographic, economic, and educational indica- 

tors, especially as shown in the Marion County 

Youth Study, suggest that strategies that deal with 

the problems of rural youth and which assume mo- 

bility to metropolitan areas may be outmoded and 
inadequate. Outmigration is, however, faced by 
many rural youth and its success is dependent upon 
formal credentials. There is need for a strategy 
which combines educational preparation, oppor- 
tunities for enhancing successful outmigration, and 
innovative public employment. In particular, a new 
careers program in the human services area could 
provide untrained non-metropolitan workers with a 
variety of lower level positions (research assistants, 
teacher aides, nurses’ aides) while providing on-the- 
job training. Such a program would offer non-met- 
ropolitan youth a means to develop both skills and 
status, achieve personal realization and dignity, and 
learn skills marketable in both metropolitan and 
non-metropolitan areas. It is a method through 
which non-metropolitan areas themselves would 
benefit. Because much training would be at existing 
agency structures, limited rural resources could be 
stretched. While removing persons from the group 
needing human services, the new careers program 
would provide additional staff members at lower 
cost and gradually improve the quality of the staff 


in non-metropolitan areas. (SB) 
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The papers in this volume are concerned with ru- 
tal development, with emphasis on the problems of 
low-income groups. Stephen McDonald explores 
economic factors in farm outmigration. Virgil Chris- 
tian, Jr. and Adamantios Pepelasis discuss the ex- 
tent and importance of economies of size in 
agriculture. Thomas Till analyzes the nature and 
extent of nonmetropolitan industrialization, espe- 
cially in the South. In his analysis of economic 
growth, poverty, and race in the nonmetropolitan 
Deep South, James Walker makes it clear that pov- 
erty in the U.S. is disproportionately a nonmet- 
ropolitan Southern phenomenon. Niles Hansen 
defines the growth center concept, evaluates the 
experiences of the Appalachian Regional Commis- 
sion and the Economic Development Administra- 
tion, and concludes with a defense of a human 
resource development and growth center strategy. 
Ray Marshall summarizes the issues and concludes 
that economic development depends heavily on the 
quality of human resource development; public 
policy should make it possible for those who elect to 
remain in rural areas to develop themselves to the 
point where they can at least earn enough to elevate 
themselves out of poverty. Marshall suggests that 
the kinds of activities likely to promote rural human 
resource development should include improve- 
ments in the quality and quantity of rural education 
(especially vocational-technical education) to pre- 
pare people for nonfarm as well as farm jobs. (BR) 
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Comments from program directors, Indian con- 
tractors, and tribal leaders are considered in the 
report of the Bureau of Indian Affairs’ (B.I.A.) In- 
dian Action Team Program, implemented in 1972 
to provide Indian people living on reservations with 
job training through Indian Technical Assistance 
Center contracts with tribal groups. Funding was 
$66.2 million to 1977, when there were 63 con- 
tracts. The B.I.A., through its Indian Technical As- 
sistance Center, needs to determine the 
effectiveness of the training program by establishing 
evaluation measurements and then modifying the 
Indian contracts to reflect the measurement criteria 
and reporting requirements. The Center should 
evaluate the contractors’ performance to determine 
which programs should not continue to be funded. 
Proposed programs should be evaluated and the best 
ones funded when money becomes available. In ad- 
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dition, the B.I.A. should assist tribes in their training 
efforts by reviewing all Indian Action Team Pro- 
gram contracts with Indian contractors to deter- 
mine the need for technical assistance and then 
providing it. Benefits to the tribes from the program 
include job training, substantial improvements to 
various Indian facilities, and increased pride. (SB) 
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The Bureau of Indian Affairs (B.1.A.) estimates 

that as of January, 1978, about $300 million would 

be needed to renovate or construct school facilities 
for Indian children. The B.1.A. could save millions 
of Federal dollars by enforcing its policy of having 

Indian children attend nearby public schools when 

adequate facilities exist and by establishing and en- 

forcing the policy of requiring attendance at nearby 

B.1.A. schools with available space, instead of reno- 

vating old schools or constructing new ones. Also, 

there exists no formal policy regarding the size of 

B.I.A. schools. Prior to construction, the B.I.A. 

should compare the cost (and cultural and academic 

benefits) of building more, smaller, scattered 

schools, as desired by the tribes and the B.I.A. Di- 

rector of Education, against building fewer, more 

economically operated, centrally located larger 
schools. Finally, the 1979 B.I.A. school construc- 
tion priority list is unreliable because it was devel- 

oped without necessary planning data; B.I.A. did 

not verify data submitted on school construction 

applications, and policy concerning attendance 
boundaries is unclear. The B.I.A. should require 
comprehensive planning data, verify application 
data, and clarify attendance boundary policies 
before establishing a priority list of facilities needed 
to meet educational needs of Indian children. (SB) 
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Profitable businesses are needed on Indian reser- 
vations to help Indians overcome cultural and eco- 
nomic barriers, become self-sufficient, and achieve 
a standard of living comparable to that enjoyed by 
non-Indians in neighboring communities; the 25 
loan, grant, and technical assistance programs ad- 
ministered by 8 federal agencies, however, have not 
successfully promoted such necessary economic 
development. Congress should consolidate the pro- 
grams into a single agency which would then be 
better able to identify those reservations with the 
best potential for business development, and to pro- 
mote it aggressively in those locations while provid- 
ing financial, technical, and managerial assistance 
when needed. For other reservations, the agency 
should determine whether long-term federal finan- 
cial assistance is needed or alternative strategies 
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should be developed. The Bureau of Indian Affairs 
should also correct its administration of the Indian 
Financing Act of 1974, in part by reevaluation of its 
loan policy and by obtaining and evaluating re- 
quired documentation prior to awarding loans or 
grants. Finally, Congress should determine whether 
the approximately 300,000 Indians excluded from 
obtaining guaranteed loans via the Indian Financing 
Act should be eligible for its benefits and if so, Con- 
gress should amend the Act accordingly. (SB) 
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The first full year of the Indian Financing Act of 
1974 was fiscal 1976, after which $91 million had 
been appropriated for the Revolving Loan Fund, the 
Loan Guaranty and Insurance Fund, and the Indian 
Business Development Grant Program. The Re- 
volving Loan Fund, consolidated from 4 previous 
funds, was underutilized. Only $13.3 million was 
loaned to tribes, credit associations, and individuals, 
as against $41 million appropriated. The Loan Fund 
cash balance decreased, loans receivable increased, 
allowance for losses was unchanged, and Indian or- 
ganization funds used to finance economic develop- 
ment of tribes and their members increased to 
$197.6 million. The Insurance Fund was not utilized 
by any lenders but the Bureau of Indian Affairs 
entered into 54 new Loan Guaranty Agreements, 
mostly guaranteed at 90%, for a total of $14.8 mil- 
lion. The $28.1 loaned under the Revolving Loan 
Fund and the Loan Guaranty Program helped offset 
the need of an estimated $1 billion of Indian financ- 
ing. The Indian Business Development Grant Pro- 
gram contributed to the financing of economic 
enterprises with 665 grants for $9 million, mostly to 
individual proprietorships and partnerships, to es- 
tablish new businesses or acquire or expand estab- 
lished businesses. (SB) 
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The Indian Financing Act of 1974 was vital legis- 
lation to Indians, previously prevented from obtain- 
ing credit from non-Indian lenders who customarily 
categorized Indians as poor credit risks or set inter- 
est rates prohibitively high. Problems in preparation 
of the administrative regulations delayed initial im- 
plementation of the Act until December 1974, and 
the legislation was not fully effective until March 
1975. In fiscal 1975, when approximately $1 billion 
was needed for Indian financing of housing, indus- 
trial development, group commerical enterprises, 
tribal land purchase, recreational development, 
civic facilities, and individual loans, $38 million was 
appropriated for the Revolving Loan Fund, $20 mil- 
lion for the Loan Guaranty and Insurance Fund, 
and $10 million for the Indian Business Develop- 
ment Grant Program. The cash balance of the Re- 
volving Loan Fund increased to $35 million, loans 
receivable increased to $26.4 million, and allowance 
for losses increased to $4 million. Loans of tribal 
funds and Revolving Loan Funds to tribal members, 


associations, and enterprises totalled $211 million 
and brought to a total of $140 million the loans to 
64,618 individuals. Outstanding and delinquent 
loans decreased. Grants totalling $9.7 million and 
averaging $16,300 were made to individual proprie- 
torships and partnerships, tribes, and tribal organi- 
zations to expand, establish, or acquire businesses.

In 1974 the Rural Sociological Society commis- 

sioned a survey on changes that were occuring in 

different segments of rural society in the United 

States; information from that survey is presented in 

the volume of readings. Using an ecological perspec- 

tive as the analytic framework, the readings focus on 
the adaption of humans to their environment a proc- 
ess carried out largely by means of culture. Parts 

One through Three present a general overview and 

discussion of the rural environment and population 

with chapters entitled “Contemporary Rural 

America: Persistence and Change,” ““The Rural En- 

vironment, Quality and Conflicts in Land Use,” 

“People on the Land,” and “The Changing Charac- 

ter of the Nonmetropolitan Population: 1950-75.” 

Parts Four through Six discuss human cultural re- 

sponse to rural environments; Part Four deals with 

technological systems with a chapter titled “Rural 

Social Organization: Implications of Technology 

and Industry.” Part Five discusses the values and 

beliefs of rural people, and Part Six describes aspects 
of social organization with five chapters treating ru- 
ral community change, rural government and local 
public services, ethnic minorities and their adaptive 
response to inequality, new rules for rural women, 
and rural poverty.

Background characteristics of agriculture stu- 

dents at Western Kentucky University (WKU), the 

factors affecting their choice of careers, their goals 
and expectations, and certain agriculture related at- 

titudes were examined in 1978 in a survey of 150 

randomly selected agriculture students at that uni- 

versity. Similarities and differences with their coun- 
terparts at the 1862 land grant universities in the 

South were also determined. In racial composition 


and citizenship, WKU students were very similar to 
students in land grant schools, but the proportion of 
female students and married students was slightly 
lower. Western Kentucky students were far more 
rural with 57 percent claiming country residence. 
Twenty-nine percent expected to earn a master’s 
degree and 77 percent of these hoped to do graduate 
work in agriculture.

In 1978, 150 randomly selected agriculture stu- 

dents at Murray State University were surveyed to 

determine their general background characteristics, 
high school characteristics, work experiences, peo- 
ple and factors influential in their choice of a college 
major, goals and expectations, and selected agricul- 
ture related attitudes. The agriculture students’ 
similarities and differences with counterparts at the 

1862 land grant universities in the South were also 

determined. Over 95 percent of Murray State 

agriculture students were white and one in five was 

female. Murray students were more rural with 58 

percent claiming farm or open country residence, a 

proportion twice as great as that of land grant 

schools. Slightly more than 60 percent of students 
in both groups mentioned parental influence in their 
choice of career major. Eighty-seven percent of the 

Murray students cited preference for country life as 

a reason for choosing the agriculture major. A 

higher proportion of Murray students (84 percent) 

depended on scholarships and student loans and 
grants as a source for financial support. This study

An understanding of twentieth century changes in 

the rural section of the United States is more easily 

gained if initial changes are first examined in the 
areas of agricultural technology, farm organization 
and occupational structure, transporta*ion, com- 
munication, urban population distribution, and rural 
economics. This collection of readings is directed 
toward an understanding of the changes in these 
areas. Four chapters in Section One include 25 arti- 
cles that focus on the nature and magnitude of 
changes in agricultural technology and review the 
consequences for the numbers and characteristics of 
farm people, rural neighborhoods and communities, 
the urban sector, and society as a whole.

Operating under the philosophy that people can 

learn from each other, the Nonformal Education 
Project trained 24 Ecuadorian campesinos in seven 
rural mestizo villages to instruct their peers in basic 
litaracy skills, negotiating techniques, and the deve- 
lopment of self-esteem. Within a year of operation 
some of the original “facilitators” were setting up 
similar training programs for other villages. Some of 
the teaching methods were based on instructional 
games developed specifically for the project. Crit- 
eria for the games were that they be low cost and 
easily produced, require little training to play, and 
be interesting enough to be used over and over. 
“Hacienda,” a Monopoly-like board game, was at 
times played by 6 to 40 participants; it explored a 
wide variety of community activities and situations. 
Other games were “Letter Rummy,” “Addition 
Bingo,” and “Math Roulette.” The facilitators also 
instituted 26 community development projects, 13 
of which were successfully completed. After a year 
of operation, a number of conclusions for the project 
could be reached: a felt need for literacy is a suffi- 
cient motivating force to bring a portion of people 
in a campesino community together for daily meet- 
ings, and local Facilitators can conduct meetings, 
are acceptable as teachers, and can design and run 
training programs. Results of the project imply that 
basic educational needs in rural areas of the third 
world could be satisfied by non-professional educa- 
tors using materials which promote participation 
and dialogue; Jorge can do it. (Author/DS) 
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Identifiers—American Indian Education, American 
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Long ago the traditional way for Yakima Indian 
children to learn was by listening for long hours to 
the grandparents or other story tellers. In keeping 
with this auditory tradition, this book teaches pre- 
reading skills through use of sequenced pictures and 
stories that children will retell after learning. It 
helps the teacher assist Indian children to cope with 
the change from auditory ways of learning to to- 
day’s emphasis on visual learning. Although the 
book’s ten tales are new, they use the traditional 
Yakima approach of using stories with animal cha- 
racters to pass on information. One story tells of two 
large beavers fighting so mightily they dig the 
Yakima river bed. Another story tells of how Jack- 
rabbit trapped the sun and wound up with the 
scorched brown patch on his back that he carries 
today. The illustrations of the book may be dittoed 
for each child to have his own copy or used on a 
flannel board. They provide opportunities for chil- 
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dren to talk, recall, and sequence events. Geograph- 
ical locations on the Yakima Reservation as well as 
a few Yakima language words are used in each story 
for cultural reinforcement. Other early childhood 
programs using the book might substitute names 
and terms relevant to their own localities. (Au-

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This resource guide presents Design Determi- 
nants and Options to be used by designers, school 
district personnel, and State officials in the pro- 
graming and design of small rural secondary schools 
in the Alaska bush. The vast and unconventional 
educational and space planning challenge is com- 
pounded by: the need to provide most or all of the 
utilities; inappropriate technology; difficult logistics 
for construction, maintenance, and operation; and a 
harsh natural environment. Three Design Determi- 
nants-major groups of critical factors that affect 
facility programing and design—are Building Pro- 
gram Determinants (facility use, for what purpose, 
by whom and how many, maintenance skills level, 
fire and life safety, etc.), Environmental Determi- 
nants (climate, geotechnical and hydrological fac- 
tors, logistics), and Site Utilities Determinants 
(water, waste disposal, electricity).

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Volume II of a 3-volume report demonstrates the 
use of Design Determinants and Options (presented 
in Volume I) in the planning and design of small 
tural Alaskan secondary schools. Section I, a 
checklist for gathering site-specific information to 
be used as a data base for facility design, is organ- 
ized in the same format as Volume I, which can be 
used as a reference. Section 2 demonstrates the 3- 
phase design process for a school in a fictitious Alas- 
kan village: (1) Design Determinant Identification 
indicates the format and type of information re- 
quired to program the facility; (2) Design Option 
Selection demonstrates the process of selecting and 
justifying various alternative systems (such as for 
the roof or foundation), using the checklist informa- 
tion gathered in phase 1 as a data base; and (3) 
Schematic Design includes a written description of 
design retionale as well as schematic drawings of the 
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projected facility and site. The fictitious school used 
in the example has a construction budget of $1,- 
250,000 and would serve 17 students with a staff of 
1 1/2 teachers; the building would be used a great 
deal after school hours by the community, which is 
located in a transitional climatic zone and experi- 
ences yearly flooding.

Guidebook descriptions of the 3000 worldwide 

adventure trips open to public participation include 

highlights, itinerary, level of experience necessary, 
requirements, location, duration, dates, cost, and 
addresses and telephone numbers of the operating 
organizations. The guidebook is organized in four 
major sections and, within each section, into spe- 
cific activities, each with an overview. The sections

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All materials in the Upper Mississippi River 

ECO-Center bibliography are classified by Dewey 

Decimal number, so the listings for each section are 

organized in ascending order by Dewey number, 

and within Dewey classification, are roughly al- 
phabetical by author. The bibliography includes 
some 400 citations with sections on books, cur- 
riculum aids, audio-visual aids, kits, and games and 
other materials.

To allow students to maintain 
their full time jobs, an on-campus, off-campus for- 
mat was developed. During each of the two regular 
terms students attended two three week on-campus 
sessions, each of which was followed by a five week 
off-campus session. New material was introduced 
by course instructors during the on-campus sessions 
while the period away allowed time for special pro- 
jects, group tutorial sessions, follow up work, etc. 
Roughly equivalent academic standards and course 
content were maintained; common assignments and 
tests were given whenever practical. During the six 
week summer session the Indian students were inte- 
grated with the general student population in art- 
s/education courses. By September, 1978, nine 
students had withdrawn from the program, only one 
of which was forced to leave because of low aca- 
demic standing. Even though less than half of the 
Indian students had completed high school, their 
mean cumulative grade point average was slightly 
higher than that of the regular education program.

R&D programs emphasized 
were those that met direct federal needs, general 
social and economic needs, or the need to accelerate 
private R&D efforts because of overriding national

tors of success of students enrolled in freshman 
chemistry at Tennessee Technological University: 
(1) ACT subtest in natural science; (2) ACT subtest 
in mathematics; (3) ACT composite scores; (4) final 
course grade in high school chemistry; (5) final 
course grade in high school physics; (6) high school 
grade point average; (7) final course grades in high 
school algebra II; and (8) final course grades in high 
school senior mathematics. Data were obtained on 
138 students enrolled in Chemistry 111 (mostly en- 
gineering, chemistry and pre-professional majors). 
The single best predictor of success was the ACT 
composite score. Students with an ACT composite 
score below 22 had a high probability of failure. In 
addition, students who made less than a B in high 
school chemistry had a poor rate of success. (BB)

sics show that the number of students enrolled in 
physics increased until the late 1960’s but the per- 
centage enrollment in high school physics has 
dropped almost continuously. Some reasons for this 
are that physics courses are generally thought of as 
college preparatory curriculum and are sometimes 
directed at the few students who are interested in a 
college program in one of the sciences. Students 
enrolled in high school physics come from the upper 
portion of their classes.

The paper explores sex-role determinants of in- 

terpersonal interaction and reviews various theories 

of equity in human interaction. Equity is interpreted 
as occurring in human interaction when all partici- 
pants in a relationship receive equal outcomes rela- 
tive to their inputs. The document is presented in 
four major sections. Section I reviews literature 





dealing with reward behaviors. Findings from re- 
search studies indicate that males most often prefer 
allocating rewards on the basis of performance and 
that females prefer distributing rewards equally re- 
gardless of performance. Section II examines how 
sex-role socialization influences different responses 
by males and females to rewards. Section III dis- 
cusses an experiment which tested competing hypo- 
theses concerning reward allocation under 
conditions of inequity. Specifically, the experiment 
measured reward allocation patterns of 40 female 
college students and compared these patterns to the 
students’ preferences for a feminine, masculine, or 
androgenous sex-role. Section IV presents findings 
including that women are increasingly adopting 
behaviors which have been traditionally considered 
as competitive and masculine. The conclusion is 
that although differential sex-role socialization of 
men and women accounts for different patterns of 
human interaction, sex differences reported in many 
previous studies may no longer hold true as tradi- 
tional sex roles for men and women continue to 
change.

Legends can be incorporated into elementary so- 
cial studies curricula to help students understand 
how people transmitted history and culture from 
one generation to another before they learned to 
read and write. Taga the Great is a legend which 
helps explain the 16-feet high latte stones on the 
Mariana Islands, Tinian and Rota. According to le- 
gend, Taga was born on the island of Guam. Already 
in childhood, he exhibited supernatural powers such 
as the ability to uproot large trees and leap from one 
Pacific island to another. When Taga grew up and 
became chief of Rota, he engaged in and won nu- 
merous contests of wit and strength with other 
chiefs. Taga’s fame spread throughout the Mariana 
islands and caused him to be the envy of all people, 
including his own children. To build a house great 
enough to please him, Taga quarried and carved 
very big stones and formed large pillars which he 
covered with wood and thatch. The house was very 
fine and admired by all who saw it. Taga’s downfall 
began, however, as soon as his house was comp- 
leted. His pride in his own superior strength 
prompted him to murder his little son, and his other 
children died soon afterwards out of remorse. As 
each child died, a pillar of Taga’s home fell down. 
Soon only one pillar remained as a witness to Taga’s 
glory. From the legend of Taga, students can gain 
insight into human strengths and weaknesses as well 
as into how the big latte stones of Rota and Tinian 
came into existence. (DB) 
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A definition of Citizenship (CE) should include: 
(1) a general statement which focuses on the CE 
domain, (2) a statement of underlying principles, (3) 
a list of included content areas, (4) specification of 
learner outcomes, (5) a list of instructional modes, 
and (6) a description of the kinds of institutions 
included in the CE movement. Citizenship Educa- 
tion is “an educational effort which seeks to teach 
all citizens the knowledge, skills, and behaviors 
which will dispose and enable them to participate 
effectively in a democratic society in a manner 
which contributes to the common welfare and is 
personally satisfying.” CE related programs or dis- 
ciplines include community, economic, energy, en- 
vironmental, law-related, values, and multicultural 
education; interpersonal skills; the social sciences; 
and political-participation training. Learner out- 
comes are formulated according to knowledge, 
skills, and attitudes gained. Knowledge of institu- 
tions and of major issues past and present is neces- 
sary. Inquiry, interpersonal, and action skills as well 
as attitudes of commitment and respect should be 
developed. Modes of instruction extend beyond the 
traditional to parental and community involvement 
and use of the media. CE programs will be more 
successful if they consider the institutional climate 
and interpersonal relationships, and if they involve 
institutions such as government, business, labor, 
aa organizations, and youth service groups. 
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These seven papers address problems of teaching 

about state government and politics at the second- 

ary level and provide a framework and suggestions 
for improving the curriculum. The first paper ana- 
lyzes the current civics curriculum and notes that 
textbooks underemphasize state government and 
overemphasize the structure and the formal proce- 
dures of government. This overemphasis excludes 
discussions of process and interaction within state 
government. The second paper, written by a state 
legislator, also notes that the experience of politics 
is missing from the high school curriculum and out- 
lines the way in which the political “game” is 
played. Papers three through six present a four-stage 
model of public policy development which describes 
initiation of policy demands, enactment of public 

policy by the legislative and executive branches, im- 

plementation of public policy, and assessment of 

policy outcomes. The final paper presents sugges- 
tions for developing curriculum materials based on 
the above analytical framework. (Author/KC) 
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Classroom teachers need to make sound judg- 
ments and decisions concerning curricular and in- 
structional issues. The teachers who wish to become 
more effective in the classroom should learn to 
develop their own research designs since educa- 
tional research reported in journals is often incon- 
clusive, conflicting, or not relevant to the classroom 
teachers. Experimental studies can be particularly 
helpful to teachers if they investigate the effects of 
variables such as textbooks, tests, and homework 
assignments on one or more other variables such as 
student knowledge, student attitudes, and length of 
time required to complete a test or homework as- 
signment. Factors to be considered when designing 
an experimental study include experimental validity 
(comparing and contrasting results with results from 
a control group or situation), internal validity (ex- 
tent to which the observed effect appears to be due 
to one’s experimentation), and external validity 
(determination of persons and circumstances to 
which the results apply). The conclusion is that 
teachers can do valid classroom research if they 
combine simple descriptive statistics with common 
sense and exercise care in maintaining experimental 
validity when they gather information. (DB) 
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This four part guide provides secondary students 

with information about Maryland laws, courts, and 
legal system. The first section examines the nature 
and causes of increasing involvement of youth in 
crime, and identifies those crimes most commonly 
committed by juveniles. A special section on sho- 
plifting is included. Section II examines the nature 
of the police force, procedures followed by the po- 
lice and the constitutional limits of police power. 
Students are directed to analyze television crime 
drama, answer a self-rated quiz, “Would You Make 
a Good Police Officer?” and conduct fingerprint 
tests. In section III students are asked to compare 
juvenile court with adult court and consider the ef- 
fectiveness of the juvenile system. In one activity 
students role play police officers and decide appro- 
priate action for hypothetical juvenile cases. In sec- 
tion IV the types, purposes and impact of 
correctional facilities upon youth and the family are 
analyzed. All sections stress the gathering and inter- 
pretation of information and statistical data. Sugges- 
tions for field trips, resource speakers, simulations, 
films and books are included. Student resource 
sheets and pre- and posttests are provided. (KC) 
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United States History 

The history of American education is incomplete. 
This problem is the result of (1) historical scholars 
being influenced more by concerns of their own 
time than by issues of the past, (2) the belief that 
what is written and said about education is an ac- 
ceptable representation of what education is, (3) the 
assumption that educational leaders are spokesmen 
for the entire educational enterprise, and (4) the 
presumption that the history of education is solely 
the history of how education has been imparted. 
These misconceptions have led educational histori- 
ographers to largely ignore accounts of students, 
parents, and teachers throughout the history of 
American education. Experiences of the silent 
majority, or common individuals, should be re- 
searched to provide a more complete perspective. 
Sources of such information include diaries, per- 
sonal letters, personal papers, and slave narratives. 
However, this approach presents problems because 
personal literature is vast, difficult to locate and 
work with, and may contain bias. Nevertheless, his- 
torical research on education should consult these 
sources in order to identify patterns to be explored 
through statistical analysis and to help interpret re- 
lationships that appear in the statistical data of cur- 
rent research. (AV) 
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This pamphlet traces the history of the National 
Catholic Education Association (NCEA) from its 
founding in 1904 through 1978. Section I, “Origin 
and Early Years, 1904-1920,” explains that NCEA 
developed from the uniting of three separate Cath- 
olic educational organizations. Thomas J. Conaty, 
NCEA’s first chief executive officer, established 
three small organizations to promote uniform stand- 
ards of education at existing Catholic institutions of 
higher and secondary education. Section II, “Di- 
mensions of Ministry, 1920-1944,” explains how 
NCEA moved from an emphasis on preserving tra- 
ditional scholastic liberal arts education to a cau- 
tious embracing of the more scientific progressive 
approach. This change was most apparent at the 
elementary level. Section III, “The Hochwalt Years, 
1944-1966,” reviews growth in NCEA under the 
direction of Frederick G. Hochwalt. During this 
time NCEA became a strong, active organization 
with membership from almost every Catholic edu- 
cational institution in the United States. NCEA 
staff, membership, and income increased, and pro- 
grams of research, membership services, and legisla- 
tive involvement were initiated. Section IV, “The 
Post Vatican Era, 1966-1978,” notes changes in 
NCEA membership, activities, and internal man- 
agement. There is now an emphasis on cooperation 
with other private educational associations, compi- 
lation of national data needed for educational plan- 
ning, and encouragement of parental involvement in 
educational decision-making. (AV) 
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Identifiers—Ecuador Project 
Letter and syllable dice devised for a project in 

rural Ecuador provide inexpensive, easily reprodu- 

cible learning materials for practice in basic literary 
skills. Eleven wooden cubes with six letters on each 
cube are cast onto a surface and the player con- 
structs words from the letters on the top side of the 
dice. After a word is formed and recorded, it may 
be taken apart to use the letters in forming another 
word. The player receives practice in assembling 
words from letters, and the observer gets exposure 
to words he doesn’t know and reinforcement of 
words he vaguely knows. Both player and observers 
increase their spelling and vocabulary skills. Letter 
dice have been successfully used in community 
meetings, reform schools, and by Peace Corps mem- 
bers in English classes. Because syllable dice seem 
to be most effective in the early stages of literacy, 
they are used in the primary schools and in private 
tutoring sessions. In one approach the teacher draws 

a simple scene on the board and the students de- 

scribe it by building words from the syllable dice. 

Attempts are presently in progress to adapt the dice 

to the native Quechua language. The author notes 

that although the materials have created interest, a 

satisfactory means of stematic evaluation has been 

difficult. The method of creating the dice and an 
illustration of the letter distribution are provided. 

(KC) 
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Designed for use in rural Ecuador, addition and 

multiplication bingo games which promote number 
recognition and fluency in arithmetic operations are 
described. These skills are necessary for successful 
transaction at the market place where rural 
Ecuadorians must be able to buy goods and make 
change. The leader calls out a mathematical prob- 
lem and learners place a bean on the correct square 
of their board. The winner’s results are checked by 
the rest of the class. It is possible to involve advance 
and lower-level learners in the same game by allow- 
ing advanced learners to shout out the answers 
which the slower learners look for on their boards. 
The author warns, however, that if slower learners 
dominate, the game quickly becomes boring for the 
advanced players. The games have proven popular 
and adaptations include community bingo games 
with prizes. Evaluation of this method of short term 
learning seems to indicate that when betting is al- 
lowed, measurable improvement in mathematics 
skills increases. The design of both the addition and 
multiplication games is included. (KC) 
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The effects of using cassette-tape recordings for 

programming in a rural radio school program in 
Ecuador were examined. Radio schools broadcasted 
five afternoons a week and offered a primary school 
equivalency certificate at the completion of the 
course. Students were under the direction of an 
“Auxiliar” who followed the directions of the 
broadcaster. The project provided cassette record- 
ers to the auxiliaries. The goals of allowing the free 
use of tape recorders by radio school participants 
were to achieve heightened feelings of self-worth, 
increased community development-related knowl- 
edge, and improved numeracy and literacy skills. 
Auxiliaries were provided minimal training in tech- 
nical and interviewing skills. Cassette recorders 
were distributed and tapes returned to the radio 
station for broadcasting. Programs included a plan- 
ning meeting for a community work project, music, 
a discussion of “Indian Power,” and new readers 
practicing their skills. As a means of evaluation, 
questionnaires which covered literacy skills and 
questions of self-worth and community develop- 
ment were administered before the recorders were 
used and again six months after they had been in 
use. Results from the questionnaire plus tangible 
evidence of progress indicated that the recorders are 
effective instruments in raising self-esteem and in- 
creasing knowledge. (KC) 
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This paper describes the concept, training, and 

experiences of community facilitators as change 

agents in a nonformal education project in rural 

Ecuador. Presently, the social, economic, and politi- 

cal context of the rural Ecuadorian consists of pov- 

erty, racial prejudice, economic exploitation, and 
psychological dependency. The project attempted 
to address these imbalances by initiating a change 
process through the development of self-determina- 
tion and education. Activities such as literacy, coop- 
erative theory, and agricultural techniques were 
conceived as steps leading to social participation. 

Twenty-six communities were selected. Character- 

istics of facilitators included a moderate level of 

literacy, willingness, residence in the community, 
and acceptance by the majority of the community. 

Following training by the project staff, facilitators 

then trained second and third “generation” facilita- 

tors. Group sessions consisted of trust building, 
negotiation of community goals and objectives, 
team building, and problem identification and solv- 
ing. Project games and literacy and numeracy teach- 
ing methodologies were also introduced. Problems 
encountered were based on community suspicion 





that the project was either communist or evangelist. 
The author stresses that the facilitator concept is 
one that cannot be discussed in terms of specific and 
pre-determined characteristics; it is not a pre-pack- 
aged training component, but depends on the quali- 
ties of a given community. (K 
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To help high school students learn first-hand 
about county and local government, educators in 
New York state developed a community internship 
program. The program stressed frequent discussions 
between students and officials to review meetings 
they had attended and to assess student progress on 
journals of local government activities, community 
study projects, and seminars with other interns. 
Teachers and/or representatives from agencies 
sponsoring internship programs began by contact- 
ing potential advisory committee members and lo- 
cal public officials. Advisory committee members 
then coordinated organizational matters such as 
scheduling internship activities, arranging release 
time, determining program costs, working with 
schools, obtaining formal approval, selecting stu- 
dents, arranging credit, and planning orientation 
sessions. Orientation sessions concentrated on 
background information about the county or 
municipality and program requirements and respon- 
sibilities. Projects on which interns worked included 
conducting research on current issues, polling con- 
stituents, responding to public questions and re- 
quests, and writing a constituent newsletter. 
Feedback from interns who participated in the pro- 
gram indicated that students became better in- 
formed about the workings of local government, 
enjoyed working directly with public officials, and 
gained exposure to career possibilities in local gov- 
ernment. (DB) 
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This report summarizes changes in student perfor- 
mance in the areas of citizenship and social studies, 
as measured by the National Assessment of Educa- 
tional Progress. An initial assessment of citizenship 
was conducted in 1969-70, and an initial assessment 
of social studies was conducted in 1971-72. Both 


areas were reassessed in 1975-76. Because citizen- 
ship and social studies cover many similar topics, 
changes in performance in the two areas are re- 
ported here in terms of clusters of exercises covering 
areas such as political knowledge/attitudes and so- 
cial studies knowledge/skills. Chapter I reviews 
development of the citizenship and social studies 
exercises, and describes procedures used to sample, 
administer, score, and analyze the exercises. Chap- 
ter II summarizes changes in mean percentages of 
acceptable responses for each age group for each of 
the major reporting categories and subcategories 
(i.e., social studies knowledge in economics, history, 
or political science). Chapter III describes changes 
in performance for student subpopulations based on 
factors such as geographic region, socioeconomic 
status, and sex. It also contains tables summarizing 
average performance of each group on different 
clusters of exercises. Appendices present additional 
data on technical and administrative procedures 
ver nonresponse in assessment samples. (Author- 
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The unit provides an historical overview of black 
Americans’ struggle for civil rights and explores cur- 
rent legislation and court decisions about civil 
rights. Among its objectives are to view the black 
American struggle for equality in the context of 
American history, highlight the major civil rights 
organizations in the black American struggle, and 
note possible future directions of the civil rights 
movement. One major section, written in narrative 
style, traces the struggle for civil rights from 
Colonial times through the Civil War, abolition of 
slavery, World Wars I and II, court decisions in the 
1950s, the Black Muslim movement, and Civil 
Rights Acts of 1957, 1964, and 1968. Another ma- 
jor section discusses court decisions concerning bus- 
ing and racial integration in schools, availability of 
social services, discrimination in admission to insti- 
tutions of higher education, and union membership. 
Analysis of the opinions of several contemporary 
writers shows that the courts have promoted greater 
equality of opportunity but that much more remains 
to be accomplished. Concluding sections present 38 
activities and questions based on the previous sec- 
tions, a list of 23 films, and a selected bibliography 
of over 50 books and articles. (AV)

This paper describes an undergraduate training 

program for psychology students in the clinical, 

technical aspects of psychology. The program is de- 

signed to prepare students for work under the super- 

vision of doctoral-level psychologists without 

having to obtain graduate degrees in clinical psy- 

chology. The program was developed in 1971 by 

Georgia College staff when it was noticed that many 
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of their psychology graduates were working as psy- 
chology technicians at a nearby state mental institu- 
tion. It was felt that the program would heighten the 
relevance of the graduates’ academic background. 
All psychology majors at Georgia College are re- 
quired to take statistics in addition to general and 
experimental psychology. In addition to these, stu- 
dents in the technician training program must take 
courses in applied and abnormal psychology, test- 
ing, personality theory, learning, learning theory, 
and one quarter of supervised field experience. 
Evaluation of the program after five years indicates 
success in the increased employability of graduates 
and improved relations between the college and 
area agencies and institutions. Graduates of the pro- 
gram have been employed by the local mental insti- 
tution and also as employment counselors, parole 
agents, and corrections and rehabilitation counse- 
lors. Problems of the program include uneven qual- 
ity of supervision in the students’ field experiences 
and dissatisfaction of graduates who discover that 
their jobs dead end after a few years without addi- 
tional academic degrees. (AV) 
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Although the American political system is charac- 
terized by commitment to democracy and self- 
determination, the American government has 
traditionally taken an interest in the political deve- 
lopment of other countries. The recent intervention 
of the U.S. in the political development of South- 
west Africa/Namibia is an example. In the body of 
this paper the author reviews in detail the history of 
political domination by certain groups over other 
groups, as demonstrated by (1) the development of 
France as a nation from a territorial stage, (2) Ian 
Smith’s transitional government in Rhodesia, (3) 
struggles among tribal groups for political control or 
identity in Zambia, Tanzania, Kenya, and Uganda, 
and (4) tension between ethnic groups in Guyana, 
Trinidad-Tobago, Malaysia, and Sri Lanka. The au- 
thor concludes that the political needs of multi- 
ethnic countries cannot be fulfilled by unitary 
territorial democracy or by territorial federalism. 
Each group must be able to organize politically and 
to administer its own affairs with an equitable share 
of public resources. Where nationalities are inter- 
mingled, the principle of personal autonomy should 
be invoked, enabling the organs of each nationality 
to provide education, cultural facilities, and other 
services. In this way, political socialization can build 
on traditional social groups instead of destroying 
them. (Author/AV) 
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This manual is a compilation of state policies in 
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consumer education. It is based on a national sur- 
vey, conducted in 1978 by the Education Commis- 
sion of the States (ECS), of the 50 states and 
Washington, D.C. Intended for use by policymak- 
ers, administrators, curriculum specialists, and con- 
sumer educators, the manual defines consumer 
education as including consumer decision-making, 
economics, personal finance, and consumers’ rights 
and responsibilities. Section I provides a compara- 
tive overview of each state’s policy. Presented in 
chart format, the data include whether the state has 
a policy; year of adoption; who developed the policy 
(i.e., legislature, state board of education); type of 
policy; specific requirements at state, local, and stu- 
dent levels; instructional format required; and pro- 
gram content required. Section II presents each 
state’s policy. Information is given on source and 
adoption of each policy, exact wording of the policy 
as furnished by each state to ECS, and comments 
about related activities that go beyond the specifica- 
tions of the existing policy. In section III state-level 
policies and programs have been combined to pro- 
vide an analysis of each state education agency’s 
activities. For each state, tabular data indicate pro- 
gram content areas, types of students who receive 
instruction, program structure, availability of per- 
formance studies, and relationship of the consumer 
education program to existing basic competencies 
programs. Section IV lists resource materials and 
personnel for consumer education in each state.

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This book, the sixth in a series of longitudinal 
studies initiated by the Youth in Transition Project, 
examines change and stability and educational and 
occupational attainments of young men. During the 
eight year study, nationally representative samples 
of over 2,000 young men were surveyed and their 
experiences from 10th grade through five years 
beyond high school graduation were traced. Objec- 
tives were to: (1) explore effects of dropping out of 
high school by comparing occupational attainments 
of dropouts with those of graduates, (2) determine 
the degree to which 10th grade measures can pre- 
dict educational and occupational attainments, (3) 
assess the role of educational attainment as com- 
pared with the role of family background and intel- 
lectual ability, and (4) determine the impacts of 
post-high school experiences and environments on 
values, attitudes, and behaviors. The first portion of 
the book emphasizes factors which precede and/or 
contribute to educational and occupational attain- 
ment. Tenth grade measures of background, ability, 
educational experiences, ‘occupational outcomes, 
and job satisfaction are examined. The second por- 
tion examines change and stability through a variety 
of dimensions measured repeatedly from 1966 to 
1974. Changes in self-esteem, motives, affective 
States, values, and views on social issues are 
analyzed. Results indicate that differences are pre- 
sent before exposure to different environments and 
experiences; individuals who are initially different 
tend to seek out different situations. A detailed sum- 
mary of results and technical information about the 
research are included. (KC) 
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The Pinehurst Conference on Global Perspectives 

provided an opportunity to clarify many of the is- 

sues, objectives, and problems in giobal education 
programs in schools. The 34 conference participants 
included educators, federal government educational 
personnel, state departments of education represen- 
tatives, and delegates from global and international 
education organizations. Among the issues dis- 
cussed were objectives of education, role of global 
education in meeting educational objectives, rela- 
tionship of global perspectives to domestic and in- 
ternational society, teaching and curriculum 
resources, community global study groups, contri- 
butions of foreign language and area studies to glo- 

perspectives, international educational 
exchange programs, global interdependence, and 
world problems. Conference speakers generally 
stressed that global interdependence should be in- 
cluded in the curriculum and that educators will be 
more effective in developing and implementing glo- 

bal education programs if they are committed to a 

global perspective. (DB) 
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These 28 interdisciplinary learning activities for 
elementary children are designed to provide percep- 
tual, cognitive, and personal-social growth experi- 
ences. Subject areas included are art, dance, 
language arts, math, music, science, career educa- 
tion, health, physical education, reading, and social 
studies. The teaching strategies, which provide 
teachers with several means of measuring student 
growth, are designed to demonstrate the interrelat- 
edness of all learning. Each sheet is coded according 
to its relevance to several areas of the curriculum 
and to the skills emphasized. The purpose, proce- 
dure, and required materials are listed. For example, 
an activity which encompasses the fields of music 
and science consists of identifying musical instru- 
ments by their sounds or of duplicating sound pat- 
terns. The purpose of the activity is to develop 
auditory discrimination, memory, imagery, and se- 
quencing skills. Other activities include listening to 
and recreating the motion of popping corn, body 
language exercises, creative writing from photo- 
graphs, story improvisation, and the recognition of 
feelings and moods through movement. (KC) 
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The document presents guidelines to help art 
educators in elementary and secondary schools 
develop and implement art education programs. 
The guidelines were developed by Nebraska educa- 
tors along lines suggested by the National Art Edu- 
cation Association. Major objectives are to help 
students develop personal expression, qualitative 
aesthetic judgments, cultural understandings, and 
visual discrimination. The document is presented in 
five chapters. Chapter I, designed for school ad- 
ministrators, presents information on the role of the 
board of education, principal, art supervisor, and art 
teacher in various types of art programs. Chapter II 
focuses on elementary school art programs. Infor- 
mation is presented on objectives, creativity, art 
projects for various grade levels, teacher role, eva- 
luating student progress, and using instructional 
television. Chapter III discusses junior high school 
art programs. Topics discussed include objectives, 
materials, equipment, scheduling, art shows, and 
course credit. Chapter IV discusses secondary art 
programs and provides information on articulation 
of K-12 art programs. Students are involved in a 
variety of art activities at each grade level including 
drawing from different perspectives, describing and 
using basic art tools, learning about visual art herit- 
age, and producing original art objects. The final 
chapter deals with budget considerations, uses of 
community and state resources, equipment purchas- 
ing, and additional resources relating to careers in 
arts and crafts. (DB) 
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Approved by the American Psychological As- 
sociation (APA), these guidelines are designed to 
help high school psychology teachers make deci- 
sions relating to ethical problems in their class- 
rooms. The guidelines cover three areas: the use of 
animals in school science behavior projects, the use 
of human participants in research or demonstrations 
conducted by high school students, and ethical 
guidelines for teachers. Respect for animal life, 
knowledge of humane laws, and proper care and 
feeding of animals are stressed. Further, the use of 
invertebrates rather than vertebrates, and observa- 
tion rather than experimental manipulation should 
be encouraged. Students are reminded that in order 
to use human participants, they must be supervised 
by a qualified school authority, that agreement must 
be obtained from all participants, that participants 
should not be exposed to mental or physical risks 
beyond the ordinary risks of daily life, and that 
anonymity of information should be preserved. 
Similar guidelines for teachers consider complex 
ethical issues resulting from the introduction of sen- 
sitive topics in class discussion and the questioning 
of personal and social values. The teacher’s respon- 
sibility in the areas of personal and professional 
behavior and their obligations to students are em- 
phasized. (KC) 
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Interesting and stimulating instruction in high 
school social studies may be achieved by using the 
community and its institutions as a laboratory for 
learning and by creating an on-going community 
resource inservice program. Effective ways to incor- 
porate community resources in the curriculum in- 
clude creating special sections on developing 
writing skills in high school students by using com- 
munity topics as subject matter, developing field- 
based experience packages for teachers and 
students, and developing curriculum materials and 
visual aids for classroom use. Possible activities in- 
clude collecting oral histories, community mapping, 
charting urban growth, measuring community social 
mobility, using community archives, and research- 
ing local history. Such activities would enable stu- 
dents to meet the objectives formulated by the 
National Assessment of Educational Progress 
(NAEP) for social studies as they (1) evidence inter- 
est in their communities; (2) obtain information 
from other people, libraries, maps, and pictures; and 
(3) understand some of the services and institutions 
in their communities. (KC) 
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Economic education can help elementary and se- 
condary school students understand the dynamics 
of the American free enterprise system and the rela- 
tionships among consumer, producer, and govern- 
ment. The economic education curriculum will help 
students most if it is structured as an upward spiral 
in which basic economic concepts are built upon 
and expanded at each grade level. Elements of mod- 
ern learning theories which are particularly applica- 
ble to the economic education curriculum include 
reinforcement, meaningful internal structure of con- 
tent, an interdisciplinary approach, and a high de- 
gree of student participation. The content of 
economic education should include basic economic 
concepts such as needs, resources, consumption, 
distribution, demand, supply, money, and banking; 
the relationship of economics and society; con- 
sumer education; and personal economic manage- 
ment. A resource unit is a particularly effective 
method of teaching economic education because it 
can integrate basic economic concepts with learning 
activities and objectives that are appropriate for 
each grade level. Teacher education and in-service 
workshops will be more helpful to teachers if they 
include practical as well as theoretical economic 
content. The conclusion is that educators should 
accept the responsibility of helping students become 
informed on economic issues. (DB) 
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This document, the result of the Youth in Transi- 
tion longitudinal study, describes procedures, ra- 
tionale, and major results of an evaluation of 
American high schools. The purpose of the study 
was to examine factors that make some schools su- 
perior to others. A “good” school is defined as one 
which has a greater than average desirable impact 
on its students and a lower than average undesirable 
one. Over 1300 young men from 87 high schools 
provided data for the study by answering question- 
naires. The approach was to consider all school cha- 
racteristics that might make a difference for 
students. The data, consolidated and reduced from 
some 1600 to 32 variables, were categorized under 
headings of knowledge and achievement, behaviors, 
plans, attitudes and values, affective states, motives, 
aptitudes, abilities, and school reputation. Separate 
chapters of this document describe the present state 
of knowledge in the field, the research design, con- 
cept and instrument development, major data col- 
lections, and descriptive information on American 
high schools. Findings indicate that high schools 
have virtually no differential impact on student 
development. The author suggests a major social 
experiment in which diverse forms of education are 
created. Suggestions to change the organizational 
structures of formalized schooling are also pre- 
sented. Appendices include ten questionnaires and 
student interviews. (KC) 
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The paper examines three factors—reproduction, 
production, and psychodynamics—which contribute 
to maintaining an inferior image of women in a capi- 
talistic society. It also offers suggestions for chang- 
ing these social structures so that they will not 
relegate women to inferior social status. In a capital- 
istic society production is based on commodities, 
which are defined as objects which have exchange 
value in the market place. Although the position of 
women as nurturers is highly valued socially, 
women do not gain the esteem and power which 
comes from the world of commodities. Also, the 
social organization of capitalism reinforces the divi- 
sion between nurturance (female) and authority 
(male). In addition, the tasks of reproduction and 
socialization of children also divide women and men 
into tasks of nurturance and authority. This duality 
is then reflected in the work which women do out- 
side the home. When women display behavior inap- 
propriate to their roles as nurturing females, they 
threaten the central elements of social organization. 
Finally, psychodynamics, the interaction of one’s 
biological and mental life, is also gender differen- 
tiated; we do not learn that we are a person with a 
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variety of attributes, one of which is gender, but that 
we are either male or female. Thus, feminist de- 
mands must go beyond equal pay for equal work, 
equal opportunity, and affirmative action which do 
not address the psychological resistance to changes 
in women’s status. Rather, a future must be struc- 
tured in which feminist values are fully integrated 
into social relations and institutions. (Author/KC) 
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The Mid-America Program for Global Perspec- 

tives in Education (MAP) was developed to prepare 

global curriculum materials, hold conferences for 
teachers, cooperate with other educational agencies, 
and help educational programs adjust to realities of 

a fast-changing world. Initiated in 1974 with a grant 

from the Lilly Foundation to the Social Studies 

Development Center (SSDC) at Indiana University, 

MAP focused on promoting global education in Il- 

linois, Indiana, Kentucky, Michigan, and Ohio. Ini- 

tial activities included a survey of social studies 
teachers’ needs, preparation of a directory of re- 
source personnel, and planning meetings with key 
individuals in each of the five states. Special efforts 
were made to work with the people in charge of 
social studies programs at the state level. MAP’s 
activities from January 1975 through December 

1978 include data collection and dissemination, dis- 

tribution of a statement of MAP’s purpose, im- 

proved communications through newsletters, 

development of teaching units, publication of papers 
aimed at clarifying goals of global education, attend- 
ance at state, regional, and national conferences, 
and publication of a resource bibliography. An 
evaluation performed by the Indiana Center for 

Evaluation in January 1978 found that MAP’s ac- 

tivities and leadership were generally well regarded, 

but there was some concern about MAP’s ability to 
understand local communities’ needs. (AV) 
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This report traces the origins of the Mid-America 

Program for Global Perspectives in Education 

(MAP), describes its accomplishments, and assesses 

its impact. A summary of the report is provided in 

a related document (SO 011 596). This report com- 

prises five chapters. Chapter I reviews conditions 

that made MAP necessary: growing global inter- 
dependence, significant growth in population and 
technology, and developments in educational pro- 
grams in the early 1970s which emphasized study of 
other cultures, world affairs, and international edu- 
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cation. Chapter II describes origins of the MAP pro- 
gram, its goals and organizational setting, initial 
activities, contacts and linkages, joint ventures at 
state and national levels, reciprocal affiliations be- 
tween MAP and other organizations, MAP’s 

teacher associates program, work with graduate stu- 
dents, communication network. Chapter III pro- 
vides a chronological view of MAP activities in each 
of five states (Indiana, Illinois, Michigan, Kentucky, 
and Ohio) during the years 1975-78. Chapter IV 
reviews and summarizes a self-evaluation of MAP 
performed in 1978. Chapter V is a summary of an 
outside evaluation of MAP conducted in January 
1978 by the Indiana Center for Evaluation. Appen- 
dices list major MAP publications and identify re- 
quests for MAP materials by individual states and 
foreign countries. (AV) 
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One hundred and thirty-four certified public 

school art teachers in Louisiana responded to a 
questionnaire to gather data for a teacher profile 
which would describe the personal and educational 
characteristics and professional opinions of these 
teachers. Data indicate that the average public 
school art teacher in Louisiana is a married Cauca- 
sian American female between 25 and 40 whose 
salary ranges between $8,501 and $10,000. She 
holds a bachelor of arts degree with a minor in Eng- 
lish or social studies, and either has or is working on 
a master’s degree. She does not teach art privately 
nor has she had a formal art show of her own in the 
past year. She feels that her college courses ade- 
quately prepared her for teaching, but that the his- 
tory of education and introductory education 
courses have been least beneficial. The five major 
subjects that she teaches are crafts, drawing, paint- 
ing, printing, and sculpture. She does not teach art 
history because of lack of student response and 
inadequate facilities. Her major problems in teach- 
ing art are lack of resources, large classes, and the 
use of art class as a dumping ground. A copy of the 
questionnaire is provided. (Author/KC)

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*Sociocultural Patterns, Socioeconomic Influ- 
ences, Teaching Methods, Theories, *Values 
To shed light on the social research perspectives 

which enable people to give coherence to daily 

events, educational researchers must continually 

scrutinize the social values and beliefs which un- 

derly their research. As social and cultural affairs 

are explained by the social sciences, so also are theo- 

ries and methods influenced by social conflict. For 

example, social studies curriculum developers have 

recently responded to conflicts in society by deve- 

loping values clarification, public issues, and citizen- 

ship education programs. Also, educators and 


scholars have concentrated on phenomena which 
they believed influenced the learning of minorities, 
including school practices, curriculum materials, 
community life, and poverty. Because the theories 
of social and educational research help define the 
political, social, and educational problems which 
will be emphasized, researchers must adopt a self- 
reflective and critical stance when choosing re- 
search topics. Further, they need to consider the 
social and political implications of educational anal- 
ysis, examine ethical and moral premises upon 
which schools are founded, and allow for student 
values and beliefs when developing curriculum. 


(DB 
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This monograph focuses on the working class in 

Boston during 1775, the period just before the 
American Revolution. Seven sections describe Bos- 
ton’s geographical and political background; work- 
ing conditions, employment, and controls; income 
by industry and occupation; standards of living; so- 
cial life; mobility and the situation of minorities; and 
the role of the Boston worker in the Revolution. 
Boston of 1775 is described as a city of 16,000 with 
strong political tensions, little money, and many 
poor. England had retaliated for the Boston Tea 
Party by closing the Port of Boston and issuing the 
“Intolerable Acts.” The faltering economy, brought 
about by a trade deficit with England, caused the 
apprenticeship system to deteriorate. By the eve of 
the Revolution, the unemployed and propertyless 
had increased enormously; the richest 25% held 
78% of the assessed wealth. In general, laborers 
were badly paid; artisans and farmers earned some- 
what more and became small property owners; 
professional men and shopkeepers had good in- 
comes and merchants and lawyers were well-to-do. 
Debt was a recurrent problem and many debtors 
were sent to jail. The legal system provided a kind 
of equality for women who were seen as more ver- 
satile, active, and successful than their European 
counterparts. Finally, the Boston workers com- 
prised the “ragtag army” which hounded the British 
in the early days of undeclared war, and benefited 
from the change that revolution produced. (Au- 
thor/KC) 
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Results 
This paper examines the effects of a ten-day semi- 

nar in economic education for elementary and sec- 

ondary teachers in Texas. The course consisted of 

lecture-readings and of reviews and demonstrations 

of teaching materials in economics. In addition to 

teacher preparation, specific objectives of the semi- 

nar were to increase participants’ economic under- 

standing, interest in economics, and sophistication 

of economic opinions. Pre- and posttests in these 

areas were administered to the 41 educators who 


participated in the seminar. Results indicate that 
greater economic understanding was increased in 
the areas of the operation of competitive markets, 
the theory of the firm together with the operation of 
non-competitive markets, and governmental ac- 
tivity in the economy. Also, participants exhibited 
a tendency to move away from unsophisticated 
agreement with popular opinion concerning the 
economy to sophisticated disagreement. Finally, 
participants expressed increased interest in the field 
by ascertaining that the knowledge gained in the 
seminar was worth the cost. Items and participant 
responses to two questionnaires, the course outline, 
and a list of participants are included. (KC) 
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els, Research Methodology, *Social Science Re- 
search, Statistical Analysis, *Student Ability, 
Tables (Data) 

This paper describes a study to determine whether 
students can, with appropriate instructional materi- 
als, develop and apply a knowledge of art concepts. 
An opening section reviews research on concept 
acquisition. This study utilized a concept acquisi- 
tion model developed in 1970 by R. Gagne. Gagne’s 
model proposed that concepts are learned through 
a hierarchy of processes including verbal informa- 
tion and problem solving. For the study, curriculum 
materials were developed based on art concepts of 
drawing, form, space, composition, line, and propor- 
tion. Subjects were 70 seventh and eighth graders 
from two schools in Mississippi. The students were 
divided into four classes: the two control classes 
received normal art instruction and the two experi- 
mental classes received instruction supplemented 
with occasional classwork and discussion based on 
the specially-developed curriculum materials. A 
posttest for all four classes required students to 
write critiques of a drawing and a painting. The 
critiques were analyzed for correct use of concept 
terms, number of value terms (‘good,” “bad”), and 
length. Results indicated that students in both ex- 
perimental groups used concept terms more fre- 
quently and more correctly, and they wrote longer 
critiques. (AV) 
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Results of a survey to determine student demand 

for religious studies content in introductory psy- 

chology and sociology of religion courses are dis- 

cussed. The survey was administered to 382 

members of the American Psychological Associa- 

tion and the Society for the Scientific Study of Reli- 

gion. Respondents reported that approximately 

one-fourth of their courses were devoted to religious 

topics and three-fourths of the courses were devoted 

to the main discipline, either psychology or soci- 

ology. Approximately one-half of the students in 

these courses were primarily interested in religion 

rather than the main discipline; thus the demand for 

religious content such as comparative religions or 





theology was moderately heavy. Although many in- 
structors reported trying to accommodate the stu- 
dent demand, the consistent reply to the student 
responses was negative; generally, instructors do 
not perceive that the goals of their courses include 
providing religious studies content. Therefore, re- 
spondents indicated that considerable tensions ex- 
isted between students and instructors because their 
respective course goals differed substantially. Tech- 
niques used by instructors to accomodate the stu- 
dent demands include concrete assignments: 
student religious autobiographies, participation in 
religious services, resource speakers, and student- 
initiated taped interviews. (KC) 
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Identifiers—West Germany 
To understand developments in West Germany 

since World War II, one must consider numerous 

social, political, economic, military, and educational 
variables. Important among these are the decline in 
output orientation, increase in interpersonal politi- 
cal involvement, decline in value placed on politics, 
stress on democratic decision making, reduction of 
support for European political integration, and 
democratization of education. Characteristics of 

Germany’s political structure include a political 

party system based on proportional representation, 

a constitution which combines central institutions 

with federalism, and a high aggregation of interest 

among leaders from government, banking, business, 
labor, and industry. In the arena of social policy, 
post World War II developments include increases 
in government supported pension plans, a national 
health system, and increases in numbers of students 
receiving higher education. United States/West 

German political relations since World War II have 

been based on mutual acceptance of the need for 

European security, in spite of differences over par- 

ticular military and financial policies. Analysis of 

these factors indicates that West Germany is a sta- 
ble nation whose governmental and constitutional 
structure provides ample opportunities for dealing 
with political issues. (DB) 
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Four surveys are described which gauged student 
opinion concerning state, national, and interna- 
tional events as well as responses relevant to cur- 
riculum structure and subject matter knowledge. 
The surveys, conducted from 1975 through 1978, 
elicited responses from approximately 400 to ap- 
proximately 850 New Hampshire public high school 
students. In response to school related questions, 
students supported mandatory mastery of basic 
skills and opposed social promotion. They also op- 
posed ending compulsory attendance at age 14 and 
felt that neither the number of courses nor the num- 
ber of classes should be reduced. However, they felt 
that job skills should be learned in apprentice situa- 
tions rather than in the schools. Regarding subject 
areas, many students felt that too little instruction 
is given about the actual workings of government, 
about the basic values and ideals of our society, and 
about current issues. Also, they felt that too little 
attention is devoted to the development of interper- 
sonal skills. They expressed a desire for more assist- 
ance in consumer economics and in career choice. 
Student emphases on material acquisition as the 
“good life” and on television viewing suggest that 
schools may be remiss in teaching values and critical 
thinking skills. In answering factual questions, stu- 
dents indicated more knowledge about national and 
international facts than about their own state. Fi- 
nally, suggestions are given for dealing with Ameri- 
can politics. Survey questions and the distribution of 
responses are included. (KC) 
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Identifiers—Great Britain 
The document contains four issues of a British 

journal intended as a medium of communication for 
teachers of social studies and social science at the 
elementary and secondary levels. The first issue pre- 
sents a lead article stressing the need for a global 
approach in teaching social studies. Other articles 
focus on the need for educational assessment in 
schools and on various examination techniques. The 
second issue is devoted to an overview of economic 
education in Great Britain. Topics discussed include 
the need for a study of political economy, develop- 
ment of an economics syllabus, understanding Brit- 
ish industry, and classroom simulations of economic 
situations. The third issue purports the usefulness of 
anthropology as an area of study within the social 
studies, suggests learning activities for the an- 
thropology curriculum and discusses several an- 
thropological concepts such as the social 
construction of reality and ethnic identity in a plu- 
ralist society. The fourth issue concentrates on ur- 
ban studies and explains how activities such as field 
trips to factories and creating models of cities and 
towns can help students understand urban environ- 
ments. Book review and correspondence sections 
are included in each issue. (DB) 
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Identifiers—Pennsylvania 
To provide information to educators and cur- 

riculum developers on strengths, weaknesses, and 
needs of ethnic studies programs in Pennsylvania, 
the report offers an overview of the nature and ex- 
tent of ethnic studies programs operated by Penn- 
sylvania’s postsecondary institutions, public school 
systems, and nonpublic schools. Information is 
based on data gathered in a survey of treatment by 
Pennsylvania’s schools of racial, religious, and eth- 
nic groups in courses, curricula, or programs. Data 
were analyzed from the perspective of democratic 
pluralism and were based upon the 294 Pennsyl- 
vania schools which reported having ethnic studies. 
The book is presented in five chapters. Chapter I 
introduces the study. Chapters II, III, and IV offer 
data for postsecondary schools, public schools 
(K-12) and nonpublic schools (K-12). The final 
chapter offers conclusions including that ethnic stu- 
dies is a relatively new enterprise within the educa- 
tional system and is increasing in importance in 
Pennsylvania schools. Recommendations made on 
the basis of this growth trend include that ethnic 
studies should be interdisciplinary, offered at all 
grade levels, a focus of teacher education programs, 
and an impetus to school/community communica- 
tion. A survey questionnaire is presented in the ap- 
pendix. (DB) 
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Presented are general session and discussion 
group reports from a citizenship conference held in 
Philadelphia in May, 1946. Directed by the Na- 
tional Citizenship Committee of the National Edu- 
cation Association, the conference provided an 
opportunity for political, business, educational, and 
religious leaders to discuss benefits and responsibili- 
ties of citizenship during the period following World 
War II. Specific objectives of the conference were to 
clarify leadership responsibilities in the area of citi- 
zenship and to define the role of education in help- 
ing citizens become responsible political 
participants. The 50 conference speakers included 
college deans, superintendents of schools, the 
mayor of Philadelphia, government officials, mem- 
bers of the clergy, state governors, corporation 
presidents, labor leaders, senators, foundation 
spokesmen, and citizens council representatives. 
Topics discussed included characteristics of good 
citizenship, world community, social change, duties 
of citizenship, American heritage, world freedom, 
reasons for participating in civic affairs, human 
rights, the need for citizenship recognition pro- 
grams, and the citizenship value of participating in 
the war effort. (DB) 
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Presented are speeches, group reports, and panel 
discussions from a citizenship conference held in 
Boston in May, 1947. Sponsored by the Citizenship 
Committee of the National Education Association, 
the conference provided an opportunity for politi- 
cal, business, educational and religious leaders to 
discuss the benefits and responsibilities of citizen- 
ship during the period following World War II. Spe- 
cific objectives of the conference were to devise 
ways of making citizenship more effective and to 
indicate how various organizations could contribute 
to a more active, enlightened, and progressive citi- 
zenry. Approximately 100 conference participants 
heard addresses by and discussed citizenship mat- 
ters with college presidents, educators, military 
leaders, labor leaders, members of the clergy, repre- 
sentatives from foundations and non-profit organi- 
zations, and government officials including the 
attorney general of the United States. Topics dis- 
cussed included special citizenship duties of various 
professional and vocational groups, qualities of a 
good citizen, community consciousness, democracy 
in peace time, the United Nations, participation in 
social and civic action, and the need to democratize 
education. (DB) 
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Presented are background information, discussion 
group reports, and addresses from a citizenship con- 
ference held in Washington, D.C. in May 1948. 
Sponsored by the Citizenship Committee of the Na- 
tional Education Association and the United States 
Department of Justice, the conference centered on 
the theme, “Citizenship: Rights and Responsibili- 
ties.” Speeches and discussion are presented on 
three major topics: the world-minded American 
citizen, basic human rights and attendant respon- 
sibilities, and citizenship in action in the local com- 
munity. Speakers included educators, college 
presidents, government officials, politicians, mem- 
bers of the clergy, foundation and non-profit organi- 
zation representatives, congressmen, and media 
representatives. Summaries of discussion on the ma- 
jor topics revealed group concensus on issues in- 
cluding that Americans should become 
worid-minded citizens, find ways of achieving 
jointly held values democratically, support agencies 
working toward mass communication, set standards 
and patterns of action to assure human rights, sup- 
port equality of opportunity, realize that all com- 
munities are interdependent, and fulfill citizenship 
duties on local, state, and national levels. (DB) 
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The proceedings contain the papers given and di- 
gests of group topics discussed at the 1949 National 
Conference on Citizenship held in New York. An 
introduction by the chairman of the conference 
committee identified the conference theme as ‘“‘Re- 
sponsible American Citizens” and noted that dis- 
cussion would center on citizens in politics, in the 
world, and in their communities. Opening speeches 
focused on issues such as responsible roles in na- 
tional, state, and local politics, good government, 
and common problems that beset political organiza- 
tions on all levels. Speeches with a global approach 
have the following titles: “Today’s Challenging Op- 
portunity,” “Our Job in the World Today,” “En- 
riching America,” and “What Should We Do about 
the Communist Threat in Asia?” Concluding 
speeches explored the role of the public schools in 
developing American citizens and described 
municipal political experiences in Cincinnati, 
(Ohio), Richmond, (Virginia), and Brunswick, 
(Maine). Speakers included the mayor of New 
York, educators, senators from Vermont and Min- 
nesota, government officials, media representatives 
and spokespersons from citizens groups such as the 
League of Women Voters and chambers of com- 
merce, Thumbnail reports summarize information 
presented in each of the major topic areas. (DB) 
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Presented are general session and discussion 
group reports from a citizenship conference held in 
Washington, D.C. in May, 1950. Sponsored by the 
National Citizenship Committee of the National 
Education Association and the United States De- 
partment of Justice, the conference provided a 
forum for examination of the functions and duties of 
American citizenship after World War II. Confer- 
ence participants included representatives from 
civic, religious, educational, professional, industrial, 
labor, and communications groups. The conference 
theme was “Loyal Citizens in Action-You Are 
Your Government.” The proceedings are presented 
in three major sections, which correspond to the 
major conference topics. The first section focuses on 
voting. Opening speeches dealt with how voters de- 
cide among candidates and ways to encourage high 
voter turnout. The second section presents speeches 
and discussion relating to the need for citizens to 
base participation upon accurate information. Top- 
ics discussed include providing field-trip experi- 
ences in government agencies to students and 
encouraging newspaper editors to present broad 
outlines of political facts and information. The final 


section offers discussion about how organizations 
can improve citizenship. Recommendations include 
that schools should help students understand the 
privileges and obligations of citizenship, the federal 
government should organize a National Commis- 
sion on Citizenship, and community citizenship or- 
ganizations should coordinate their activities. (DB) 
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The document presents proceedings from the 
sixth in a series of annual national citizenship con- 
ferences. Held in Washington, D.C. in 1951, the 
conference served as a forum where educational, 
political, business, religious, labor, civic, and com- 
munications leaders could explore functions and du- 
ties of American citizenship. The theme of the 
conference was “Freedom in One World: Today 
and Tomorrow.” Specific concerns of conference 
speakers included reviewing the responsibilities of 
the United States as leader of the free world and 
defining the role of the United States in stemming 
the tide of communism. Speakers stressed the need 
for American citizens to pursue active political 
cooperation, study of political matters, conscien- 
tious leadership, and respect for other people. Top- 
ics discussed include education of the foreign-born 
for citizenship, naturalization proceedings and 
problems, world freedom, citizenship in time of cri- 
sis, attitudes of youth toward citizenship, the role of 
the media in a changing world, and citizens’ respon- 
sibility for freedom at home and abroad. Speakers 
included President Harry Truman, the attorney gen- 
eral of the United States (J. Howard McGrath), rep- 
resentatives of the National Education Association, 
United States senators from Oregon (Wayne 
Morse) and Tennessee (Estes Kefauver), members 
of the clergy, educators, media representatives, and 
young people representing the Boy Scouts of 
America, 4-H clubs, the National YMCA, the Am- 
erican Legion, and the United World Federalists.

The 
theme of the conference was “Rights of the Citizen 





Under the Constitution.” Speakers focused upon 
helping citizens exercise their constitutional rights, 
encouraging voter turnout, conserving the Ameri- 
can way of life, fostering appreciation of the privi- 
leges and duties of American citizenship, improving 
the democratic process, and preserving freedoms 
guaranteed by the Constitution. Eighteen discussion 
groups focused on Constitutional rights and identi- 
fied problems related to the exercise of these rights. 
Rights identified as fundamental included fair and 
speedy trial, equal justice under law, freedom of 
speech, and the right to dissent. Civic responsibili- 
ties identified as attendant to these rights included 
voting, obeying duly enacted laws, paying taxes, 
supporting the armed forces, opposing subversive 
persons and organizations, and putting public inter- 
est ahead of private advancement. Suggestions for 
increasing constructive citizenship action included 
increasing civic participation, improving citizenship 
education in schools, reducing discrimination, in- 
DB neighborliness, and reducing civic apathy.

The document offers an overview of citizenship-

groups indicate that the mandates to improve citi- 

zenship were positively received. (DB) 
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To aid junior high and high school educators and 
curriculum planners as they develop population 
education programs, the book provides an overview 
of the population education knowledge base. In ad- 
dition, it suggests learning activities, discussion 
questions, and background information which can 
be integrated into courses dealing with population, 
physical survival, and/or world problems. The book 
is presented in eight chapters. Chapter I discusses 
some of the ways in which population has been 
taught including as a problem-solving situation and 
as a topic to be studied through methods of inquiry 
such as defining issues, placing population within a 
values context, identifying universal laws and prin- 
ciples, and predicting logical consequences of sug- 
gested solutions. Chapter II explains world 
population growth rates and offers activities such as 
studying and constructing population pyramids.

Presented are formal addresses and discussion 
group reports from a teacher in-service workshop 
held in Donaueschingen, Western Germany, in Sep- 
tember, 1978 to acquaint European secondary 
school teachers with the Council of Europe’s educa- 
tional program. Specific objectives of the workshop 
were to discuss approaches to teaching about 
Europe in language arts and social studies programs 
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in secondary schools and to investigate how to teach 
about political and economic cooperation in Europe 
since 1945. Participants included 26 teachers and 
teacher educators from Austria, Denmark, Ireland, 
Western Germany, Luxembourg, Norway, and the 
United Kingdom as well as two teachers from 
Canadian schools in Western Germany. Introduc- 
tory statements stressed the desirability of a con- 
tinuous program of in-service courses. Other 
speeches focused on treatments of European inte- 
gration in various school systems, reasons to incul- 
cate students with an awareness of European 
problems, and suggestions for teaching about Euro- 
pean culture. Working group sessions discussed cur- 
riculum development, resources, approaches, and 
methods for various secondary grade levels. Recom- 
mendations for future workshops were that the ses- 
sions be informal, offer more opportunities for 
discussion by participants, and emphasize develop- 
ing interdisciplinary approaches to teaching about 
Europe. (DB) 
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A study was undertaken to determine which types 
of verbal humor are preferred by children and to 
discover how well adults can predict what children 
will perceive as humorous. Fifteen adults (education 
students, parents, and teachers) were asked to rate 
25 jokes on a four point scale ranging from not 
funny at all and not very funny to kind of funny and 
very funny. The 30 fifth grade students who par- 
ticipated in the study were volunteers from two ele- 
mentary schools in Racine County, Wisconsin. The 
jokes, which were selected from five popular chil- 
dren’s joke books, represented four types of humor- 
incongruity, novelty, tendentious, and pun or word 
play. A fifth category, non-humorous, was also in- 
cluded. The fifth graders were directed to rate each 
joke on its own merits. At the same time, the adult 
control group was asked to rate the jokes the way 
they thought a fifth grader would rate them. Find- 
ings indicated that fifth graders and adults are more 
alike than different in their appreciation of humor, 
that appreciation of verbal humor is highly in- 
dividual, and that adults tend to feel that fifth grad- 
ers will find things funnier than they actually do. 
The implication for curriculum developers who wish 
to use humor in instruction is that they should pret- 
est materials with a target audience. (DB) 
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Identifiers—Tennessee (Tullahoma) 

A local community (Tullahoma, Tennessee, in 
this case) can serve as a good example to students 
of how a given locale fits into a geographic region 
and exhibits characteristics which are both typical 
and atypical of the region in general. Tullahoma 
typifies the rapid social and economic change which 
has characterized the South since the 1930s. In 
1930, Tullahoma was a sleepy southern town, and 
by 1960 it was the 17th largest city in Tennessee. 
Particular agents of change in Tullahoma include 
the Tennessee Valley Authority, development of re- 
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creation areas, establishment of military bases in the 
area, growth in social service and cultural sectors 
such as schools, hospitals, and cultural activities, 
and increased industrial growth in metals and power 
industries. These and other similar agents affected 
Tullahoma and other southern communities by en- 
couraging contact between southerners and people 
from other areas of the United States, paving the 
way for racial integration, and speeding the trend 
toward urbanization. By integrating a case study of 
a community such as Tullahoma into the curriculum 
and by using sources in other communities similar 
to those used to investigate Tullahoma, teachers can 
help students gain cultural and historical awareness 
of various eras and regions. (DB) 
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The author describes the structure and me- 

thodology of “educational criticism” and provides 

excerpts from a study done in a high school art 
history class. Educational criticism is based on 
lengthy classroom observations and describes, inter- 
prets, and evaluates classroom life. The educational 
critic must be knowledgeable about classrooms and 
the subject matter and must be able to compare what 
she observes with other educational possibilities. 
The first stage, field observation, combines formal 
and informal methods which include direct class- 
room participation and observation, interviewing, 
document analysis, and systematic counting. The 
second stage consists of writing the criticism, which 
includes description, interpretation, and evaluation, 
judgment, or assessment. Description, the major 
part of the documentation, includes setting and 
events of typical days and reflects changes which 
occurred in the classroom. Interpretation, which 
focuses on the whole and on parts of the observa- 
tion, is based on educational and social science 
theories. The evaluation stage answers the questions 

“Was it done well?” and “Was it worth doing?” 

Prescription, or “‘How could it be done better?” may 

also be included. (Author/KC) 
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This document provides a description of the 
Model United Nations (MUN) program, its educa- 
tional benefits, an overview of its practice within the 
United States, and outlines methods for using the 
MUN as a teaching tool. A total of 72 MUNs in- 
volving high school and college students was re- 
ported in 1977-78. As a simulation, the MUN 
provides replication of real life social processes and 
involves activities of decision making, allocation of 
resources, planning, and negotiation. Students role 
play delegates from member states of the United 
Nations. Benefits to students include heightened in- 
terest and motivation, an opportunity to apply and 
test knowledge gained from reading, a greater un- 
derstanding of problems faced by decision makers, 


and an understanding of real world phenomena 
through a more simple microcosm. Three stages 
comprise MUN activities: preparation, deliberation, 
and decision. The first stage consists of research and 
involves developing country profiles, analyzing 
problems, writing position papers, formulating reso- 
lutions, planning, and strategy. The second stage, 
deliberation, involves agenda setting, formulating 
alternatives to proposals, and legitimation, or win- 
ning support for resolutions. The third stage, deci- 
sion, calls for either tabling the resolution or voting 
on it. Tables which rate student delegate responses 
to prerequisites for peace are included. (KC) 
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Results of a study to determine preservice teach- 
ers’ perception and understanding of social studies 
are examined. Fourteen undergraduate students 
who had completed student teaching were inter- 
viewed. Results indicated that students were con- 
fused about the nature of the field. The data showed 
the continuing domination of the field by history— 
most students majored in history, taught it during 
student teaching, and perceived it as the subject 
most likely to be taught and of primary importance 
in social studies. Respondents did not seem sure of 
their answers concerning social studies definition, 
purpose, and content. Some held the primary pur- 
pose to be indoctrination, the content to be history, 
and the definition to include social sciences, issues, 
and human interaction. Others considered the pur- 
pose to inspire critical thinking, the content to be 
history, and the definition to be humans and the 
environment. No respondents indicated social ac- 
tion, social criticism, or personal development as 
purpose, content, or definition. In addition, re- 
spondents did not indicate familiarity with the liter- 
ature in the field. The study raises a number of 
questions concerning teacher education, cur- 
riculum, teaching decisions, and the long term effect 
of this confusion on teaching. (Author/KC) 
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Limitations of interpretations of revisionist his- 
torians concerning educational development in the 
1930s and 1940s are examined. Revisionists have 
made uninformed assumptions about educational 
practice and have ignored significant aspects of edu- 
cational development. Often their conclusions are 
too limited in scope. For example, they tend to view 
the progressive education movement as the major 
expression of liberal educational thought. However, 
these historians have neglected state and local cur- 
riculum programs. Two other conclusions seem to 
be lacking in evidence drawn from educational prac- 
tice. One is the contention that educators have 
largely ignored the roles of community agencies 
other than the schools in the educational process. 
The second is that schools are oppressive institu- 
tions which regiment, indoctrinate, and sort chil- 
dren. This conclusion excludes an examination of 
classroom aims, content, and methods, and consid- 





eration of directional changes. Actually, since edu- 
cational practice is so diverse, generalizations about 
instruction are invalid. Revisionists have also neg- 
lected source materials concerning curriculum 
development during this era. It is suggested that 
these historians will present a more valid picture of 
progressive education if they give more attention to 
what really happened in the schools during the 
1930s and 1940s and to the kind of change that 
leaders in the field were seeking. (Author/KC)

The impact of population trends upon teacher em- 
ployment is examined. The growing and shrinking 
of school enrollment is discussed as it relates to 
trends in the nation’s birth rate. The direct relation- 
ship of this phenomenon upon teacher shortage and 
over-supply and the employment prospects for 
teachers is considered. With currently declining 
birth rates, fewer persons will decide to enter the 
teaching profession, and this, it is suggested, will 
lead to future teacher shortages. Projections are 
made of the possibilities of a severe decline in quali- 
fied teachers in the decades ahead. (JD) 
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This article reports on the results of a survey of 
beginning teachers who were asked to evaluate their 
training for the profession in the light of their first 
year of actual experience. Eighteen teachers were 
observed and interviewed throughout their first year 
of teaching. Two themes emerged from their re- 
sponses: a realization of the limits of teaching pro- 
grams, and a valuing of firsthand experiences. The 
majority of these teachers expressed the opinion 
that field-based experience while in school was of 
great value. (JD) 
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*Teacher Education, Teaching Methods 
A program of an educational center providing 

training for graduate students in the areas of special 

education, educational psychology, elementary and 
secondary education, and guidance education is de- 
scribed. Practicum experiences in the diagnostic 
and remedial programming of learning disabled 
children are offered. The unique aspects of the pro- 
gram include: (1) a multidisciplinary, team ap- 
proach to the diagnosis and remediation of learning 
disabilities; (2) graduate students working under 
complete professorial supervision; (3) teaching stu- 
dents to coordinate and follow up their efforts with 
the home, school, and community; (4) comprehen- 
sive diagnostic and remedial services provided to 
children at no cost; (5) extensive use of videotaping 
in training; and (6) field testing of diagnostic and 


remedial techniques. (JD) 
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*Student Evaluation, Teaching Methods 
A program adapting precision teaching in an ur- 
ban elementary school is described. This program, 
initiated by the Teacher Corps, was used as an inser- 
vice project operating in the classroom. Four major 
procedural steps are described: (1) the teacher must 
describe an educational objective in exact terms; (2) 
pupil performance must be recorded daily in terms 
of rate per minute for tasks; (3) if pupil data indi- 
cates the pupil is not learning, some aspect of the 
teaching process must be changed; and (4) if the 
teaching change does not improve performance, 
another change must be made. One aspect of this 
teaching method is maintaining a performance chart 
for each pupil that indicates individual growth and 
allows any needed teaching process changes to be 
made within a few days. An evaluation of the pro- 
gram is included in this report, as well as a descrip- 
tion of the development of the program, the 
personnel, and budget. (JD) 
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An advanced study program leading to a Ph.D. 
degree in educational research and evaluation is de- 
scribed. The program is structured to provide ex- 
periences in research and evaluation as the area of 
specialization, professional education as the area of 
application, and liberal arts cognates. The curricular 
objectives of the program are given as terminal 
behaviors expected of the students in four areas: (1) 
professional education; (2) administrative skills; (3) 
liberal arts and cognate studies; and (4) research, 
measurement, and statistics. These objectives are 
viewed in the program as interacting and integrated 
rather than isolated specifics. Degree requirements 
include the completion of courses and field experi- 
ence selected by the students, a full-time work in- 
ternship of 120 days, and a completed and orally 
defended Ph.D. thesis. (JD) 
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A health education curriculum for secondary 

school and undergraduate college students is de- 

scribed. The prime emphasis in this curriculum is 

upon behavior modification and personal motiva- 

tion on the part of the student. Strategies for modi- 

fying health behavior are outlined stressing the 

importance of students understanding and clarify- 

ing their personal values and goals. Working with 

the teacher, students develop a health program of 

their own after participation in basic medical labora- 

tory experience that provides an understanding of 

their physical condition and needs. Both biomedical 
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evaluation and behavioral inventory analysis are 
used in this instructional phase. A sample of a stu- 
dent-developed program is appended. (JD) 
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With the objective of describing the use of the 
nurse’s office or sick room in a rural elementary 
school, data was gathered from administrative re- 
cords relating to sick room utilization and absentee- 
ism. Monthly variations in use of the sick room, 
utilization by grade level, consistency of usage, 
complaints presented, and absenteeism were the 
main foci of data analysis. Results indicated that 
elementary students use the school sick room in a 
manner comparable to the way adults use the physi- 
cian’s office and clinic. Females make more visits 
than males. There is good evidence that many visits 
are unnecessary. Implications point to a need in 
health education to address the problem of im- 
proper use of health care systems. (DS)

Information was gathered concerning the 

opinions of typical area residents regarding needed 

health-medical care facilities, personnel training 
needs, services, personnel requisite to their well- 

being, and needed preferred health education. A 

modified random sample of households was selected 

according to rural and urban strata, and 400 per- 
sonal interviews were conducted. Survey results in- 
cluded a reported need for more health/education 
training among 59 percent of the respondents. Gen- 
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eral household health care and emergency first aid 
were selected most frequently as preferred topics. 
Television and radio and adult education courses 
received the highest number of responses as pre- 
ferred means of learning. Subjects also expressed 
concern about needs in the areas of increased man- 
power, physician-client relationship, improved 
physician service, cost of health care and services, 
facilities improvement, and diagnostic/preventive 
service manpower and education. (Author/DS) 
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Evaluation, *Educational Innovation, Educa- 
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Identifiers—University of Houston TX 
The prerequisites, the process, and the outcome of 

the implementation of the competency based 
teacher education program at the University of 
Houston are examined and analyzed. The following 
components comprise the framework for analysis of 
this innovation: (1) goals and basic assumptions, 
scope of the pursued change, and characteristics of 
the innovation under conditions of implementation; 
(2) sociocultural background, economic factors, 
changes in science, technology, and the profession; 
(3) personnel, financial and technological resources, 
curriculum and student assessment, laws and regu- 
lations, and management of the program; (4) inno- 
vation strategies, processes of decision making, and 
relations between the existing structures and the 
change process; and (5) the effects of the innova- 
tion, advantages and disadvantages for persons in- 
volved, main barriers to implementation, and future 
development of the innovation.

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A program leading to a master of arts degree in 
education that is offered jointly by two cooperating 
universities is described. While originally developed 
for elementary and secondary teachers it has been 
expanded to include health care educators. The ma- 
jor thrust of the program is to encourage the teacher 
to assume major responsibility for the development 
of his or her own program. To achieve this goal, an 
initial course is offered called the “Teacher as 
Learner.” The objective of this course is to help the 
individual assess personal strengths and weaknesses 
and to expand professional horizons. The second 
segment of the program involves practicum experi- 
ence. A flexible program structure provides for in- 
dividual choice of work. Appended to this report is 
a syllabus for the “Teacher as Learner” course and 
guidelines for the practicum experience.

Results indicated that blacks per- 
ceived more racial discrimination than whites: both 
blacks and whites favored racial interactions: and 
more whites than blacks felt the racial climate in the 
military was favorable.

Clinchy and Rosenthal’s error classification 

scheme was applied to test results to determine its 
ability to differentiate the effectiveness of instruc- 
tion in two elementary schools. Mathematics reten- 
tion tests matching the instructional objectives of 
both schools were constructed to measure the un- 
derstanding of arithmetic concepts and the ability to 
perform computations and algorithmic operations. 
Inter-school comparisons were made with respect to 
the types of errors made: computational, algorith- 
mic, and omission. Fifth grade students in one 
school made significantly fewer computational er- 
rors than in the other school. In the remaining 
grades, there were no significant differences. Addi- 
tional practice exercises were recommended to cor- 
rect this error.

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*Rasch Model 
Issues of concern to test developers interested in 
applying the Rasch model are discussed. The cur- 
rent state of the art, recommendations for use of the 
model, further needs, and controversies are de- 
scribed for the three stages of test construction: (1) 
definition of the content of the test and item writing; 
(2) item analysis; and (3) test calibration. The Rasch 
model is defined as specifying that the probability of 
a person’s correctly answering a test item is a func- 
tion of two parameters: the person’s ability and the 
item’s difficulty. Calibration refers to the process of 
estimating the two sets of parameters, and evaluat- 
ing the fit of these data to the model. The Rasch 
model has been found to work for achievement 
tests, both criterion- and norm-referenced, as well 
as other types of tests. The model helps to identify 
poor test items, but does not help to write better 
items. Mean square fit statistics are recommended 
for item analysis. Questions are raised regarding 
unidimensionality, the robustness of the model, 
sample size issues, and the definitions of sample-free 
and item-free. The authors conclude that test deve- 
lopers can feel comfortable, albeit cautious, in using 
the Rasch model.

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Summarized in this report is the effect parent par- 
ticipation in the Family Education Program at In- 
termediate School (I.S.) 55 in New York had on 
student achievement in the school during 1975- 
1977. Results of the first year of the program, 1974- 
75, indicated a relationship between parent 
participation and improved student achievement in 
mathematics and reading levels. In the 1975-77 pro- 
gram, however, there was no meaningful difference 
in the achievement levels of those students whose 
parents did participate as compared to those whose 
parents did not.

Hollingshead and Redlich (1958) 

found that upper class patients rarely went to state 

mental institutions, while lower class patients often 

did. A realization of the importance of environmen- 

tal and sociocultural factors in psychotherapy will 

make for a better rapport between therapist and 





patient and, thus, more effective treatment.

The study reported in this paper was undertaken 
to determine the number of blacks who graduated 
from a selected group of nine eastern universities 
between 1895 and 1945. Conditions and black stu- 
dent experiences during this period are considered 
and compared with the present. A short review of 
history prior to 1895 is provided to put into perspec- 
tive the economic, political, social, and educational 
factors which prevented many blacks from attend- 
ing college during this period. The experiences of 
several blacks who were able to attend colleges, and 
their accomplishments, are briefly described. Im- 
plications of this study for current and future uni- 
versity policy are discussed. Recommendations are 
made for the removal of legal and economic barri- 
ers, increase in financial aid to black student appli- 
cants, remedial help for black students who come 
from high schools that do not adequately prepare 
ther’ for college level work, and the elimination of 
token integration. (Author/EB) 
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The research described and evaluated in this re- 

port tests a model for intervention strategies to 
reduce the impact of racism on blacks in a university 
setting. The basic assumptions of the model dis- 
cussed are that institutional racism is systematic and 
must be attacked through systems intervention by 
trained people, and that individual, group and inter- 
group skills development as well as commitment of 
top level administration are required. The model is 
evaluated in terms of its ability to reduce the racist 
attitudes and behaviors of participants and to allow 
participants to effectively intervene in the system. 
Measurement in these areas includes a charting of 
Action Research Group effectiveness, examination 
of participant behavior in all stages, and comparison 
of participants’ attitudes (pre and post training) on 
racism and relevant issues. The evaluation generally 
indicates that the model is minimally effective in 
reducing the impact of institutional racism. 
However, it is pointed out that some efforts in the 
desired direction were made. These include the 
Bridge Program, the Affirmative Action Planning 
Committee, and the recruitment of minority gradu- 
ate students. Appendices include a compilation of 
training activities and strategies, data collected dur- 
ing the course of the research, questionnaires deal- 
ing with minority concerns, a market availability 
analysis, a training evaluation instrument, and an 
interpersonal skills scale. (Author/EB)

Twenty children, one boy and one girl in each of 

ten second grade classrooms from four different ex- 

perimental programs, were each observed over the 
course of a single school day. Each 30 second inter- 
val of approximately 80 hours of transcribed behav- 
ior stream observation was analyzed to determine 
whether the teacher, the learner, or the teacher and 
learner jointly controlled selected aspects of the ac- 
tivity, and to determine the learner’s main or alter- 
native task orientation. Relatively consistently 
controlled settings were observed for more time 
than inconsistently controlled settings in enrich- 
ment subject activity, but not in basic subject ac- 
tivity. Successively more inconsistent combinations 
of controls were associated with successively lower 
percentages of main task orientation in basic ac- 
tivity, but not in enrichment activity. Analysis of 
the discrepant cases shows that consistency of con- 
trol between pacing and feedback from materials 
and/or peers was associated with relatively high en- 
gagement for both basic and enrichment activity. 

The research is linked to other research which has 

examined on-task behavior as both an index of the 

efficiency of an educational setting and a predictor 
of achievement in the setting. (Author) 
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Anthropologists studying children in their own 

society may tend to assume that children and adults 

speak the same language and have shared knowl- 
edge; children’s values reflect what they learn at 
home, their school experience is much like the an- 
thropologist’s school experience, and school is 
primarily a place where knowledge is passed from 
teacher to student; desegregation is working if there 
is no reported incidents of violence, multicultural 
training is provided, and desegregation is begun 
with young children; and schools can solve social 
problems. A year long study of children’s social re- 
lations and communication in a desegregated urban 

“magnet school” challenges these four assumptions. 

Data indicate that children’s play, body language 

and trust in adults influence schooling; the contin- 

gencies of a new era of youth and black assertive- 
ness must be_ recognized; and _ successful 
desegregation requires more than a public record of 
nonviolence, multicultural education training, and 
interracial mixing in the early grades. Anthropolo- 
gists must understand that children’s perceptions 
and experiences of what it is like to be a student may 


present a reality that mocks adult ideals and the 
policies meant to realize them. (Author/WI) 
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The State has primary responsibility for public 

education. It should be the priority for each State 
legislature, State Board of Education, and chief 
State school officer to consider what methods can 
be employed to meet equal opportunity/ desegrega- 
tion standards, to devise and implement strategies 
to overcome deficiencies, and, thereby, to assure the 
educational rights of all students. The State Educa- 
tion Agency (SEA) is in a position to define deseg- 
regation, to include educational outcomes expected, 
and to adopt programs to effectively implement its 
goals and objectives. The SEA must also, by policy 
and example, set standards for affirmative action 
programs in employment for local school districts. 
In addition, the historical reasons for the limited 
role of the States in desegregation have become less 
and less valid, and a new State/Federal partnership 
is a pressing need. States must demonstrate the abil- 
ity to coordinate and implement desegregation and 
equal opportunity as well as the commitment to 
doing so. The Federal government should in turn 
permit States which demonstrate both ability and 
commitment the opportunity to enforce Federal 
desegregation programs within those States. (Au- 
thor/EB) 
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Four articles on school desegregation are col- 
lected in this booklet. “State Leadership In School 
Desegregation”’ offers advice on how States can ac- 
complish desegregation and high quality education. 
“A Policy Statement On Urban School Desegrega- 
tion” advocates State standards of equality, equity, 
and excellence in order to shift the emphasis from 
desegregation to improvement in learning. “State 
and Local Responsibility for Promoting Learning 
Environments of Equity and Equality: A Concep- 
tual Analysis” presents a conceptual framework for 
allocating responsibility for desegregation between 
State and local government. “The Case for Met- 
ropolitan Approaches to Public School Desegrega- 
tion” stresses the important role of the State 
government in making possible the transition to 
metropolitan school desegregation. (Author/WI) 
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Regardless of the lack of racial justice in housing 
and employment, American democracy cannot tol- 
erate discrimination in its public schools if it is to 
honor its traditions as a country. State bodies must 
make clear their position on school desegregation 
and establish that desegregation is wrong legally and 
educationally. Sanction must be imposed upon 
those who attempt to avoid desegregation after due 
process establishes a violation. There must be tech- 
nical assistance to design and analyze desegregation 
plans. Financial incentives must be provided in the 
form of special State aid for desegregation plans. 
There is a need to promote the educational value of 
giving urban children and children in suburban 
school districts mutual opportunities to know and 
learn with children of another race or background. 
State assistance with problems of racial or ethnic 
imbalance in public schools must be provided and 
quality integrated education must be provided once 
desegregation is accomplished. The State of Massa- 
chusetts has achieved results in spite of some public 
anti-desegregation protests, because leaders at the 
State level were willing to stand up to their constitu- 
tional obligations. (Author/ WI) 
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Four separate societal movements in the past 
twenty-five years have brought about the belief that 
formal education is a means to an end rather than 
an end in and of itself: technological, educational, 
social, and population changes. Given these 
changes, the issue of urban desegregation must be 
reexamined from the viewpoint of the following 
principles: (1) there is a direct relationship between 
academically low, predominantly black schools, 
school segregation, and young adult unemployment; 
(2) there are no incentives for middle-class college 
oriented whites to voluntarily enroll their children 
in predominantly black schools; and (3) there is no 
way to provide heterogeneous schooling, because of 
white flight, unless the problem of housing patterns 
is addressed. There are three major explanations for 
the patterns of residential segregation: socioeco- 
nomic factors, racial discrimination, and individual 
preference. New incentives are needed to make 
compatible the conflicting goals of improving basic 
skills for minority children in specialized settings 
with uniquely prepared staffs and desegregating stu- 
dents into schools where teachers have not been 
properly trained. Such incentives may be magnet 
schools; incentives for school districts or individual 
schools; incentives for schools in conjunction with 
voucher plans; and financial incentives to children 
or parents for attending integrated schools. (Au- 
thor/WI) 
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This paper presents a conceptual analysis of the 

different responsibilities that State and local levels 
should assume in promoting the purposes of educa- 
tion. It is their responsibility to provide learning 
environments that promote equity and equality. The 
problem for State and local authorities with refer- 
ence to desegregated education is that of both pro- 
moting and controlling conflict as a creative process 
that enhances learning opportunities. Two questions 
serve as guidelines for the analysis of the purpose of 
desegregated education: What is the optimum bal- 
ance between homogeneity and heterogeneity of 
decision making units? And what is the appropriate 
distribution of such units at varying levels of gover- 
nance? It is concluded that decisions about equal- 
ity-the statements of principle—are best made at the 
state level, remote from the location of implementa- 
tion where considerations of self interest tend to 
create an emotionally charged atmosphere. How- 
ever, decisions about educational practice should be 
made at the local level, for such decisions are deci- 
sions about equity. When the state and the locality 
have divided responsibilities pertaining to principle 
and practice in desegregated education, they serve 
as a system of checks and balances. (Author/ WI) 
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Three basic reasons commend metropolitan ap- 
proaches to public school desegregation in urban 
America. The first of these reasons is widely under- 
stood: the racial demography of many of the na- 
tion’s cities demands a metropolitan perspective on 
the process. Related to this factor is the second 
reason: metropolitan approaches deter resegrega- 
tion. Finally, a range of desirable goals for an effec- 
tive school desegregation program-such as 
furthering genuine integration, cost and transporta- 
tional efficiency, equity, and parental choice-can all 
be more effectively advanced within a metropolitan 
context. Yet there are many misconceptions about 
this view of school desegregation. This paper con- 
siders each of the three reasons for metropolitan 
solutions to public school desegregation and dis- 
cusses the misconceptions held about these solu- 
tions. (Author/WI) 
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Examined in this report are problems connected 
with school desegregation. Particular attention is 
given to the fact that, while many rural schools have 
been successfully desegregated in the past decade, 
the majority of blacks and Hispanics who live in 
large cities remain in racially isolated schools. 
Causes and feasibility of metropolitan school deseg- 
regation are discussed. Findings indicate that exces- 
sive busing and loss of local control are not 
necessarily indicated by desegregation plans. Bene- 
fits of desegregation are identified as socioeconomic 
integration, neighborhood stability, increased learn- 
ing opportunities, and balanced class size. Alterna- 
tives to urban school desegregation are listed and 
Federal Court rulings are discussed. Implementa- 
tion methods for various metropolitan desegrega- 
tion plans are examined and the role of the State in 
implementation is discussed at length. Recommen- 
dations include: (1) creation of a metropolitan-wide 
school district; (2) consolidation and reorganization 
of school districts; (3) inter-district student trans- 
fers; and (4) shared services. Examples of several 
urban desegregation programs are provided. Special 
task force recommendations are listed and applica- 
ble laws are appended. (WI) 
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Due mainly to the cultural reverence for the bac- 
calaureate degree, there is a growing pressure from 
low income and minority groups to expand pro- 
grams in continuing education. Various approaches 
to the problem have been tried (talent searches by 
colleges, open admissions) but have not proved suc- 
cessful. Although success and financing are prob- 
lems, the major problem seems to be the 
development of skills and competencies in low in- 
come students. Researchers are still divided on the 
question of whether intellect is genetically or envi- 
ronmentally determined. However, there is abun- 
dant data relating to school achievement and school 
inefficiency and neglect in disadvantaged popula- 
tions. Studies of desegregated schools indicate that 
achievement levels tend to rise with desegregation. 
Equality of education can only be reached if schools 
and society accept responsibility for developing 
conceptual, technical, social and political compe- 
tence in the whole population. Three problems must 
be faced to equalize continuing education programs: 
modification of mental postures and learning pat- 
terns in inefficient young adult learners; the deve- 
lopment of professional competence; and the 
necessity of involving the student in the develop- 
mental task. (Author/ WI) 
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*Research Needs 

The most pressing problems of research on 
minority groups have not received adequate atten- 
tion. One such problem is that of identification and 
understanding of the mechanisms of learning 
facility and learning dysfunction and the implica- 
tions of both for the optimum development of 
heterogeneous populations. Secondly, in contrast to 
the body of research and statistics concerning intel- 
lectual status, little has been done to analyze the 
qualitative aspects of intellectual function in target 
populations. A third area of research on plasticity of 
intellectual development has yet to yield definitive 
results. Zigler’s work on the relationship between 
quality of intellectual function and affective state 
may provide insight into the development of cogni- 
tive achievement, if pursued. A fourth area of possi- 
ble research is the implications of population 
diversity and pluralism for behavioral analysis and 
assessment. Finally the context in which learning 
takes place and the purposes served by learning 
must also be further explored. Ogbu and Wallace 
have argued, in different ways, that the purposes 
served by education are determined by the society 
that sponsors it. (Author/WI) 
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Contemporary research provides evidence of a 

variety of behaviors and conditions encountered in 
children from economically disadvantaged back- 
grounds with sufficient frequency to justify the con- 
clusion that they are either induced or nurtured by 
conditions of poverty. Numerous health-related 
conditions are felt to have implications for school 
and general social adjustment. The relationship of 
income level to intellectual development, academic 
achievement, and educational opportunity has been 
studied. Attempts to identify social affective behav- 
iors which are associated with poverty in children 
have yielded tenuous results. Nonetheless, health 
status, intellectual function, and personal social ad- 
justment appear to be influenced by conditions of 
poverty. Programs for the socially disadvantaged 
must be designed to relieve the impact of poverty on 
learning and development. (Author/WI) 
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Two lines of argument have been advanced to 

support the assertion that schooling makes little dif- 

ference in the efforts of low status people to achieve 
equality or a fair chance at survival. One says that 
the genetic inferiority of certain races makes them 
incapable of benefitting from schooling. Although 
there is no hard biological evidence to support this 
viewpoint, it has been widely publicized and used as 
an argument against compensatory education. The 
second argument asserts that schools are not effec- 
tive forces in changing the life chances of pupils. 
The view that schooling and the achievement of 
economic equality have little direct relationship has 
been used to justify reduced expenditures on school- 
ing and lower demands on education. However, the 
problems of educating disadvantaged populations 
who have been systematically deprived of educa- 
tional opportunity require attention to issues such as 
differential patterns of intellectual and social func- 
tion; health-related conditions affecting children 
and their ability to learn; ethnic and cultural incon- 
gruities between school staff and the children and 


community; and schools’ accountability as social in- 
stitutions. As things now stand, arguments against 
effective schooling rely on questionable research 
which serves to relieve schools and the society of 
the responsibility for providing equal education. 
(Author/ WI) 
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Guidance for career development must be con- 

cerned not so much with helping young people learn 
how to earn a living as with learning how to live a 
life. In the early part of this century, certain condi- 
tions and attitudes prevailed which influenced the 
character of the career guidance profession. How- 
ever, these conditions and attitudes are no longer 
applicable to the present and emerging periods. The 
profession is changing in response to the changed 
social context in which we function. As in the field 
of medicine, the trend in guidance is toward a 
greater emphasis on understanding the total deve- 
lopmental process of young people. The study and 
manipulation of environments are increasingly 
viewed as crucial vehicles for the achievement of 
guidance objectives. This concern with environmen- 
tal encounters in both medicine and guidance, and 
a reconsideration of the nature-nurture controversy, 
should lead to greater attention being given to the 
interaction between intrinsic and extrinsic factors 
involved in the development of human behavior. 
The early individual psychological model now being 
challenged by the developmental-ecological model 
as a more appropriate frame for the conceptualiza- 
tion and implementation of guidance functions has 
implications for the present and for the future. (Au- 
thor/EB) 
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Three phenomena are examined in this paper: (1) 

the segregation inherent in the early stages of bilin- 

gual instruction; (2) the Hispanic view of school 

desegregation; (3) the treatment of Hispanic chil- 

dren by desegregating school systems. Court rul- 

ings, Federal guidelines, and other legal mandates 

concerning the segregation of national origin stu- 

dents are discussed. (Author/EB)

This paper deals with the application of the dis- 
senting opinions of the Supreme Court justices in 
the Allan Bakke case to a range of admission and 
hiring practices in which universities have engaged, 
or might engage. The issues posed in the Bakke case, 
the basic positions in each of the justices’ opinions, 
and the interrelationship between the opinions are 
briefly described. The practical implications of the 
Bakke decision are then discussed in terms of what 
sorts of university programs of admissions and hir- 
ing appear permissible after Bakke. Taken into con- 
sideration are the following: (1) the relevance of 
State law and the distinction between private and 
public universities; (2) admission practices as they 
affect disadvantaged and minority students, particu- 
larly with regard to racial criteria; and (3) racial and 
sexual criteria in university hiring. (EB) 
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This report analyzes the enrollment of race and 

sex groups in institutions of higher education in or- 

der to describe the differences in black-white and 
male-female enrollment. The analyses address the 
types of higher institutions attended and the types 
of academic programs experienced within these in- 
stitutions. Findings indicate: (1) black enrollment 
throughout higher education in 1976 still remained 
heavily concentrated in the South; (2) traditionally

ject on Documentation and Technical Assistance in 
Urban Schools (DTA), is a series of principles that 
can be used by members of schools and their con- 
sultants to improve the capacity of schools to solve 
their problems locally.
